PART 1. 


Orrick ROUTINE. 


Rai Bahadur V. Venkayya Avargal, 4.4., Government Epigraphist, having been 
granted privilege leave for two months, the Government of India were pleased to 
appoint me to officiate for him (Notifications of the Government of India Nos. 212, 
213, dated Simla, the 23rd June 1911, republished on p. 642 of the Fort St. George 
-Gazette, dated 11th July 1911). I took charge of his duties at Ootacamund on the 
"afternoon of 17th July 1911. During this period my Senior Sub-Assistant Mr. 
-G. Venkoba Rao was ordered (G.O. No. 704, Public, dated 30th June 1911) to act 
for me as Assistant Archeological Superintendent for Epigraphy, Southern Circle. 
Mr. D. Mahabala Hao, B.A., a Kanarese graduate of the Madras University, was 
appointed probationary Epigraphieal Student on 19th July 1911. A tour clerk on 
Ев. 30—3—45 (biennial) and an additional peon on Rs. 8 were sanctioned by G.O. 
No. 228, Publie, dated 6th Mareh 1911, and I selected for the former, Mr. 
G. V. Rangarajayya who was, for about four years, a clerk in the Madras Corporation 
office. He joined this department on the 19th of June 1911. Iam glad to report, 
from the willing way in which they are at present discharging their duties, that both 
Mahabala Rao and Rangarajayya promise soon to turn out efficient and useful hands. 
-On lst December 1911, Mr. Venkoba Rao was granted combined privilege leave and 
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furlough, for six months in order to enable him to appear for the ensuing examination: 
in the History branch of the B.A. degree (in which he has already passed in two 
branches) and to complete it (G.O. No. 265, Public, dated 15th April 1909). During 
the absence of Mr. Venkoba Rao, Mr. K. V. Subrahmanya Aiyar, my Junior Sub- 
Assistant, was promoted to the place of the Senior Sub- Assistant ; but his place proper, 
had to be kept vacant for want of an efficient hand to succeed him. ‘The Epigra- 
phieal Student being only a probationer was not, in my opinion, sufficiently trained 
and qualified to fill up the place and an untrained outsider could not have been of 
much use. In spite of these changes and the prolonged vacancy caused thereby in 
one of the senior appointments, the work turned out for the year under review (below, 
p. 9, paragraphs 10 to 15) has been a productive one and this, I acknowledge, is. 
due no less to my energetic. Assistants than to the favourable opportunities that have- 
offered themselves to facilitate our investigations. 


Tours AND DIARY OF THE Assistant SUPERINTENDENT, 


2. Immediately after assuming the duties of the Assistant ‘Superintendent, . 
Mr. Venkoba Rao started for Mysore to complete the special tour in quest of Chola. 
inscriptions which I had commenced on the 17th of January last year (G.O. No. 558, 
Public, dated 2nd July 1910). He had just finished the Kolar district and a part of 
Mysore before he handed back his charge to me on 18th September 1911. He was- 
asked to continue his tour for another month in Mysore and had practically finished 
all the places marked for Chola inscriptions, before returning to Ootacamund on. 
11th November 1911. What he‘has still omitted would be only very few records— 
such, as are either too fragmentary or are not of much use for Chola history. 


3. On Mrs Ve&koba Као? return to head-quarters I left Ootacamund for Madras. 
'"with my tour clerk aiid ‘agrgved at the latter place on 16th November 1911 in order- 
to examine Valuvadür and Madambakkam which were brought to my notice by the- 
Archeological Superintendent. On this occasion I also visited Kalattür gnd 

Tiruvanakkoyil—two villages near the South-Indian Railway station of Vottivakkam— 

and Tiruvorriyur, 6 mile es. due north-east of Madras. At Kalattür I found a fine old 

temple of Siva in whieh t Ё linga is not of the ordinary kind. The top spreads out 

into a cap-like canopy over the trunk of the (да and receives, perhaps, on this. 
account, the ћате Munkudumi$vara (2.е., lóvara with a tuft in front) The only 

other nga that I know of, which bears comparison with this, is the one of Paragu- 

ташёбүага at Gudimallam (Jud. Ant. Vol. XL. Plate, facing p. 104). I discovered in 

the Munkudumiávara temple an old Pallava inscription of the time of Nandivarma- 

Mabarija (9th Century A.D.), got it removed from its unsafe position in the floor 

and set it up in the courtyard of the temple for eventual removal to the Madras 

Museum. The temple is at present totally neglected by the people and deserves to- 
be included in the list of conserved monuments, both on account of the peculiar liga 

which it enshrines and the many Pandya and Chola inscriptions engraved on its 

walls. Tiruvorriyür is one of the famous places sung in the Dérdéram hymns and of 

‘wide popularity as the abode of Pattinattu-Pillaiyar, a non-Brahman saint of the- 
modern age whose liberal interpretation of the Vedanta has found acceptance from 

the teachers of all creeds. The Adhipuri$vara temple at Tiruvorriyür is unique in 

not having come within the destructive purview of the Nàttukkottai Ohetties. The- 
perfect condition of its central shrine, the closed hall, the surrounding verandah 

enshrining minor deities, the рг дгав and the group of small temples in its courtyard, 

make Adhipuriévara a perfect model of temples built in the orthodox style and must, 

in my opinion, be protected scrupulously from any possible danger to it by vandalistie- 
hands. The hundreds of old inscriptions that fill every available space on the walls. 
of the shrine, on the round pillars of the verandah, the stone-paved floor and the 

second prakara wall, had not been completely secured in previeus-years. As the 

places included in the current programme were many and I had to finish them before 

the expiry of the field season, 1 regret that I was not able on this occasion to copy 

more than half a dozen records on the second ”йййга wall. In the ensuing year,. 
however, I hope to see all epigraphs of the Tiruvorriyür temple, secured and photo- 

graphs taken, of most of its fine sculptnres. 
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4. On the 2nd December 1911; I reached Puttür in the Karvétinagar Zamindari 
and examined a number of places in its neighbourhood with a view to find some fresh: 
material for the history of the Saluvas who usurped the Vijayanagara kingdom in 
the 15th Century A.D. and to discover, if possible, some epigraphs of the undefined 
period immediately preceding the occupation of the Tondai-mandalam country by the 
Cholas. In both of these I was sadly disappointed inasmuch as my surmise in the 
former was proved to be wrongly founded on a few Sàluva titles which the ehiefs of 
Karvétinagar, like the Saluvas of the 15th Century, bear even to this day, and the 
latter could not be met with except after an elaborate and patient search. l 

5. An excellent temple, now completely abandoned, is the one of Paraśu- 
ташёбуага at Attirala which I visited after reaching Rajampét in the Cuddapah: 
district, in order to inspect the villages Lēpāka, Mandapalle, Pottapi and Rayachoti 
included in my programme for 1911-12. The first storey of the eimána which is- 
elaborately sculptured, is still in good preservation but is interrupted from view by 
prickly-pear which has covered it from all sides. I would strongly recommend the- 
immediate removal of the cactus and the conservation of the temple, chiefly om. 
account of its sculptures—a rarity in the Telugu country surrounding Cuddapah. 
On the hill overlooking this old temple of Para$uràma, are also found a Vishnu and 
a Siva temple of comparatively recent origin. To these latter, the people attack: 
much importance and spend large sums of money on festive days in continuation of 
the Sivaratri. Onthe very summit of the hill is a turret visible from a long distance- 
over which used to be made, till very recently, bonfires ор a large scale to celebrate- 
the Sivaratri and the Krittiks festivals. 2 

6. Before the beginning of the new year I reached Rajahmundry and from there 
visited the hill of Korukonda on whose top is picturesquely situated the temple of 
Lakshminarasimha. Fine pillars and sculptured panels round this temple which bear 
illustrations from the Ramayana, are most interesting. The Municipal Museum at 
Rajahmundry possesses a modest collection of local antiquities of which a set of 
copper-plates and a few inscribed stones were examined with the kind permission of 
the Honorary Curdtor, Dr. A. P. Fernandez who also gave thecopper-plates to me on 
a short loan for taking ink-imprersions of them at head quarters. I left Rajahmundry 
for Vizianagrum on 8th January 1912 and examined about half a dozen villages in the 
Vizagapatam distriet before the end of January. Here, the photographer, who was 
permitted to remain for some time at head-quarters after two months of continuous 
touring in Mysore, joined my camp. Early in February I came to Dharmüvaram 
(Anantapur district) and from there examined, first, Parnapalle in the Pulivindla taluk 
of the Cuddapah district. About 2 miles south-east of this village, in a gorge between 
two ranges of hills, is the famous spot of Kona or KanvaSrama whose group of temples. 
(No. 174 of Appendix D) and the natural spring that serves as a set off against the 
monotonous rocky scenery around, attract thousands of people each year to receive the 
blessings of the sages who are supposed to dwell there even to this day, from time- 
immemorial. No inscriptions exist to justify the high antiquity attributed to the spot. 
A forged copper-plate inscription from the village Komannütala of the same taluk was. 
brought to me for examination. It was found to relate the story, popular in that 
locality, of how seven Komati brothers offered their heads at Kómannütala to please 
god VenkatéSa of Tirumala, having there found by his grace small wells of fresh 
water on what was originally a bare rotk, to quench their thirst. On hearing of this 
miraeulous work of god brought about by the persistent devotion of the Komati 
brothers, the community of merchants (nagaras) in the Vijayanagara and Adavéni 
countries built a temple on the spot in memory of these devotees and endowed it 
with voluntary contributions. All this is stated to have happened in the Saka year 
856, Jaya—a date quite fabulous and inconsistent with the modern characters in 
which the record is written. The temple of Lépakshi contains the finest of sculptures 
in the Anantapur district. It has been conserved by Government and saved from 
the heinous iniquities that the irreligious and ignorant folk surrounding it are 
reported to have been subjecting it to, prior to conservation. The Vishnu temple of 
this village is commemorated by a popular Telugu bard who wrote the dramatie poem 
Lépakshi-Raimiyanamu. The Vijayanagara records of the temple which are about a 
dozen in number, could not all be copied for lack of copying materials at the time 
of my visit. I, therefore, secured only а few on the back wall of the surroundin 
verandah which are earlier than the rest and belong to the kings of the first dynasty 
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: 7. Parigi near Hindupur, surmised to be identical with the historie town Parivi, 
the capital of the early Bana kings, was next examined. Below the bund of the tank 
where the old town is supposed to have been located are still found three temples 
‘dedicated to Dharméfvara, Bhiméévara and the Saptamatrikas. Some fine images in 
the vicinity of these temples and the huge nandi wrought in black stone (Nos. 177 
to 181 of Appendix D and No. 18 (a to g) of Appendix E ) clearly suggest that the 
site must have been one of some historical importance in early ages though no 
-eonclusive epigraphical evidence has been found to prove the identity of Parigi with 
the ancient Parivi 


8. At Gorrepalle (in Kanarese, Goravanahalli), not very far from Hindupur, is 
situated a big stone temple of Mahalakshmi, built about the 16th century A.D., during 
the reign of the Vijayanagara king Achyutaràya. One side of its high prakara wall 
has completely fallen down (No. 176 of Appendix D.) and a good portion of what exists, 
including that on which the inscriptions are engraved, is threatening to collapse at no 
distant date. The Government might be pleased to refer to the Archeological 
Superintendent the advisability of repairing the prakadra well of this temple and of 
including it in the list of conserved monuments, if he thinks it worth doing so. On 
leaving the Anantapur district 1 was unavoidably detained at Bangalore for about 
‘ten days on account of indifferent health and returned to Ootacamund on the 9th 
March 1912 closing the tour for the season after an absence of a little less than four 
months from head-quarters. The appended diary will show the extent of country 
traversed by me from 15th November 1911 to 9th March 1912

Tours ов THR ESTABLISHMENT. 


9. The newly appointed Epigraphical Student and the photographer accompanied: 
Mr. Venkoba Rao on his tour in the Mysore State and visited about 38 villages 
where they copied the Chéla epigraphs already referred to and secured some excellent 
photographs (Nos. 149 to 167 of Appendix D). Mr. Venkoba Rao having proceeded 
on leave immediately after his return from Mysore, the entire burden of carrying out 
the programme in the Madras Presidency had to be divided between myself and my 
Junior Assistant Mr. K. V. Subrahmanya Aiyar. The latter left Ootacamund on 17th. 
July 1911 and began copying inscriptions at Kundani and Tirtham in the Salem 
district for supplying to Mr. F. J. Richards, I.C.S., who has been engaged in revising 
the Salem District Manval, some definite information regarding the identity of this 
Kundani on the Ghats with the Hoysala capital of the same name mentioned in some 
epigraphs of that dynasty from the Mysore country. Though the results of Mr. 
Subrahmanya Aiyar’s mission have not directly proved this fact, the records copied by 
him are not without some interest for local history. The temple of Mahalingasvamin at 
Tiruvidaimarudür whose central shrine is being pulled down for renewal by the 
Nattukkottai Chetties, was next visited and 616 slabs of the central shrine which are 
covered with ancient writings were marked in an intelligible order, so that they 
may, after being removed from their present position, be arranged in the Chitra-prakara 
of the temple ав agreed to by the Chetty superintending the repairs. The inscriptions 
of Tirunàge$varam near Kumbhakonam and those of the Nàgeávarasvümin temple 
at Kumbhakónam which were left uncopied in previous years, were next secured. 
Mr. Subrahmanya Aivar has noted that some of the big stone images placed round ` 
the shrine of the goddess in the Naganathasvamin temple at Tirunágs$varam, may be- 
of Jaina origin. Curiously enough one of the inscriptions copied in the village street 
seems to lend support to his supposition (below, Part II, paragraph 12 ). After 
finishing a number of other places in the Tanjore district including Tillasthinam. 
where, at the instance of the Government Epigraphist, he has copied some interesting - 
Chola records, Mr. Aiyar reached Madura but was suddenly called back to head- 
quarters оп 3lst August 1911 on aceount of urgent business in the office and 
remained there till 6th November 1911, when again, he started on a second trip for 
the season. He reached Madras and stopped there till the 25th examining some 
villages of the Chingleput and North Arcot districts which were within his 
easy reach from Madras and helping, at intervals, the Government Kpigraphist 
at Mambalam, in passing the final proofs of South-Indias Inseriptions, Vol. II, 
Part IV. I am glad to note that at Adaipalam in the North Arcot district 
he has discovered an important record of the time of the famous Saiva scholar 
Appaya-Dikshita of which I shall have occasion to speak in Part II, below. 
From the 25th of November 1911 to 31st January 1912 he was touring in the 
Madura, Ramnad and Tinnevelly districts and has secured a valuable Brahmi inserip- 
tion and two Vatteluttu records in the natural cavern at Karungalakkudi (kindly 
brought to my notice by the Collector of Madura) and copied some Pandya inscriptions 
_ of historical interest and importance. He prepared also inked estampages of a rock 
inscription in a cavern at Paradésipodai near Courtallam, which is written in 
characters unknown to Epigraphy. At some distance from the inscription are cut 
rude figures of what look hke an ankusa (elephant goad), a cock, a distiller (?) and 
an ugly human figure squatting cross-legged. My remarks on this inscription are 
also recorded in Part II of this report. Mr. Subrahmanya Aiyar returned to head- 
quarters on the 26th of February 1912 having visited again on his way back a few 
more villages in the Chingleput district. Seven copper-coins and one copper-plate 
inscription secured by him, are noticed in the sequel. 


THE YEAR'S Work. 


10. Advance proofs of the Annual Report for 1910-1911 were corrected and the 
clean copy submitted to Government on 27th June 1911. While doing this I had 
also to send abstraets of my report with information on the more important discoveries, 
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to the Director-General of Archeology, Simla, and the Government Epigraphist. As 
-acting Epigraphist for India I revised certain contributions for the Epigraphia Indica 
which Mr. Venkayya had assigned to me. My paper on the Malépadu Plates of the 
Telugu-Chóla chief Punyakumara, was submitted for publication and is now in galleys. 
‘The Junior Assistant Mr. Subrahmanya Aiyar has also contributed certain interesting 
-and studied articles to the Indian Antiguary (Vol. XL. pp. 131 to 144, 209 to 218, 
224 to 229, and Vol. XLI. pp. 21 to 25), published in Bombay. 


ll. During the year under review I and my assistants visited about 128 
villages and secured 465 inscriptions, of which about 70 from Mysore are copied 
in duplicate. Tentative transcripts of almost all the inscriptions (except those of 
Mysore) have been prepared. Index tickets for inscriptions ‘copied in 1910-11 
‘were drawn up and arranged in chronological order under different dynasties. 
Epigraphia Indica, Vol. X. was indexed and the manuscript for the press, forwarded 
‘to the Government Epigraphist. Copper-plates included in Appendix A of the last 
Annual Report which were intended for deposit inthe Madras Museum, were sent to 
that institution with descriptive labels. Forty-six Chóla and Pandya dates giving 
details required for astronomical calculation, were submitted to the Government 
Epigraphist for being verified and printed in the Epigruphia Indica. 

12. Some important copper-plates have been examined in the course of the 
year. Those of primary importance are a set of fourteen Pallava plates (No. 7 of 
Appendix A) received through the kindness of Mr. Venkayya. These, like the 
Velürpálaiyam plates acquired for the museum last year, are strung on a huge oval 
ring which measures roughly 63” by 72" and is about 3” thick, The circular seal 
attached to the ring is 3” in diameter and bears on a countersunk surface the figure 
-of a couchant bull, the emblem of the Pallavas, and an obliterated legend round it. 
The plates measure 112" by 32". The ring when it reached my hands appeared 
already, to have been soldered once. This makes me believe that those who first 
handled the inscription either intentionally extracted one or more plates now missing 
both at the beginning and at the end of the inscription, or lost them through 
carelessness. The contents of the plates and the importance that attaches to them 
will be pointed out in Part II, below. The Kasakudi plates of Nandivarman 
Pallavamalla (No. 10 of Appendix A) which have been published with photo- 
lithographic illustrations in South-Indian Inscriptions, Vol. II. (pp. 342—361), are 
offered for sale and I have recommended their purchase and deposit in the 
Government Museum, Madras. The Collector of Ramnad has very kindly secured, 
‘at my request, a set of copper-plates from Miivaraivenran (No. 1 of Appendix A) 
with ring and seal, which are valuable for the history of the later Pandya kings ав 
will be shown in Part II. The Eastern Chàlukya plates of Vijayaditya III 
(No. 5 of Appendix A) sent by Professor M. Rangacharya, м.А., Curator, Oriental 
Manuscripts Library, Madras, though unfinished and damaged, are nevertheless 
interesting. Iam glad to report that J. N. Roy, Esq., I.C.8., Acting Collector of 
Guntur, has, at my suggestion, succeeded in inducing Pandit Kasi Krishnamacharyulu, 
the present owner of the plates, to make a gift of them to the Madras Museum. 
The Rajahmundry plates (No. 8 of Appendix A) and the-Vijayanagara grant secured 
by Mr. Subrahmanya Атуаг from the village munsiff of Vellangudi (No. 9 of the 
same Appendix), also add greatly to our knowledge of the period to which they 
refer themselves. 


18. To the kindness of C. A. Innes, Esq., I.C.S., I owe the eopper- plate inscription, 
No. 6 of Appendix A, which he forwarded to me for examination together with two 
inscribed bamboo sticks and a manuscript on fibre, on 23rd October 1911. Of these 
the copper-plate registers a hypotheeation deed, some aspects of which may not be 
altogether without interest. “ А certain Suvaran Dévan of Pugalamafijeri on behalf, 
perhaps, of the residents of that village borrowed 707 apai-achchu (i.e. coins marked 
with an elephant) jointly from king Karumbattu Raman Ravivarman Kolattu 
Tiruvadi and the Irandutadai of Perufichellir. Towards interest on this amount he 
agreed to pay 53 undi-achchu each year to the parties who had lent the amount and 
pledged also Jands, the names and extent of which are specified in the inscription. 
А small penalty in grain was stipulated for non-payment of interest for two 
-onaeeutive years, lrayiran Кёгаїар wrote the document and many others attested 
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it. А subsidiary document at the end of the above, written in the same characters 
but faintly engraved, mentions that the second of the two parties (.e., the Irandutadai 
-of Perufichellür) who lent the money to Suvaran Devan were themselves the 
recipients of 300 éamai-achehw from the king who, as we know, was a party to the 
first transaction. This portion of the inscription does not go into details but only 
‘states that the Irandutadui of Perufichellür were recipients of 1,007 @pai-achchu from 
king Karumbattu Raman Ravivarman which evidently included the 800 aehchu 
registered in the subsidiary portion of the grant. Consequently the Irandutadai 
who had actually received 707 dpai-achchu from the king and lent that amount to 
‘Suvaran Devan were the Bráhmana community of Perufichellür. They had included 
the king and his palace officials as party to the transaction only to make it more safe. 
The date of the record is given as the month of Kanyà, while Jupiter was in the first 
point of Aries. This does not help us to fix the exact time when the inscription 
was engraved. But to judge from the characters the plate appears to belong to 
‘about the 13th century A.D.” 


The three copper-plates sent by the District Judge of Trichinopoly (Nos. 2 to 4 
of Appendix A) belong to petty Palégars who bore the biruda Kalakka Tolar, and 
were, as the plates inform us, ruling the country between the north Cauvery and the 
Svétanadi (Vellaru). 


14. The Superintendent, Archeological Survey, very kindly forwarded to me for 
examination two copper coins which he found in the Bhojé$varasvàmin temple at 
mayavaram and two others which he received from a resident of Mamallapuram. 
Of these four, three were found to be specimens 0f copper pieces of the Chola king 
Rajaraja I (A.D. 985-1013) so largely available in the South. Mr. Subrahmanya 
Aiyar brought with him, on his return from tour, afew old coins from Madura 
which he has offered to present to the Madras Museum. One of these is the familiar 
copper coin of Rijaraja I just referred to. Another is а Pandya coin bearing on one 
‘of its sides within a margin marked by регеа two Рапдуа fish and between them some 
writing in modern Tamil characters (badly worn out) which I tentatively readas Sunda. 
The reverse of the coin bears the standing figure usually seen on the Chola coins of 
Rajaraja I and on some Ceylon issues. If the specimen under reference is one of the 
Pandya king Sunda{ra-Pandya}—which name, we know, was assumed by a large 
number of kings of that family—the type which Mr. Subrahmanya Aiyar has secured 
is a peculiar one and may be considered rare. Sir Walter Elliot’s description of the 
only coin of Sundara-Pàndya (South-Indian Coins, Plate IV, No. 141) is altogether 
‘different. Another Pandya coin secured by Mr. Subrahmanya Aiyar is also of a 
unique type. It differs from No. 138 on Plate III (¿bid.) in bearing on the obverse 
the figure of a Garuda surmounted by a row of seven stars, the Sun and Moon and 
above them a doubtful symbol which perhaps represents the heavenly vault. The 
reverse bears in three lines of modern Tamil the legend Buvanékaviran. Four other 
coins collected by Mr. Subrahmanya Aiyar are of Muhammadan kings and perhaps 
belong to the Sultans of Madura. I am not able to identify them for want of 
catalogues of Muhammadan coins in my office. 


15. Mr. Н. С. P. Bell, Archeological Commissioner, Ceylon, has also kindly 
forwarded to me fur examination impressions of 32 Tamil inscriptions found on that 
igland and promises to send some more. As Mr. Bell has not informed me if I could 
include the results of my examination in the current report, | abstain from doing 80 
at present but hope to say something about them in my report for 1912-13

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ANCIENT INSCRIPTIONS IN THE CAVERNS OF SOUTHERN INDIA.

-.  l. One Brahmj inscription was copied during the year under review. It was. 
brought to my notice by the Collector of Madura in his R. Dis. No. 813, dated 23rd 
December 1909, and is found in the natural cavern on the hill called Pafichapandavar- 
kuttu near Karungalakkudi. Like others of its class, the cavern is considered by the 
villagers to have once been the abode,of the Pafiehapandavas. It is formed of one huge 
boulder resting on and overhanging another. The beds cut on the floor of the latter 
are mutilated and on the edge of the former is engraved the record under reference, in 
bold Brahmi characters. A number of modern mud walls divide the cavern into 
separate cells one of which is pointed out as having till lately been the residence of a 
religious mendicant (pandáram) whose tomb is close by. On a rock adjoining the 
eavern to the left, is the image of a seated Jaina saint ona sculptured pedestal. Two 
lines of writing in Vatteluttu characters below it, state that * this image (#rumëm) was 
caused to be made by the holy Ajjanandi (Aryanandin)? I have drawn attention in 
my previous reports to the probable conversion of these natural eaverns into tempo- 
rary rest-houses or places of monastic learning and worship, by Jaina mendicants and 
to the important personage Ajjanandi 
whose influence was great with the latter 
community. Higher up the Karunga- 
lakkudi hill are three more natural caverhs with wows of beds cut out on the rocky 
floor. Of these latter one bears a Vatteluttu inscription in Tamil verse which 
states that a certain chief Pallidaraiyan rendered service in different capacities to: 
his master the Pandya king (Valudi or Minavaz) first, by building a bright vimana, 
then by stopping the sea, by protecting sacrifices at Tiruppodiyil, by scholarship, 
asceticism, and suintliness(?). There is an apparent reference here, to the sage 
Agastya whose intimate connection with the Pandyas, the Podiyil mountain and 
Tamil literature are well known. Theage to which Pallidaraiyan and his master, the: 
Pandya king, belonged, cannot be determined at present. The Vatteluttu characters, 
however, suggest a period approximating to the Yth century A.D. One interesting 
inference which this short inscription leads to, is the evident fact that the beds in 
the natural caverns were used not only by Jaina saints but also by laymen twelve 
hundred years ago, as is done by the mendicants of the present day, to spend the last 
days of their retired life in seclusion. 


Another part of the Pafichapindavarkuttu hill is occupied by а Muhammadan- 
tomb of recent date with a much damaged Tamil record of Saka 1704 corresponding 
to the cyclic year Sobhakrit (= A.D. 1781-82). It is called the tomb of Chandasa. 

`2. A curious rock inscription and a cavern near Courtallam were brought to my 
notice by the Manager of No. IV Survey Party, Tinnevelly, on the 3ist of January 
1910. The cavern was examined by my Assistant, Mr, Subrahmanya Aiyar. 
Mechanical estampages in triplicate, were prepared, of the epigraph engraved on the 
bare rock, to the right of a ladder of seven rude steps by which the cavern is reached. 
The ParadeSipodai Estate in which the cavern is situated is evidently so named after 
the cavern in which a paradési (religious mendicant) once used to live, Mr. 
Subrahmanya Aiyar could not gather 
any information about this paradéfs or 
his doings. Nevertheless it appears to me аз if he must have been a man of some 
mystic learning to whom we, perhaps, owe the curious record under reference as also 
some’ other equally bewildering figures engraved on the south-west corner of the 
bottom boulder in the cavern. The characters (or rather symbols) used in the 
Paradééipodai record are quite unintelligible to me. They bear no resemblance— 
except by accident—to any of the known vernacular alphabets of Southern India. 


A plate with photographs of this record of Paradeéipodai and of a few well 
preserved Brahmi inscriptions on caverns in the Madura district (which, though 
read have not yet been interpreted) is annexed in the hope that scholars who take 
interest in the subject might lend the benefit of their study and help me in arriving 
at the right explanation and significance of these archaic epigraphs.

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THE PALLAVAS. 


$. A clear account of the Pallava chronology has been attempted more than once. 
From the time of Simhavishnu to that of Parame$varavarman II. the order of succes- 
sion presents but little difficulty. After ParaméSvaravarman II. came Nandivarman- 
Pallavamala who, according to the Kasak li plates (6.17. Vol. П. pp. 342 ff.), 
was Рагашёбуага28 distant kinsman and the son of Hiranyavarman, being sixth in 
descent from Bhimavarman, the younger brother of Simhavishnu. The Vélirpalaiyam 
plates of Nandivarman III. noticed in my last Report, in the passage where they refer 
to Nandivarman-Pallavamalla, also suggest that the latter must have been а usurper 
into whose hands * passed the glory of the Pallava family? after Parameávaravarman 
П. The Udayéndiram plates (7244. рр. 361 ff.), ina passage whose interpretation is 
not quite satisfactory, make Nandivarman the son of Parame$vara. In the foregoing 
grants Nandivarman-Pallavamalla’s name appears under the different forms Nandi, 
Nandivarman and Nandipotarija (Nandipotavarman). 


4. After Nandivarman-Pallavamalla came Dantivarman and Nandivarman III. in 
succession, These names were revealed to us for the first time by the Véliirpalaiyam 
plates. The Tanjore district plates referred to in Part I. of this report apparently 
also belong to Nandivarman III., the grandson of Nandivarman-Pallavamalla and 
supply some interesting information. Some of the introductory plates which contained 
the genealogy in Sanskrit, are missing. 
The existing plates commence with the 
information that a king ‘ conquered the South? The next verse states that ‘ (king) 
Hiranyavarman, the conqueror ofall enemies, was once more born for the good of 
the world’. This must perhaps refer to *the conqueror of the South’ mentioned 
above. From him was produced Nandivarman * whose victorious elephants reached 
the shores of the four oceans and whom, the learned assemblies honoured for his 
knowledge of all sciences.’ One historical event hitherto unknown about this Nandi- 
varman, is, that he ‘ took away from the Ganga king a valuable necklace and the mad 
elephant called Pattavardhana.' He must of course have done this after defeating 
the Ganga. It is further stated that Nandivarman was believed by the wise to be 
Hari (3.6. Vishnu) himself on account of his manifold virtues. The object of the grant 
| was the gift of the village Dayamukha- 
mangalam—so named after the donor 
Dayamukha—to 303 Brahmanas who were learned in the Vedas and the Smritis. 
The Sanskrit portion ends with the statement that the ¿apta of the charter was 
Kumara ‘the Chief of Treasuries’ and that the composer of the eulogy (prasasti) 
was the poet Paramé$vara-Uttarakaranika, son of Paramottarakaranika. From the 
Tamil passage which follows we learn that in the 58th year of the reign of Kovijaya- 
Nandivikramavarman (i.e. Nandivarman III.) an order yas issued to the residents of 
the district of Tepkarai-Naraiyir-nadu a sub-division of Sola-nàdu. The main 
portion of the order which should follow, is again missing on one or more of the lost 
plates. From what remains it is gathered that the village granted under the name 
Dayamukhamangalam (as stated in the Sanskrit passage) must have comprised the 
forest and uncultivated waste lying to the west of ''andattottam. This latter village 
still exists under the name Thandantottam, near Kumbhakonam. The concluding 
portion of the order which precedes the long list of the 308 Br&hmana donees, records 
the obligations imposed upon the tenants of Dayamukhamangalam and the exemptions 
(parthara) granted to the donees. Most of these exemptions occur also in the 
Kaéakudi, Vélirpalaiyam and other early Pallava documents. 


5. From this extract of contents it is gathered that Nandivarman .also called 
Kovijaya-Nandivikramavarman was the son of Hiranyavarman II., that he conquered 
an unnamed Ganga king from whom he acquired a necklace and an elephant, was a 
worshipper of Vishnu and ruled for 58 as heal The name Kóvijaya-Nandivikrama- 
varman which in its accepted significance would have suggested the king’s Ganga- 
Pallava origin, makes it now appear as if the appendages &ovijaya and vikramavarman 
are not necessarily the distinguishing marks of Ganga-Pallava names alone. Still, 
the grouping together of all Kandis found in copper-plate and stone inscriptions 
sometimes with and sometimes without these appendages, is altogether precluded not 
only on paleeographical grounds but also on other indisputed internal evidence.

Their contents. 
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6. The defeat inflicted by Nandivarman on the Ganga king is not mentioned in the 
Pallava records copied or published so far. ‘The Western Ganga king who may have 
been living about the 58th year of Nandivarman III., was probably Sivamara II. for 
whom Dr. Fleet assigns the approximate period A.D. 805 to 810. The spurious Manne 
grant which pretends to be dated in AM, 97, says of Sivamara II. that “ his forehead 
was adorned by a fillet (of royalty) 101६९७ there with their own hands, when they per- 
formed (Ais) anointment to the sovereignty, by thé.two ornaments of the Rashtrakita 
and Pallava lineages named Govindaraja and Nandivarman who were (already) 
-anointed on (their own) foreheads.” Dr. Fleet commenting on this passage remarks: 
“ Govindaràja seems to be the Rüshtraküta king Govinda 111. whose reign began about 
A.D. 783-84 and ended in A.D. 814-15. Sivamara II. was undoubtedly contem- 
poraneous with him towards the end of his reign and we shall find reasons, further 
on, for believing that he did assist or recognise the succession of Sivamara II. to the 
leadership of the Gangas. Nandivarman must be Pallavamalla Nandivarman, son of 
Hiranyavarman.” In a footnote appended here, Dr. Fleet denies the possibility of 
Nandivarman mentioned in the Manne grant being in any way Hirn with the

the later Pallava king Nandivikramavarm “ who cannot be placced before A.D. 804 
which is the date that we have for Dantivarman.”’ 


7. In spite of Dr. Fleet’s convincing arguments, it is not still impossible that 
king Nandivarman who was present at the coronation of Sivamara II was Nandi- 
vikramavarman. The date A.D. 804 given for Dantivarman by Dr. Fleet, has been 
derived from a Rashtrakiita record of Govinda III. which refers to the defeat 
inflicted by that monarch on Dantiga of Капеш, I have suggested in my last year’s 
Report (Part II, р. 63) that this Dantiga may be identical with Dantivarman son 
-of Nandivarman-Pallavamalla, of the Vélirpalaiyam plates, whose reign, according 
to stone inscriptions attributable to him, extended to about 50 years. From what is 
stated in the new plates under reference, Dantivarman appears to have borne the 
surname Hiranyavarman II. perhaps, after his grandfather Hiranyavarman I., men- 
tioned in the Kasakudi plates. Pallavamalla-Nandivarman is also believed to have 
ruled fora pretty long period, — the Pafichapàndavamalai inscription dated in the 50th 
.year of a certain Nandippottaragar being doubtfully attributed to him. It is very un- 
likely that a usurper like Pallavamalla with so many enemies to oppose and disturb 
his peaceful rule, could have continued to occupy the Pallava throne for so long a 
period as 50 years. His latest sure date, however, must be the 22nd year in which 
the KàSikudi plates were issued. The paleography of stone inscriptions that have 
been assigned to Nandivarman-Pallavamalla (including that of Pafichapandavamalai) 
is so different from the writing of the Kasakudi plates that I feel doubtful if we 
.eould accept them all,as such. Unless there is more convincing evidence, it 18 
Nandivarman-Pallavamalla’s Jong reign, not safe to rely upon the dates of these 
derived from stone inscriptions, disputed. stone inscriptions and ascribe them to 
f Nandivarman-Pallavamalla merely on the 
strength of forms like Nandippottaraiyar, Nandipotaraja or Nandipotavarman which 
oceur in them as the names of the reigning king. For aught we know, it looks more 
likely that some at least of these are to be identified with Nandivarma-Maharaja of the 
Pallava-tilaka family who is distinguished from the usurper Nandivarman-Pallavamalla 
‘and his descendants, as being a member of the direct line of Pallavas. Some perhaps, of 
these stone records may also belong to Vijaya-Nandivikramavarman III, the grandson 
of Nandivarman-Pallavamalla. If, therefore, it is presumed that the rule of Pallava- 
malla extended to a period of roughly 25 years and came to an end about A.D. 750 
(ог a few years later) subsequent to the victorious march of the Western Chalukya 
king Vikramaditya IJ. into Kafichi and if it is also known from stone records that 
Nandivarman-Pallavamalla’s son Dantivarman (or Dantivikramavarman) reigned for 
-50 years, їе, till almost about A.D. 805, it does not become apparent why Nandi- 
varman or Vijaya-Nandivikramavarman, the son of Dantivarman and grandson of 
Nandivarman-Pallavamalla, as a yuvardja (if not then a crowned king) could not have 
‘been present, as stated in the Manne grant, on the occasion of the coronation of 
'Sivamàra II.

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8. The Ganga account given by Mr. Rice from Mysore inscriptions, refers to the 
conquests of Bhüvikrama which extended into the whole of the Pallava dominions. 
His brother Sivamira I. is stated to have exercised suzerain power over certain 
Pallava princes. In the last year’s Report I referred to two inscriptions of the time 
of Sripurusha-Muttarasa son of Sivamaran E which were found at Oddappatti 
{bordering on the Pallava territory) in the 
Salem district. The influence therefore 
of the Gangas in the Pallava dominions appears to have been a historical fact. Га 
the time of Sivamara II. (Saigotta), according to Mr. Rice, 9 the prosperity of the 
Gangas underwent a reverse.” Among the many causes that may have brought 
about this result, the subjugation of the Ganga by Vijaya-Nandivikramavarman 
mentioned in the ‘Tanjore district plates, must have been one. ‘The Siyamangalam 
record of the 3rd year of Vijaya-Nandivikramavarman (Ep. Ind. Vol. VI. p. 321) 
mentions as his feudatory a certain Ganga chief named Nergutti. 


Ganga influence in the Pallava country. 


The regnal year 58 given in the Tanjore district plates, falls within the latest 
year for Vijaya-Nandivikramavarman (vz. 62) available from his Tiruvallam rock 
inscription (S. Z.T. Vol. ПІ. p. 91). It remains only to remark that of the 308 shares 
into which the village Dayamukhamangalam was divided, the existing plates render 
aceount for only 240. Consequently it looks as if some plates at the end which 
registered the remaining 68 shares and contained the usual closing verses, must be 
missing. 

No. 349 of Appendix B from Kalattür belongs to the 14th year of Nandivarma- 
Maharaja who in all probability was one of the members of the direct line of Pallavas 
and a successor of the Pallava-tilaka Dantivarma-Maharaja of the Triplieane inscription 
(Ep. Ind. Vol. VIII. p. 290). 


THE GANGA-PALLAVAS. 


9. Three records of kings included under this family name, have been copied 
during the year under review. One сошев from Tiruvorriyür (No. 372 of Appendix B) 
and refers to a sale of land by the assembly of Manali, to a certain Nirafijanaguravar 
of Tiruvorriyür for the benefit of a temple of Mahadéva built in that village by the 
guravar, after his own name. It is not impossible that this temple is identical 
with the modern Adhipuri$vara, though the position of the slab built into the floor of 
the temple, makes it somewhat suspicious 
2 and suggests the possibility of its having 
been brought from some other Siva temple which may no longer be in existence. 
The record is dated in the 19th year of Vijaya-Kampavarman who is believed b 
Professor Hultzseh to have been a son of Nandivikramavarman and a brother of 
Nripatungavikramavarman. The latest date for Vijaya-Kampavarman from inserip- 
tions hitherto known, is his 23rd year. It may be noted that like Nandivikramavar- 
man, Vijaya-Kampavikramavarman, also appears to have held sway over certain 
Ganga chiefs. 


10. The last of the Ganga-Pallava kings was Aparajitavikramavarman (Report 
for 1905-06, Part II, paragraphs 9 and 10). The only inscriptions of his time copied 
so far, were those from Tiruttani and Mangadu, dated in the 3rd and 18th years of his 
reign respectively (Nos. 351 of 1908 and 
435 of 1905). Two records from Satya- 
védu secured at the instance of L. Vibert, Esq., I.C.S., belong to the 4th and 5th 
years respectively of this king and record gifts by a certain Kumarandai, * chief of 
Séra-nádu,' also entitled Kurumbarádittan and Kadupatti-Péraraiyan and by his wife 
Porrinangai. The title Kadupatti-Péraraiyan like Kadupatti-Tamila-Péraraiyan 
whieh occurs in two records of the Ganga-Pallava kings (5.7.7. Vol. III p. 92 f), 
perhaps only means ‘the foremost chief of the Kadupatti (7.6. the Pallava king)? 
The term Kurumbarádittan is interesting whether taken as a-title or as a proper 
name. It means literally “the sun among the Kurumbar ; ? and Kurumbar is aterm 
which has been applied to the Pallavas by Sir Walter Elliot.and other early 
archeologists. Perhaps the chief Kumarandai was himself a member of the Pallava 
family (Kurumbar) and served under the Ganga-Pallava king Aparajitavarman. The 
liquid measure vidélvidugu referred to in one of the two records under reference was:

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perhaps so ealled after the surname Vidélvidugu which as Professor Hultzseh remarka 
(ibid. p. 93) may have been adopted by Vijaya-Nandivikramavarman and his son 
Vijaya-Nripatuhgavikramavarman. ‘Lellarrerinda Nandippottaraiyar who is the hero 
of the Tamil poem Nandikkalambagam also bore the title Vidélvidugu.

11. Two early Chola inscriptions on the Ghritapuriévara temple at Tillasthanam 
referred to in my last year’s Report (Part II, paragraph 4) and included in the 
inspection notes for 1910-11 of the 
Government Epigraphist for India, were 
copied during the current field season and 
are registered as Nos. 286 and 287 of 
Appendix B. The former is interesting, as it refers to the Chola king Rajakésari- 
varman, ‘who overran Tondai-nadu,’ and to the Chéra king (Séruman) Sthanu- 
Ravi ‘ who was the conqueror of kings (that were the masters) of many elephants.” 
It is stated that these two kings conferred on a certain Vikki-Annan the following 
honours; a (feudatory) throne (?), flywhisk, palanquin, drum, mansion, pónagam 
(?), bugle, an army of male elephants and the hereditary title of Sembiyan-Tamilaval. 
Vikki-Annan's wife Kadambamadévi made provision for a lamp in the temple of 
Tiruneyttanam (i.e. the modern Tillasthànam) From the Tiruvalangadu plates 
it is clear that the Chola king who overran Tondai-nàdu is Rajakésarivarman 
Aditya I. The paleography of the Tillasthanam inscription does not militate 
against our assigning it to the time of Aditya. If so, it corroborates the 
conclusions already arrived at from the Tirüvalangadu plates regarding Aditya’s 
conquests. That his name should have been associated with that of the Chéra king 
Sthinu-Ravi is of even greater historical interest. Nothing has been known of 
Chéra (Kerala) and its kings prior to the time of Chila supremacy. There is also 
sufficient reason to believe that this supermacy, even when it came, did not exercise 
its power in any appreciable degree. The earliest records found so far in the Chéra 
kingdom are very few, — the two epigraphs from Vellalür copied last year and noticed 
in Part II, paragraph 3 of my Report, being the most prominent. It was seen that 
these latter belonged to the reign of two early Chéra kings Kokkandan Viranariyana 

and Kokkandan Ravi of the Chandraditya 
family. In the fresh light thrown upon 
Chéra history by the Tillasthanam record it appears as if kokkandan is to be taken 
as a general epithet of early Chera kings and be translated ‘the vanquisher of kings 
(not ‘king Kantha’ as I then understood it) Consequently, therefore, Viranárüyana 
and Ravi must be two different kings who ruled the Chéra country perhaps, one after 
the other. Of the former nothing more could be registered than that his name was 
remembered and adopted by later kings who claimed Kerala ancestry (Reports for 1906, 
р. 75 and for 1910, р. 102). І would identify the latter, on the strenghth of paleo- 
graphy, with Sthanu-Ravi the contemporary of Rajakésarivarman Aditya I. If this 
is admitted, it follows that Sthànu-Ravi, like Aditya, was a powerful independent Chéra 
king who in his own country was ‘ the vanquisher of many lords of elephants,’ that the 
chief Vikki-Annan was the favourite of both Sthànu-Ravi and Aditya and that the 
two latter were possibly friends whose dominions, remained distinct from and 
independent of each other. Prior to the time of Parántaka I., it is believed that there 
existed no trace of Chola influence in the Chéra country. What then contributed to 
the friendship of the two kings Aditya and Sthánu-Ravi or to the common patronage 
they bestowed upon Vikki-Annan, must he decided only by future research. It is 
not impossible that Sthinu-Ravi substantially assisted Aditya in his conquest of the 
Pallavas and the acquisition of their territory and that Vikki-Annan distinguished 
Т ikki- . himself on this occasion, as an able 
n pen шан i general. Vikki was evidently of a Karnita 

I extraction as his own name and that of 
his wife Kadambamadévi, indicate. It is even probable that he was one of the chiefs 
of КофашБа йг who from the beginning of their career appear to have been feudatory 
to the Chólas and are counted as опе of the five early ver families mentioned in Tamil 
literature. Some fragmentary Kanarese inscriptions found at Kodumbàlür which may 
have to be attributed to them, suggest their connection with the Kanarese country. 
The friendly relations that existed between the Kerala king Sthanu-Ravi and the Chola.

The two Chéra epigraphs from Vellalür. 
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Aditya I. as established by the Tillasthanam inscription, may be taken to account for 
Parantaka I. having married the daughter of the Kérala king as stated in the Uda- 
yéndiram plates of Prithivipati П. (8.7.7. Vol. П. p. 386). Sthànu-Ravi of the 
Kottayam plates (Ер. Ind. Vol. IV. p. 298) is a later king of that name and could 
not be identified with the Sthanu-Ravi mentioned in the Tillasthanam record. 

12. In the second year of another Rajakésarivarman (No. 222 of Appendix B) the 
perunagarattir (i.e. the merchants) of Kumaramattandapuram (perhaps a hamlet 
of the modern Tirunagéévaram) constructed a verandah round the temple (ра) of 
Miladudaiyar, built a gopura for it and assigned a portion of their income for keep- 
ing up these structures in proper repair and maintaining some flower gardens. 
This income was evidently formed of fees (varávaikal) which they had the privilege to 
collect. What the nature of these fees was, we are not told. The name Milad- 
udaiyar-palli which the merchants of Kumaramattandapuram improved, suggests a 
Jaina shrine and there appears also some reason for believing that a Jaina temple 
may have once existed at Tirunagé$varam 
(see Part I, paragraph 9). Kumara- 
máttànda was the surname of an early 
Pallava king called Kadupattigal Nandippottaraiyar (No. 199 of 1907). Perhaps the 
village Kumaramattandapuram owed its existence to this king. The archaic characters 
of the aes | tion also suggest that Rajakésarivarman who was ruling at the time may 
have been Adiya I. Again, Milàdudaiyür is the name of the famous Saiva saint 
Meypporunàyanàr whose copper image was installed in the Brihadi$vara temple 
at Taüjavür in the 3rd year of Rajéndra-Chola І. (S.7.7. Vol. П. p. 166, No. 40). 

Mero МЭ He was connected with one of the Chédi 
Miladudaiyar-Meypporunayanar. chiefs of КШуйг in the South Arcot 
district. It is also possible that Milàdudaiyàr-palli at Kumaramattandapuram refers 
‘to a school or monastery built in honour of the diva saint Miladudaiyar. If this were 
so, the date of Meéypporuniyanàr will have to be placed sometime prior to 
Rajakésarivarman Aditya I. 

18. Thirteen records of Madiraikonda Parakésarivarman have been copied. But 
none of them register any important events that deserve to be noted here. An 
inscription from the Kolar district dated in his 29th year (No. 457 of 1911) and two 
records from Tillasthanam (Nos. 290 
and 231 of Appendix B) which mention 
the village Parantakapuram in Konga- 
nidu and Kongapperuvali, Ze. ‘the high road to the Kongu (country), respectively, 
establish Parantaka’s connection with Konga-nadu which must at that time have 
extended partly also into the Mysore territory. 


14. In a recent contribution to the Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society for April 
1909, Mr. R. Narasimhachar of the Mysore Archeological Survey has interpreted a 
phrase occurring in the supplementary Atakir. inscription, differently from what 
scholars have been doing till recently and defended the action and character of 
Batuga Il., the Western Ganga feudatory of the ttashtraküta Krishna III., in the matter 
of killing in battle the latter’s bitter enemy, the Chola king Rajaditya. He concludes 
that * Bütuga undauntedly mounted the elephant on which Rajaditya was seated 
and engaging him in hand to hand fight in the howdah itself stabbed him witha 
dagger and thus killed him.” In bis Archzological Report for 1911 recently issued 
(р. 38 and Plate), Mr. Narasimhachar finds corroboration for his interpretation in a 
sculpture on a viragal discovered by him at Neralige. It looks, therefore, very likely 
that Rajaditya was killed in battle while actually he was seated on the elephant. 
The large Leyden grant published in Archeological Survey of Southern India, Vol. 
IV. (pp. 204 ff.), further supports this interpretation of the Atakür record when it 
states that Rajaditya “ went to the world'of heroes (i.e. died) being pierced in the 
heart while seated on the back of (his) elephant.” In the Tamil inscriptions copied 
z ५0. dgio £ 2 during the year under review at Kumbha- 
ae Oe prince Anaimërruñjinár same as konam and Tirunagésvaram, we find more 
OBSS. than one reference to a Chola prince named 
Anaimérrufijinàr. Мо. 226 of Appendix B mentions a vélam (quarter) of Тал ЇГ 
(Tanjore) called Kilai-vélam, after Udaiyapirattiyar Kilanadigal, mother of Anai- 
mëkrruñjipár end No. 212 of the same Appendix refers to another vélam called 


Miladudaiyar-palli at Kumaramattandapuram, 
—a hamlet of Tirunagésvaram. 


Madiraikonda Parakésarivarman and Konga- 
nada. 
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Udaiyar Anaimérrufijinar-vélam alias Abhimánabhüshana-terinda-tiruvandikküppu- 
vélam at Tanjavür. ‘The former is dated in the 4th year of Parakésarivarman ‘ who 
took the head of the Pandya’ and the latter in the 8th year of Rajéndra-Chola I. 
Still another record of the eighth year of an unidentified Parakésarivarman copied at 
Tiruvellarai (No. 534 of 1905), mentions a gift to the shrine of Sri-Krishna and 
Байшин at that village, by lrayiravandévi-Ammanár, queen of Anaimérrufijinar. 
Anaimérrufijinàr, on the analogy of Popmaligaittufijinar (surname of Sundara- 
Chola Parantaka II.) and Arrirtufijinadévar (surname of Rajakésarivarma Aditya 
I.), means 5 (the king or prince) who died on the (back of his) elephant.’ It is not, 
therefore, improbable that in the name Anaimérrufijinér we have to find a surname 
of Rajaditya, the eldest son of Parāntaka I. who as stated in the Leyden grant and 
the Atakir inscription died on the back of his elephant. The mother Kilànadigal . 
mentioned in No. 226 of Appendix B is probably identical with Kokkilanadigal who 
was the queen of Parintaka I. and 
mother of Rajaditya alias Müvadi-Chola 
(Professor  Kielhorn's Supplement to 
Southern List in Epigraphia Indica, Vol. VIII. Appendix П. p. 22). Rajaditya’s 
queen Irayiravandévi-Ammanar mentioned in the Tiruvellarai record is not known 
from other inscriptions. 


His mother Kilanadigal and his queen Irayira- 
vandévi-Ammanar. 


15. Of the fourteen insciprtions of the unspecified Chola king Rajakésarivarman 
copied during the year, No. 255 of Appendix B, which is dated in the 3rd year of 
his reign, may safely be attributed to Gandaráditya ; because it is not unlikely that 
Rajaditya died without succeeding to the throe and that, therefore, the title 

Rajakésari ЖУ Rajakesarivarman descended upon Ganda- 

jakésarivarman Gandaraditya. Bi digi 

raditya the second son of Parakésarivar- 
man Parantaka I. A stronger reason for attributing this record to Gandaraditya is 
found in the following. It has been suggested that Perantaka invaded the Pandya 
kingdom thrice and that in the last of these he conquered also Пат (Ceylon) (Report 
for 1907, p. 73, paragraph 34). The earliest year in which the conquests of Madura 
and llam are mentioned together in inscriptions, is the 37th of Parantaka I. 
Historical evidence must naturally be expected to corroborate this important campaign 
of the Chola king. Мг. Venkayya quotes the Mahawamea to prove this third invasion 
of Madura on which occasion Parantaka also conquered Ceylon. The Kumbha- 
konam record under reference states that Madiraikonda-Udaiyàr (2.6. Рагапќака I.) 
levied an impost (tandam) of 3,000 kalatju of gold on the members of the assembly 
of Tirukkudamükkil (Ze. Kumbhakónam) and that they had agreed to pay the 
amount to the Pdandippadaivar in the 
38th year (of Parántaka). Pandippadaryar 
means either the soldiers recruited for 
conquering the Pandya or the soldiers of 
the Pandya. If the latter is what is meant here, the conquest of Madura for the 
third time by Parantaka I., appears to have been an accomplished fact before the 38th 
year of the king and that the soldiers of the Pandya, perhaps captured in war, were 
stationed somewhere near Kumbhakónam and had to be maintained at the expense 
of the residents of that village. 


An impost of 3,000 kalaiju levied in the 38th 
year of Parántaka I., and made payable to 
the Pandippadaiyar. 


16. A record of the 9th year of Rajakésarivarman (No. 215 of Appendix B) 
seems to register a gift by a daughter of prince Arikulakésarin, called Arifijigai- 
pirattiyar alias Banapperundéviyar. Her 
gift is again referred to in three other 
records of the 14th year of Rajaraja I., 
which also come from Tirunage§varam near Kumbhakónam (No. 218 of Appendix B 
and Nos. 81 and 82 of 1897). That the princess was called Ariiijigaipirattiyar, 
perhaps after her father, may indicate the possibility of Arikulakésarin being 
indentical with Ariüjaya. Parantaka I. is stated to have uprooted the Banas and 
conferred their kingdom on a Ganga prince. From the statement of the Tirunáges- 
varam record viz, that a daughter of Arikulakésarin (son of Parantaka I.) was the 
‘queen of a Bana king, we must perhaps infer that the Banas had accepted a feudatory 
“position under the Chólas and had entered into matrimonial relations with them. 
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Arifijigaipirattiyar alias Bànapperundéviy&r, 
daughter of prince Arikulakésarin. 
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Three inscriptions of Rajakésarivarman dated in his 3rd year (Nos. 228, 278- 
and 279 of Appendix B) refer to groups of Kaikkolars which bore the designa-

17. In the collection under review, we have two records from Vélachchéri 
(Nos. 315 and 306 of Appendix B) which belong to the 5th and 7th years of Madirai-- 
konda Rajakésarivarman. It remains still doubtful with whom we have to identify 
this king. As the prefix Madiraikonda clearly indicates, he must have been a son of 
Madiraikonda Parakésarivarman Parántaka I. Of the latter’s sons the eldest Raja- 
ditya, as already suggested, may not have succeeded to the throne though the- 
Leyden and the Tiruvalangadu plates state that he did; for, both in the Atakür and 
the Solapuram records he is reported to have been killed in or before Saka 872 (— 
A.D. 949-50), whereas Parantaka’s latest year, derived from inscriptions, is A.D. 
951-2. Consequently Rajaditya’s death must have happened almost about the end 
of Parantaka’s reign, if not a little earlier. Rajaditya’s name having thus to be 
omitted from the Chola chronology, the next king Gandaraditya who succeeded 
Parántaka I. would bea Rajakésarivarman. Gandariditya we know had the prefix 
Parantaka attached to his name. It is possible that he had also sometimes the prefix 
Madiraikonda, the distinguishing epithet of his father РагашаКа I. But nowhere: 
so far, has it been clearly stated that Parantaka Gandaraditya was a Rajakésari- 
varman. Again, Madiraikonda Rajakésarivarman’s epigraphs extend as far as his

samo a Ganda qitya, 52) and the beginning of Rajaraja’s (г... 
A.D. 985) we have hardly 35 years in which to accommodate six kings mentioned 
both in the Leyden and the Tiruvàlangádu plates. Of these we are certain that 
Parakésarivarman Gandaraditya Madhurantaka Uttama-Chola, who immediately 
preceded Rájarája I. reigned for at least 15 years (No. 176 of 1906). The already 
small interval is, thus, further reduced to 20 which is too short a period for even. 
the three kings, Gandaraditya I, Sundara-Chóla Parantaka II. and Aditya-Karikala. 
II., whose inscriptions are extant. In any case we may for the present provisionally 
presume that Madiraikonda Rajakésarivarman is identical with Gandaraditya. 

18. No. 287 of Appendix B referred to at the beginning of paragraph 11 above, 
is dated in the 13th year of an unidentified Rajakésarivarman and records a gift by 
Varaguna-Perumanar queen of Parantaka Ilangévélar. This gift of the queen is, 
again, referred to in another Tillasthanam inscription of the 2nd year of Parakésarivar- 
man (No. 277 of 1911). Varaguna (i.e. Varaguna-Perumanar), we know, was the 
wife of Bhüti Vikramakesarin also called Tennavan Пайебуе!, Madhurantaka Irukku-- 
vel, Adittan Vikramakésari and Maravan Püdiyàr (Report for 1908, paragraphs 85 

X _ to 91). Consequently, Parantaka Ilango- 
Varaguna-Perumünár queen of Parüntaka- yejar of No. 287 appears also to have been 
llangovélàr mentioned in a record of Raja- ot : DE e 

këšsariyarman, another surname of Bhüti Vikramakeésarin: 
the husband of _Varaguna-Perumanar. 
His time has been determined by Mr. Venkayya to be that of Aditya-Karikala II, on 
the strength of the statement in a Kodumbalir inscription that Bhüti * conquered 
Vira-Pandya in battle’ and the fact that Aditya-Karikala also claims in his inscrip- 
tions to have killed the same Pandya king. The latest years of Rajakésarivarman: 
and Parakésarivarman in which llangovel's name appears are the 27th and 21st 
respectively. It is difficult to reconcile, however, how such late dates could be 
possible in the case of any of the six (or'rather five) kings who ruled during the. 
short period of 35 years prior to the accession of Rajaraja I. 


19. Parakésarivarman ‘who took the head of the Pandya (or sometimes Vira-- 
Pandya)’, has been identified with Aditya II-Karikála, the predecessor of Madhurán-- 
taka Uttama-Chola who ascended the throne about A.D. 969-70. Five inscriptions of 
this Parakésarivarman ranging between his 3rd and 5th years have been copied from 

. the Nagéévara temple at Kumbhakonam.. 
Parakésarivarman ‘who took the hesi of They record gifts by Koyil-Mayilai alias 
the Pandya. Parantaka-Mivéndavélar who was the: 
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chief of Sirringan and apparently also held an important office. As recorded in the 
T;ruvidaimarudür inscriptions (Nos. 154 of 1895 and 214, 255 and 256 of 1907), 
he was the officer (adhzkàr?) appointed to supervise the business (Sritdrya) in the 
temple of Tiruvidaimarudür. He appears to have continued to serve in that same 
capacity under the next king Madhurantaka Uttama-Chola and to have been then 
called Koyil-Mayilai alias Madhuràntaka-Müvendavelàr. His was evidently one of 
the offices which was solely in charge of public charities and was financed by the State.

ut district. No. 224 of Appendix B may be attributed to Parakésarivarman 

ditya ]I-Karikaéla mentioned in the previous paragraph, inasmuch as a transaction 
registered in this record is indirectly referred to in No. 225 which is dated in the 5th 
year of Parakésarivarman * who took the head of the Pandya.’ The mention of 
queen Uttamagdlar Nambirattiyar Viranaraniyar in a record of the 13th year of 
Parakésarivarman (No. 240 of appendix B ; also No. 234 where, however, the proper 
name does not appear) leads to the conclusion that these records must belong to the 
reign of Parakésarivarman Madhurantaka Uttama-Choladéva. In my Annual Report 
for 1909, Part II, paragraph 41 (end) I had occasion to refer to a queen of the same 
king named Kilànadigal who was a daughter of Vilupparaiyar.

ive details for astronomical verification 
with which we are enabled to fix the date of the unidentified Parakésarivarman of 
these inscriptions. Мг. L. D. Swamikannu Pillai, M.A. LL.B. (LOND.), to whom І 
referred these dates, has very kindly calculated them for me and has arrived at the- 
equivalents: Thursday, 22nd April A.D. 975, Thursday, 30th January A.D. 979 and 
Friday, 9th June A.D. 982. These fall precisely within the reign of Madhurantaka 
Uttama-Chola and fix A.D. 969-70 as the date of accession of that king as already 
deduced from his Tiruvidaimarudir record (No. 265 of 1907). 


On the south wall of the central shrine in the Siva temple at Tirunagéévaram is 
the “ miniature representation of a woman in a sitting and worshipping posture ? as 
noted by Mr. Subrahmanya Aiyar. No. 219 of Appendix B, which is adjacent to it 
is written in Sanskrit and refers to Gandaraditya, his son Madhurantaka and the 
latter’s mother. Probably Gandaráditya was the builder of the temple, as hinted in 
this Sanskrit record. 

21. The Вара queen Arifijigaipirattiyar, daughter of prince Arikulakésarin, has 
been already referred to. A grant of gold (coin) presented by her to the temple of 

iva at Tiruvinnagar Tirunagiévaram, is registered in No. 218 of Appendix B which 
is dated in the 14th year of Rájarája I. It is curious to note that the gold (Ёа/айји) 
presented, is stated in the record to have been called, #ulaz-pon, subsequent to the 
gold being *“ burnt, cut, melted, cooled, 
and found current, neither wanting in 
purity nor in weight.” Мо. 375 of Appendix B which comes from Nariyanavanam 
in the Karvétinagar Zamindari refers to the chief Vikkiyannan Pugalvipparagandan

22. A much damaged record from Sénür in the North Arcot district (No. 894 
of Appendix B) supplies a new historical introduction for Rajaraja I. and mentions

A End саа introduction in a record of (Madura), conquered the haughty kings 
ajaraga 1 of Kollam, Kolla-dé$am and Kodungolür 
(Cranganore) and that the kings of the sea (kadalaraisar) waited on him. He 
receives further, the epithets Tennaparakraman and Kīr[tti]parākrama-Śölaņ. It 
шау be noted here that among the military exploits of Rājarāja I. mentioned in the 
Tiruvalangadu plates the conquest of the Pandya king Amarabhujanga and the 
invasion of the country created by Para$uràma, are specially referred to. Мо. 304 
of 1931 calls the king Rajarajakésarivarman Mummudi-Chola, a surname which he 
held already in his 4th year as disclosed by two of his records at Tirumalpuram 
(Report for 1907, p. 74, paragraph 37). : 


23. No. 211 of Appendix B from Tirunàgeávaram is dated in the 6th year of 
Parakésarivarman Ràjéndra-Chola І. and refers to the army of the king which was 
then commanded by Sola-Müvéndavélàr. The latter appears to be only a title and not 
a proper name. In this same year the king is stated to have issued orders to sell (by 
publie auction) lands held by classes other than Brahmanas in the village of Vélach- 
chéri. Perhaps these orders applied only to defaulters who did not pay their taxes 

E 1 di regularly. Another record (No. 217 of 
Rajéndra-Chola I. and the military officer Appendix B) registers a gift by Narak- 

Krishnan Ràman. kan Krishnan Катар of Kéralantaka- 
chaturvédimangalam, to the Siva temple at TirunageSvaram. In the body of the 
record the 24th and 31st years of the king are quoted, while the inseription itself 
is dated in his 32nd year. The latest date of Rajéndra-Chola verified so far, is 
his 31st. The donor МагаККап Krishnan Raman is identical with Krishnan Kaman 
who, being the commander of Rajaraja’s army, superintended the building of the 
enclosure of the Brihadi$vara temple at Tanjore (8.7.7. Vol. П. p. 139, No. 31). The 
same officer is also known to have set up an image of Ardhanari§vara in the Tanjore 
temple (ibid. No. 89). No. 275 of Appendix B refers to an image of Pafichadeha 
(९.८. the five-bodied) Siva set up in that temple, whose description is similar to that in 
No. 30 of S.LI. Vol JL р. 187. Rajéndrasolan-kasu which is mentioned in the 
Tirunagé$varam record (No. 217 of 1911) was evidently the name of a coin issued by 
Rajéndra-Chola І. 


24. In the 2nd year of Parakésarivarman Rajéndradéva, ८.८. about A.D. 1054 
(No. 214 of Appendix B), it is stated that floods (in the river Cauvery) caused damage 
to an irrigation channel and the adjoining lands (belonging to the temple of Tirunagés- 
varam) and that the chief Vikkiramasin- 
gappallavaraiyan lent to the temple 
trustees the amount required for restoring these to their original condition. We learn 
from No. 473 of Appendix B that Rajéndradéva’s chief military officer who had 
control over the Dandandyakas was a certain Véttan Pafichanedivanan alias Madhu- 
rantaka-Tamilappéraraiyan, 

25. Inscriptions of Kulottunga L. copied during the year, come exclusively from 
Mysore. Nos, 469 and 470 which are dated in the 5th and 4th years of the king 

Kulottunea L. respectively, refer to Pillaiyar Ammangai-

Perhaps as a Chola princess she is called Р:афуйг and as an elderly lady, Alvar 
(probably a widow at the time of the record, z.e. A.D. 1074-75). 


26. A search made for early Chola inscriptions in and around Sayavanam, the 

ikrama-Chó ancient site of Kaverippumpattinam 

Aa Chola. yielded only three гесогав of Vikrama- 

Chóla. One of these (No. 269 of Appendix B) refers to Sayai in Pugar-nagar which 
latter is the name given to Kavérippumpattinam in Tamil literature.

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27. Three inscriptions from Kalattür and Tiruvanakkoyil (Nos. 846, 359 and 
363 of Appendix B.) which are dated in the 12th year of Konérinmaikondàn 
(Konérimelkondàn), have perhaps to be attributed to Kulottunga ЇЇ. on the 
evidence of their paleography. The names Kulottunga, Anapaya and Tirunirruch- 
cholan which occur in them probably as surnames of the king, mgy be taken to refer 
either to Kulottunga I. ог Kulottunga II. 
In the inscriptions of the former we do. 
not meet with the surname Anapáya, but Tirunirruchehólan sometimes occurs; and 
Tondaiman the local authority to whom the orders are issued in Nos. 846 and 
363, was, according to the Kalingattupparani, one of the officers of Kulóttunga I. 
Anapaya-Miivéndavélin, however, evidently so called after a well known 
surname of the king, figures in all the three records under reference as the Royal 
Secretary (tirumandira-dlai) who actually drafted the orders. No. 269 of 1901 
from Tiruvàrür (noticed in 8.7.7. Vol. II. p. 153) begins with the historical 
introduction pū mannu padumam, etc. and obviously supplies for Rajakésarivarman 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-Choladeva, the surname Anapaya. ‘This latter 
introduction and another which begins with pū më valara, being found to be 
different from the introductions of Kulottunga-Chola I. have been hitherto tentatively’ 
presumed to belong to, Kulóttunga-Choda II. whose Chellür plates are dated in Saka

| in the middle of the 12th century A.D. 

28. Two records of Parakésarivarman Rajaraja IJ. are registered as Nos. 221 and 
$69 of Appendix В in both of which his queen appears under the name or surname 
Mukkokkilanadigal. Professor Hultusch quotes a record of his successor Rajadhiraja 
II. (S. Г. L. Vol. IIL p. 207) from which it may be gathered that Кајагаја II. must 
have reigned at least for 26 years. ‘The Kalamukha or the Lakulióa- Pa$upata sect, one 
of the oldest schisms of Saivism appears to have been current at the end of the 12th 
century A.D. The Kalattür and Tiru- 
vànakkoyil inscriptions mention Goma- 
dattu Sailarasi-Pandita and Jñánaršši-Pandita who were the owners of these temples 
and belonged to that sect. I noticed a figure of the Kalamukha, Parafijoti-Pandita 
pictured on the north wall of the Tiruvanakkiyil temple. 

29. Rajakésarivarman Rajadchiraja IJ. is represented by four inscriptions in the 
collection, one of which (No. 800 of Appendix B; gives him the credit of having 
conquered Madurai (Madura) and Tlam (Ceylon). No. 871 represents him as 
personally attending a festival in the 
temple of Padampakka-Nayakadéva at 
Tiruvorriyür on which occasion were also 
present the Saiva teachers Chaturánana-Pandita and VagiSvara-Pandita the latter of 
whom expounded the Soma-siddhanta (४.८. the doctrine of the Kapalika Saivas) in the 
temple. It is also stated that the king in company with these learned teachers was 
on that occasion pleased to hear the story (Sripurdna) of Aludaiva-Nambi. Evidently 
Tiruvorriyür was a place of great religious sanetity which attracted even kings to 
attend its festivals. Kulottunga-Chola 
ПІ., the successor of Kajidhiraja, is also 
stated to have attended a festival in that 
temple (No. 368 of Appendix B.) The name Padampakka-Nayakadéva, (also referred 
to in No. 367 of Appendix B) seems to connect the shrine of Xdhipurt£rams with the 
serpent’s hood (padam) and confirms the statement of the priests that the god now 
worshipped in the Tiruvorriyür temple is an ant-hill covered on all sides with a 
metallic protector. The philosophie drama Prabodhachandrodaya written by Krishna- 
migra about the middle of the 11th century A.D. introduces a character in the form of 
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Kulottunga II, Anapaya.

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Soma-siddhanta and depicts it as a horrible picture wearing garlands of human bones, 
living in burial-grounds, eating from skulls and practising the use of sorceric collyriums 
to realise the true relation existing between the seen and the unseen. Again 
the followers of this Soma-siddhanta, otherwise called Kapalikas, are represented to 
have offered human sacrifices to please their god Bhairava, (one of the terrible manifes- 
tations of Siva) and his consort and to have practically revelled in drinking and 
debauchery. They believed, it is stated, in attaining Sivahood even while enjoy- 
Its creed ing the sensual pleasures of life but 
i ‘condemned as hindrances to progress the 
practice of forbidden powers (829448) such ав (1) bringing one under psychic control, (2) 
attracting a body from a distance, (3) mesmerising, (4) causing death without bodily in- 
jury, (9) creating craziness and (6) transporting a body away to distant countries-—by 
power of spells. These were evidently forms of religion which the Brahmanas 
condemned asleft-handed. That the Siva temple at Tiruvorriyür had an institution to 
propagate and a teacher to expound such a despised form of religion accounts perhaps for 
the one or two still existing ceremonials not generally permitted in Brahmanical temples, 
viz. the offering of arrack and flesh to a goddess within the very sacred precincts of the 
temple and the sacrificing of animals to propitiate her, even though they be on certain 
prescribed days in the year. It must be that the influence of Samkaracharya’s refined 
aud liberal Védantism did effectually put a stop to the evil practices of 3óma-siddhànta 
(which must have included the Sakti worship in some form or other) not only at Tiru- 
B орон ар k at Ti - vorriyür but throughout [nlia wherever 
атакагаслагуа and nis work ak "IFDVOFTIFUT- — it was so observed and this event is even 
now gratefully remembered at Tirugorriyür in the story that Sarnkaracharya person- 
ally went there and securing the vital energy of an evil goddess who was then 
swallowing everything that came in her way, threw it intoa well (pointed out even 
now) and closed its mouth with a huge slab. ‘The goddess became powerless and 
thence forward assumed а calm countenance. Still, once in the year, by way of 
compromise as it were, the orgiastic rites are observed and the terrible and all- 
swallowing spirit is believed to be appeased. Samkaracharya too, as a bene- 
factor, is immortalized by a statue placed in the temple and receives regular worship 
along with the principal deity. The persistence of Sóma-siddhànta in the Tiru- 
vorriyür temple in the 13th century А. D. despite the reformer Sathkaracharya, only 
confirms one of those national characteristics of the Hindu—a reluctance to adopt 
reforms even when they are proved to be good and beneficial. 

30. Kulottunga Ili. was the last of the Chola kings who was powerful. Не is 
apparently referred to as Periyadévar in a record of Rajaraja III (No. 263 of 
Appendix B). Inscriptions of Kuldttunga copied during the current field season range 
from the 5th to the 36th year of his reign. One record from Tiruvorriyür ( No. 368 of 
Appendix В) mentions a mandapa in that temple called Rajarajuz in which the king 

Kulottuaga HI held a durbar on a certain festive day. 

! On this occasion the chief of the matha, 

the s/hanattar, the temple supervisor, the temple manager, the chief accountant and 

the tenants of the villages which were owned by the temple, were present to make a 

petition to the king that a certain dévadaza village had long been lying waste, there 

being no one to cultivate its lands. Оп this, the king ordered the sale of the village 
to a few tenants on perhaps, favourable (2) terms. 

An inscription from the Mysore State (No. 460 of Appendix B) which is dated 
in the 12th year of Kulóttunga-Chola IIl., informs us that a certain Ballala- 
déva was ruling at the time either asa subordinate or as an independent ruler. This 
was evidently the Hoysala king Ваа IL., a contemporary of Kulottunga III. and a

DBallàlas queen was Cholamahadévi—perhaps a 
Chola princess. This evidently indicates that the Cnola supremacy over Mysore 
which was getting weak at the time tried to maintain its influence by entering into 
matrimonial relations with the Hoysalas. 


Four records of a certain Viraraéjéndra-Choladéva (Nos. 265, 318, 343 and 413 


of 1911) are registered in Appendix B. Nos. 318 and 323 from Madambakkam and 
No. 413 from Lépáka, must evidently belong to the reign ef Kulottuhga ПІ. The

A historical introduction for Rajaraja III. inay have been. It was i first thought 
that the king referred to in this record may be Rajaraja II. though it was not 
impossible that the epigraph in question could as well be ascribed to Rajaraja III, 
in which case the historical introduction would be a novel feature. Mr. Svamikannu 
Pillai to whom I submitted for calculation the rather insufficient data of astronomical 
‘details registered in the record, has again with his scholarly grasp of the subject of 
Indian Chronology, favoured me with a very interesting note. It runs: “А closer 
examination of the nakshatra table, however, makes it clear to one who understands 
the bearings of Indian Chronology, that in order that Chitri-nakshatra may be in 
Mina month and at the same time in the first lunar fortnight, the year must be one 
in which the first new moon of the solar year occurs 25 days (neither much more nor 
much less) after the Mésha-samkranti. Of such years there would asa rule be only 
: i jj J out of every 19. In the twenty years 
мэ. и d fna premiere EMM. ND: 1146-1166 there is only oe 
year A.D. 1159 and that does not quite 
satisfy the problem, apart from its being only the 13th or 14th year of Rájarája II. 
The next year that is likely to satisfy is A.D. 1178. Actual working shows that this 
-also cannot be correct since in that year tie first fortnight ended on March 24, A.D, 
1179, whereas Chitra-nakshatra ended on March 25. The next two years in the 19 
years’ cycle, 1197 and 1216 are equally unsuitable but 1235-36 is the only year that 
‘guits.”? This result agrees very well with the initial date A.D. 1216 arrived at for 
Rajaraja III. by Professor Kielhorn and by Nos. 407, 415 and 418 of 1911. 


32. No. 420 of Appendix B from Lepáka in the Cuddapah district has to be 
attributed to king Rajéndra-Chéla III. (A.D. 1246 to at least 1268). The Sanskrit 
passage at the beginning supplies a long list of the king’s birudas which are interest- 
ing. A similar passage with slight variations is also шош the Srirahgam record 

Rais Chi : А of Ràjéndra-Chola's 7th year (No. 64 of 
Цвайхь-СЬйа. TIL,#vith a long list of 189837 In both, the king is dés ied os 
a great hero, “ a very Rama (in destroy- 

ing) the northern Lanka which was renowned to be the abode of Virarükshasas 
(great heroes), the elevator of the race of Manu, the terror of his enemies on the 
"battlefield, the chastiser of those who despised the Chola family, the cunning hero 
who killed Rajaraja after making him wear the double crown for three years, 
‘the subduer of the Pandyas and Kéralas, the plunderer of the Pandya country, 
(the hero) whose sword was clever in cutting off the crowned head of the Pandya 
‘king, he who placed his feet on the jewelled crown of the Pandya, who was 
"death itself to the Karnàta kings, who drowned the vigour of the Kali age in the 
ocean and on whose leg Vira-Soméévara the wrestler on hill,forts (yiridurga-maila), 
placed (with his own hands), the anklet of heroes.” This Maharajadhiraja Tribhuvana- 
‘ehakravartin Rajéndra-Choladéva, * who took the crowned heads of two Pandya kings? 
-and wasentitled Konérimaikondan, made a gift to the temple of Tiruehehirrambala- 
"mudaiyàr in the village of Nenpikkam (Ze. the modern Lepàka) in Pottappi-nadu 
which was a sub-division of Ràjendra$ola-mandalam. Іа his report for 1906 (Part IT, 
paragraph 24) Mr. Venkayya has noticed an inscription from Tripurüntakam which 
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also attributes to Rajéndra-Chola the feat of having cut off the heads of two Pandya. 
kings. The attribute ‘a veritable Rama in conquering the northern Lankà which 
was the abode of Virarükshasas, may be taken as a proof of Rajéndra-Chola having 
attempted to extend his dominion into the Telugu country, on the death of the 
Kikatiya king Ganapati. Itis not possible to say who the king Rajarija was, to whom 
Rajéndra-Chila offered the double crown for three years and then killed him. The 
, word dhurta which means, ‘a crafty mischievous man, a rogue,’ used in this connec- 
tion, makes it appear as if Rajéndra-Chola had treacherously murdered his predecessor 
Rajaraja III., three years after securing for him the two crowns—perhaps those of 
the Pandya and the Kerala. The Hoysala king Vira-Soméévara who is reported to 
have placed with his own hand the anklet of heroes, on the leg of Rajéndra-Chola. 
III. is described in one of his own records as having uprooted Hhàjéndra-Chola in 
battles and having reinstated him when he begged for protection (Ep. carn. 
Vol. V. Ak. 123). 


THR PANDYA8. 


83. Four Vatteluttu records copied at Kovilkulam and Tiruchchendür in the: 
Tinnevelly district belong to the time of the early Pandya kings, Sadaiyamáran and 
Varaguna-Miaraya. Nos. 550 to 552 of Appendix B from the former place are dated 
in the 21st year of Sadaiyamaran and refer to the modern Vishnu temple of Tennalagar, 
as Tiruppodiyil Vinnagar-dévar at Kulam. No. 26 of Appendix C from Tiruchchen- 
dir is a complete estampage of the big record of Varaguna-Maraya which was only 
partially copied in the year 1903. It registers that the king who waa devoted to- 
Subrahmanya-Bhatara (of Tiruehehendür) presented 1,400 gold £a$u for the require- 
ments of the temple, all through the: 
twelve months of the year. The money 
was distributed as a permanent loan among several village assemblies so that the 
accruing interest alone may be expended, without disturbing the principal. 


34. Of the medieval Pandyas, Jatavarman Kulasekhara І (A.D. 1190 to at least 
1217) with the historical introduction pavin kilatt eto. is represented by a single inscrip- 
tion in the collection (No. 519 of Appendix B). It comes from Ürkád in the Tinnevelly 
district which has also supplied three records of Kulasékhara’s successor, Maravarman. 
Sundara-Pandya I, who according to the calculations of Professor Kielhorn, succeeded 
to the throne in A.D. 1216 and reigned till at least A.D. 1235. One of these (No. 520 
of Appendix B) gives the long introduction of the king beginning with the words 
pümaruviya tirumadandaiyum and mentions, one of his ministers, the chief Mala- 

_ varayan. Itis in this introduction that. 

Jatavarman Kulasékhara I. and Maravarman Sundara-Pandya boasts of having burnt. 

Sundara-Pandya I. Tani d Uraivür (U : LI 

jore and Uraiyür (Urandai), of having 

performed the anointment of heroes in the bathing hall called Soravalavan at 
Ayirattali and of having entered, before closing his victorious tour, the country: 
Mudigonda$ólapura-mandalam. The latest date supplied by No. 522 of Appendix В, 
viz. the 21st year (corresponding roughly to A.D. 1237-8) brings his reign very near 
to that of Maravarman Sundara- Pandya II. whose records generally begin with the 
words pumalar tiruvum, ete. Kilachchéval supplies one record with this introduction. 
(No. 524 of Appendix B) in which reference is made to a throne in the palace at. 
Madura, the tamilappallavaraiyan, so named perhaps, after one of the king’s ministers. 
The full designation of this minister was Annan Tamilappallavaraiyan who also figures, 
in two other allied records from the same place (Nos. 523 and 525 of 1911), dated in 
the 14th year of Sundara-Pandya’s reign. In the latter of these two inscriptions the 
king is referred to by his general titles Tribhuvanachakravartin and Konerimelkondàn. 
The three records under reference, together, form one transaction of which No. 523 
of 1911 registers, perhaps the original order of the king and bears the signatures 
of no less than seven officers, who were 
evidently, superintendents in the ‘ depart- 
ment of taxes’ ( puravari-tinatkkala-nayagam). The temple of Kanaviniya-Perumal at 
Kilachchéval, which was the recipient of the gifts registered in the inscriptions quoted 
above, is stated in No. 527 of 1911 from the same place, to have been constructed 
by a certain Tiruppullánidásar of Shermadevi before the 9th year of Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Konerinmaikondàn (2.6. Màravarman Sundara-Pandya П). It was built 
in the name of prince Alagan-Perumal and was accordingly called Kanaviniya- 
Pandya-Vinnagar. A certain Pammiyakkan is stated in both these records (Nos. 526 
and 527 of 1911) ‘to have been pleased to grant’ the site for the temple which,

Maravarman Sundara-Pandya II. 
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subsequently, the king, at the instance of his minister Tufijalirudaiyain Gangéyarayan, 
made completely tax-free. The signatories of the grants riz. Sundarattolan Muttan 
alias Tennavadaraiyan, Kariyamàl alias Adigaiman and Mantri Raman alias Pallava- 
тауап figure also in the inscriptions of Màravarman Sundara-Pandya 1. We are not 
‘told who Pammiyakkan was, that granted the vacant site (nattam) for the temple of 
Kanaviniya-Perumal. She must have been an important personage in the royal 
household and her name suggests a 
Kanarese origin. Could it be that she 
was the queen-mother and sister of the 
Hoysala king Vira-Soméévaradéva who stood in the relation of mamadi ° maternal 
uncle? to Maravarman Sundara-Pandya II? 

35. Maravarman Kulasékhara I. who is distinguished by the epithet ‘ who took all 
-countries ’ is represented by four records in Appendices В and C. Three inscriptions 
from Terkukaraséri in Tinnevelly (Nos. 20 to 22 of 1912) register that the village 
Karaiséri (7.6. Teykukaragéri) was situated in Amudaguna-valanida which is also 
mentioned in the record of Varaguna-Maraya from Tiruchchendir. The mention of 
Kannáttaraéar (7.6. the kings of Karnata) in No. 20 of 1912 is probably a reference to 

Mayavarman Кейна I. the Hoysalas who under Vira-Ramanatha 
must have still been occupying the 
Tamil country and interfering with the political supremacy of the Pandyas. 

36. No. 322 of Appendix B which is dated in the 10th year of Jatavarman 
‘Sundara-Pandya and quotes the lb5th of Perufijingadéva, may refer to the time of 
either Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya I. (A.D. 1251 to*at least 1461) or Jatavarman 
Sundara-Pandya П. (A.D. 1276 to at least 1290). The latter is more probable in 
as much ав Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya I. is always distinguished by the epithet ‘ who 
took all countries) The contents of the Madambakkam inscription under reference, 
prove the active interest which the people 
were taking in the maintenance of their 
village temple and unlike modern trustees, kept that institution above all party 
politics, It is stated that the assembly of the village seeing that it was not possible 
to maintain the lamps, offerings and festivals in the temple from the income available 
for that purpose, assigned the northern division (vadakuru) ‘with its wet lands, 
garden lands, houses and house sites’ to the temple, but retained therein 3,000 kuli 
of land with houses and house sites for their own use. They decided also to pay the 
dues on them such as pon-vari and nattu-vari from their own pockets and agreed that 
‘if ever, owing to unfortunate circumstances, we are induced to sell this land, we shall 
do so, for the price at which it then sells, to the sacred treasury of the temple.’ 


37. Inthe Vishnu temple of Bhaktavatsala or Bhaktapriya at Shermadevi, have 
been copied five records of Jatavarman Vira-Pandya * who took Ilam (Ceylon), Kongu 
and the Sola-mandalam (the Chola country) and who, having conquered the powerful 
| (Chola) king was pleased to perform the 
anointment of heroes and victors at 
Perumbarrappuliyür (j.e. Chidam- 

baram)? From these records we are able to gaiher that some of the king’s chief 
officers were Küálingar&yan (No. 540 of Appendix B), Tondaimàn, Sembiyadaraiyan 
and Pallavaráyan (No. 542 of the same). Inscriptions of this king copied in 
previous years do not give us any clue as to the period when he flourished. One 
-epigraph, however, from Murappunadu (No. 435 of 1906) which belongs to the 14th 
year of his reign refers to the brahmadéya village Poéala Virasomidéva-chaturvediman- 
galam. This latter isknownto have been established after the name of his ma@madi 
t maternal uncle ’—the Hoysala king Vira-SiméSvara—by Miravarman Sundara- 
Pandya П. (A.D 1239 toat least 1251). 
Consequently, the conqueror of Паш, 
Kongu and the Sola-mandalam must be, in point of time, subsequent to Màravarman 
Sundara-Pandya II. and perhaps identical with Vira-Pindya for whom Professor 
Kielhorn gives the initial date A.D. 1253. Inscriptions, Nos. 540 to 543 of Appendix 
В, register double transactions. They record, at the first instance, the order of the 
king who makes the land or lands presented to the temple, tax-free (irazyilt). The 
concession thus given by the king is nextrepeated through the temple authorities 
‘and permission granted for the charter being engraved on stone and copper. This 
exemption of taxes (iraiyià) on lands granted to temples and perhaps also to other 
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charitable institutions, appears to have been regularly entered in the revenue- 
registers (puravu and vari) kept for the purpose and the remitted amounts, deducted 

(No. 544 of 1911). It is not, however, possible to state the exact nature of the- 
various items under which the income 

(trai) from lands, registered in the Sher- 

madevi inscriptions, was collected. These: 
are stated to be kadamat, antara jam, viniyógam, achchu-vari * money paid in cash (?),’ 

kariyavarachehi, vetti-pattam, pafijupili, $andivigiragappéru, và$a!péru, ilafichinaipperu, 

uludinkudi, padikkdval, pon-vari, etc. Other records (e.g. No. 356 of 1906 from Kadu- 

miyamalai) add kurpiravilai, tari-trat, tattara-püttam, ina-vari, ilapputehi, agaravini- 

yogamand idaivari. It may be remarked that ‘the cash income’ (achchu-var? and 

pon-vari) being also included, items other than these must indicate only certain non- 

monetary obligations the nature of which will have to be determined by future 

research. The double transactions under reference were sometimes entered in one 

and the same document (as often found in the Chola records) but the obligations 

enumerated, changed with the country in which the lands were situated and the laws 
by which it was administered. 

38. No. 541 of Appendix B refers to the Védavyasa-matha in the temple of 
Bhaktavatsala and to the holy order of Ekadanda-Bhataras of that institution who 
expounded, perhaps, the Brahma-sütras of Vedavyàsa.  Ekadandis as distinguished 
from '"lridandis were evidently followers of a school of Vaishnava samnyasins who 
carried in their hands a single bamboo 
rod as an emblem of the order to which 
they belonged. The Tridandis on the other hand carried three such rods tied together 
into one and belonged to the Advaita school of Samkaracharya. A similar institution: 
of Ekadanda-Paramahamsas is known to have existed at Murappunadu near Tinnevelly 
(No. 435 of 1906). 


39. To return to the records of Jatàvarman Vira-Pandya, the conqueror of 
Kongu, llam, ete., the Kudumiy&ümalai inscription No. 356 of 1906, must be 
attributed to him, because there, the chief adviser of the king in making the grant 
was Kalingaráyan who has been already referred to as one of Vira-Pandya’s officers. 
This epigraph is a particularly interesting one and supplies for Jatàvarman Vira- 
Pandya a historical introduction in poetical prose beginning with the words tirumagal 

e . valar. We learn from the introduction 
The. шан Ран 2 andy i recorded inan that Vira-Pandya conquered the kings of 
ыла le a yama ^ .  Gaüngam, ,Gaudam, Kadaram, Kasi, 
Kongam, Kudiram, Kollam, Sonagam, Sinam (China), Avanti, Karunadam (Karnata), 
Tlam, Kalingam, Telingam, Pundram, ete., fought with the Ohola king a battle at 
Kavikkalam, killed one of the two kings of Ceylon, captured his army, chariots, 
treasures, throne, crown, necklaces, bracelets, parasols, chauris and other royal 
possessions, planted the Pandya flag with the double fish on Konainalai and the high 
peaks of the Trikütagiri mountain, received elephants as tribute from the other king 
of Ceylon (whom, perhaps, he raised to the throne) and subdued the Kerala. 
Trikutagiri is, very probably, the name applied to a three-peaked mountain in the 
Kandyan hill country (Parker’s Ceylon, р. 9) and Konamalai is the Tirukkónamámalai 
mentioned in the Dévaram. ‘This high eulogy bestowed on Vira-Pandya in the 
Kudumiyamalai record justifies at least his more modest boast of having conquered 
Kongu, llam and the Séla-mandalam. No. 131 of 1907 from Kodumbalir, in a 
shorter poetical introduction, also states that Vira-Pandya took Konganam, devastated 
the land of Vadugu, (captured) Gangai-naidu and was crowned at Puliyür (26, 
Chidambaram). The latter record makes reference to the coins palam-Śöliyan-käsu and 
Vira- Pàndigan-kasu. ; 

40. The Miivaraivenran plates noticed in Part I, paragraph 12, are dated in the 
30th year of Jatilavarman Srivallabha and in the Saka year 1515, Vijaya, expressed 
by the ehronogram Sakamdnya. This date enables us to identify the king with 
Ativiraràma Srivallabha of the Pudukkottai grant who succeeded to the throne in 
A.D. 1562 (Report for 1910, p. 100, list of Later Pandya kings). In tracing his 
The Maüvaraivenràn grant of Abhirama- genealogy »: the RM plates, 35 

Ativirarama IL usual, begin with the legendary introduc- 
tion and mention Vishnu, Brahma, Atri 
and the moon and then speak, in general terms, of the kings born in the lunar: 


Some records of his time from the Pandya 
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race who were powerful throughout the country lying between Lanka (Ceylon) 
and the best of mountains (the Himalayas), who performed the celebrated Aévamédha 
sacrifice and had for their family priest the great sage Agastya. God Sundarééa 
of Madura isstated to have taken one of the daughters of this family, to wife. 
Their son was Ugra who dried the ocean, distributed the golden mountain (Mēru) 
among supplieants, stamped its slopes with the marks of his royal insignia—the 
makara—and conquered god Indra. Here ends the legendary part of the genealogy. 
The plates next inform us that in this family was born Abhirama Parakrama- 
Pandya; his son was Vrihivriti$a and the latter'sson Abhirama-Ativirarama (1.) 
who received the surname Srivallabhadéva on his ascending the throne. Then 
follow a list of birudas beginning with Bhuvanaikavira, Chandrakula-pradipa, 
ete., in eight verses of varied metres, which indicates Ativirarama to have been the 
ruling sovereign. His son was Abhiràma-Ativiraràma (II) * who imitated his 
father both in character and in name.’ The two next verses are in praise of 
this Abhirama-Ativirarama, who was also ‘ruling. At the request of one of 
his officers, vie, Ayyankarappa, son of Peddappa and grandson of Nagama- 
Nàyaka who bore the titles Mokalipattavardhana and KafichimahapuradhiSa, this 
prince Abhiráma, in the year quoted above, granted to sixty-nine Brahmanas the 
two villages Müvaraivenràn and Sattaléri clubbing them together under the new 
name Peddappa-Nàyakasamudram. The list of donees does not end on the last sheet 
ot the existing plates. Consequently, one or more of them appear to be missing 
from the ring which, in the present case, is a thick copper wire bent round, with its 
edges left unsoldered. 


41. The genealogy supplied by the plates (ойр only partial, agrees mostly with 
what has already been obtained from the Pudukkottai grant of Ativiraráma (L.)-Sri- 
vallabha (Report for 1906, p. 72, Table) An additional name supplied, is that of Abhi- 
ràma-Ativiraràma II. son of (8) Ativiraràma (1), onthat Table. [t may be noted that 
Salivatipati (7) is here called, by periphrasis, Vrihivriti$vara and that Ativiraráma I. 
bears the surnames Abhiràma and Srivallabha. The latter surname of Ativiraráma 
was already known to us froin No. 628 of 1909 (Report for 1910, Part II, p. 102). 
The Pudukkottai plates, in verse 43, also refer to the ruling king as Ativiraráma- 
Srivallabha. Verse 19 which speaks of the death of Ativiraràma and the 
accession of his brother Srivallabha appears to hint that Ativiraràma's rule extended

Three kings Varatuhgaràma, Srivallabha and ony JOAS y y t 
Abhirima-Ativirarima IL, contemporaneous, Tecor ds of this king dated up to his 34th 
year. Subsequent to the death of Ati- 


уїгагаша (1.) the Pudukkottai plates inform us that Srivallabha and Varatungarima 
ruled jointly; while from the Mivaraivenran grant under reference, we learn that 
Abbhiràma-Ativiraráma lI., was also reigning perhaps, independently, of Varatunga- 
rama and Srivallabha, in some portion of his paternal estate. The Pudukkottai plates 
are rather indefinite in their account of kings who preceded Abhirima-Parikrama, the 
father of Salivatipati. Before introducing this Abhirama-Parakrama they refer to (1) 
a Srivallabha, ‘ who saw the copper: plate (document) at Sétu (7.e. RaméSvaram) ’, (2) a 
Manabharana ‘ who built a hall for Siva at Jayantapura and (3) a king, Manakavacha 
of the same family * who founded the town of Dakshina-Kasika (Ze. Tenkasi) and 
established in it the god Vi$ve$vara?) Thelast has been proved to he identical with 
Arikésari Parakrama-Pandya, whose numerous inscriptions at Tenkà$i and other 
places have yielded for him dates ranging from A.D. 1422 to A.D. 1464. For Abhi- 
rama-Parakrama the grandfather of Ativirarima (I)-Srivallabha, (1 he, ever, did rule), 
the approximate date must be about A.D. 1516 (Report for 1910, p. 100). Conse- 
quently, between Abhirama-Parakrama 
and Arikésari-Parakrama, the founder of 
the Tenkasi temple, the gap is very nearly 
a century. Two copper plate inscriptions of about the same period as the Puduk- 
kottai grant bave been published in the Travancore Archeological Series (Vol. VI. 
Nos. ХІ. and XIL). They state that Abhirama-Parakrama (Abhirama-Pandya) was 
born in the family of a certain Srivallabha ‘who saw the primeval copper plate 
carried on the head by the serpent Sésha’ (ХІ. v. 10) and in the familu of a certain 
Parakrama-Pandya ‘ who conquered the Kéralas at the bidding of the lord of Cham- 
pakavana and founded the town of Dakshinakasi (7.e., Tenkasi), to please the god 
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Viévanatha (XII)? Thus it appears as if the historical builder of the Tenkaái 
temple had, within a century, by the time Srivallabha and his cousin-brother 
Varatuhgarama began to jointly rule the kingdom, become a guasi-legendary 
person. The writer of the Pudukkottai plates commencing the historical genealogy 
with two brothers Abhirama-Parikrama and Ahavaràma, speaks of the latter’s 
son Srivallabha as the founder of the Pandya-rajya and suddenly breaks off by 
indefinitely mentioning the three kings, Srivallabha, Manabharana and Manakavacha, 
just referred to. Srivallabha, the founder of the Pándya-rajya has been identified 
with Zra»dakülam-edutta Srivallabha whose initial date derived from stone 
inscriptions is A.D. 1533. Apparently this Srivallabha died without leaving any 
issue and the succession passed onto the Abhiràma-Parákrama line— Zrandakàálam- 
edutía Kulasekhara (joint ruler with Srivallabha ?), Perumal Parakrama-Kulasékhara 
and ар erumal-Kulasékhara (or Salivatipati) having ruled in the interval before 
Ativirarima-Srivallabha ascended the thronein A.D. 1502. 

42. Returning to the stone inscriptions of the later Pandyas copied during the year, 
we find one record of Màravarman Tribhuvanaehakravartin Kulasékhara, also called 
Alagan Kulasékhara from Пайр (No. 525 of Appendix B). It yields for him the 
initial date A.D. 1395 and enables us to identify or to make him joint ruler with Jati- 
lavarman Kulasékhara,—No. 3 on the list of Later Pandya kings printed on p. 100 of 
my Report for 1910. In ease they are identical it is ditficult to explain how the king 
could have borne, at the same time, the two titles Maravarman and Jatilavarman 
(Jatàvarman). No. 270 of 1908 from Karivalamvandanallür which refers to the 7th 
year of this king, registers an order issued 
from his royal camp at Vasudévanallir. 
The llaüji record of Jatávarman Kula- 
Sékhara, dated in the 10th year of the king (No. 530 of Appendix B) also mentions 
Vasudévanallir, the place at which the king'sassent to the grant, was secured. It is 
verv probable that this is also a record of Jatilavarman Kula$ekhara who ascended 
the throne in A.D. 1395. f 

The famous builder of the Vi$vanatha temple at ‘lenkasi 1s represented 
by ten inscriptions copied at that village. In опе оѓ these he is called Jatila- 
varman РагаКташа-Рапдуа (born in Mrigasiras), and in the tenth he seems to receive 
the surname Ari[késari]. The dates of these epigraphs range between his 28th and 
40th years aud are invariably attested 
by Kidarattirudaiyan. The latter must 
apparently have been a responsible officer of the king whose attestation was found 
necessary to render the charters valid. Nos. 1 and 3 of 1912 supply the names of the 
tank Visvanathappéréri and of the village Kasikkuvaykkanallir, which the king had 
newly founded and presented to the temple of Vi$vanátha. No. 4 of Appendix C is 
written in poetical prose after the style of the historical introductions generally found 
at the beginning of early Chola and Pandya inscriptions. No events of any serious 
importance are, however, registered. We only learn that the king was born in the 
Chandrakula ‘the lunar race, became a devotee of Siva built a temple for Viéva- 
nàtha at Tenkà$i and occupied the throne with his queen Ulagamulududaiyal. 

43. A brother of Arikésari Parikrama-Pandya known from the Tenkàái inscrip- 
tions was Alagan-Perumal Kulasékhara who was probably a joint ruler with him and 
also made certain additions to the Vi$vanatha temple.

The surname Kaliyugaraéman, we know, was adopted 
by Maravarman Vira-Pandya whose time being contemporaneous with that of 
Arikésari Par&krama, could not have been far distant from that of Vikrama-Pandya. 
The latter receives the surname Ranarangaràma-Perumàl in No. 28 of Appendix C. 
The mention uf a shrine of Narkiradéva-Nayinàr in the temple of Subrahmanya- 
РШатуйг at Tiruchchendil (2.6. Tiruehehendür) bespeaks highly of the literary 
atmosphere of the times when famous poets like Narkiradeva were idolised and 
worshipped ав saints in shrines specially built for them. Nakkirar was one of the 
members of the last academy of the Tamil poets uf Madura.

45. Two records from the Anantapur distriet (Nos. 81 and 83 of Appendix C) 
-establish the supremacy of the Hoysalas in that part of the country about the end of 
the 12th century A.D. Ballala П. was a great king who like his grandfather 
Vishnuvardhana, spread the power of the Hoysalas over a vast extent of territory 

Ballala II and go established it that the dynasty and 
allala 11. А : T ti 
its kings in subsequent times came to be 
known by the name Ballala. He was a contemporary of the Chola king Kulottunga 
III. and was, perhaps, ruling quite independently (above, paragraph 30). The record 
from Parigi (No. 83) which is dated in tne Saka year 1100 (= A.D. 1178-79) gives 
to Ballala the titles Talakàdu| gonda] ete. which his grandfather had actually earned 
and states that with [ his queen Santaledévi, he (Ballala) was ruling at Dorasamudra 
(Le. Halebid in Mysore). This queen Santaledévi is not known from other records 
of Ballala 11, his crowned queen or paífa-mahadévi being stated to be Padmala. 
The presentation of a bell to the temple of Bhime$vara located on the site called 
Gurugufijikola-bayalu below the tank of Haruve in Haruhe-nàdu and the grant to it 
of land, measured by the droharamalla-rod, for the repair of the bell and other 
requirements of the temple, are facts 
that are not without some historical 
interest. The form Haruve or Haruhe here used for the modern Parigi comes nearer 
to Parivi of the 3808 inscriptions (see part I, paragraph 7) and may be considered 
almost identical—the phonetic change from pa to ha being quite common. 
Droharamalla was probably a surnume of the king after whieh the measuring rod 
droharamallana-kolu was named in accordance with a time honoured custom by which, 
with the ehange of the king, the names of coins, measures, titles of honour and even 
geographical divisions underwent a change. 

46. As the Hoysalas grew in power, thev began to interfere with the politics of 
the south. This commenced in the reign of Vira-Nàrasimha II, the son of Ballala. 
Vira-Soméévara, the next Hoysala king, actually occupied a portion of the Chola 
‘country and established himself at Kannanür near Trichinopoly. He befriended 
Maravarman Sundara-Pandya II. being also related to him as a maternal uncle 
(ma@madi) and uprooted the Chola king Ràjendra-Chola III (above, paragraphs 32 
and 34). On Soméévara’s death, the southern possessions passed into the hands of 
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Vira-Ramanatha whose records are largely found in the Tanjore and Triehinopoly 
districts. One inscription of his time 
(No. 292 of 1911) which comes from 
Sülamangalam in the Tanjore distriet, is dated in the 20th year of his reign 
(roughly = A.D. 1275-76) and supplies details for astronomical verification. The 
capital of Ramanatha continued to be Kannanür in the south, and above the ghats 
the seat of Government was, as suggested by Mr. F. J. Richards, I.C.S., the modern 
Kundani in the Salem district. The ruined fortifications, temples and residential 
buildings of this place combined with the lithic records found on old temple walls 
and gópuras, were expected, on examination, to supply the necessary evidence in 
this direction (Report for 1911, Part II, paragraph 48). I regret to say that much 
has not come out of it—even the two Hoysala epigraphs copied, being only from 
detached slabs. ‘These latter belong to the 3rd year of the reign of Vira-Viéva- 
nütbadévarasa, son of Vira-Ramanatha, corresponding to Saka 1219, Hévilambi 
(= A.D. 1297-1298) and yield for him 
the initial date A.D. 1293-1294. 
Kundàui is, in neither of these inscriptions, referred to as a rdjudhdni, but is stated 
to have been a village in Virivi-nidu which was a subdivision of Nigarili$ola- 
mandalam—a name applied from Chola times to the Kolar country, extending also on 
the side of Hosür, Krishnagiri, Tirupattür and Dharmapuri talukas of the Salem 
district. It is stated in the inscriptions of the Chola king Кајагаја I, at Tanjore, 
that Nigarili§ola-mandalam was an alternative name of Nulambapadi or Nolambavadi 
which extended over almost the whole country between the Anantapur and Salem 
districts (Ёр. Ind. Vol. X. p.57} In a record of Saka 1190 (= A.D. 1268-69) 
Kundàni is called Dévasamudram-Kundani, on account, perhaps, of its proximity 
to the tank Dévasamudram in MaSandi-nadu, which was constructed by a native of 
Malai-nidu. The modern name Dévar-Kundani has evidently to be traced to Déva- 
samudram-Kundàni. Tribhuvanamalla-Bhüminàyaka entitled a Mahdmandalésvara 
and the ‘ lord of the east’ (No. 201 of Appendix B) was apparently a subordinate of 
Vira-Ramanatha, in charge of the Hoysala country, on the eastern borders of Mysore. 
47. Ballala III. was the last great ruler of the Hoysalas under whom the kingdom 
for a time continued to flourish as in previous reigns, but gradually dwindled into 
insignifieanee with the inroads of the Muhammadans and the eventual sackage of 
Halebid. The record from Kodigepalle (No. 81 of 1912) near Hindupur calls him 
the ‘own son? of Vira-Nàrasimhadévarasa and refers to one of his great ministers 
Mahapradhina) Machaya-Vannayaka who

Penugonda was apparently an important strong hold in the Hoysala kingdom, where 
in later years Bukka L, one of the founders of the Vijayanagara dynasty and ‘an 
elevator of the Hoysala empire,’ is also known to have been ruling, simultaneously 
with his capital at Dorasamudra (No. 522 of 1906).

KAKATIYAS AND THFIR FEUDATORIES. 


48. Ambadéva-Maharaja of the Kayastha family is known from his records at 
Tripurantakam (Report for 1906, p. 81, paragraph 44) to have been a powerful 
Kakatiya feudatory who defeated several Telugu chiefs including a certain Sripati- 
Ganapati and practically for a time usurped the Kakatiya dominion, in the interval 
between the reigns of Rudramba and her grandson Prataparudradéva. His ancestors 
were cavaliers (s@hanz or turagasadhanika) under the Kakatiya emperors, bore tha titles 
Mandalika-Brahmarakshasa and Gandapendara and rose to distinction wielding almost 
independent powers during the reign of Rudramba (No. 550 of 1909). Ambadéva ів 
stated in the Tripurantakam records to have been the lord of Khandikota (2.e., Ghandi- 
kota, perhaps also called Manorathapura). Three inscriptions of his time had already 
been found at Gundlüru in the Cuddapah district, in the year 1907 (Nos. 618, 621 
T А . 1 and 623) and this year again, I have

Vallüri-pattana. four other records (Nos. 406, 410, 414 
and 423 of Appendix B) from which it becomes apparent that Ambadéva must have 
been governing a good portion, if not the whole, of the Cuddapah country. Two of 
these inscriptions state that he was ruling at Vallüri-pattana which is not far from 
Cuddapah and which, about a century before (४.८., in Saka 1114), was the capital of the 
Telvgu-Choda king Bhujabalavira-Nalasiddanadéva-Cholamaharaja and the chief 
town of the Mahárajapádi 7000 province. I have discussed in my Report for 1910 
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(p. 108, paragraph 47) the extent of country governed by the Kakatiya viceroys and 
from that it will appear no longer surprising that a powerful successor of Gangaya- 
8811101 and Jannigadéva must have been ruling a portion of Cuddapah. His Attirala 
inscription (No. 406 of 1911) though much damaged gives a clue to the earlier 
history of the Paraśurāmēśvara temple at that place.

another canal called Gandapendára-kaluva at Tadapaka, some tanks named Amba- 
samudra and villages called Ambapura. It may be noted that Rayasahasramalla was. 
a special biruda of Ambadéva which he acquired on conquering Sripati-Ganapati 
(Report for 1906, page 81, paragraph 44). Мо. 414 of Appendix B from Lepáka is 
dated in Saka 1924 and registers a grant for the merit of Ambadéva-Maharaja. It is 
very likely, therefore, that Ambadéva was by this time deprived of his power, since 
Pratápa-Rudra must have succeeded to his. 
paternal throne at least by Saka 1220, 
having been a crown prince since Saka 
1218. The only record of Pratàpa-Rudra in the collection under review comes from 
Tangatiru and is dated in Saka 1237, Rákshasa. 


THE VIJAYANAGARA DYNASTIES.

49. The earliest Vijayanagara inscription in the collection belongs to the time of 
Vira-Kampana-Udaiyar, son of Bokkana-Udaiyar ( Bukka I.), and is dated about A.D.

50. The date Saka 1316 (—1394-95) for prince Immadi-Bukkana-Udaiyar, son

graphical Report for 1907. Mr. Sewell in his Forgotten Empire (p. 97) and Lists of 
Antiquities (Vol. I, р, 127),refers to a Vijayanagara document on stone at Párnapalle 
which is dated in Saka 1398, in the reign of * Praudhadévaraya of Vijayanagar.” 
Belonging, as it did, to an undefined period of Vijayanagara history (last year’s Report, 
p. 84) it naturally attracted my attention and I made a careful search for it, but in 
vain. The report sent to Mr. Sewell must have, in my opinion, been evidently wrong, 
inasmuch as the only lithic record found at Parnapalle is dated in Saka 1318 (— A.D. 
1896-97) and registers the restoration of an irrigation canal under orders of Mallappa-

51. Three more epigraphs of the first dynasty of Vijayanagara kings deserve to 
be noticed, viz. (1) of Pratapa-Dévaraya (No. 367 of 1911), dated in the cyclic year 
Krodhin (= Saka 1346 expired or A.D. 1424-25) which records a gift of salt-pans 
by the residents of Manali to the temple at Tiruvorriyür ; (2) of Virapratapa-Dévaraya 
II. (No. 389 of 1911) or Kumara-Dévaraya II. (No. 319 of 1911) in whose time, 
according to the former, a circular (rdyasam) appears to have been issued through 
the officers Ariyappa-Dennayaka, Bhikshavritti-Ayyagal and Chandragiri Devariya- 
Udaiyar, to all thetemples in the Chandragiri-ràj ya such as Kafichipuram, Tirukkalatti, 
Tiruvorriyür, Tiruvalangadu and Tiruppálaivanám, regarding the vibhat-künikkas

Though the actual usurpation of the Vijayanagara kingdom by the Saluva 
"chief Narasinga may have happened about Saka 1408 (= A.D. 1486-87), the 
supreme power wielded by the latter in the name of the weak emperors of the first 
dynasty viz. Mallikarjuna, Virüpàksha and his son, is known to have commenced much 
earlier. Мо.

53. The Superintendent, Archeological Survey, brought to my notice a lithic 
record from Gorantla in the Anantapur district which supplies a genealogical 
account of the Sáluva kings, different from what has been given in the Dévulapalle 
plates and Telugu literature. It begins with Yaduvarnéa, a branch of which was the 
Chalikya family with its chief fortress at Kalyina. In this was born Bijjala who 
ruled the earth in accordance with the rules prescribed by Jina.  Bijjala's son was 
Hémadiraya who established (on his throne) king ‘ Tripurantaka of three eyes’ and 
bore the title Dharanivaraiha; his son 
was Srikantha-Chila; his son was 
Mangidéva (I.) and his son Médinimisaraganda Sankidéva (I.); his son Mangi (П.) 
and from him was born Sanki (IL); his son was Kathari-Saluva Mangi (III.) and 
from him was born Narasingaraja who set up the god Vishnu (i.e. the present 
Madhavarayasvamin) at Gorantla in Saka 1276, Jaya (= A.D. 1345-46). The 
connection of Kalyana with the Western Chalukyas is well known. The name 
Bijjala and the Jina-dharma which he followed in ruling his kingdom, suggest the 
identity of this king with the Kalachurya Bijjala whose adherence to Jaina faith 
prior to the rise of Basava and the spread of the Lingayat creed, is also an estab- 
lished fact.

Nayanar at Tirukkudamükku (i.e. Kumbhakónam). No inscriptions of Konéridéva- 

Maharaja with the above mentioned titles have been copied hitherto. He is perhaps 

identical with Konériràja who figures in Koyilolugu, the so-called Srirangam temple 
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account, to have been a successor of Saluva-Tirumalairája in the government of the 
Trichinopoly country and to have been anti-Vaishnava in his religious tendencies. 
(Mr. K. V. Subrahmanya Aiyar, on Koyilolugu in Ind. Ant. Vol, XL, p. 142). 


55. Krishnaraya the greatest of the Vijayanagara kings of the second dynasty 
is represented in the collection under 
review by one interesting record from 
Cholasamudram which is, however, incomplete (No. 87 of Appendix. C) and by another 
from Konakondla (No. 76 of 1912). The long passage which introduces the king, 
in the former, is full of information. It speaks of him as “ the excellent grandson of 
Tévara, а muon to the ocean of the Taulava (26, Tulu) race, the subduer of the proud 
kings of Chéra, Chola and Pandya, the son of Narasa and the performer of the 
sixteen great gifts, the patron of the study of Védas, Sastras, Puranas, Agamas and 
other sciences, the brother of the Maharajadhiraja, RajaparaméSvara Virapratapa Vira- 
Narasithharaya, the possessor of a very large army consisting of four component parts, 
the vanquisher of the Gajapati and the Абғарай (4e., the Muhammadan) kings, 
the conqueror of fortresses on mountains, in forests andin water, the establisher of 
many new agrahdras (Brahmanical villages) and the emperor who ascended the 
Karnáta throne with his queen Tirumalàmbikà." The record next speaks of his. 
military officer Rayasam Kondamarasayya and supplies the following fresh informa- 
tion about him. Не was the grandson of Sripatyacbarya, the chief of Podatüru 
whieh was a flourishing village in the 
Dravida country and a Brahmana of 
the Udayagiri-Kannadiga sect, the son of Timmarasa-mantr and Sangamambika, the 
chief of fortresses guch as Ghanagiri (Ze. Penugonda), Udayadri (Udayagiri) and 
others, the hero who actually accomplished for Krishnaraya, the planting of the. 
pillars of victory at Simhadriand Srikirmam and a scholar who was acquainted 
with the curious writings prevalent in the fifty-six countries (chhappanna-dé$a). 
The purpose of the epigraph must apparently have been to register a grant to the- 
temple of Chaudéévari at Chólasamudra in order that the king may be blessed with 
issue. Rayasam Kondamarasayya whom we also know from other sources, was one 
of the great generals of Krishnaráya. Nuniz calls him Comdamara and mentions him 
among the commanders of Krishnaraya’s forces in his campaign against Raichur. It is 
interesting to learn from the Cholasamudram record that Kondamarasayya was also 
occupying an important military office in Krishnaràya's northern campaign when, 
after defeating the Gajapati king Pratapa-Rudra, he set up a pillar of victory at 
Simhadri. The other pillar of victory 
at Srikürmam, mentioned in the present 
record, may go to confirm Krishnaraya’s 
complete conquest of Gajapati’s domi- 
nions, which, on the evidence of Teluga literature, ended only with the burning of 
Kataka (Catuir of Nuniz ?). Їбуага and Narasa (i.e. Naraeana- Nàyaka) are introduced: 
without any titles of sovereignty but Vira-Narasithharaya receives them. It looks, 
therefore, very likely that the Tuluva usurper Narasana-Navaka, though he exercised 
almost independent powers, did not actually succeded to the throne of Vijayanagara. 
The purpose for which the charter must have issued, if rightly interpreted, signifies. 
that Krisbnaráya was without issue in Saka 1439 (= A.D. 1517-18). 


Virapratàpa Tirumaladéva-Maharaya was, according to inscriptions, a son of 
Krishnadéva-Mabaraya and was ruling in Saka 1446. No. 91 of Appendix C is also. 
dated in this year and registers the exemption granted to some servants of the temple 
of Some$vara at Gorantla, from the unpaid 
labour (vetti) of supplying leaves on which 
food is eaten (vistar-akulu). The donor was Vakiti Adeppanayanigaru [son of] 
Timmappa-Nàyaka. Nuniz says that Krishnaraya, during his lifetime, elected his 
son who was only six years old, to succeed him on the Vijayanagara throne, 
but that the prince died soon after. We find also that Krishnaraya had no issue in 
Saka 1489 and that Tirumaladéva-Maharaya, bis son is mentioned in inscriptions 
all of which curiously enough, are dated in the same year Saka 1446. It may safely 
be inferred, therefore, that this Tirumaladéva is identical with the prince mentioned 
by Nuniz, and that his succession and premature death must have, perhaps, both 
happened in or immediately after the year Saka 1446. Consequently the vow to-

56. Achyutaraya succeeded to the Vijayanagara throne in Saka 1452 (= A.D. 
1532-33). A very large number of inscriptions of his reign, have been secured 
during the year under review. His. 
brother-in-law and minister Salakaraja- 
China (ог Pina-)Tirumalayyadéva-Maharaja who is known from previous reports to: 
have been the commander who led the campaign against Tiruvadi-rajya (2.6. the- 
Travancore country) is represented in an inscription from Mallenàyanipalle (No. 59 
of Appendix О) to have founded that village under the name Mallapanayanipalle in the 
fields near Dharmavaram and to have granted it to the temple of Mandem-Narasirnha- 
déva which he had, perhaps, also built there. "We are further informed in the 
inscription that Tirumalayyadéva’s parents were Salakaraja and Tippajamma. The 
Mahalakshmi temple at Lakhanápuri,a suburb of Gorrapalle (Goravanahalli) near 
Hindupur, appears to have come into existence in or about the time of Achyutaraya. 
The records on the south wall of the prakara (Nos. 68 to 73 of 1912) register gifts 
of villages, tolls, ete., to that temple either by, or at the instance of Virappannayya 
of Penugonda and his younger brother Virana-Nayaka, sons of Nandi-Lakkiéetti 
and Muddamamba of Lépakshi. Muttakadahalli, for instance. was granted under the- 
name Mabhálakshmipura by Timmarasa son of the treasurer Аррагва, іп Saka 1456 
(— A.D. 1534-35) ; Goravanahalli under the name Lakshmisagara was granted in Saka 
1458 by Krishnappa-Nayaka son of the cavalier (sgni) Chinnappa-Nayaka ; the same 
chief appears also to have granted a group of jai trees in Saka 1460 (No. 68 of 
1912); the two brothers referred to, made substantial additions to the temple of 
Lakshmidévi at Haruhe-Lakhanapura, — če., Lakhanàpura near Haruhe (Parigi) 
—— by building its prakdéra wall, the eastern and the southern gopuras and the gates. 
below them, the kitchen with verandah, the audience hall, the paved floor in the 
courtyard and shrines for Rama, Lakshmana, Hanumanta, Bhairava, and Vighnéévara ;

Penugonda Virappannayya 
is again mentioned in the epigraphs copied at Lépakshi. It is stated that he purchased 
together with their copper-plate deeds, the two sarvamanya villages Chikanandiehervu 
alias Dévaràyapura and SadaSivapura (also called Dévaràyapura) in Sadali-sthala, 
formerly granted by Praudhadévaraya to a certain Dévare-Somayajin and presented 
them to the temple of Viré$vara or Virabhadra on the Kürmaáaila hill at Lépakshipura. 
Virappanna a his brother Virana-Nàyaka purchased lands for the same purpose at 
Nagaragere alias Krishnarayasamudra in Rodda-nàdu of Penugonda-rajya. 

Achyuta’s son Venkataraya or Venkatadri was, according to some lithie records. 
and copper plates, the immediate successor of Achyutaráya and died soon after, to the 
great disappointment of the people. He was the prince whose cause was advocated 
by Salakaraja China-Tirumalayyadéva-Maharaja and his party as against Sadasiva 
whom the famous Ramaraja and his two brothers supported. Weare not in a position 
to state when exactly Venkatadri died and when 890881 ए$ was raised to the throne by 
Ramaraja.

Ramaraja). Vitthala’s victorious campaign is reported in inscriptions to have ‘ com- 
menced in Anantasayanam (Travancore) in the south and ended at Mudugal in the 
north. Three records in the Kiidal-Alagar temple at Madura, copied this year (Nos. 
557-559 of 1911), register grants to that institution by Timmappa-Nayaka, son of 
Basavana-Nayaka, for the merit of the Mahkamandalésvara Ramaraja-Vitthalayadéva- 
Maharaja. Basavana-Nayaka is mentioned in one of the previous reports to have 
been an officer of Vitthala. Two epigraphs from the Kodandarámasvàmin temple at 
Vontimitta refer to the minister, the 
Mahàmandale$vara Gutti-Tirumalayya- 
. @éva-Maharéja ог Gutti-Yara-Tiru- 
malrajayyadéva-Maharaja (grandson of Araviti Ramaraja) who was the right arm, 
as it were, of king Sadifivadéva-Maharaya and to his nephew Nagarajayyadéva- 
Maharaja of the solar race, the son of Aubalràja and grandson of Madraja. Gutti- 
Yara-Tirumalrajayyadéva must have been a brother of Aliya-Ramaraja. It is 
doubtful if he is to be identified with Tirumala I. who survived the battle of Talikota 
and re-established the Vijayanagara sovereignty with his capital at Penugonda. From 
Telugu literature we learn that Aliya-Ramaraja had besides his two famous brothers 
Venkatadri and Tirumala I, two others 
who were namedK onarája and Timmaraja. 
It 1s not unlikely that Gutti-Tirumalay- 
yadéva mentioned in the Vontimitta records, is identical with this Timmaraja. The 
nephew, Nagarajayyadéva- Maharaja of the solar race is already known froma record 
at Markapiir, dated in Saka 1476 (= A.D. 1554-55) (No. 161 of 1905). Still another 
Mahdamandalésvara of the solar race who must have been connected with the Araviti 
line on his mother's side, was Jillella Rangapatirajayyadéva-Maharaja for whose merit, 
his subordinate—the chief of Raimadurgam-sima—repaired the central shrine and 
the sugandst (the partition next to the shrine) of the Virabhadra temple at Rayachoti 
(No. 445 of 1911). 


58. The ХауаКав of Madura who started an almost independent kingdom in the 
time of Achyuta continued to acknowledge Vijayanagara suzereignty so long as the 
latter lasted even in semblance. ViSvanatha-Nayaka who was the actual founder of it 

E Р paragraph 59, below) 18 stated in а record

59. The Vellangudi plates referred to in Part I (paragraph 12) of this Report 
bring us to the reign of Venkata I of the Karnata dynasty. This is a set of 17 plates 
with rounded tops, measuring 71" x 7”, of which the first and last are written only 
on the inner sidee Mr. Subrahmanya Aiyar who secured them, notes that the ring 
and seal аге lost.

In this year he gave to several Brahmanas the village 
Vellangolli, divided into 261 shares and surnamed Virabhüpasamudra, at the instance 
of Vira-Krishna, one of the Nayakas of Madura. Vellangolli (7.e. the modern Vellan- 
gudi where the plates were found) is stated to have been situated in Mulli-nadu in 
the Tiruvadi-dééa and to have formed the kilmilaha (eastern hamlet) of Kallanaik- 
kurichchi (2.6. Kalladakuriehehi) About Vira-Krishna at whose instance the grant 
was made the plates state that he was the son of Vira-Bhüpati who married Tirumal- 
ambika. The latter was again the son of Krishna and Lakshmyambika, the grandson 
of Viévanàtha and the great grandson of Naga of the Ka§yapa-gotra. 


Of Visvanatha the plates inform us that having conquered many kings including 
the Рапдуав on the battle field in the Tiruvadi (१.६ Travancore) country he acquired 
by force, the sovereignty over Madhura-rijya. This agrees with what is elsewhere 
recorded of him (Report for 1906, p. 86, paragraph 60), viz. that he ‘ conquered in 
battle the Tiruvadi (7.6. the ruler of Travancore), the Pandya king, Vinadariya and 
other kings and annexed their dominions.’ Virabhipati, the father of Vira-Krishna, 
built a mandapa (at Madura) ‘ resplendent 
with stone pillars ornamented by variety 
of sculptures’ in front of god Saundara- 
niyaka (2.6. Sundarééa) and granted to Minakshi a gold armour bedecked with best 
gems. The mandapa here referred to is evidently the present Kambattadi-mandapa 
which is exquisitely sculptured and bears still on one of its pillars an inscription 
which registers the construction of it by Virappa-Nayaka (¿e Virabhüpati) in Saka 
1505 (= A.D. 1583-84). In Saka 1539 ( = A.D. 1617-11) a gift was made for 
the merit of Muttuvirappa-Nayakkar perhaps also a Madura Nayaka by a certain 
‘Sinnatippa- Rahuttaraiyan (No. 556 of 1911). 


60. Virapratapa Viravenkatadéva-Maharaya who is represented in No. 377 of 
Appendix B to have been ruling from Penugonda, in Saka 1544 (— 1622-23) must be 
Venkata II, though in that year it is more likely that Rama IV (Table facing p. 238 
of Epigraphia Indica, Vol. IIT) was occupying the Karnáta throne. Professor 
Kielhorn in his List of Southern Inscriptions gives for Rama IV the dates Saka 1542

vanam epigraph under reference registers a gift of tolls by the mercantile community 
of Ayyavole headed by Prithivifetti Rayanimantri-Bhaskara to the temple of 
Kalyàna-Venkate$vara-Perumàl, while Saluva Mákarája-Tirumalaràjay yadéva-Mahà- 
raja was ruling the country. The occurrence of the name Prithivisetti Rayanimantri- 
Bhaskara in a record of the 16th century A D. seems to disprove the popular 
tradition that this Ráyanimantri-Bhàskara was a contemporary of Krishnaràya and 
lived in the 15th century A.D. Mr. Gurijida Ramamurti Garu in a pampniet 
‘entitled Rayanabhaskaramantri-Charitram (р. 8 f.) refers to a pharmána from Alamghir 
Padsha which refers to Prithivióetti the father of Mantribhaskara. Bhiskara was a 
most charitable man and is supposed to heve induced the kings of his time, by paying

Tirumalarajayyadéva of No. 377 must be interpreted as Tirumalaraja, grandson of 
Makaraja. Another record irom Narayanavanam (No. 382 of 1911) mentions 
Kattarisalfu]va Makaraja-Bommarajadéva-Maharaja, who, like lirumalaràja men- 
tioned above, was, perhaps, also a grandson of Makaraja. Three undated inscriptions 
of this family from Tiruttani noticed in the Report for 1900 (Part II, paragraph 61) 
throw further light on tke kings of Karvétinagar and their ancestry. They were of 
the solar race and descendants of the ancient Chola king Karikala. 


61. The latest record of the Vijayanagara kings in the collection under review, 18

62. The Eastern Chalukya plates received for examination through the kindness 
of Professor M. Rangacharya, m.a., Rao Bahadur, come from Guntür. They аге ш а 
badly damaged condition and comprise three copper sheets with high rims measuring 
roughly 82” in length and 3” in breadth. The record on them is unfinished and one 
or more plates appear also to be missing after IIb, where the name of the king, date 
etc. must have occurred. The introduc-

The foundation of 108 Siva temples and the continuous fight for 12 years 
with the Rashtrakütas are facts already known about Vijayaditya II; but that he had 
a brother called Bhima-Salukki from whom he took possession of the Véngi-mandala 
are new facts and deserve to benoted. Опе of Vijayaditya’s eopper-plate grants (5.7.1.

Rudra, who is there described as a brother 
of Vijayaditya II., but as a descendant of 
the Haihaya race. Consequently, it appears probable that Bhima-Salukki mentioned 
in our grant, was a uterine brother of Vijayaditya and had perhaps usurped the 
Véngi-mandala while the latter was engaged in a series of battles with the Rashtra- 
kutas. Returning to the contents of the Guntür plates, we are further informed that 
( Gunaka |-Vijayáditya III. the eldest son of Kali-Vittarasa (z.e. Kali-Vishnuvardhana 
V.) and the Rashtrakita queen Silamahádevi, was a powerful king who had performed

The latter was perhaps a 

descendant of the Chola subordinate Irungola in whose time the Irungoli$vara temple 
at Laddigam-Koyarrir came into existence (Report for 1907, p. 75, paragraph 38). 

It is further very likely that it was this same Iruhgola whose fort is stated to have 

been captured by the Hoysala king Vishnuvardhana. Irungéla is represented in

Telugu-Chola chief copied during the year under review is No. 95 of 1912 from 
Malagüru. It gives the characteristic family titles in the beginning but is damaged 
at the plaee where the name of the chief may be expeeted. 


64. On рр. 48 and 56 of his Lists of Antiquities, Vol. I., Mr. Sewell refers to 
some private grants made by Boddana, his son Nàrayanadeva and the latter’s minister 
Sómana-Peggada, in or about A.D. 1155. It is not stated who this Mahamandalixa 
Boddana or his воп Narayanadéva was. A mutilated pillar in the Municipal Museum 
at Rajahmundry bears on it, among others, one epagraph of Sómana, son of Datyana- 
peggada or Dattamatya, a minister of Narayanadéva who was the son of the Maha- 
mandalika Boddana. This epigraph (No. 40 of 1912) is dated in Saka 1071 (= A.D. 
1149-50), not far removed from the period to which Mr. Sewell refers the minister 
Sdmaua-Peggada, and records the gift by him, of a lamp to Virabhadré$vara-Mahadéva 
at Pattisam. The interesting part of the 
inseription lies in the statement that 
this Dattamatya-Soma made also pre- 
sents of lamps at Bhimavuram (१.८. Chalukya-Bhimavaram near Samalkot), Dàkarémi 
(perhaps Draksharéma), Amadalu, Gudipiindi, Palukolu, VirabhadreSvaram 
(perhaps Pattisam), Bhavapattanam c , Tàmbrapuri (Chembrolu, Chébrol), 
Bijapura (?), Ghantasalapuri, Gotaram (?), Eli$varam, Végiévaram, Vijayavataka 
(Bezvada), Undavelii, Vélupüru, Gon- 
tūru and Kadalipalli (Kallépalli). This. 
comprises a large extent of country in which Somana made charities and includes. 
the modern Godavari, Kistna and Guntur districts. It is not unlikely that Boddana 
was a feudatory chief (mandalka) subordinate to the Velananti king Kuldttunga- 
Chida-Gonkaraja III. who, in his turn, was dependent upon the Chalukya-Chola 
sovereign Kulottunga-Choda II. 

65. On the same pillar on which, the above record is engraved, is found one of 
Gokaraja of Vengi, which is dated in Saka 1102 (= A.D. 1180-81). It is seriously 
damaged at the place where it gives a list of the titles of the king. We learn, however. 
that he was the lord of the Shatsahasra country (2.6. the province on the south side of 
the Krishna river including almost the whole of the present Guntir district) and the 
devotee of the temple of Malle$vara | at Bezvada He made a present of 30 buffalo- 
cows to the temple of VirabhadréSvara-Mahadéva| at Pattisam). A record of the same 
date copied at Draksharama (No. 413 of 
1893) mentions the ruling king to be 
Velanànti Kulottunga- kajéndra-Chidaya- 
raja whom Professor Hultzsch has identified with Prithviévara of the Pithápuram 
inscription (Ёр. Ind. Vol. ІУ, p. 31f.). In my Report for 1909 (page 121, paragraph 
77), I have also referred to the reig n of this Prithvīśvara, over the whole Andhra 
country of 16,000 villages, from Saka 1085 to 1121. Itis, consequently, difficult to 
identify the donor Vengi-Gokaràja of the Rajahmundry record, except by supposing 
him to be identical with Prithvi$vara or, to be a subordinate of his, placed 
in eharge of the Shatsahasra country. Мо, 42 of 1912 whigh refers to a chief. who 
was ‘ the elevator of the Chalukya- rajya’.and is dated in Saka 1098 appears also to:

66. Still another epigraph on the Rajahmundry Museum pillar refers to the 21st 
year of a certain Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja and to Saka 1067. This gives us 
roughly Saka 1045 as the date of accession of this Eastern Chalukya king . We do 
not know of any sovereign of that dynasty who aseended the throne in Saka 1045

There is no account in the Rajabmundry Museum as to whence the inseribed 
pillar bearing the above-mentioned records, was brought thither. It is vaguely 
stated by the people that it must have belonged to a temple which was demolished 
recently by the Railway Company while opening the East Coast line. But the 
-epigraphs on this pillar and perhaps also, the one on the mutilated block of black 
granite preserved in the рӣјӣтітг house in the Markandeya temple, refer to gifts 
made to the Virabhadre$vara temple at Pattisam which is identical with Pattesam

The only inference pos- 
sible is that the pillar must have come 


from Patté$am though it is not pqssible to state why or under what cireumstances 
it had to be brought there 


67. The copper-plate inscription from the Rajahmundry Museum mentioned in 
Part I, paragraph 6 of this Report, is of much historical interest and discloses the 
genealogy of a hitherto unknown line of local chiefs who must have flourished 
immediately after the Reddi kings of Rajahmundry. The plates are not held together 
by a ring and it is perhaps for this reason that we find some of them missing from 
the set. There are at present only four plates the first of which is written on the 
The Rajahmundry Museum plates of Choda- iüner side while i: the rest are written 

Annadóva. on both sides. They roughly measure 
112" by 52” and bear a circular hole 

on the left margin which was evidently meant to receive the ring. From the 
numbering ofthe plates found on their inner faces, not very far from the ring 
hole, it is gathered that the missing plates must be the 2nd, Sth, 6th and 
one or more after the 7th. From the contents of the inscription though frag- 
mentary, we learn that Annamàmbà was the queen of a chief whose name probably 
was on the missing 2nd plate. Their son was Eruva-Bhima who married Prolàm- 
biké. His great grandson’ was Gangadhara who acquired the biruda Arigandaraganda. 
His son was Kamaraja (also called BhaktiSvara) who, while yet a boy conquered

conquering on the east the Gajapati 

king at Pafichadhira established the chief of Koppula,on his throne. Close to 
the town of Bharanipadu, he killed a king called Singa and in a battle defeated 
Dabaru Khan and other chiefs near Pedakondapura. At Stiravara-pattana, again, 
he easily vanquished the heroic Annavota. Kamaraja married Annemamba and 
founded a town called Kamapuri alias Kalyana, after his own name, in the Andhra 
country. Káma's son was Annadéva who as an ally of the Muhammadans, devas- 
tated the forces of the Karnata king and captured Jaggavàgu and other towns 
The wife of Annadéva (or Chéda-Annadéva) was Irugambika of the solar race and 
a sister of chief Pinnundi. Virabhadra became their son (2.6. was perhaps, adopted 
by them ?). Annadéva, the jewel of the Choda race, fought a battle near Attili 
with the kings of the south and protected 10,000 men who sought refuge with 
him. Assisted by his brother-in-law 
Pinayundi (¿e Pinnundi mentioned 
above) Annadéva killed at Kankaraparti on the bank of the Gautami (i.e. Godavari) 
the Kannada and other kings in order to save his own ally. Being desirous of 


Annadéva’s conquests. 
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fame he protected [the kings of] the Kataya-Véma family who prostrated themselves 
at his feet. In the kingdom thus ruled by Annadéva there was the prosperous town 
Mummadi-Prolavaram— perhaps his capital. At Pattisa-Virabliadra on the bank of 
the Godavari, Annadéva gave away several thousands of cows in charity and‘ as if for 
the quencbing of their thirst? he further granted the ‘seven oceans? (i.e. one of 
the 16 great gifts known as saptasdgara). He covered with gold the temple of Vira- 
bhadra at Gomukhagiri and guilding the pinnacle of the temple of Bhimaya at 
Draksharama he converted it into a jewel in the crown of ‘the Andhra country.’ 
The immediate object of the grant is to record that Annadeva gave away to 
Brahmanas the village called Uttamaganda-Chódánnadévavaram in Visari-nàndu 
situated on the bank of the Ganga (river) at a spot called Pinnasàni-sanga. The 
long list of Annadéva’s corquests given above, cannot be of more than local interest.

The Reddi king Annavóta and the family of Kama 8 defea of d and Anna- 
Kataya-Vema referred to. deva's granting protection to the family 
of Kataya-Véma may be taken as histori- 
cal facts which point to the end of the 14th century or the beginning of *the 15th as 
the period to which we may have to assign these chiefs. The defeat inflicted on the 
Karnátas and the Gajapati king and the alliance contracted with the Muhammadans 
indicate only the state of the country at the time when the Marapatis (the Karnata 
kings), Gajapatis and ASvapatis (Muhammadans) were in constant conflict with each 
other for supremacy. ` 


68. Another interesting record from, the neighbourhood of Rajahmundry which 
supplies the genealogy of а local family of chiefs, 18 No. 44 of 1912 from Korukonda. 
It is a long Sanskrit inscription engraved on the four faces of a black granite pillar 
in the court-yard of the Lakshmi-Narasimhasvamin temple on the hill at Korukonda.

The Kórukonda pillar inscription of Mummadi- the ruler of Kopukonda which was 
Ma surrounded by a fort. He wasa great 
conqueror and had subdued the kingdoms of Рапага, Kona, Kuravataka and Bengara. 
The temple on the hill came into existence during his reign, in Saka 1275, under 
very peculiar cireumstances. A Vaishnava teacher Bhattari of whom Mummadi was 
the devoted disciple, told the chief one day that he had reached the last of his human 
births and as soon as the existing mortal frame was given up, he would appear in the 
form of god Laksbmi-Narasimha on the hill at Korukonda. Soon after this revelation 
the teacher died and all about his re- birth as god Narasimha was, apparently, forgotten. 
А dancing girl of the village called Lakshmidàsi saw the teacher in a dream and was 
told by him of his manifestation on the Pārāśara-śaila. The king being informed of 
this was at once reminded of what the teacher had told him and permitted the dancing 
girl to build a temple. She wandered about in rags begging for money, pledged her 
daughter, earned the amount required, built a temple and consecrated therein Рагаќага-

giri in the construction of the temple. Two figures of stone, perhaps those of Mum- 
madi and tbe courtesan, are still seen at the entrance into the central shrine of the 
Lakshmi-Narasimhasvàmin temple. 


We have thus from this record a regular account of the origin of the temple on 
the hill at Korukonda. From the names Раг8бага-байа given to the hill and 
ParáSara-Nrisimha to the god, it is evident that the full appellation of the Vaishnava 
teacher, after whom evidently the god was named, was Pará$ara-Bhatta. A copper- 
plate record from the temple at Srirangam (Report for 1906, Appendix A, No. 21) 
repeats the verses of the Korukonda epigraph almost verbatim and states that the 
seventh ParaSara-Bhatta had a pupil in the Telugu country named Mummadi-Nayaka 
alias Rangavardhana of the Mafichikonda-gotra. The genealogical account being 
the same in both the inscriptions, there is no doubt that Mummadi of the Korukonda

mother, are dated in Saka 1280 (= about A.D. 1358-59) It may be noted also 

that even now the management of the temple and its lands rests in the hands ofa 
rivaishnava teacher who resides in. that village. 


69. Two inscriptions from Tangatir (No. 433 of Appendix B) and Lépaka 
(Хо, 424 of the same Appendix) refer to the Reddi chiefs Anná-Reddi and his son 
Mallà-Reddi. Theformer was a son of Mallà-Reddi L, the younger brother of (?) 
Vema-Reddi of Addanki. The latter could be no other than the famous Véma who is 
known to have fought against the Muhammadans and to have built steps at Srisailam 
and Ahobalam. From a record at Amaravati (No. 268 of 1897) we learn that Vema 
fixed five golden pots on the top of the temple at Amaréévara for the eternal benefit 
QAAE t ЭМГ f his younger brother Mallaya-Reddi 
Two Heddi chiefs in the Cuddapah district, (Malla ў 4 ài) The Hariva 2 ^: heen 
pT алхана над ын ын Véma's younger brother Malla took 
Motupalli and was of great help to Véma 
(Ep. Ind. Vol. VIII. p. 10). That this Malla-Reddi (I.) had а son Anna-Reddi and 
the latter again a son named Mallà-Reddi (II.) are facts revealed for the first time 
by the records under reference and are of great importance for the history of the 
Reddis. The Vijayanagara kings, we know, were supreme in the period to which these 
inseriptions belong and it is difficult to say what position the Reddi chiefs mentioned 
above, held under them. No. 424 of 1911 says that Mallà-Reddi ‘was ruling. 
Whether he was so doing independently or as a subordinate of the Vijayanagara 
kings, should be decided only by future research. 


70. In Appendix A to the Report for 1908, were noticed two copper-plate records 
(Nos. 3 and 4) of Matla-Venkatarámarája-Devachodamahàrája, dated in the Saka 
years 1609 and 1612 respectively. Three stone inscriptions (Nos. 430, 434 and 436 
of 1911) of the Matla or Matli family have been secured from the Cuddapah district, 
during the current year. The earliest (No. 434), belongs to the reign of the Vijaya- 
nagara king SadaSiva, but the date is missing. We learn that Varadayya-Déva- 

Matla chiefs. chodamaharaja, son of Matla-Pochara- 

| jayya-Dévechddamaharaja, dug up an 

irrigation channel called Antaraganga-kaluva at the village Pottapi in Pottapi-nàndu- 
which was granted to him as amaraniyankara by R&maràja-Tirumalaràjay yadeva- 
Maharaja and also made a dasavanda grant for its upkeep. Тһе MaAhamandalé$vara 
Ramaraja-Tirumalarajay yadéva-Maharaja mentioned here, is probably identical with 
Gutti Yara-Tirumalayyadéva- Maharaja who was the minister of Sada§iva (above, para- 
graph 57) in Saka 1480 (— A.D. 1558-59). A later Майа chief named Perumilla- 
raja, son of Venkatakrishnamarája-Devachodamaharaja, constructed a sluice for the 
tank of Bacharsu-Timmarsu at Lembaka (४.४. Lépaka), in бака 1634 (= A.D. 1712- 
18) and Matla-Komarikantar&ja-Deévachodamahárája repaired the sukanasi of the 
Gopalasvamin temple at Pottapi, in Saka 1640 (= A.D. 1718-19). The suffix 
Dévachédamaharaja which these chiefs add to their names, seems to have been borrowed 
from Dévachoda who is the first historical person of the Matla family referred to in 
the copper-plate inseription No. 4, quoted above. Mr. Sewell also mentions the 
Chitvél Raja to be a member of the Matli family (Lists of Antiquities, Vol. I. p. 130). 


Of greater interest, however, is the authorship of the Telugu work Kakustha- 
vijayam, written by Matla Ananta, son of Yella or Konaya-Yella. An ancestor of this 
Ananta, named Varadaraja, was, it is stated, a son-in-law of the Vijayanagara king 
Krishnaraya. It is not impossible that 
Varadaraja herein referred to is Varada- 
yya-Dévachodamaháràja mentioned above, in No. 434 of 1911. — Ananta, son of Yella, is 
perhaps identical with Pedda-Ananta, son of Matli-Yallama, mentioned in copper-plate 
No. 4. Between Pedda-Ananta and Venkataramaraja who made the gift recorded fi 
these plates in Saka 1612 ( = A.D. 1690-91), there intervene five generations which, 
roughly calculated, must have occupied about 125 years. Ме thus get to the 
approximate date A.D. 1565-66 for Pedda-Ananta the author of the Kakusthavijayam. 
Rao Bahadur Viresalingam Pantulu 
arrives at very nearly the same result from 


Matla Ananta, the author of Kakusthavijayam. 


His approximate period. 
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other data viz. that Ananta was a contemporary of Ibrahim Qutb Shah (A.D. 1550- 
1581) of Golakonda (Lives of Telugu Poets, p. 277). The Matla chiefs are known to 
have been of the solar race. As indicated above they were connected witb the 
Vijayanagara kings by intermarriage. It is further believed that the Saluva chiefs of 
Karvétinagar, also of the solar race (above, paragraph 60), bore relation to the Matla 
family, as cousins. 

71. It is perhaps not quite well known that Adaipalam in the modern Chittoor 
district, was the native town of the famous Saiva scholar and philosopher Appaya- 
Dikshita. Dr. Aufrecht in his Catalogus Catalagorum gives а long list of nearly 60 

A Dikshita : hi dat Adaipal anskrit works written by him. It is 
ррауа- 18158 5 MIS record 85 AMPA not unlikely that he was the author of 
many more which still remain in manuscript. Professor Hultzsch, for example, in his 
Report on Sanskrit Manuscripts, No. II. calls Appaya-Dikshita a polyhistor and 
mentions many new works of his which had not been catalogued till then. In the 
colophon to some of his works Appaya-Dikshita is stated to have composed 104 
standard works (prabandha). This great scholar was a protegé of Chinna-Bomma- 
Nayaka of Véliir who wasa feudatory chief subordinate to the Vijayanagara king 
Tirumala I. Sinna-Bommu-Nayaka’s inscriptions are found at Virifichipuram (S.T.I. 
Vol. I. p. 54) and Velür (2044. р. 69f) and are dated in Saka 1471 and 1488 (=A.D. 
1549-59 and 1566-67). The Vilapaka grant of Venkata I. (Ep. Ind. Vol. IV. pp. 269 
to 278) which was issued at the request of a son of Bomma (i.e. Chinna-Bomma-Nayaka) 
is dated in Saka 1523 (—A.D. 1601-02). Thecolophonof the Kuvalayanandain which 
Appaya-Dikshita speaks of Venkatapati (£e. Venk&ta I.) as his patron, makes him a 
contemporary of the Karnáta kings Tirumala I. (A.D. 1567) and Venkata I. (A.D. 
1586 to 1613). Appaya-Dikshita must have accordingly flourished at the end of the 
16th century and the beginning of the 17th. He was a staunch supporter of the 
Saiva (PaSupata) school of Advaita philosophy as expounded by Srikantha-Sivacharya 
and must have infused the same religious spirit in the Nayakas of Véliir who 
patronised him—one of their family titles being ‘the foremost of those who assert 
the priority of Siva? Haviug written an elaborate commentary called Stvarka- 
manidipika or Sivadityamanidipika on the exposition of the V&dánta-sütras by Srikantha- 
Sivacharya, Appaya-Dikshita earned for himself the title Srikanthamatapratishthapa- 
nacharya ze. * the establisher of Srikantha’s school of philosophy.’ No. 395 of 1911 
engraved on the central shrine of the Kalakanthéévara temple at Adaipalam, confirms 
the statements made above, about Appaya-Dikshita and gives us, at the same time, a 
clue to the literary activity of the scholar and the great influence which he 
wielded with his patrons. It is dated in Saka 1504 (A.D. 1582-83) the year in 
which Appaya-Dikshita constructed the Kalakantha temple and registers that he was 
the son of Rangaraéjamakhin who was the son of Vidvadguru (or Aséshaguru as he 
is called in the introduction to Sivadityamanidiptka) ; that by his association king, 
Chinna-Bomma’s fame spread far and wide and that the Srikantha-bhashya was 
i raised (from its obscurity) to establish 
the superiority of Siva in the godhead. 
In the temple of Kalakantha, Appaya- 
Dikshita wrote his commentary Sivarkamanidipika with the particular object of 
teaching the Srikantha-bhashya to five hundred learned men; was (perhaps, on this 
account) bathed in gold (kanakabhishéka) by the chief Chinna-Bomma-Nayaka ; went 
to Velür and there induced him to make grants of gold and agrahara-villages to those 
five hundred learned men who were to be taught the Sivtrkamanidipika; raised 
Chinna-Bomma-Nayaka (from his petty position) to the status of a famous ruler and 
composed one hundred standard works (prabandha) such as Nygagarakshamani, 
Kalpataru, Parimala, etc. This interesting document bears at the end besides the 
His library activity name of Appaya-Dikshita those of Nila- 

: : kantha-Dikshita, ^  Arunagiri-Dikshita, 

Viévajid-Appai-Dikshita, Umámahé$vara-Dikshita and Yajüe$vara-Dikshita. It is 
only to be remarked that from the way in which Appaya-Dikshita earnestly set him- 
self to revive the school of Vēdānta philosophy as expounded by Srikantha-Sivacharya, 
it looks as if that philosophy had become almost obsolete and that many scholars of the 
time were opposed to it, if they had not condemned it altogether. Of the works here 
mentioned, Nyayarakshamani is, according to its colopbon (Prof. Hultzsch’s Report on 
Sanskrit Manuscripts, No. П. extract No. 1038) a work on Vēdānta being a com- 
pendium of Chaturmataséra which was apparently a voluminous one. From extract

No. 1510 of the same Report we learn that Chaturmatasdra was also a work of 
Appaya-Dikshita and was otherwise known by the name Nayamayikhamalika. 
Kalpataru (їе. Védantakalpataru) is noted by Dr. Aufrecht to be a commentary on 
Bhamati and is attributed to Amalananda. A commentary on this, the Vedantakal- 
pataruparimala (or Parimala), is stated to have been written by Appaya-Dikshita. 
Perhaps the latter was himself also the author of a Kalpataru different from the 
book of the same name written by Amalananda ; and Parimala attributed to Appaya- 
Dikshita in the Adaipalam record, may have been a work different from his 
commentary on Amalinanda’s Kalpataru. 


72. It is interesting to note here, two records of about the 16th century A.D. 
from Mullandram in the North Arcot district one of which refers to a poet called 
Dindimakavi and the other to Kumarar-Dindimar Annamalainathar, perhaps а son of 

E : | the former. "We learn also that Авагаш- 
Dindimakavi, a poet and a resident of Mullan- Mullangdram was otherwise called Prau- 

dram in the North Arcot district. dhadévar&yapuram (perhaps on account 
of its being originally granted to Brahmanas by the Vijayanagara king Praudha- 
dévaràya) and that Dindimakavi was one of the mahdjavas residing in that village. 
Mullandram at present is the seat of a Brahman high priest of the Vaniyay

with the sacred thread while the rest were not The former are now extinct and 
the latter who were reclaimed by the ancestors of the presiding priest, still feel 
grateful to the Brahman family by accepting one of its members as their guru.

ч received certain honorary privileges from 
Chida-Ganga, the then king of the Telugu country (Ep. Ind. Vol. Vl. p. 334f). 
The priest at Mullandram read out to me portions of a booklet called Vivika- 
Vibhüg«patrikü from which it appeared that Mullandram was granted to ë Brahmana 
families during the reign of king Praudhadévar&ya of Vijayanagara and was rightly, 
therefore, named Praudhadévarayapura. The original donees were most of them 
poets and it is not unlikely that Dindimakavi also called Kumarar-Dindimar as hinted 
in the Mullandram record No. 397 of 1911 was a descendant of them, who had 
established his reputation as a poet. 
From ‘Taylor's Catalogue of Oriental 
Manuscripts, we learn that Dindimakavi (son of?) Arunagirinàtha was the author 
of a comic interlude called Somavalliprahasana and also of a commentary on Sarka- 
racharya’s Saundaryalahart. The name Annàmalainátha which Kumarar-Dindimar’s 
son receives in the Mullandram record (No. 397 of 1911) is synonymous with. 
Arunagirinàtha tbe name of his grandfather and consequently Dindimakavi of 
Mullandram, may have to be identified with the author of the Somavallzprahasana 
and the commentary on Samkaracharya’s Saundaryalahari. The Viveka- Vibhagapat- 
rikà mentioned above, includes a certain Kajan&thakavi among the first recipients of 
the village. The author of the Achyutarayabhuudayam, also called Rajanathakavi 

А ) Ë may have been a later member of the 
Rajanathakavi, the author of Асїушагауй» family to which the earlier Rajanatha be- 

bAyudayam. and Боосу ауан. longed. The later Rajanathakavi appears 
also to have composed the Sanskrit work Бйдгойд/ундагуат in the colophons of which he 
receives the surname Hridaya-Siva and the titles Dindimakavisaérvabhauma and 
Navanataka Bharatécharya. His father was Arunagirióa or Sonadrinatha. It is 
thus possible also to identify the ‘author of the historical works Achyularayabhyu- 
dayam and Sdluvabhyudayam with Dindimakavi of Mullandram. 


78. The Matsya kings of Oddavádi are known from the Dibbida plates of 
Arjuna published in the Epigraphia Indica (Vol. V. pp. ! 06 to 112). Mr. Venkayya 
has also drawn attention to several Matsya records in the Lakshminarasimhasvamin 
temple at Simbachalam (Report for 1900, p. 321), some of which bear engraved on 
them, the distinguishing mark of a fish (matsya).

As the time of Pedda-Krishnareddi from 
whom the donor Pedda-Krishna, was separated by five generations or about 125 years 
would be roughly the middle of the 16th century A.D., the date of Matla Ananta, 
already derived 18 further confirmed indirectly. . 
Another Muhammadan ruler mentioned 11 a Telugu inscription’ copied during 
the year, is Hajarati Sulutànu Abduli Hassanu Kudupuéaha (Ze. Hazarat Sultan 
Abdul Hassan Qutb Shah). The record is dated in Saka 1662 (=A.D. 1740-41) 
and confers the priesthood of a temple on a private individual. As the grant 
was made for the merit of Abdul Hassan Qutb Shàh it appears as if the chief may 
have been dead at the time of the grant. Again, no Qutb Shahi king of the name 
Abdul Hassan is known to have ruled 
about this period —the last as stated above 
being Abu Hasan (A.D. 1672—1688). 
If, therefore, it is likely that the gift was made for the merit of a dead king, the 
name Hajarati Sultanu Abduli Hassanu Kudupuéaha mentioned in the Konakondla 
.grant may still refer to Abū Hasan, son-in-law of Abdoolla Koottub Shaw.

When recently I happened to be at this place, I secured 
copies of all the other signatures found on the walls of the two kitchens of the temple 
on the hill and also of an inscription in Roman characters engraved on the wall of a 
ruined stone shed { mandapa) in the north main street of the Tirukkalukkunram village. 
The latter registers that * George Dawson 
lived in this choultry (evidently referring 
| to the ruined mandapa) from 1~th ‘etober 
to 9th December 1769. Mr. C. Hayavadana Као, B.A., B-L, of Madras, whom I 
consulted regarding the identification of George Dawson, writes to me after a careful 
search made into old MS. records, that “ he was a Madras Civilian and entered service 
of the Hon. East India Company at Fort St. George, as a Writer in 1751. In 1768 
he became a Member of the Madras Council. In 1769 he was appointed Chief of 
Cuddalore (Gazetteer, South Arcot district, p. 231) succeeding Henry Brooke in that 
place, returned to England in 1776 and went out of service in 1778.” The apparent 
reason for Mr. Dawson stopping at Tirukkalukkunram, immediately after his appoint- 
ment, may have been considerations of health. Even now Tirukkalukkunram 
maintains its reputation as a health-resort

Of the signatures on the kitchen walls, L. Hemsinck occurs with the date 1662. 
As, however, he is known to have been the Under Merchant and Chief at Sadras- 
patam from A.D. 1666 to 1686 and as his signature which occurs also on one of the 
pillars of the Orukal-mandapa (on the same hill) bears the date 1666, it becomes 
doubtful if L. Hemsinck engraved on the kitchen wall is identical with the Chief of 
Sadraspatam or with some relation of his of that name. Itis not still impossible to 
suppose that Hemsinck in some capacity other than Chief, may have come up the 
Tirukkalukkunram hill and left his signature there. It is also possible that L. 
Hemsinck is the same as L. Hemsinck De Jonge whose signature is found on the pillars 
of the Orukal-mandapa but must be differeut from Lambert Hemsinek whose epitaph 
: with date 1661 is deseribed by Mr. Cotton 
L. Hemsinck De Jonge and A. D. Klerck p. 222 of his book T alo in the 
, Madras Presidency. Hemsinck’s Second was Anthoni de Klerk whose signature as 
A. D. Klerck was found in the Orukal-mandapa. If occurs also on the kitchen wall 
with date 1666. A. Vandenbroek (No. 329 £) without any date, is perhaps to be 
connected with Maria Vandenbroek whose tomb in the Dutch cemetery at Pulicat is 
described in Mr. Cotton's Tombs (p. 187, No. 1006). Still another signature whose 
eonneetion may be traced to the Dutch names referred to in Mr. Cotton's book is 
A.M. Eilbraeht with date 1793(No. 829 Z). Mr. Cotton gives the 22nd of September 
A.D. 1793 as the date of the death of Sara Antonia Eilbracht (Tombs, No. 1046).

2. In spite of my best efforts to make the proof clean before submitting it to 
Government, I regret that it was not found possible to do so. A separate corrected 
proof with the necessary instructions will, consequently, be sent to the Superintendent, 
Government Press, Madras, in a few days and I shall see that the copy is free from 

-all blunders before the Government Order to strike off reaches the Press.

PART I. 


OFFICE ROUTINE. 


I regret to bring to the notice of Government the sudden death of Rai Bahadur 
V. Venkayya, м.А., Epigraphist to the Government of India, on 21st November 1912. 
During his service of 25 years from 1887 to 1912 in the Archeological Department, 
he spent nearly 22 years in Madras. By his disinterested labours, both as an able 
Assistant to Professor Hultzsch and as an independent Epigraphist of high capabili- 
ties, he has practically rescued South-Indian Epigraphy from the oblivion to which it 
was consigned prior to the organisation of an Epigraphieal Department in Madras 
under the scholarly direetion of Professor Hultzsch. The gap caused by Mr. 
Venkayya’s death, is irreparableand the Government, in my opinion, cannot more 
adequately appreciate his services than by duly acknowledging them. Mr. Venkayya's 
latest contribution to Madras Epigraphy was South-Indian Inscriptions, Vol. П, 
Part IV, in passing which through the press, I aver from personal knowledge that 
Mr. Venkayya worked with extraordinary energy in spite of his declining health and . 
suecumbed, while yet in his middle age, to the fell disease tuberculosis. 

2. In G.O. No. 568, Publio, dated 13th May 1912, the Government were pleased 
to strengthen my establishment by raising the pay of my Junior Assistant (altering 
his designation into that of Collection Assistant) and sanctioning two additional 
“Students in Epigraphy and two copyist peons. This was apparently with the object 
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of achieving (1) an expeditious Epigraphical survey of the Madras Presidency and’ 
(2) the publication of further volumes of South-Indian Inscriptions in quicker 
succession than hitherto. Fully recognising the importance of this object of: 
Government, I have now practically divided my establishment into two sections, one, 
the collecting section and the other, the publishing. The first is managed by Mr. 
Venkoba Rao my Senior Assistant, with the assistance of two Epigraphical Students, 
the photographer and four eopyist peons, while the latter is worked by the Junior · 
Assistant Mr. K. V. Subrahmanya Aiyar and one of the three Epigraphical Students, 
As the scheme was put into effect only in the middle of June 1912, it is too early to 
expect any definite results in the matter of either publication or collection. The 
latter, however, has been earnestly begun and the newly entertained Epigraphical 
Students, Messrs. 8. R. Krishnaswami Aiyar and K. Rama Sastri have been trained 
already in the details of tour work which includes an intelligent search for inscrip- 
tions, the pasting of facsimiles and transcribing and estimating the true historical 
value of Epigraphical records. Mr. D. Mahabala Rao having resigned his appointment 
on considerations of health, a new candidate, Mr. C. R. Krishnamachari was selected 
from the Netlore Collector’s office as the probationary Epigraphical Student (Telugu) 
and took eharge of his duties on 15th February 1913. 


Mr. K. V. Subrahmanya Aiyar was, on the recommendation of the District Medical 
Officer, granted three months’ privilege leave and arrangements were made by 
bringing an outsider to get through part, at least, of the pressing work which Mr. 


Subrahmanya Aiyar’s absence necessarily caused to accumulate.

Tours AND DIARY or THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT. 


3. Iconographical notes on the sculptures of Seven Pagodas prepared by Dr. 
Vogel, PH.D., were sent to me for verification and criticism as early as 18th January 
1912. Accordingly I started for Madras en route to Màvalivaram (Seven Pagodas) on 
6th Oetober 1912. Here Mr. Rama Sastri and the photographer, who were then 
Working with Mr. Venkoba Rao in the villages near Conjeeveram, joined me and we left 
for Seven Pagodas on 9th October 1912. Some very interesting photographs (Nos. 203 
io 207 of Appendix D), perhaps not secured till now by the Archeological Department, 
were taken under flashlight by my photographer Mr. Visvanatha Aiyar, in the Adi- 
varahasvamin cave-temple, while notes prepared by the Officiating Director-General. 
were checked by me with the originals and some-alterations which appeared to me: 
important, were put down for transmission to that officer. І ауаПей myself of this. 
opportunity also to examine the excavations that were being conducted in the two . 
quadrangular court-yards of the Shore Temple, and to obtain impressions in duplicate 
of the Pallava inscription round the plinths of the two high platforms in the second’ 
court-yard. 2 


4. The western side of the heap of sculptured boulders at Mavalivaram is 
mostly covered with jungle. It has been found that marks of the sculptor's tools are 
evident on almost every alternative boulder of this historic group and it, therefore, . 
suggests to me that for various reasons, the jungle in question might be thoroughly 
cleared and rock and boulder completely exposed to view for the critical examination 
of the scholars of Indian Sculpture and History who visit Mavalivaram in large: 
numbers, all through the year. Itis not unlikely that this step, when taken, might 
bring to light more eaves, sculptures or inscriptions of great interest. Again, the: 
spacious rock-cut temple of Adivarahasvamin in the north-west corner of tbe village 
is divided into ugly compartments by two modern mud walls raised in the front 
verandah running parallel to the central shrine. These hide from view the beauti- 
ful and majestic sculptures on the walls of the verandah, which are apparently only 
decorative and are, as such, no longer worshipped in the same way as the Boar-incar- 
nation of the central shrine. The mud walls may, therefore, be profitably removed 
without prejudice to the worship of the god in the central shrine. Arrangements. 
must also be made to admit more light into the verandah by opening some big iron- 
barred windows in the wall of the stone mandapa in front, if it is possible to do во. 


5. On returning from Mavalivaram I had to make a halt at Madras to examine- 
in situ certain inscribed stones in the Museum and to secure impressions for the- 
Director-General of a Pali inscription on a stele of Buddhist sculptures from 
Amarávati, which is now set up in the Archeological section. During this interval,. 
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the Epigraphical Student and the photographer were put to the work of copying the 
lithic reeords of two Vishnu temples at Tirunirmalai (near Pallavaram) which, in spite 
of its inscriptions of the 13th century and later, must have been an ancient place 
sacred to the Vaishnavas inasmuch as it has been commemorated by the saint 
Tirumangai-Alvar in the Ndlayiraprabandham. From Madras we proceeded to 
Tirupati. The metallic statues of the two illustrious Vijayanagara emperors - 
Krishnaraya (with his two wives) and Venkatapatidéva-Maharaya, placed at the 
entrance into the temple on the hill, were photographed (Nos. 209 and 210) for the 
second time, with a view to obtain better pictures. These will be reproduced ав 
illustrations to my contribution on the Karnata kings of the third Vijayanagara dynasty 
which is shortly to appear in the Director-General’s Archeological Survey Report for 
1910-11. Sketches were also prepared of the busts of copper statues of the famous 
Indian Financier, Todar Mull, and his two wives (Nos. 31 a to с, of Appendix E) 
These, as in the case of the statues of Krishnaraya and Venkatapatiraya, bear on 
their right shoulders in Nàgari and Telugu charaeters the names of Todar Mull, his 
two wives Mata Mohanadéyi and Pita Bibi and his proper name Lala Khémarám. 
Other photographs of interest ineluding an ornamental lamp-stand (No. 216 of Appendix 
D) and a metallic vase for burning incense and camphor (No. 217 of the same 
Appendix), were also secured. The high рг га walls of the temple of Govindarája- 
Perumal in Lower Tirupati—whose majestic gópura appears to have been built by 
a Matla chief of the Cuddapah district—and those of Srinivasa-Perumal on the hil], 
are literally covered with inscriptions. t must occupy a brisk copying party almost 
a full month or more, to examine and secure the, best preserved and complete ones 
among them which are of any historical interest. The temple on the hill is known 
to have been rebuilt in the 13th century A.D. and this is evidenced by the way in 
which inscribed stones are indifferently fixed into the second and third prakadra walls 
of the temple with least consideration to position, arrangement or order. A small 
godown in the inner enclosure of the temple goes by the name Tallapakamvari- 
kottu and is packed with copper-plates. ` All the plates bear songs in the Telugu 
language and alphabet, about the god of the temple and cannot as such be of much 
interest to the student of history. Still the various 72708 and tālas in which the 
songs are marked to be sung and the flowery style adopted by the authors Tallapakam 
Annamicharya or his son Pedda Tirumalachirya whose representatives are still the 
privileged musicians in the Srinivüsa-Perumàl temple, may not be without their 
value to the science of Indian Music or to the development of style in later Telugu 
literature. I got nearly 150 of these copper-plates copied mechanically, with brush, 
ink and paper as in the case of stone epigraphs and there remain several hundreds. 
still, to copy and examine. 


6. After leaving Tirupati I returned straight to head-quarters on 1st November 
191?, deputing Mr. Rama Sastri with a peon and attender to finish the work at 
Lepakshi (near Hindupür) which had not been completed last yéar and to examine 
further the suburbs of Hindupür for archaic records of the Ganga, Bana, or Nolamba 
kings. Occupied with publication work at head-quarters and discharging under orders 
of Government (recorded in G.O. No. 1453, Public, dated 28th November 1912), the 
eurrent duties of the Government Epigraphist, I was not able to find a second 
opportunity of touring during the official year under review.

Tours OF THE ESTABLISHMENT 


1. The programme submitted with my report for last year was almost completely 
‘worked out by Mr. Venkoba Rao who left Ootacamund on 5th August 1912 and remained 
touring till 3rd February 1913. He was accompanied by one or sometimes two Epigra- 
phical Students and the photographer and has secured during this period of six months 
estampages of a large number of stone inscriptions besides the many interesting photo- 
graphs and sketches included in Appendices D and E. He obtained on loan a valuable 
set of copper-plates from Dandapalle in the Palamnér taluka of the Chittoor district, 
which belongs to the reignof a Vijayanagara king of the first dynasty, whose inscriptions 
are rather rare. The collection of Mr. Venkoba Rao, on the whole, is a very satisfactory 
one, including as it does the numerqus and highly interesting records of Tiruvorriyür 
to which I drew the attention of Government last year (vide my Annual Report for 
1911-12, Part Т, end of paragraph 3). In the sequel, in Part II of this report 
I will have occasion to refer to these historical documents frequently, particularly 
in connection with my account of the early dynasties of the Rashtrakitas, Ganga- 
Pallavas and Cholas. It is needless, therefore, to repeat that the Tiruvorriyür temple 
is, epigraphically speaking, a monument that richly deserves the full care which the 
Archeological Department could possibly bestow on it to preserve intact its many 
valuable epigraphs and the unique traditions connected with them. In a recent order 
of Government, I find that the Archeological Superintendent is not prepared to 

ecommend the temple being included in the standard list of conserved monuments. It 
is, however, a question for consideration whether inscriptions, in general, which supply 
the only reliable data for the construction of South-Indian history, are not to be secured 
from voluntary mischief by at least, merely, including the temples which contain them, 
in the list of conserved monuments. Such a procedure while it may not involve more 
expenditure to Government, is sure to be a safeguard against vandalism of any sort 
and will be welcomed by the trustees of temples who may appreciate the value of these 
old documents. From a thorough examination of its historical records, I am now able 
to say, though last year I could not have been quite so positive, that the Adhipurié- 
vara temple of Tiruvorriyür near Madras contains nearly 150 important inscriptions 
of the ancient Pallava, Rashtrakiita and Chola dynasties and that a study of these 
helps us to get an insight into the political, religious and social conditions of the people 
of those times, so clearly, as to recommend the inscriptions being preserved from any 
attempt at damage either by the temple servants or by outsiders. Being an important 
shrine dedicated to Siva and Durga it is not unlikely that people may think any day of 
improving it by demolishing certain portions and destroying its inscriptions. I beg 
therefore to submit that the Government will be pleased to request the Archeological 
Superintendent to re-consider his recommendation in the light of my remarks and 
modify his proposal recorded in G.O. No. 233, Public, dated 15th February 1913. 
The aext important place visited by Mr. Venkoba Rao is Kuranganimuttam near 
Conjeeveram, in which there exists an old rock-cut shrine with an epigraph of the 
Rashtraküta king Kannaradéva (Krishna III) ‘ the conqueror of Kafichi and Тайјауйг 
(A.D. 940 and 956), engraved on one of its pillars. This ancient monument, which 
like the other monolithic caves of South-India may have come into existence during 
the period of Pallava supremacy, is now deplorably neglected by the pious people of 
Kuranganimuttam. It must, in my opinion, be immediately restored and conserved. 
Tiruchchengattangudi in the Tanjore district examined by the Tamil Epigraphical 
Student Mr. Krishnaswami Aiyar is another ancient place of great importance in the 
Chola country, visited during the year under review. It was brought to my notice 
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by the Collector who felt naturally anxious about the dangerous condition of its 
main gopura on which there were found a few fragmentary inscriptions. These were: 
copied along with the many important records on the walls of the centra] shrine and 
the mandapas. They clearly testify to the supposed antiquity of the place and 
confirm the traditions connecting the temple with the Saiva saint Siruttonda-Nayanar 
whose date goes back to the end of the seventh century A.D. As the inscriptions, 
however, date only from the tenth century of the Christian Era the temple could not 
have come into existence long before that period. The images too (both stone and 
metallic) preserved in the temple are of exquisite workmanship. Under such circum- 
stances, the Uttar&pati$vara temple at Tiruchehengáttangudi must also find a place in 
the list of conserved monuments. 

Valuable historical records relating to the warlike propensities of the bordering 
states in the Sth and 9th centuries of the Christian Era, in and around Mysore, were 
disccvered in the suburbs of Punganür. Allied inscriptions in archaic characters 
were also secured by Mr. Rama Sastri and the acting Epigraphical Student Mr. 
Rangarajayya, at Hindupür and Kambadiiru, in the Anantapur district. The temple 
of Vriddhàchale$vara at Venganiir, Trichinopoly district, was brought to the notice 
of the Archeological department in 1911, by the Collector. It is an elaborately 
sculptured temple (vide list of photographs Nos. 237 to 240), built at the beginning: 
of the 17th century A.D. (Part II, paragraph 62). 


Tue YEARS WORK. 


8. The Annual Report for 1911-12 was passed through the press, finally, on 10th 
July 1912. Practically till then the whole of my office establishment was engaged 
with it, either reading proofs, entering corrections, completing transcripts of records, 
or checking references. A summary of the report was sent to the Government 
Epigraphist and the Director-General and a synopsis based upon the collection of 
last year was drawn up and supplied to the Government for insertion in Part I of 
the Administration Report of the Madras Presidency. Under orders of Government 
I read through the first proofs of Mr. Rice's revised edition of * Coorg Inscriptions ? 
and forwarded to him for approval a set of galleys with my suggestions. At the same 
time the necessary estampages for eleven photo-zincographic plates to be issued as. 
illustrations to the above volume, were secured from Coorg by the Kanarese Epigraphical 
Student Mr. D. Mahabala Rao (since resigned) and have been placed in the hands of the 
Government Photo-Zinco Office, Poona, for reproduction. Proofs of articles on “ South 
Indian dates of Chola and Pandya kings? contributed to the Epigraphia Indica by 
Mr. R. Sewell, I.C.S. (retired), London, were received from the Government Epi- 
graphist for correction, after comparison with the original impressions stored in my 
office. This was done and some of the queries of Mr. Sewell were answered. 
Mr. Pate, I.C.S., Settlement Officer, Tinnevelly, applied to me to revise his chapter 
on history which is to form part of his new edition of the Tinnevelly Gazetteer. Such 
notes as I was able to provide were forwarded to him on 4th December 1912. The 
usual date extracts from inscriptions amounting to as many as 46, were also prepared 
and will be forwarded for publication in the Epigraphia Indica. The Hon'ble 
Mr. L. D. Swamikannu Pillai who has been taking much interest in Pandya 
chronology and has accordingly extracted details of dates from a large number of 
Pandya inscriptions in the files of this office, sent the results of his calculation to me 
through Government (vide Memorandum in the Publie department No. 6600-4, dated 
8th February 1919) for remarks and suggestions. 1 examined the original impres- 
sions of almost all the inscriptions referred to by Mr. Swamikannu Pillai before 
submitting my opinion thereon. Two contributions to the Archeological Survey 
Report, viz., “ The Hoysalas in the Chola country? and “ the Third Vijayanagara 
dynasty ; its viceroys and ministers ? were submitted by me to the Director-General 
of Archeology. Of these the former is in galleys and the latter, I presume, has also 
been forwarded to the press. Mr. K. V. Subrahmanya Aiyar also wrote an article to 
the Indian Antiguary (Vol. XLI, pp. 144 to 149) about the ancient Chola king 
Karikila and his times. 

9. In the direction of publication work, I started, with the approval of the late Rai 
Bahadur V. Venkayya, a volume of inscriptions of the Vijayanagara king Krishnaráya,. 


and clean transcripts of a good number of these records were prepared for the press... 
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Since assuming charge, however, of the current duties of the Government Epigraphist 
юп 10th December 1912, I had to devote my attention immediately to the Epigraphia 
Indica and to the South-Indian Inscriptions, ‘left unfinished by Mr. Venkayya. 
I passed for issue Vol. II, Part IV of the latter and of the Epigraphia Indica, I issued 
Part VIII of Vol. X and Parts IV and V of Vol. XI. Materials for Vol. XI 

Parts VI and VII of the Epigraphia Indica were also collected together and brought 
up to an advanced stage in proof.. On the 25th of March 1913 I was informed that 
Dr. Sten Konow of Christiania had accepted the editorship of the Epigraphia Indica 
and accordingly I transferred to him all the papers connected with this journal. I 
have since taken up on hand Part V of Vol. IL of the South-Indian Lnseriptions 
\which supplies an introduction (drawn up already in manuscript by the late 
Mr.Venkayya) with a general Index, and completes Vol. II. Volume III of the 
Journal will also be continued by printing important typical records of the Chola kings, 
such as have not been already dealt with by Professor Hultzsch in the two parts of 
the volume issued by him. 


10. In the Appendices B and C are registered 614 inscriptions (copied at 68 
different villages), excluding the Ceylon records mentioned in paragraph 13, below. 
About 100 or more colleeted by Mr. Rangarajayya in the Bellary, Kurnool and Guntur 
districts still remain to be registered. . 1 propose to include them next year, since 
these have yet to be pasted, transcribed and arranged. The epigraphs included in the 
list have all been transcribed tentatively. The photographer Mr. Visvanatha Aiyar 
who sueceeded Madhuranayagam Pillai (transferred at his own request as a drawing 
master, to the Municipal Lower Secondary School, Ootacamund), has taken 69 photo- 
graphs and prepared 29 sketches which are included in Appendices D and Ё and 
comprise good specimens of Hindu gods which must prove usefulin the study of 
Indian Iconography. Index tickets for inseriptions copied in 1911-12 have been 
drawn up and arranged. Five copper-plate records intended for the Madras 

useum from the last year’s collection were sent for deposit to that institution with 
descriptive labels. The programme submitted with my last report could not be fully 
worked out inasmueh as Mr. Subrahmanya Aiyar who was engaged in publieation 
work had no opportunity of proeeeding on tour 


11. Appendix A of this report includes 16 copper-plate inscriptions examined 
during the year under review. Most of these will be critically notieed in Part II 
below, under the dynasties to which they respectively belong. Of special interest, 
are the Western Chalukya plates from Nilagunda in the Harpanahalli taluka of the 
Bellary district, which were secured by the acting Kanarese Epigraphieal Student 
Mr. Rangarajayya, through the kind intervention of the Tahsildar of Harpanahalli. 
They are three in number and measure roughly 17437 by 102". The plates are 
strung on a circular copper ring with a heavy rectangular seal attached to it. The 
seal measures 3” by 3” and bears on a countersunk surface, a running boar facing 
proper right, in the centre. Above the boar, are the symbols of the sun, с/ант (?) 
crescent, svastika and the drum; behind it а lamp-stand or a flag-staff and below the 
boar, the legend $rimach-Chalukya-| bhi ооа bha | in old Kanarese characters. Only 
one other similar charter has so far been edited by Dr. Fleet in the Indian Antiquary. 
This new discovery, which will also be sent to the same scholar for publication in the 
Epigraphia Indica,must, in my opinion, clear up certain difficulties which the published 
set of plates from Kauthém in the Miraj State, did not 


Mr. Ramadas Pantulu of Vizagapatam kindly sent to me at my request a 
copper-plate inscription from among his valuable collection. It is dated in the 
195th year of the Kalinganka Era and belongs to the reign of the Kalinga 
king Devéndravarman, son of Gunarnava. І acknowledge also with thanks the two 
Eastern Chàlukya copper-plate grants of Gunaga Vijayaditya ПІ, and Amma- 
raja II, trom Messrs. J. Ramayya Pantulu, Presidency Magistrate, Madras and 
G. V. Appa Rao Pantulu, Vizianagram. The former record has already been 
edited with photolithographic plates in the Journal of the Telugu Academy, by 
Mr. Ramayya Pantulu. For the benefit of scholars who are ignorant of Telugu, I 
shall arrange with the Editor of the Epigraphia Indica to have them re-published, 
in the latter journal. The copper-plate grant of Akkalapiindi alias Mummadi- 
Singavaram, dated in A.D. 1368, was forwarded to me by E. B. Elwin, Esq., 1.0.3,, 
Collector of Godavari. Being a record connected with the chiefs of Kórukonda (near 
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Rajahmundry) who were noticed in my last Report (Part IT, page 87, paragraph 68), 

` this inscription gains in importance and is expected to throw further light on the 
history of these local chiefs. Another copper-plate received through the kindness of 
Mr. Todd, I.C.S., Special Settlement Officer, Madanapalle, bears an important 
Vijayanagara grant of the time of Tirumala I and refers to the feudatory family of 
the Matla chiefs of Cuddapah among whom, we know, was Ananta, the author of the 
well-known Telugu poem Kàkusihavijayamu 


Six copper-plate inscriptions of a recent date received from the Special 
- Settlement Officer, Madanapalle, and one from the Tahsildar of Hindupur—though 
they are of questionable authenticity—supply interesting information on communal 
life in villages, immigrations of families of cultivators in a body from one part 
of the country to another, foundations of new settlements, decisions by assemblies 
of disputes in matters relating to caste privileges or preferences and such other 
subjects. No. 9 of Appendix A registers the grant of Reddi-miras, Karanika-mirdé, 
and the right of collecting police-fee (kdvali-rusumu) in the village of Lomada, to 
certain private persons, by king Krishnariya with the approval of his minister 
Appaji. Other village officials entitled to receive mēra (dyaméragandru), besides the 
Reddi and Karanam mentioned above, are stated to be the village priest (puréhita), 
the artisan, the mason, the shroff (sarabu), talari (the village messenger), the potter. 
the washerman, the barber, and the village servants (ma@diga and vetti-mala, also 
called barika and chakari). The talaris, who had frequently to carry news to and 
from the authorities, received additional exams with the consent of the other village 
officials. Those vested with the right of policing the village also enjoyed special 
grants inasmuch as they had to * make good the loss of any property within the 
limits of the village boundary." Small thefts or pilferings, however, in private 
fields within the village, were to be accounted for by the talāri. To the list of 
village officials specified above, other inscriptions add the nambi who performed 
the worship in village temples. A dispute between the Karnams and the agrahdrikas | 
of Avudüru arose in the matter of an inconvenient situation of émüm-lands (No. 11 
‘of Appendix A). It was equitably settled by Anugonda Vengalappa who classified 
the lands into “ good, bad and medium ” and redistributed them. No. 12 of the same 
Appendix is a charter granted under peculiar circumstances to a certain Kanumanüri 
Rangacharya for “ casting out the munisvara of Vandavà$i forest, from the gods 
Ekambré$vara and Varadaraja of Kafichi who had been possessed of him!” The 
.ehigfs of Kafichi seeing that the glory of the gods had much diminished during 
` processions, sent for Rangacharya who ordered a charmed cocoanut to hunt out and 
punish the evil muniSvara that was the cause of the discomfiture of these gods. The 
gift conferred on Rangacharya for this meritorious act was the privilege of collecting 
certain fees in villages and towns from the weavers and shepherds, throughout the 
fifty-six countries which made up India. The Badugulavàru and the Palinativáru 
quarrelled among themselves about the birudas to be carried during festal processions. 
The case was submitted to the Vaishnavas, Vodayas, elders and the merchants of 
Kafichi, for decision (No. 13 of Appendix A). They granted, on the authority of a 
‘previous document on stone, a very long list of privileges including that of kurkuma- 
vasantam, to the Badugulavaru, though this did not please the other party. It is 
‘not stated who the Badugulavaru were, but it is inferred from a subsidiary grant 
which refers to a similar dispute at Donakonda-tirtha that they must have been 
shepherds of the Yadava race ** who refused to accept the theory of pollution in the 
matter of the food to eat and the clothes to wear." The Kanarese and Telugu shep- 
herds of the Chingleput district are, І am informed, still called Vadugans. 


12. A large number of lead and copper coins discovered by Mr. Rea at Pedda- 
mudiyam and Amaravati during his last excavations in those places, were sent to 
me for identification. Of these many were found to be completely worn out having 
neither legends nor symbols on them ; and many others, again, bore Muhammadan 
legends which I was not able to read. I returned the whole collection to Mr. Rea 
identifying from among the coins sent to me a good number of Andhra specimens 
some of which were of a rare type 


13. The 26 Tamil inscriptions from Ceylon (Nos. 594 to 619 of Appendix B), 
:&bout which I spoke in Part I, paragraph 15, of my last report, have since been 
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transcribed and examined. With the kind permission of Mr. Bell I include, in 
my account of the Cho]as in Part II below, a few extracts which may be जी. 
historical interest. Such of these as have been already noticed in previous reports, 
either from the squeezes, eye copies or photographs supplied by Mr. Bell, have not 
been reviewed.

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PART II. 


GENERAL REMARKS 


About four miles south of the Kulittalai Railway Station, in the Trichinopoly 
district, is Sungdakkipirai, a unique boulder nearly 30 feet high which bears on one 
of its sides a square entablature representing a Jaina Tirthamkara (?) and his attend- 
ants (Nos. 244 and 245 of Appendix D). It is conserved as a protected monuwerft 
under orders of Government. On the rock, at its bottom, are found five uf the 

Paficha-Pandava beds usual stone beds known ав Paàndavar- 

x à adukkai and close to these are three 

inseriptions in archaic Tamil characters (No. 50 of Appendix C) which disclose the 

names Siyamittiran (Sitnhamitra) and Viramallan. These appear to be either Buddhist 

or Jaina names and, if so, lend support to the theory that rocky resorts such as these 

were mostly sought by mendicants of those communities for purposes of penitence 

(Report for 1908-1909, p. 71, paragraph 9). About 10 yards further south, we 

have still another set of five beds which are, however, much exposed to sun and rain 
and are, in consequence, completely damaged. 

2. At Kuranganimuttam in the North Arcot district, where a monkey (£urangu), 
a squirrel (anil) and a crow (mutiam) are supposed to have worshipped Siva and 
obtained salvation, is a rock-cut cave which resembles to a certain extent the caves at 
Mamandiir and Pallivaram. The cave is quite in the centre of the village and 
measures 28’ 4" X 14 x 8’ 4". The verandah in front consists of four free octagonal 
pillars (arranged in two rows) and four half-pillars cut into the walls at either end of 
the verandah. The back side of the cave contains three cells with two dvarapala 
images standing at the right and left sides of the entrance into each of them. At right 
angles to these on the side walls are cells or niches which enshrine no images at 
present, though within each, is a square hole which was probably intended to receive 
one. On one of the half pillars of the verandah is engraved No. 295 of Appendix 
B which is dated in the 25th year of the Rashtrakiita king Krishna III., and records 
a gift of land to the shrine of Kalmadaikattalvar (2.6. the lord who resides in the 
stone cavity) at Pallavapuram, the name of one of the hamlets still attached to 
Kuranganimuttam. Koyyamaiar-Sudi is the name of the god at Kuranganimuttam 
as sung in the hymns of the Dévdranf Strangely enough the temple answering to 
this name in the village has only one 
inscription of the time of the Vijayana- 
gara king Krishnaraya, which supplies the name Koyyámalar-$üduvar (No. 294 of 
Appendix B) to the god of that temple. Four other records of the later. Chola period 
from the same temple refer, only in general terms, to the god Kuranganimuttam- 
udaiyar. Ар old temple of the Dévéram fame ought eertainly to have been the 
repository of more ancient records, unless there is evidence to prove that these had 
been destroyed during subsequent repairs. No such evidence is forthcoming ; and 
it may, therefore, be reasonably doubted if the Koyyàmalar-$üdi of Dévaram has not 
to be identified with Kalmadai-kattalvar of the Rashtraktita record under reference 
which is decidedly ‘older of the two temples at Kurabganimuttam. But the 
names are different and there is also the possibility of the cave temple having been 
a Vaishnava shrine. With the scanty information available on the point, it is 
difficult, at present, to reconcile the conflicting facts. 


The origin of cave temples in Southern India is generally attributed to the 
Pallava kings of Conjeeveram of whom Mahéndravarman 1. was the famous 
Chaityakarin, the temple builder. Pallavapuram where the Kuranganimuttam cave 
is situated and to which the inhabitants of that village made, a grant of land, was 
evidently also founded by the Pallava 
kings who excayated the cave. The 
absence, however, of Pallava records, added to the poor and almost prosaic sculptures 
preserved on the back walls of the cave, points to a later origin than the time of 
Mahendravarntan I. but prior, it may be, to the advent of the Ráshtraküta invader 
Krishna III. 


3. It has been noted that during the year under review, 614 inscriptions were 
copied. Of these, l is Pallava, 5 belong to the Banas, 7 to the Nolambas, 7 to 
Western Gangas, 12 to Ganga-Pallavas, 5 to Rashtrakiitas, 283 to the Cholas, 
19 ta the Pandyas, 7 to the Western Chálukyas and their subordinates, 4 to Hoysalas,

4. Before attempting to give an account of the more important epigraphs, it must 
be stated that, as usual with stone inscriptions, a large number of the collection are 
either damaged seriously, fragmentary (in the case of records from temples 
which have been recently rebuilt), incomplete or unfinished. Some are written in 
quite modern characters and are utterly devoid of historical information. The subject 
matter of the majority of the well-preserved inscriptions is, a gift made to a temple 
either of land or of money, for mamtaining daily worship, special festivals, lamps, 
flower gardens and repairs ; for feeding Brahmanas and providing jewels ; or, it may be 
for supplying ghee of sheep and cows, to burn perpetual lamps in the temple. Lands 
were presented or, sometimes, sold to the temple by private persons and village com- 
munities. In the latter case, the sale amount was recovered from the temple treasury 
through the god ChandéSvara (the supposed manager of Siva temples) and through 
temple trustees (sth@nattar) (m the case of Vishnu temples). All land-gifts, whether 
sold or presented (as in No. 58 of Appendix C), were made entirely tax-free, the 
parties selling them invariably agreeing to meet the ira? due on such lands from their 
own pocket. Lands thus owned by the temple (devadána) were in turn leased out to 
be permanently enjoyed as kant, to select tenants or to the donors themselves (if culti- 
vators) in consideration of a fixed amount of coin paid, or grain measured at the 
temple treasury, regularly, every year. Money gifts made to the temple were 
deposited with village assemblies and private individuals on permanent interest 
(nilai-poliyuttu) from which alone the temple had to meet the expenses specified by the 
donor. If the interest was not paid in any one year, the depositories agreed to pay it 
with the amount due for the following year together with a fine (dandam) fixed for 
the default period by the officer (dharmasana or dharmasanabhatta) who was one 
of the members of the temple establishment. A curious condition was that the 
man who came to collect the arrears thus due was to be fed twice every day till, 
perhaps, the amount was fully paid up. Sheep and cows granted to а temple for 
maintaining lamps were received by the 
shepherds (manradis) and the prescribed 
measure or measures of ghee supplied without fail. The cattle were, it may be noted, 
considered ‘never to die or never to grow old,’ for the apparent reason that they 
multiplied and increased in number. A very small percentage of the inscriptions 
treat of subjects other than the gifts specified above. Sale or exchange of land 
among private parties, inquiries into temple management made by officers (04741) 
appointed by the king with a view to collect the outstanding arrears of a temple, assign- 
ment of taxes by kings or of tolls by merchants for the benefit of a temple, dedication of 
hereditary servants (men or women), settlements of disputes, specification of caste or 
communal privileges, memorials to heroes who died either in eattle-raids or on battle 
fields and other publie charities, such as the construction of a tank, the planting ofa 
grove, the gift ofa water-trough, ete. are also, sometimes, permanently recorded 
on stone.

5. Of the Saiva places visited during the field-season (besides Kuranganimuttam 
mentioned above, in paragraph 2) four have been referred to in the Dévaram and 
one Vaishnava place (viz. Tirunirmalai) is sung in the Naléyiraprabandham. These 
must, therefore, be expected to supply us with their early history from inscriptions 
Aduturai, Kottür and Tirunirmalai, which contain only Chola and Pandya records of 
a later date, may have undergone much 
change, since the time they were com- 
memorated in the sacred hymns, either 
by way of additions or of alterations.  Tiruvorriyür and Tiruchchengattangudi are 
intact, at least so far as their epigraphs are considered and preserve much of the 
"tradition that has been handed down by posterity 


Saiva and Vaishnava temples mentioned in 
the Dévdram and the Nalayiraprabandham. 
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6. Of these two last-mentioned temples I have dealt with the former briefly in. 
my. previous report. It remains to add, from an examination of the inscriptions- 
copied this year, that Chaturanana-Pandita, the pupil of Nirafijana-guravar, 
who flourished about the 9th century A.D., substantially improved the temple. 
Under his direct supervision and with the patronage of king Rajéndra-Chéla 
I. (A.D. 1012 to at least 1042), was built the now-existing central shrine 
(vimána) of the temple (No. 126 of Appendix B). The following subordipa*e 
shrines are referred to' ш the inscriptions: (1) Pillai Subrahmanyar (Kumara- 
svamidéva) ; (2) Tiruvattapirai-Pidariyar ; (3) Káránai-Vitankadeva ; (4) Padam- 
pakkadéva; (5) Kshétrapáladeva ; (6) Surya; (7) Arifijiévaramudaiyar ; (8) 
Kampisvaramudaiyar ; (9) Vidélvidugiévara ; (10) Durgaiyar and (11) Anukka- 
Pilaiyár. Of these, Nos. (2) and (10) are perhaps the same and may be identical. 
with the present Vattapirai-Amman situated within the temple in the northern 
verandah round the central shrine. No, 4 is evidently identical with Gauli$vara >. 
for, an inscription on that shrine states that this building for Padampakkadéva was 
constructed in the 5th year of Virarajéndradéva I. (7.e., in A.D. 1067-68). Karanai- 
Vitanka (No. 3), like Taiijai-Vitanka of the Tanjore records, may have been the name 
given to the chief deity of the temple. In this case, Karanai would be an earlier 
name of Tiruvorriyür, itself. Perhaps, the place was the home of the Saiva sect of 
Lakulisa-Pasupatas and was believed by them to be as sacred as the Kardhana of the 
north where Lakuli$a, the founder of the sect, is supposed to have incarnated 
(A.S.R. for 1906-7, p. 180). For this reason also, the place may have been called 
Karanai which is an apparent corruption of Kardhana (Karvan) in the Bombay 
Presidency. Nos. 7, 8 and 9 were called after the kings of the Chola and the 
Pallava dynasties. In the Tiruvorriyür temple were residing Kapalikas and Pasupatas 
(sub-sects of Saiva Puritans), persons who explained S/va-dharma ‘the Saiva-creed,’ 
and the Soma-Siddhdnta, men who recited the eulogy of the king and the glory of 
the god, women who daneed and sang the 
hymns Tiruvembavat and Tiruppadtyam, 
officers who held, as deputies of the king, periodical enquiries into temple affairs and 
а host of other servants. Several charity institutions, such as B&jéndra$olan-maf^a and 
Kulottunga$olan-maf^a, called apparently after the Chola kings Ràjendra-Chola I. and 
Kulottunga-Chola 1., were situated within the temple. The former was built by a 
certain Ariyammai, wife of Prabhakara-bhatta who came from Mérgalapura in the: 
Arya-dééa (perhaps, the northern country ?) and dwelt at Tiruvorriyür as a devotee 
of the temple. In the latter were fed fifty Saiva devotees every day. Tirujfiana- 
sambandha-madam is mentioned in No. 238 of Appendix B and Nandikeávara-mafha 
in No.239. In the time of the Vijayanagara king Harihara II, there was still another: 
institution of this same kind named Angaráyan-madam. Further, the existence of 
open pavilions (mandapas) such as Vakkanikkum-mandaga, ‘the hall where discussions. 
were held’ and Vyakaranadina-vyakhyana-mandapa, * the hall where Grammar was 
presented (to Panini) and was commented upon’ is eloquent testimony to the impetus 
that was being given to literary culture through the agency of this temple. In a later 
Chola record we find that the god of the temple (i.e. Siva) himself received the name 
Vyakaranadana-Perumi], consistently perhaps, with the tradition that the first 14. 
aphorisms of Panini’s Grammar were produced from the kettle-drum of Siva. Names. 
of other mandapas such as Mannai-konda-Solan, Rajarajan and Rajéndrasélan, clearly 
indicate the origin of these pavilions which were built under the patronage of the: 
Chóla kings who bore those titles and proper names. The temple was very richly 
endowed and owned a large number of dévadana villages. A special man owned 
the hereditary right of watching the precincts of the temple (Zruvellai-kával) (No. 100 
of Appendix B). The items required for festive days generally comprised rice, 
vegetables, curds, ghee, plantain fruits, pepper, mustard, areca-nuts, betel leaves, 
unguents, camphor, red paint, scented dust, sandal, flower-garlands, oil, sesamum, 
etc. On ай special occasions new cloths (parifattam) were presented to the 
servants of the temple who, according to inscription No. 131 of Appendix B, 
numbered 139. Kings, ministers, military officers, merchants, peasants and Brahmanas. 
were alike its devotees and made valuable gifts. The Saiva saint Sundara- 
mirti-Nayapar is stated, in the Periyapurdnam, to have fallen in love with a 
female devotee who was residing in the Tiruvorriyur temple (having come from 


Tiruvorriyür, 
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the north), and to have eventually married her with the connivance of the god himself. 
Its haleyon days must soon have been rudely disturbed as in the case of so many 
other human institutions; for, about the end of the thirteenth century A.D., the 
Mussalmans are stated to have occupied the surrounding country and to have robbed 
the temple of its treasures. 

7. The a: e Tiruchchengattangudi in the Tanjore district is intimately 
aoe with Siruttonda-Nayanar, one of the 68 devotees of Siva. The Tamil 
work Periyapurünam describes in detail the life history of this saint, and states 
that in his early days Siruttonda-Nayanar was a military officer (named Parafijódi), 
who fought a successful battle for his Kadava (Pallava) master at Vatapi in the 
northern country and became later in life a devotee of the temple of Ganapatich- 
charam at Tiruchchengattangudi. Не is 
believed to have offered the cooked flesh 
of his son Siráladeva to Siva who came disguised as a follower of the Bhairava 
(Kapalikn ?) sect to test his devotee’s constancy. Before the horrible repast, 
however, was to be partaken, Siya restored the child to life and ‘appeared in his 
divine glory to give salvation to Siruttonda, his wife and the young Siraladéva. 


With the supernatural elements eliminated, there is reason to helieve that 
the incidents in the life of the saint as described in the Perzyapurënam, Ч ely admit 
of epigraphical verification. On the strength of the statements that Siruttonda- 
Nàyànàr met Tirufiana$ambandar personally and took part in the capture of Vatapi 
(2.е., Вадаті in the Bombay Presidency), Mr. Venkayya has shown that the two 
devotees must have been contemporaries of the Pallava king Narasimhapotavarman 
I., who ‘reduced to dust the city of Vatapi’ and flourished in the first half of the 
seventh century A.D.  Epigraphical reference to Siruttondarg known so far, occurs in 
an inscription of Rajéndra-Chola I. from the Rajarajéévara temple at Tanjore (South- 
Ind. Insers., Vol. II, p. 172). This record registers the setting up of copper-images of 
Siruttonda-Nambi, his wife Tiruvengattu-Nangai and their son Siràladéva. No. 65 
of Appendix C, found on the west wall of the Ganapati$vara shrine in the Uttara- 
pati$varatemple at Tiruchchengattaigudi, is dated in the third year of an unspecified 
Rajakésarivarman and records a grant of land for two perpetual lamps to Siraladéva. 
It is not possible to say who this Rajakésarivarman may have been. The record has 
on palceograpical grounds, to be ascribed to the time of Кајагаја I., who, in his 

` earlier records, invariably appears under the name Rajaraja-Rajakesarivarman. Two 
other epigraphs from the same place (Nos. 57 and 59 of Appendix C), both dated in 
the 19th year of Rajarija I., add further information about Sirála. The former 
registers a grant of land for feeding in the mandapa of Siruttonda-Nambi, all the 
aiva devotees who gathered to witness the Sittirai-festival of Siraladéva. The latter 
provides for festivities in honour of Siruttonda-Nambi who was rendering devotional 
services to the gods Mahadéva-Siraladéva and to Virabhadra. From these it becomes 
plain that, in the temple at Tiruehchengáttangudi, in the time of Rajaraja I., there 
was a shrine or mandapa dedicated to or called after the devotee Siruttonda-Nambi 
and that Siraladéva was the name of the god Mahadéva in the chief shrine of the 
temple. The two shrines in the temple at Tiruchehengáttàngudi are now called 
Uttarápati$vara and Ganapatiévara. The mandapa of Siruttonda, which must have 
been located inside the temple prakara, is no longer pointed out,—the only modern 
structure answering to this name being situated outside the temple. Ganapatiévara 
is a lihga-shrine on which the early Chola inscriptions of the temple, are engraved. 
UttarapatiSvara bears later Vijayanagara records and contains a metallic image of 
Bhairava, which possibly represents the Virabhadra-form of Siva referred to in No. 59 
quoted above. This figure Virabhadra is, perhaps, to be connected with the Kapalika 
form, Ха which Siva appeared to Siruttonda-Nayanar, as stated in the Periyapuranam, 
UttarapatiSvara must also have been a later name coined from the fact recorded in the 
story, ei. that the Siva ‘ Bhairava) who manifested himself before Siruttonda came 
from the northern country (Uttardpatha). According to Nos. 71 and 76 of 
Appendix C, Uttarapati-Nayaka received worship in the shrine (&rumdligai) of 
Siruttonda-Nàyanàr. Consequently, we may have to suppose also that the present 
shrine of UttarapatiSvara is identical with the original Siruttonda-Nayanar-tirumaligai 
and that Siraladeva, as stated already, was the name of Ganapatisvara after whom the 
young Sirala of the JPerigapurünawm story was, evidently, named. It is, however, 
difficult to explain how Tirujfianagambandar of the first half of the 7th century 
A.D. elected to call the place Ganapatichcharam, while later records of the 
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10th and llth centuries named it either Рагашёбуага or Mahadéva-Siraladéva 
of Tiruchehengattàngudi. The name Uttarapati-Nayaka appears for the first 
time in No. 64 of Appendix ©, which is dated in the 45th year of Tribhu- 
vanachakravatin Kulottuhga-Chola. In the absence of the characteristic titles 
Rajakésarivarman and Parakésarivarman, this inscription will have to be refer- 
red either to Kulottuhga I. or Kulottunga III. both of whom enjoyed long reigns. 
From paleography, however, we have to decide that the inscription refers to the 45th 
year of Kulottunga III. though his latest date, from inscriptions examined so far 

is 40. I have suggested in my last year’s report (p. 67, paragraph 27) that Sekka 
the author of the Periyapurāänam, must have been a contemporary of Kulottunga 
II. Anapaya. It is therefore right to expect the name Uttarapati-Nayaka which is 
based upon the story of the Pertyapurdnam, to occur for the first time in an inscription 
of Kulottunga III. -Consequently there is full reason to suppose that the present 
Uttarapatisvara shrine at Tiruchchengattangudi must have risen to prominence under 
that name in the latter part of the reign of Kulottunga-Chóla III. Ze, about the 
beginning of the 13th century A.D. It may be noted incidentally that, in the-temple 
at liruchchengàáttàngudi, there is also а minor shrine dedicated to Vatapi-Ganapati. 
The epithet Vatapi reminds one of the military expedition of Parafijodi (later on 
called Siruttondar) against Vatapi, as related in the Periyapuranam, 


THE PALLAVAS. 


8. It has been doubted in some quarters whether or not the Shore Temple at 
Mavalivaram is a Pallava structurg. In support of the latter it is pointed out that 
there is nothing in the architecture or in its inscriptions to show that it is distinctly 
Pallava. The few Tamil records from that temple published in South-Indian Inserip- 
tions (Vol. I. pp. 63 to $9) were Chola and referred to three different shrines in the 
temple, víz., Jala$ayana alias Kshatriyasimha-Pallave$vara, Palligondaruliyadéva and 
Ràjasimha-Pallave$vara. Although, from the names Kshatriyasimha and Rajasim һа 
given to two of the presiding deities, a reasonable doubt could have been entertained 
that the temple was of Pallava origin, still, no direct evidence was forthcoming till, 
but afew years асо, а Pallava-Grantha inscription was discovered on the plinths 
of the two high platforms unearthed by the Archeological department during their 
excavations in the second court-yard of the temple, on its western side. These high 
platforms may have been intended to be the usual дай-ри йаг adjoining the 
flag-staffs in a temple, or, platforms 
for the flag-staffs themselves, provided 
there have been found in them holes to receive such pillars. The two missing 
flag-staffs together with the monolithic dhvajastambha in the sea, may also be taken 
to indicate the existence of the three different shrines referred to in inscriptions. At 
present,we have the huge liga of Siva facing the sea which is certainly the Jalasa- 
yana Kshatriyasimha-Pallavé$vara, one of the two Siva shrines, and the sleeping figure 
(palligondan) of Vishnu, situated south-west of the above. The exact position of the 
remaining Siva shrine cannot be located inasmuch as the liga itself is now missing. 
That this Shore Temple which enshrines both a Siva and a Vishnu, must be identical 
with the historie Tala$ayaua of Kadalmallai described in the Vaishnava scripture 
Nalayiraprabandham, is evident from the description which is given of it by Tiruman- 
gaiyalvar in that poem, where he says that * Kadalmallai Tala$ayanam was the place 
2 which the god holding the glorious dise (१.९. Vishnu) was living in the company of 

iva whose home is in burial grounds.’ It may be observed that the Vaishnava name 
Talagayana given in the NalayiraprabanCham to the god Palligondaruliyadéva, was 
clearly with reference to the Siva Kshatriyasimha-Pallavé$vara who is directly facing 
the sea and, being even washed by it, appears to have received the name Jalasayana. 


The Shore Temple and its shrines. 


9. The Pallava-Grantha inscription under reference (No. 566 of Appendix B) 
consists of a single line running round the plinths and comprises five (or six) 
Sanskrit verses in the Vasantatilaka, Агуй and the Anushtubh metres. Much of 
the stone is damaged and, consequently, the verses are not read completely. 
These seem to contain the eulogy of a Pallava king whose surnames and attri- 
butes were Atyantakama, Aparajita, the sole monarch, the crest-jewel in the head 
of Siva, Chandaéani (the formidable thunderbolt), (the hero whose prowess was) un- 
bearable even by great kings, who pleased his subjects like the god of Love (incar- 
nate), Apratima, Avanibhüshana, the spotless moon on earth, the chastiser of his 
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enemies, the jewel of his race anda hero of incomparable strength whom the kings 
. . Another verse which is identically the same as verse 12 of the КапеШ- 
puram inseription (South-ZInd. Insers. Vol. I. p. 13), invokes blessings upon Rajasimha, 
Ranajaya, Sribhara, Chitrakarmuka and Ekavira, and expresses the desire that he may 
rule the earth long. А third verse speaks of him as Srikarmuka, Кајакаја, Abhirama, 
Rana-bhima, Gunalaya, Srivallabha, Ati- 
A Pallava inscription of Ràjasirhha mina and Ranavira. ‘All the verses are 
unanimous in referring to this king as the 
Ems sovereign and leave no doubt that he must be identical with RàájJasimha 
Narasitnhavarman IL, the builder of the Kailasanatha temple at Kafichi. From 
the Vayalir and the Tirupporir pillar-inseriptions, noticed in the Annual 
Report for 1908-09, Part II, paragraphs 16 and 17, it is clear that this king 
was the son of Paraméévaravarman I. and bore the surname Kshatriyasimha, 
which, together with his proper name Ràjasiha, must have been the origin of 
Kshatriyasitnha-Pallavéévara and Ràjasimha-Pallavé$vara—the two Siva shrines 
of the Shore Temple. Consequently, it may uow be possible to say that the 
Shore Temple came into existence about the end of the 7th century A.D. in the time 
of Narasimhavarman II. Rájasimha, whose epigraphs are also found on the Dharma- 
rija-Ratha and some of the monolithic caves at Mavalivaram. In his paper on the 
Pallava inscriptions of the Seven Pagodas (Ep. Ind. Vol. X. pp. 1 to 14). Professor 
Hultzsch holds the opinion that the Atyantakama whose name is engraved on the 
Dharmaraja-Ratha is Paramé$varavarman I., the father of Rájasimha.

10. Three inscriptions of Kampavarman or Kovijaya-Kampavarman come from 
Tiruvorfiyir, and are dated in the 7th and 9th years of his reign. The donors in two of 
them (Nos. 174 and 188 of Appendix B) belonged to the Chola country and were 
evidently chiefs subordinate to the Ganga-Pallava rule. One of these bore the 
title Pallavadiyaraiyar (Pallavàdhirája) and the other was Videlvidugu Ilangovélàr, 
chief of Kodumbàlür in Ko-nadu. The chiefs of Kodumbàlür, we know, figure 
very largely in inscriptions as the powerful subordinates of the Chola kings; but 
their connection with the Pallavas has been hitherto unknown. The epithet Vidél- 
vidugu is distinctly Pallava and was a dis- 
tinguishing biruda of Tellarrerinda Nan- 
dippóttaraiyar, the hero of the Nandik- 
kulambagam and of  Ko-vijya-Nandivikramavarman. The exact period when 
Tellàrrerinda Nandippottaraiyar flourished, is not yet known.” We may, however, 
infer from No. 174 of Appendix B which mentions Videlvidugu Ilangovélar and 
is dated in the reign of Kovijaya-Kampavarman, that the Pallava who was victorious 
at Tellàru, must have preceded Kampavarman. The same inference is perhaps also 
to be drawn from a record of Nripatungavarman, from Tiruvorriyür (No. 162 of 
Appendix B), in whieh the donor was Paliyapilli, one of the wives of Videlvidugu 
Pallavaraiyar of Umbala-nàdu 


11. Ko-Vijaya-Nripatungavarman is also represented in the collection by three 
inscriptions which come from Marudadu, ParaméSvaramangalam and Tiruvorriyür, 
situated in the North Areot and Chingleput districts. The tank at Marudadu 
was strengthened and its sluice renovated in the 12th year of Nripatunga’s reign. In 
his 16th year, a son of the chief Mannai- 
kudi-maram-adakki Viluppéraraiyar, made 
a grant of gold to the temple of Saile$varattu-Mahádeva at ParaméSvaraman- 
galam, Here, the title Mannatkudi-maram-adakki, prefixed to Viluppéraraiyar, appa- 
rently, refers to the battle at Mannaikudi in which, we know that a Pandya kiog was 
defeated by Udayachandra, the general of Nandivarman Pallavamalla (South-Ind. 
Insers. Vol. IL p. 364). Perhaps, one of the ancestors of Viluppéraraiyar had 
actually taken part in this battle and the title thenceforward became hereditary. 

12. Six inscriptions of Kovijaya - Aparajitavarman (also called Kovijaya- 
Aparajita-Vikramappottaraiyar and Ko- 
vijaya-Aparajitavarmappottaraiyar) come 
from Tiruvogriyir and are dated between the 4th and 12th years of his reign. His 


His queen Madevi-Adigal queen Madévi-Adigal presented gold for 
я "ge. maintaining a perpetual lamp in the 
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temple of Tiruvorriyir-Mahadéva. A feudatory chief, named Paitàngi-gandan;- 
who. was a native of Kattir in the Chola country, contributed money for 
lamps and for a speoial service in the same temple in honour of his birth-day. The 
provision made was elaborate and comprised rice, ghee, plantains, sugar, vegetables, 
arecanuts, betel leaves, tender cocoanuts, the five purificatory products of the cow 
(pafichagavya), sandal paste and camphor. In two other records, viz., Nos. 158 and 
161 of Appendix В, one of the concubines (21002) of Vayiramégan alias Мо, -, 
raiyar was the donor of gold to the Tiruvorriyür temple. In the former, Vayiranf€gan 
is called the son of Perunangai, and in the second, the son of Sàmi-Akkan. Perhaps 
Perunangai and Sami-Akkan were both 
identical; and, from the way in which 
they are introduced in the record, it 
appears as if the two names were borne by one of the concubines of the king. If 
this is probable, Vayiramégan would be a son of Aparajita. He was surnamed 
Vanakovaraiyar, being perhaps placed in charge of the Bana kingdom which was then 
still subordinate to the Ganga-Pallavas. It deserves to be noted that No. 180 of 
Appendix B from Tiruvorriyür is written in Tamil poetry and refers to the 12th year 
of Aparajitavarman, 2.6. tothe last quarter of the 9th century A.D. Some remarks 
have been already made about poetry in Tamil inseriptions on p. 83 of my Report for 
1909-10. The poetical record under reference evidently refers to a subordinate 
shrine in the Tiruvorriyür temple called Solamaliávara-griha, and indicates, again, the 
Ganga-Pallava connection with the Chola country. We may, therefore, safely con- 
elude from the Ganga-Pallava recerds examined during the year, that the influence of 
the Ganga-Pallavas was strongly felt in the Chola country and that they (the Ganga- 
Pallavas) were recognised as the suzerain power from the time of Kovijaya-Kampa- 
varman. А few points of general interest derived from the inseriptions dealt with 
are, that the rate of interest on money was 3 mafijadi рег annum on | kalañju of gold 
One kalañju being equal to 20 mañjadi, this yields 15 per cent.—a rate of interest 
which hardly shows prosperous times. The village assemblies (84070), the Amrita- 
ganattar and the Garapperumakkal (No. 257 of Appendix B) always took charge of 
the money-gifts made to the temple and 

greed to pay the accruing interest, re- 
gularly, every year. Amrita-ganattar and Ganapperumakkal are terms not met with 
in the inscriptions examined so fur. Perhaps, they have to be connected with 
Alum-ganattàr who were the direct managing members of a village, distinct from 
the general members of the village assembly (Ep. Ind., Vol. XI, p. 224)

13. Some important records of this dynasty have been secured during the year 
from the suburbs of Punganür (Chittoor district) and from Hindupür and Kambadüru 
(Anantapur district). The latter was included in the Nolambavadi country which 
was the hereditary province of the Nolambas, but the former was in Puli-nadu, 
the estate proper of the Banas, and partly, perhaps, also of the Vaidumbas. Accord- 
ing to No. 321 of Appendix B, from Karshanapalle, Puli-nadu in the time of Rajadhi- 
raja І. was a district of the Cholà province Jayangenda$ola-mandalam. In one 
of the inscriptions from Büdidepalle copied in 1906 (No. 571 of Appendix B), we 

were informed that Puli-nàdu was raided 

obe ig of Puli-midu in the time of руа Nolamba in the reign of the Bana king 
DEA Banavidyadhara; and in the Dharmapuri 
Nolamba inscriptions (Ep. Ind. Vol. X. pp. 54 to 70) I have shown that this Nolamba 
must be Mahéndra who, 1n his records, receives the title * the destroyer of the Mahabali 
race (2.6. the Banas)’, Mahéndra was, in fact, the most powerful of the Nolambas 
nd extended his conquests on all sides. In No. 91 of Appendix C, which comes from 
Kambadüru and is dated in Saka 805 ( = A. D. 883), he is called Tribhuvanadhira 
‘the hero of the three worlds’. Mahéndra’s invasion of Puli-nadu is confirmed by 
another record from Kalakattür ( No. 306 of Appendix B)which is not far from Palamnér 
in the Chittoor district. Here, the invasion is referred to the time of Nolambadiyarasa 
who was ruling the Gangarusasira district, as perhaps a subordinate of the Ganga 
king. Nolambadiyarasa is a corruption of the Sanskrit form Nolambadhiraja and may 
refer either to Polalehora Nolambadhiraja, the father of Mahindra, or to Mahendra 
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himself, both of whom, were the subordinates of the Ganga kings, ruling, under their 
overlordship, the small district of Gangarusisira. The Kalakattür record, further 
states that, under orders of Permanadi (2.6. the Ganga king), Nolambadhiraja started 
upon a conquest of Talakadu which was 
then evidently in the hands of a rival 
Ganga king and in the course of the campaign asked hie chiefs Kaduvatti and Maduva 
80 capture Puli-nàdu. These, accordingly, took the town of Permavi and burnt it. 
On hearing this, Vira-Chülàmani (2.6. the Bina king Vijayadityan Vira-Chülàmani 
Prabhumeru of No. 542 of the epigraphical collection for 1906 from Funganir) 
started with his army, dispersed the enemy’s forces and stabbed several chiefs in a 
tumultuous conflict. Ор this occasion a hero fell and a kalnādu (memorial) gift was 
presented. The Punganür inscription just quoted, apparently, also confirms the 
invasion into Puli-nàdu by the Nolamba king when it states that in the time of 
Vira-Chilamam, Koyárrür, ze., Laddigam near Punganür (vide Report for 1906-07, 
Part II. p. 79) was attacked by a certain Kaduvatti Muttarasa, who, in all probability, 
is identical with Kàduvatti, one of the two chiefs of Nolambadhiraja that burnt 
Permavi, as recorded in the Kalakattür reeord. The conquest of Puli-nàdu by the 
Nolamba king urder orders of the Ganga, the capture of Koyàfrür on that occasion 
and the evacuation of the distriet by its inhabitants are referred to again, in No. 318 
of Appendix B, where, however, the subordinate Nolamba, who actually led the 
campaign, is not mentioned by name and the Ganga king is called Konguni-arasar. 
In No. 588 of Appendix B, which isa 
mutilated Ganga record, the Nolamba 
subordinate of the king is statea to have

it, hence, doubtful whether this Nolamba who was ruling as far as.Kafichi was 


Mahéndra himself whose earliest record, we know, is dated in A.D. 878, or his father 
Nolambadhiraja Polalehora. The possibility of the latter alternative is suggested by 
an undated inscription of Nombadhiraja (Nolambadhiraja) at Kambadüru (No. 98 of 
Appendix C) which refers to the construction of a tank at Beddugonde and to some 
early Nolamba (Pallava) names such as Siñgapota, Ponnera (i.e. Charu-Ponnéra) and 
Dharmma-Mahadévi. If, thus, the dominion of Nolambadhiraja Polalehora was not 
strictly confined to the petty territorial division Gangarusasira in the Kolar district, 
there is no reason why he should not have extended his sway as far as Kafichi. This. 
however, requires further confirmation ; for, as stated above the first Nolamba king, 
hitherto known to have actually extended his dominion on all sides, was Mahéndra I. 
The two other Nolamba kings represented in the collection are Ayyapadéva and 
Dilipayya Iriva-Nolamba, the son and grandson, respectively, of Mahendra. Their 
records come from Manepalli and Hindupür which were within the Nolamba 
dominions.

inseriptions. Dilipa’s son was Nanni-Nolamba, his son Polalehora and the latter’s 
son was Vira-Mahéndra Nolambadhiraja. t is also stated that this Vira-Mahéndra 
on returning from his conquest of Chol-nádu entered Nolambavadi, encamped himself 
at Kolala (४.८. Kolar) in the Gangarusasira district and conferred on a private 
individual the rank of an officer together with a village in Puli-nádu as a personal 
gift. Vira~-Mahéndra, here mentioned as the conqueror of Ohol-nàdu, was sixth in 
descent (2.6. was separated by about a century) from the famous Mahéndra I., who was 
the grandfather of Dilipayya. The record is not dated but may be referred to the 
middle or the end of the 10th century A.D., and the characters, too, do not militate 
against this supposition. The statement that Vira-Mahéndra had gone on a campaign 
against the Chola country has, perhaps, to be accepted as a fact ; and, if so, it would 
indicate that during the slack гше, of the Chola kings subsequent to the death of 
Parántaka I. and the sweeping conquest of the Chola country by the Rashtrakiita king 
Krishna IIl, ‘ who took Kachchi (Kàfichi) 
and Tafijai (Tanjore) and planted a pillar 
of victory at Raméévaram,’ the Nolamba 
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descendants of the great Mahendra I. took service under the Rashtraktitas and. perhaps 
also helped the latter in their invasion of the Chola country.  Polalehora IL, the father 
of Vira-Mahendra, also calls himself the lord of Kañehi and makes a grant for the 
upkeep of the tank at Belpugunde in the Saka year 887, Krodhana, which corresponded 
to A.D. 965-66 (No. 93 of Appendix С). The genealogy supplied by this latter inscrip- 
tion from Kambadüru, also commences with Iriva-Nolamba (z.e., Dilipayya) but calls his 
eldest son Nanni-Nolamba (of the Karshanapalle record), as Chaladankakara and perhaps « 
also Pallava-Rama. The date, A.D. 965-66 clearly falls into the time of Krishna 
IIL, and lends support to what has been suggested above. Future researches must 
establish the relation that existed between Vira-Mahéndra and the Rashtrakiita king 
Krishna III. Chol-nadu which is stated to have been invaded by him may not refer 
to Chola proper, but only to the province Tondai-mandalam, which formed the northern 
portion of the Chola eountry and was completely overrun by Krishna.

15. Having spoken of the Nolamba conquest of Puli-nadu, it is interesting to 
note what evidence we can derive in this connection from the Bana records copied in 
that part of the country. Of the five Bana inscriptions secured at Karashnapalle and 
Chalamangala, four are fragmentary and practically supply no information. No. 332 
of Appendix В 18, a viragal which refers to ће Puli-nàd sixty province and to the reign of 
Sembiyan Mahávali-Bánarasa. The first part of this latter name clearly indicates the 
Chola supremacy at the period to which the record belongs, and is, as such, of no use for 
the present enquiry. It may, however, be noted that Sembiyan Mavalivanariyan was 
a title bestowed by the Chola king Parantaka I., on his Ganga feudatory Prithivipati 
II. Hastimalla, to whom he presented the Bana kingdom in or before A.D. 915-16 
(Ep. Ind., Vol. XL, p. 238). Хо, 327 of Appendix B is an undated record of 
Mahàávali-Banarasa who, from the body of the inscription, appears to have borne the 
; name Vijayitta (ie, Vijayaditya) He

hen Ballaha came with a force to exact 
tribute from Kaduvatti. The temporary occupation of Gangarusasira by the Bina 
kings is established by a number of Bana inscriptions in the Kolar district, noticed 
by Mr. Rice in bis Epigraphia Carnatica (Vol. X. Introduction, pp. v ff). Nowhere 
has it been explained under what circumstances Gangarusdsira which was purely a 
sub-division of the Ganga country and was governed by the Nolamba potentates, came 
to be in the hands of the Banas 


Banavidyadhara, during whose reign Puli-nadu was raided by the Nolamba chief 
has been identified by Mr. Venkayya with Vikramaditya I. of the Udayéndiram 
plates and Vijayitta, with his son Vijayaditya II. entitled — Vira-Chülàmani 
Prabhuméru. Perhaps, the temporary occupation of Gangarusasira by the Bana 
kings Banavidyadhara Vikramaditya І. and his son Prabhumeru Vijayaditya II. was 
in the form of a protest or a counter-invasion. The occasion for the conquest of Puli- 
nadu was already stated to be a campaign against Talakadu under orders of the Ganga 
king. In the first place, it appears as if 
Rajamalla, who must have been the ruling 
Ganga sovereign at the time, had been dispossessed of Talakadu by a collateral 
claimant to the Ganga throne and that, in the second place, the latter had a strong 
ally in the Bana king. This was evidently also the reason why in attacking Tala- 
kādu which was directly to the south of Kolar, the Ganga king ordered his Nolamba 
feudatory to capture Puli-nadu which was south-east of Kolar, in order, perhaps, to 
divert the ally from rendering any substantial aid to the enemy. In spite of this 
precaution, the result appears to have been quite the contrary of what was expected 
and Gangarusasira was occupied by the Banas. At this time, also Ballaha is stated 
to have marched on the Ganga to collect tribute. This Ballaha (Vallabha) was 
evidently the Ràshtraküta king Govinda III., who is known to have interfered in the 
internal affairs of the Banas and the Gangas at the period under discussion.

16. One record from Hindupür, which is dated in Saka 775 in the reign of 
Eraganga Permanadi, has already been referred to. Dr. Fleet's table of the Gangas 
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given on p. 59 of Ep. Ind. Vol. VI., does not mention any king in the period to which 
the Hindupür record belongs.  Eraganga also, does not receive the birudas of 
sovereignty usually assumed by the Ganga kings, except perhaps the affix Permanadi. 
It is therefore likely that he is to be considered as a hitherto unknown prince of the 
family who had not actually succeeded to the throne. Future researches must decide 
who this Eraganga was and what position he occupied in the Ganga genealogy. 
Konguni-arasa of the Modugulapalle record (No. 318 of Appendix B) in whose time 
Puli-nàdu was attacked (paragraph 13 above) must be Satyavakya- Rajamalla I. of the 
SS hoe MOAT AC а Ganga genealogy. It is stated in this

Looe) ended in the capture of Koyarrir, Ganna- 
rasa, brother of Dosiyarasa, met with his death heroically. Pilduvipati, a younger 
brother of Durvinita, is stated to be the ruling sovereign in No. 826 of Appendix B. 
Heisevidently identical with Priduvayya of No. 337 and Prithivipati of No. 334 both 
of which come from Karshanapalle. In the former, there 1s an apparent referenoe to 
a battle in which the Pandya was one of the contending parties. Weare naturally led 
to infer that Priduvayya of this inscription is the same as Prithivipati I. who sacri- 
ficed his life for the sake of his friend, the Ganga-Pallava king Aparijita, in the 
battle of Sripurambiyam near Kumbhakonam. That Pilduvipati was the brother of 
Durvinita is a fact which is likely to be of much historical importance.  Durvinita is 
an old Ganga name which was probably also used as a surname by later Ganga 
princes. Kannaradéva Prithivi-Gangaraiyar, mentioned in a damaged record from 
Solapuram (No. 345 of Appendix B), must be 1१९8008) with Prithvipati II. who was 
first the subordinate of the Chola king Parüntaka I. and subsequently of the 
Ráshtraküta Krishna ПІ.

17. We know that in the latter part of Parantaka’s reign, Kannaradeva-Krishna 
ПІ. of the Rashtrakiita dynasty invaded the Chola dominions and, in consequence, 
assumed the grandiloquent title “the conqueror of Kachchi (Kafichi) and Tafijai 
(Tarijavar).” Хо, 181 of Appendix В, which belongs to the 20th year of his reign 
begins with a few prefatory Sanskrit verses and records a gift of gold by Chaturan- 
ana-Pandita Bhatara to the temple of Tiruvorriyür in order to maintain a special 
worship on the day of Dhanishthà—the asterism under whieh he was born. This 
Chaturanana is stated to have been presiding over a matha at Adhipuri (7.e., Tiruvorri- 
yür) by which itis evidently meant that he was the head of one of the charity-iusti- 
Cliatárimansc andis. originally a abs of the tutions located within that temple. Matha- 
Vallabha king Krishna III. pati, in later records, represents an 
important functionary who invariably ap 
pearson temple councils. The Sanskrit verses at the beginning of the inseription under 
reference supply an interesting account of Chaturanana-Pandita. He was apparently 
of Kérala origin and a favourite of the Rashtrakiita king Vallabha (i.e., Krishna 
IIL). Having acquired in his younger days sufficient knowledge of all sciences, 
he is stated to have come to the Chola country and to have become an intimate friend 
and subordinate of king Rajaditya. Though he was always near that king, he did xot 
however, die with him on the battle-field. Aggrieved that he had thus * done a deed 
inconsistent with the nature of his caste 
family, father and master’, Chaturanana 
resigned the world, bathed in the waters 
of the Ganges, entered the order of samnydsins at Adhigrama (ze, Tiruvorriyür) 
receiving initiation (vrata) at the hands of Nirafijanaguru and thereafter, be- 
coming the chief of that matha, greatly improved the temple. This story in the 
life of Chaturánana, rightly interpreted, appears to be a reflection on the moral rectitude 
of the times and confirms our belief in the strategic attack on the life of Rajaditya sup- 
posed to have been made by the Rashtraküta king Krishna IIT. with the dishonourable 
help given by оаа шиг? as 2 spy (?).

: A е had done has, however, much in it to 
Krishna HI. and the death of Rajaditya. Commend Саваге сава to the critics of 
his character. The statements that Chaturanana was a native of Kérala and that

18. The first Chola conqueror who subdued the Ganga-Pallavas and occupied 
Tondai-mandalam, was Rajakésarivarman Aditya І. His records are found in some 
of the ancient temples of that country. It is not possible to explain why Tiruvorriyür, 
in which so many Ganga-Pallava epigraphs have been discovered, should not contain 
any record belonging to the reign of Rajakésarivarman. Perhaps, the northern 
corner of Tondaimandalam in which Tiruvorriyür is situated, had not yet been 
completely brought under subjection by him, and it was, consequently, left to Aditya's 
son Madiraikonda Parakésarivarman to do this and also to extend his conquests as far 
north as Nellore, beyond the borders of 
Tondai, as will be shown in the sequel. 
Eleven inscriptions at Tiruvornyir 
belong to the time of Madiraikonda Parakésarivarman (Par&ntaka I.) and range 
between the 20th and 38th vears of his reign. [n one of these (No. 164 of Appendix 
B) his eldest son (miwtta-pillaz) Kodandarama .appears as the donor, and in another 
(No. 170 of the same Appendix), the prince Arindigai-Perumànár. The former 
was already known to us (though not as the eldest son of Sola-Perumànadigal 
(Paràntaka I.), from two inscriptions (Nos. 318 and 347 of 1904) copied at 

a 1 t 21:15 Kudumiyàmalai. The statement, made 
is sons Kodandaràma and Arindigai-Perumà- in No, 230 of 1903. that the temple of 
Rar. Kodandaramašvara at Tondamanad (near 
Kalahasti), was also called Aditye$vara, made Mr. Venkayya surmise (Report for 
1904-5, page 50, para. 9) that Kodandaráma may have been a surname either of the 
eldest son Rajaditya, or of the second son Gandaraditya. The inscription under 
reference from Tiruvorriyür, by naming Kódandaràman as the eldest son of Parántaka, 
proves conclusively that he is identical with Rajaditya of the large Leyden plates 
The subordinate shrine of ArifijiSvara, referred to already as being situated within 
the temple of Tiruvorriyür, may have come into existence subsequent to the visit of 
prince Arindigai-Perumanar, as perhaps, a memorial of the royal advent. Nos. 160 
and 236 of Apperdix B refer to a military officer of Parantaka ‘ who defeated Sitpuli, 
destroyed Nellür and, on returning from there, made a grant to the temple of Mahádeva 
at Tiruvorriyiir.’ The former is dated

this event cannot be too highly estimated. Sitpuli, defeated by the Chola general at 
Nellore, must have been an Eastern Chálukya king (who at this time was Chalukya- 
Bhima II.) or one of the latter’s powerful subordinates.

19. The identification of Madiraikonda Rajakesarivarman whose insqgiptions, 
found mostly in Tondai-mandalam, range from the 5th to the 17th year of his reign, 
has not yet been satisfactorily established. In my last report (р. 64, paragraph 17) I 
stated that, provisionally, he may be identified with Gandaraditya, tbe second son of 
РагашаКа I. on the supposition that Rajaditya, the eldest son, may have died 
without actually sueceeding to the Chola throne. This seems to receive support from

20. Fifteen inscriptions in the collection, belong to the time of Rajaraja 1. 
From his historical introductions, we learn that among other countries he conquered 
Kudamalai-nadu (2.6. Coorg). This is confirmed by an inscription copied at Malambi,. 
in that province. It bears no date but 
mentions Rajakésarivarma Permma- 
nadigal who was ‘ the great king of the Chola country befriended by the river Kavéri 
(whose waters are) powerful enough in removing the sins of all people; who was, 
as it were, the supporting pillar and the celestial tree of the Solar raee and who was 
the sun in the sky, víz. the Chola family’. 16 registers the important fact of a 
battle having been fought at Panasoge (Hanasoge in the Edatore taluka of the Mysore 
district), perhaps, against the local chiefs called Kongalvas (Mr. Rice’s Mysore and 
Coorg from inscriptions, p. 144 f). The defeated enemy was graciously reinstated in 
his petty estate under the new title Kshatriya$ikhàmani-Kongalvan and was presented 
with the village Malavvi, perhaps, as a personal gift. The orders were carried out by 
the general Pafichavap-Maraya, who 
according to Mr. Rice was @ mahadanda- 
nàgaka, that led an expedition throughout 
the western coast, on behalf of his master, seizing Tuluva, Konkana and Malaya 
and putting to flight Chéramma, Teluga and Rattiga. The title Kshatriyasikhimani, 
with which the local chief was dubbed, is a well-known surname of Rajaraja I.

Rājarāja’s conquest of Ceylon and his rule over the major portion of it are 
facts not new to the students of Chola history. Two mutilated Tamil inscriptions,

The remaining inscriptions of Кајагаја, copied during the year under review, 
do not convey any fresh historical information. Хо, 59 of Appendix C which is dated 
in the 19th year, refers to ‘ the measuring

duals for averting evil to their masters or for securing safety to communities and 
villages to which they belonged, were not uncommon (11100१8 Mysore and Coorg from 
i . ° the Inscriptions, pp. 186-88). We know 
Suicide committed by a private individual, for that in the 13th century A.D. a priest 
(0 ROU OL Me millage offered up his head for the benefit of a hero 
who was then engaged in fighting а battle (Report for 1908-9, р. 120). No. 411 of 
Appendix B from Marudádu, which belongs to the 8th year of кајагаја I., registers 
that a certain Kalipperuman lost his life in the act of affording protection against 
ruin, to his native village. Perhaps, he sacrificed his life voluntarily, or in defending 
the village against an invading enemy. The good residents of the district, in which 
Marudadu was situated, provided fora permanent lamp to bürn in the temple of 
Perundirukkoyil-Alvàr at that village in order to secure merit for the martyr. 


22. As many as 19 inscriptions of Parakésarivarman Ràjendra-Chola I. have 
been copied during the year under review.

An officer of the king named 
Raàjéndra&nga-Müvendavelan instituted enquiries into temple affairs at the 
Vakkanikkum-mangapa* of the temple and made provision for meeting the cost of 
some detailed items of worship from the fee kurradandam which he appears to have 
collected from the residents of all the dévadana villages, servants and the worshippers 
of the temple, and also from a diseount in kind for errers in measuring, which he 
imposed on ай paddy received into the temple treasury annually. ‘These items of 
expense included ghee, camphor, food and cloths for garland-makers, food and cloths 
for Brahmans who recited the Védas, rice, sugar, dhall, vegetables, curds, pepper, 
nuts and betel-leaves. Such articles as were not indigenous were evidently paid for 
in gold, while others were purchased for paddy (No. 146 of Appendix b). In the

The title Sirudanam-Perudanam, applied in No. 141 of Appendix B to an officer 
of the king named Gangaikondàn alias Uttamasdla-Marayan, is of frequent occurrence 
in Tanjore records ; but its true significance has not been quite apparent. Professor 
Hultzsch explains the terms Sirudanam and Perudanam as the small treasury and the 
big treasury and persons so entitled, as officers of the treasury, small or big. The 
terms are also sometimes explained as E to the followers of the king during 
his minority and majority.

The chief Gangaikondàn Uttamagdla-Marayan is again mentioned in 
No. 138 of Appendix B, but not with the title Strudanam-Perudanam. Не is stated 
to have been the chief of Tiruvariir: His military subordinate, who, according to 
No. 141 of Appendix B, was Küttan Ganavadi, receives in this record his full 
‘designation Ganavadi Idumban alias Visaiyaraiyan, ‘the husband of the wives of his 
A military officer who committed suicide for enemies ^ Ganavadi stabbed himself and 
the welfare of his master. died, apparently, for securing safety to 
his master by his act of self-sacrifice. The 
master, who was thus saved from some unspecified evil, provided for a perpetual 
lamp in the temple of Tiruvorriyür on behalf of his faithful friend and servant 
Ganavadi. A similar incident which occurred in the reign of Кајагаја I. bas been 
noted above. 


The gift by Nimbaladévi, wife of Indaladéva of Talaigrama in Viratadééa, 
recorded in No. 138 of Appendix B, is worth noting in connection with the impor- 
tance attached to Tiruvorriyür by immigrants from the north. Viratadééa has been 
identified with the country round Hangal in the Dharwar district of the Bombay 
Presidency, inasmuch as Hangal itself is called, in inscriptions, Virdtanagari or 
Devotees of the Tiruvorriyür temple from Virstan kote.

No. 515 of 1912 from Üttattür is a damaged record which confirms an important 
historical event, víz., the battle which Rajéndra-Chola, perhaps as a deputy of his 
father, is known to have fought with the Western Chalukya king lrivabedanga 
Satyüsraya.

inscription (Dr. Fleet's Dynasties of the Kanarese Districts, p. 433), Nürmadi-Chola 
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Rajendra (i.e. Rajéndra-Chola 1.) had “collected a force numbering nine hundred: 
thousand, had pillaged the whole eountry, had slaughtered the women, the children 
and the Bráhmanas, and, taking the girls to wife, had destroyed their caste.” ‘lhe 
Hottür record is dated in A.D. 1007-8 but the Üttattür inscription belongs to the 
3rd year (= 1013-14) of Rajéndra-Chola, Perhaps the gift made on behalf of the 
dead hero was aetually registered 5 or 6 years after the event had taken place. 


23. Frequent references to village assemblies in the inscriptions copied during 
the year, particularly those from the Chingleput district, indicate three diiferent 
classes of these assemblies. Those desig- 
nated sabhas were generally to be found 
in Brahmadéya (i.e. Bràhmana) villages and were almost entirely constituted of 
Brahmanas. The rules, laid down in the Uttaramallür inscriptions of the time of 
Parantaka I. (4.5.R. for 1904-5 рр. 131 to 145), for membership on village com- 
mittees apply purely to such Brah’manical sabhas. А still earlier inscription at Mandir 
in the Tinnevelly district (No. 423 of 
1906) which is dated in the 35th year of 
the reign of Marafijadaiyan (Ze. about 
the 9th century A.D.), refers to similar rules for membership in the sabha@.  'l'hese 
are interesting and deserve to be recorded here. It is stated that of the children of 
Shareholders in tbe village, only one, who is well-behaved and has studied the 
Mantra-Brahmana and one Dharma (i.e. Code of Law) may be on the village assembly 
(manru) to represent the share hell by him in the village and only one of similar 
qualifications may be on the assembly for a share purchased, received as present, or- 
acquired by him as stridhana (through his wife); (2) that (shares) purchased, pre- 
sented, or acquired as stridhana could entitle one, if at all, only to full membership. 
in the assemblies; and in no case will quarter, half or three-quarter membership be 
recognised ; (3) that those who purchase shares ‘must elect only such men, to represent 
their shares on the assembly, as have critically studied a whole Véda with its 
parisishtas ; (4) that those who do not possess full membership as laid down by rule 
(2), cannot stand on any committee (variyam) (for the management of village affairs) ;. 
(5) that those who satisfy the prescribed conditions should, in no case, persistently, 
oppose (the proceedings of the assembly) by saying ‘nay, nay’ to every proposal 
brought up before the assembly and (6) that those who do this together with their 
supporters will pay a fine of five käsu on each item (in which they have so behaved) 
and still continue to submit to the same rules. The last two conditions, queer 
though they are, speak for themselves and explain why even village assemblies 
had to penalise the behaviour of refractory members. The two other classes of 
village assemblies appear to have consisted of all the residents ofa village (rom). 
including cultivators and professionals, 
and of merchants (2agarattom). No rules 
regulating the management of these two: 
classes of assemblies, have been discovered so far. It is not unlikely that all the 
conditions pertaining to membership in the Brahmanital 540188 prevailed, except 
perhaps the knowledge of the Védas. Three inseriptions eopied at Nattam, a hamlet 
of Paraméévaramangalam (otherwise called Nigarilisola-chaturvédimangalam) in the 
Chingleput district, refer to the hall (chatussala) known as Rajendra$olan, in the village 
where the assembly nsed tq meet and mention the committee of ‘ annual supervision’ 
(samratsara-variyam) which was constituted to look after village affairs, from and after 
the month of Tula in that year. The com- 
mittee consisted of twelve members and 
- formed a part of the great village assembly 
(maha-sabha). Ur-variyam was the name of one of the village officers or of a committee- 
of officers whose function, according to No. 269 of Appendix B, was, evidently, to see 
the lands of the village properly eultivated and to collect the produce. These facts 
confirm the statement contained in the Uttaramallür inscriptions, viz., that the 
* members comprising the committees should change every year’ and that a village.

24. Rājādhirāja I., who is stated to have‘ acquired great fame under the th 
Jayangonda-Sola? is represented by about 19 inscriptions in the collection. The 
majority of these, as in the case of the records of other Chola kings, come from Tiru- 
"Perryür. In the latter part of his reign Rajadhiraja assumed the title Vijayarajendra- 
deva, ‘ who cut off the head of Vira-Pandya, captured the Sala of Séraman (i.e. the- 
414411 Chéra king), Lanka (Ze. Ceylon) snd

formed the anointment of heroes at Kalyanapura’. A fragmentary record from 
Uttattiir (No. 516 of Appendix B) substitutes for Sala, the name Kandalir-Salai * on 
the borders of the western ocean’ and thus makes it clear that the latter place has 
to be looked for on the west coast, in the Chéra country. In the 26th year of his 
reign, two officers named Valavan-Müvendavelàn and VikkiramaSinga-Müvendavelàn

An enquiry into temple affairs held Ms Mannaikonda-Solan pavilion at Tiru- 
Monopikond? CORR pavilion in the Tiu- yorriyar and sold the uncultivated waste 
Le pie lands of the temple to a military officer 
of the Chola country. The latter had the lands brought under eultivation and 
provided the necessary paddy for offerings to the god Adhipuranatha, on festive 
oceasions. It may be noted that one class of these lands was settled to supply 
annually, as temple share, 28 £o/ams of paddy on each ४९७ of land, while another 
class (perhaps inferior) supplied only 19. The donor, it is stated, was the chief 
of Sattimangalam of the rank of Perundanam-Dandanàyakam and was named Solan 
Kumaran Madur&ntaka-Màrayan (No. 103 of Appendix B). The same chief again 
figures as the purchaser and donor of а land, in No. 102 of Appendix B, his 
full name here appearing as Solan Kumaran Parantaka-Marayan alas Rajadhiraja- 
Nilagangaraiyar. Perundanam has been already explained as а title conferred by the 
king on officers and other private individuals of high social status. 


The stories of the 63 Saiva saints which must have been extant almost from the 
very period in which the saints flourished, were compiled in an abbreviated form by 
гах ‘of Nambi Andar Nambi Nambi Andàr Nambi in the time of Raja- 
цана гд слийн хай amta таја I. under the name T'iruttondattogai.

25. One inscription from Basinikonda in the Chittoor district refers to 
mercantile guilds that apparently had their organisation from very early times 
and spread their influence over allied communities in distant parts of India (No. 342 

. А А of Appendix В). А similar record is 

Mercantile guilds and their records. No. 310 of Хэр from Viralür in the 
North Arcot district, which may belong to the time of Rajaraja I. It refers to a gift 
by a guild of ndnadesi (merchants). As the record is much damaged it is not 
possible to make out more of its contents, No. 256 of Appendix B which, by its 
paleography, has to be referred to the time of Rajéndra-Chola I. gives a short 
eulogy of the guild of merchants under reference, and states that these were praised 
by 500 vira-Sasanas (i.e. edicts?) glorifying their deeds, were virtuous protectors 
of the Vira-Valafijika (or Valafijiya) religion. that they were born of Vasudéva, 
Kandali and Virabhadra, were the devotees of Bhattaraki (2.e. the goddess Durga ?)

applied to merchants in these records, by itself indicates that they had dealings with 
various countries. А record from Balig&mi in the Mysore State, supplies also a very 
long eulogy of these merchants, and states, 
iu addition to what has been already sup- 
plied by the Kattür epigraph, that they 
were brave men (viras) born to wander over many countries ever since the beginning of 
the Krita age, penetrating regions of the six continents by land and water routes and 
dealing in various articles such as horses, elephants, precious stones, perfumes and 
drugs either wholesale or in retail (Ep. Carn. Vol. VII. Sk. 118). This boast of the 
mercantile community is justified by the existence of stone records even in Ceylon 
and Burma which refer to their communal gifts in those countries. The Vaishnava 
temple at Pagan in Upper Burma was built by the merchants (770682) of that town 
(Ep. Ind. Vol. VII. p. 197). The Basinikonda record states that the community

26. Of ‘historical interest is the introductory eulogy (beginning with 
Ausar) bestowed on king Rajadhiraja I. in the Basinikonda inscrip- 
| e m 1 tion. Two records copied in previous 
An unpublished historical introduction of years, which supply a similar intro- 
i ac T duction, come from  Tirumelavádi 
(No. 75 of 1895) and Cape Comorin (No. 96 of 1896). These state, in brief, that 
Rajadhiraja I. inherited the kingdom of his father (Ràjendra-Chola I.) “who had 
captured Ganga in the north, Lanka in the south, Mahodaya (i.e. Cranganore ; 
Ep. Ind. Vol. VIL. p. 197) in the west and Kidaram (Lower Burma) in the east ?२; 
that he cut off the head of the Pandya king, Manabharana, drove the king of Vénadu 
(i.e. Travancore) to Sénadu (2.6, the Chéra country), relieved the Küpaka king of his 
subordination and destroyed the ships at Kandalir-Salai. Theonly new facts worth 
noting from this introduction are: (1) the mention of Rajadhiraja’s father whose 
extensive conquests are quite well known 
and (2) the liberty granted to the 
Küpaka king. The second statement 
implies that the small principality of Карака (ге. Küpade$a), was evidently being 
oppressed by the Vénadu sovereign to whom it was subordinate and that Rajadhiraja 
driving the latter out of his country, restored to liberty the petty chief of Карака

Jayamurinadalvar referred to in a record from 
Sangili Kanadarawa (No. 612 of Appendix В), as a general of king Rajéndradéva 
appears again as a signatory in an inscription of thé same king, from Karür (South- 
Ind. Inscrs. Vol. ПП. р. 39). Rajéndradéva boasts in the historical introductions to 
his inscriptions of having taken two sons of the Ceylon king Manabharana, prisoners. 
It is therefore not surprising to find his general mentioned in a record of Ceylon. A 
»powerful Singhalese king, who, about this period succeeded to the throne and once 
: again established Singhalese rule in Ceylon driving back the Cholas from that island, 
was Vijayabahu (I.) Siri-Sangabodhi. Among the Tamil inscriptions kindly sent 
Vijayabaha (E) by Mr. Bell, No. 600 of Appendix B from 
tay E DIE Polannaruwa belongs to the reign of this 
Siri-Babgabbdhi. king and has got a special historical 
importance. It registers that a chief named Dévaséna had constructed a dAatu-bhavana 
(dhatu-gabbha) i.e. a relie temple, for the 
sacred tooth of Jina, in the city of Pulasti, 
-at the command of king Vijayabáhu and invokes the members of the Vélaikia@ra army 
-to protect it. The eulogy bestowed on Sangabodhivarman alias Chakravartin Vijaya- 
bahu supplies the information that the 
latter conquered many enemy-kings who 
were born in the lineage of Ikshvaku of the Solar race and had settled down at Lanka 
and after triumphantly entering Anuradhapura, wore the crown with the approval 
of the Samgha in order to protect the Buddhist creed. Healso invited the Sampha 
from Arumana, had the three fraternities (nikāĝa) purified, and, performing three 
tulabharas (i.e. weighing himself against gold) presented that gold to these three 
niküyas. Vijayabahu thereafter ruled the whole of Lanka as its sole monarch for 55 
years and died at the age of 73. With this ends the preface to the inscription. We 
‘are next told in the grant proper, that, under orders (2) of Vijayabàhu, Dévaséna- 
virattar (१.९. the chief Dévaséna mentioned at the beginning of the paragraph) cons- 
tructed at Pulanari alias Vijayarajapura, a shrine (gandhakuti) called Daladayap- 
perumballi (now called Daladamaligiwa), for the beautiful stone image of Buddha, 
wherein also dwelt permanently Daladapatradhatusvamin of Uttorulmülai, tbe fore- 
face (agravadana) of the original (milasthina) Abhayagiri-vihara.

28. Chakravartin Sangabodhivarman Vijayabahu mentioned above is identical 
with Vijayabahu I. of the Singhalese chronicle Mahawansa. His surname Sanga- 
bodhi, his devotion to the cause’of the Buddhist religion, his victorious rule for 55 
years over the whole of Lanka with his 
capital at Pulatthi and the construction of 
a sanctuary under his orders for the Tooth-relic—all taken together, confirm that our 
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Its contents. 
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байса 64Ш could be no other than Vijayabáhu I., described in Chapters LVIII to 
LX ofthe Singhalese chronicle. The kings of the Ikshvaku race, whom Vijayabahu 
conquered before occupying Anuradhapura, were evidently the Cholians, who: 
according to the Mahawansu, were waging a war with Vijayabahu and had almost 
dispossessed him of the northern portion of Lanka.  Pulasti (Pulatthi) or Pulanari is, 
of course, the modern Polannaruwa, whose other name Vijayarájapura was already 
noted on page 9, paragraph 8 of the Annual Report for 1910-1911. 


29. The construction of a dAatugabbha or the Tooth-relic temple by the general 
Dévaséna or Dévasénaviratta under orders of the king and its situation with reference 
to the Abhayagiri-vihara, are specially worthy of note. The former is recorded also 
in the Mahkawansa (Ch. LX. 16) though there, Dévaséna’s name does not appear in this 
connection and the latter possibly clears up a doubt as to the relative position of the 
extensive monastery of Abhayagiri-vihàra. Daladayapperumballi which was evidently 
the name given to the shrine of the 
Tooth-relie (4йуа or datha in Pali, being 
the equivalent of the Sanskrit danta) con- 
tained within it an image of Buddha and 
was the abode of Daladapatradhatusvamin (4e. perhaps, the relic * dhatu ? itself?) 
of Uttorulmülai the fore-face (agru-vadana) of Abhayagiri. It is stated in the 
Mahàüwansa that just before the time of the great Vijayabahu I. when the country 
was in the hands of usurpers, a certain Mana crowned himself king at Anuradhapura, 
and after doing this, proceeded to the Abhayagiri-vihara and there built, for the use 
of his elder brother, the great monastery Uttarola. This fact, combined with what 18 
stated in the Polannaruwa inscription, viz. that Uttorulmülai (i.e. Uttarola) where 
the gandhakuti Daladayapperumballi was built, was the fore-tace of Abhayagiri- 
vihara, proves that the latter monastery was situated outside Anuràdhapura and 
extended necessarily southwards right up to Polannaruwa. ‘This inference militates, 
however, against the conclusion arrived at by Mr. H. Parker in his Ancient Ceylon, 
pp. 301 and 302 where he says that the monastery Abhayagiri-vihàra was situated 
somewhere to the north of Anurádhapura.

under review. This term Vélaikkara which occurs so often in the Tanjore inscrip- 
tions of the Chola kings, Rajaraja I. and Ràjendra-Chola 1. as a part of the name of 
the different regiments composing. the Chola army, is explained by Mr. Wijesinha, 
the translator of the Mahdwansa, to be ‘a body of mercenaries employed by the 
Singhalese kings at this period ° (Ch. LX. p. 110, note).

Pilleigaldanam, Vadugar, Malaiyélar 
Parivirakkondam and others and that its leaders (mitddagal) were the Valaiijiyar and 
the Nagarattar, are facts which clearly define the position of the Velaikkaras in Ceylon. 
The Valaüjiyar and the Nagarattar have been mentioned already as sub-sects of 
merchants who extended their trade all over the country. They apparently occupied a 
high position in social life as the leaders of the Vélaikkaras, and, are represented by the 
ease Banajiga and Nagartia communities of the Kanarese country. It may also 
e remarked that at the time we are speaking of, they were considered, members of 
the Mahatantra, i.e. Buddhists (?). The Banajigas are now mostly Lingayat Saivas 
and the Nagartias are generally Vaishnavas. Whatever the Vélaikkaras may have 
been in their religious creed, it is clear from what is stated in the inscription that 
they included all working classes and were apparently of Indian origin who 
immigrated into Ceylon with the merchants whom they served. 


31. Two other records (Nos. 607 and 608 of Appendix B) which are dated in 
the 5th and 7th regnal years respectively, of an earlier king Siri-Sangabodhi purport 
to register deposits of money by two private individuals Sekkilan-Setti Sangan and 

ekkilàn Sennai, with the residents of Kumaraganappérir for providing offerings: 
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and lamps. No mention is made of the shrine which was to benefit by these 
offerings. Perhaps, the beneficiary was 
some vikāra at Anuridhapura where the 
inscriptions are found and Kumara- 
ganapperür has accordingly to be looked 
for, somewhere near that town. The writing employed in the records 18 sufficiently 
marchaic to be referred to the time of Aggabodhi ПІ. who, according to the Ceylon 
chronicle Mahawansa, was surnamed Siri-Sangabódhi and ruled for 16 years at 
Anurüdhapura, succeeding to the throne in A.D. 624. Other Ceylon kings 
represented in the collection of Mr. Bell are Gajabàhu IT. and Parakramabahu I 
No. 610 is dated in the 28th year of king Jébahudéva (ze. Jayabahu). I have

шоолсон represented in the collection of 1910-11, p. 71, аг 2) that 
Jayabahu must have ruled for a period 
much longer than one year as stated in the Mahdwansa or that his successor Vikrama- 
báhu ruled in Jayabahu’s name till the latter’s son Gajabáhu II. had well established 
himself on the Singhalese throne. 


32. All the five inscriptions of Virarajéndradéva in the collection come from 
Tiruvorriyür and record, again, further interesting details about the temple in which 
2-2 3 they are engraved. The shrine of

that this same chief presented a flower-garden to Padampakka, which he called Vira- 
rüjéndran-tirunandavanam, after the king. The land,—four thousand kuli, 
t measured by the rod of the royal foot — was purchased from the waste of the dévadina 
village Manali alias Simhavisbnu-chaturvédimangalam. Still another grant made to 
the stone image of Padampakka-Nayaka in the shrine of Padampakka-Nayakadéva, by 
the same chief, is recorded in this inscription, and we gather from it that one vel of 
land near Tiruvorrry ir yielded 30 kalams of paddy, perhaps, as the temple share 
The stone image of Padampakkadéva is, apparently, the same as the present Gaulis- 
vara. It cannot be explained why 
Padampakka came to be called Gaulisvara 
or what Padampakka actually meant. 
The suggestion made in my last report, that the name Padampakka and the popular

Chinmudra-posture. It does not correspond to any of the forms of Siva known to me 
so far and leaves it doubtful whether the image may not be one of Lakulisa of Karohana, 
with whom the temple of Tiruvorriyir 
Perhaps same as Lakuliia of  Károhana may have been intimately connected, as 
(Karvan). suggested already. From No. 217 of 
Appendix B we learn that the stone 
pedestal on which is placed the image of Nataraja in the Tiruvorriyür temple, was 
called Virarajéndran evidently after king Virarajéndra I. and was constructed by the 
chief Sivalékanadan of Tiruvenkádu. From another record whose date is lost (No. 128 
of Appendix B), we learn that 60 ४४७७ of waste land in Simhavishnu-chaturvédi- 
mangalam were brought under cultivation and designated Virarajéndravilagam 
while, its income in paddy, gold and 4054, was allotted under various items of expense 
* for the health of Chakravartin Virarajéndradéva, for the increase of his race, for the 
prosperity of the marriage-badge (trumaigalyam) of the queen and for the glorious 
health of their children’. The items of 
expense included (3) the pay of two 
priests who worshipped the god and of the 
musician who sang on the occasion of * waking up the god from his sleep,’ (2) the 
conducting of the festival Tiruvadirai- 
tirunal, when the god Karanai-Vitanka

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was taken out in procession and was made to hear the recital of Tiruvembavai, (3) tho 
maintenance of 22 taliyilar who danced and sang, of one dancing-master who taught 
them how to dance, of 16 temple-girls (tévaradiyar) who recited the Tiruppadiyam in 
low pitch (agamargam) and of four cooks. | Tíruvembavai is the name of a poetical piece 
composed by the famous Saiva saint Manikkavaéagar and Tiruppadiyam is applied to 
any one of the sets of ‘ten hymns’ included in the Dévaram. Virarajéndra’s birth- 
day is stated in No. 136 of Appendix В to have coincided with the asterism А1859 
In order, therefore, to celebrate a festival on the Aéglésha day of each month, the 
Saliya-nagarattar (7.e., the weaver-merchants) and others of Tiruvorriyür agreed to pay 
120 4068, in presence of two officers who 
held an enquiry into temple affairs in the 
pavilion called Vakkáünikkum-mandapa, 
in the 2nd year of the king. The amount paid was the rent collected from the 
weavers who had settled in the quarter called Jayasingakulakalapperunderu at 
"T'iruvorriyür and the record itself was engraved at the instance of the officer Jayasinga- 
kulakala-Vilupparaiyar. The prefix Jayasingakulakála, in both of these names, is 
an evident reference to Viraràjendra himself, who was the opponent of the Western 
Chalukya king Jayasimha III. Two other quarters of Tiruvorriyür mentioned in 
inscriptions, were Tribhuvanasundarapperunderu in which the shepherds (mazrádi) 
had settled and Naárpattennàyirapperunderu which was exclusively occupied by 
sculptors and artisans. 


33. Rajakésarivarman Kulóttgiga-Chola I., is represented in the collection by 29 
inscriptions. The name of the king in the early years of his reign was Rajéndra- 
Chola II. In two records (Nos. 181 

Kuléttunga-Chola I. called Rajéndra-Chola II. and 133 of Appendix B) copied at Tiru- 
in the early years of his reign. vorriyür, he is called Rajakésarivarman 
alias Rajéndra-Choladéva (IJ). Part of 

the former inscription has been published in South-Indian Inscriptions, Vol. ПІ, 
p. 132. It is dated in his 2nd year and records that a military officer of the 
king named Paranriparakshasa alias Vira-Chóla llangovelàr deposited in the temple 
treasury 240 ахи which had been current at the time. From this amount 12 2613 
of land were purchased in five dévadana villages of the temple, víz., Simhavishnu- 
‘ehaturvédimangalam which was another name of Manali, Ambilavayil, Iganaiyür, 
Velšáru and Piraipikkam. The income, which was calculated at 576 £alams of 
paddy (or its equivalent, 144 4054), was spent on account of a special worship 
-designated the Ziruchchaindadal of the god Karanai-Vitankar in the Tiruvorriyür temple. 
The various requirements and the cost of them are enumerated in detail. Some have 
been noted above in, connection with my general remarks on the Tiruvorriyür temple. 
It is gathered from the record under reference that one ०८८४ (or 2,000 kulis of land ав 
measured by the rod of 16 spans) was sold for 20 käsu or in other words that 100 kulis 
cost 1 käsu. The mention of Vadugapperuvali among the boundaries is interesting. 
Literally translated it means * the high road to (or from) the Telugu country (vadugu)." 
Vadugavali-mérku which occurs as the name of the province ruled over by the Вапав 
in inscriptions of the 9th and 10th 
centuries of the Christian Era, can now be 
explained definitely as the district 
situated west of the Telugu road (vaduga-valz). This road must have extended from 
the Dravida (Tamil country) along the east coast right up to the Telugu districts and 
passed quite close to Tiruvorriyür. A similar high road mentioned in inscriptions is 
the Kongapperuvali “the high-road to (or from) Koñgu.” The dues antaraya and 
kudimai payable on the lands mentioned above, viz. рирров, patichavaram, vēlikkāśu, 
nirvilaz and vetti, muttaiyãl, echehorru and 
kürrunel were.borne by the villagers who 
sold the property to the temple-—the 
purchase-money being stated to have included vilaidravyam (money paid for actual 
transfer of property) and irai-dravyam (money paid for making it free of encumbrances 
to the purchaser). The Uttaramallür inscriptions which regulate the conduct of the 
village assemblies, mention a committee called Pafichavara-vàriyam. On the strength 
of a copper-plate inscription from the 
Kistna district published in Ep. Ind. 
Vol. V. p. 137, the word pafichavara-variyam was explained as denoting a supervising

Inasmuch as the term pafichavara appears, in the record under reference, 
among the taxes or dues payable on land by the tenants who cultivated. them, it 
seems probable that paiichavara has nothing to do with the 5 committees and that 
patichavara-variyam was perhaps a body appointed to collect the pafichavara dues 
paid in kind, somewhat like the modern méluaram. No. 133 of Appendix B, which is 
“dated in the 3rd year of Kulottunga I., records a similar gift of land by purchase, by 
the officer Madurantaka-Miivéndavélan. The same revenue terms are met with, and 
the average yield to the owner from опе véli of land is calculated to be about 35 
kalams. It may be remarked that this poor yield bears no comparison to the rich lands 
irrigated by the Cauvery in the Tanjore district which produce between 100 to 200

specia! SUpu айо recorded 1n а 320-879. stipulation of the sale recorded ip the 
inscription, is that the river-channels may be dammed up and water taken to irrigate 
the lands and that hand-piccotas and baskets may also be brought into play. An 
‘enquiry held in the 7th year of the king by Rajaraja-Mivéndavélar at the pavilion 
Rajarajan-mandapa, disclosed some uncollected arrears, one of which was a tax due 
from the weavers living in the quarter Rajarajan-perunderu (also called Sankarappadi 
in No. 154 of Appendix B) of Tiruvorriyür and another, the fee called kalalavu-pattim 
imposed upon the men who measured, grain in the temple-granaries, evidently, on

is called Solan$orudaiyal alias Kadavan-Mahadéviyar. No. 434 of Appendix B is 
dated in the 43rd year of the king’s reign and begins with the historical introduction 
ао. даште which is generally found at the beginning of the inscriptions of 
Virar&jéndra І. At the end of this introduction (which 1s abridged) is introduced the 
usual yapwrgo%erms found in the records of Kulottunga-Chola I. The significance 
-of this combination is not quite clear. Perhaps, Kulottunga claimed to be the 
immediate successor of Virarajéndra I., ignoring thus the short reign of Adhirajéndra, 
in the interval. This supposition appears to be very likely, for the latest year of 
Virarajéndra found from inscriptions is his 7th which roughly corresponds to A.D 
1069-70 and coincides with the initial date of Kulóttunga-Chola I., १.४९. A.D. 1070 
Kulittunga, perhaps an immediate successor of Weknow Riso ши Adhirajendra who 
Узата endra 1 ps а was the brother-in-law of the Western 


Chalukya king Vikramaditya VI. was 
killed by Kulottunga, before the latter succeeded to the throne. The qualifying 


phrase oT gsoQruCutuL rigb added to Nittavinoda-valanàdu in this record, 
deserves to be noted. Nittavinoda-valanadu was an old territorial division of the 
present Tanjore district and was so called after one of the surnames of Rajaraja 
I. The sense conveyed by the phrase, viz. that this district delighted all (who lived 
in it) was perhaps meant to indicate the rich fertility of its lands. We are also told 
Collection of апдагадуа-ра алт in a dēvadāna that in a dévadina village, the collection 
village and the Tiruppalatturai temple. of antaraya-pattam by the authorities, 
resulted in the worship at the temple of 
Tiruppalatturai being reduced to an extremity. It has been remarked already that 
antaraya-pattam was a tax generally remitted in the ease of temple-lands. 
Kulottunga I. is the famous sovereign who is known to have abolishedtolls. No, 408 
of Appendix B, which belongs to the 32nd year of his reign, mentions this title of 
the king and adds that he ruled the world ‘ dispelling darkness by his virtue 
The Tamil poem Kalngattuparan’ mentions that Gangaikondasdlapuram was the 
eapital of Kulottunga-Chola I. This is borne out by No. 200 of Appendix B which 
states that Kulottunga in the 49th year of his reign was seated on the throne расо 
i below the first floor of the pavilion calle 
god 14: dL क Gangaikondagolan inside this palace at 
i Gangaikondasélapuram, and issued orders 
во that free feeding may be provided for, in the alm$-houses (44/4) situated in the 
province of Jayangonda$ola-mandalam. Accordingly, arrangements were made to 
feed 50 persons in the Kulottunga$olan-madam, which as stated already had been 
established within the Tiruvorriyür temple, in the name of the king. 
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According to the Pithapuram inscription of Mallapadéva (Ep. Ind. Vol. IV. p. 
221), Kulottunga I. reigned for 50 years. In confirmation of this statement, we haye- 
two records in the collection, one of which 
comes from Sivanküdal near Conjeeveram 
(No. 282 of Appendix B) and another from Kottür in the Tanjore district (No. 459 
of the same) both of which are dated in the 50th year of the king’s reign. In the 
latter the surname Rajakésarivarman is absent. Yet, as no other Chola king of Ше” 
name Kulottunga ruled for such a long period as 50 years, we may safely identify 
him with Kulottunga I. Besides, the astronomical details for caleulation supplied by 
this record have been verified by Mr. Swamikkannu Pillai and found to be correct for 
Kulottunga-Chóla І. 

Reference has been made in the conrse of my account to a number of officers 
who visited the Tiruvorriyür temple frequently and held enquiries into its management. 
In No. 221 of Appendix B, it is stated that the lands originally enjoyed by the 
laliyilàr (a class of dancing women °) in the temple at Tiruvorriytr had been шан

34. A dozen inscriptions of Vikrama-Chóla have been copied during the year 
under review and range between his 10th and 15th years. No. 285 of Appendix B 
from Sivanküdal registers a grant of land for conducting a festival in the temple

The Réajardjan-uld, another Tamil poem 
composed in honour of Rajaraja II., son of Kulottunga IL, also claims the act for its 
hero. The fact, therefore, appears to be that these two kings only claimed the title, 
while actually the act may have been done by Vikrama-Chola, long before whom 
Parantaka I., is known also to have performed the same meritorious deed. Two inscrip- 
tions copied at Alangudi and Tirumalavsdi in previous years (Nos. 165 of 1894 and 
82 of 1895) elso attribute the act to Vikrama-Chola ( Annual Report for 1899, page 19).

(No. 512 of Appendix i5). Not being able to pay the fine, he appears to have sold 
some land belonging to him at Srikantha-chaturvédimangalam a suburb of Ürrattür. 
A similar case of a Brahmana who had actually stolen the jewels of the goddess in 
the temple and was, therefore, compelled to give up his land as a dévadana to that 
temple, is recorded in No. 490 of Appendix B, af the time of Kulottunga-Chola III.

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No. 127 of 1896, which opens with the same introduction and is dated in the reign 
of Rajakésarivarman Kulóttunga-Choladeva, makes reference to the temple of Aka- 
lanke$vara, evidently so called after Vikrama-Chóla who bore tbe surname Akalanka 
It is evident, therefore, that Kulottunga-Chola here referred 10 is the second of 
that name and not the first. Again, Nos. 196 of 1902 and 303 of 1907 which 
begin with the identical introduction, quote the 7th and 4th years of Vikrama-Chóla 
respectively, and point to the same conclusion. These facts, taken together, make it 
apparent that No. 23 of Appendix C with the introduction ७०८७ avers, ete., like- 
wise belongs to Rajakésarivarman Kulottunga-Chola II., who succeeded Vikrama- 
Chola in A.D. 1133.

36. The relation which Parakésarivarman Кајатаја II. bore to his predecessor 
Kulóttunga II., is not stated anywhere. A record from Valuvür (No. 418 of Appen- 
dix B) refers to a transaction made in the 
Кајатаја IL, probably related to Vikrama- sixth year of Periyadévar Vikrama-Chola- 
Chola, as his son déva. The attribute Periyudévar may be 
taken to denote that Vikrama-Chola was the father of Rajaraja П; and the title Каја- 
késarivarman sometimes also applied to Rajaraja П, in inscriptions (vide Nos. 22 of 
Appendix C and 123 of Appendix B) may have been due to his being the son of Para 
kesarivarman Vikrama-Chola. Lands granted to the temple at Tiruppalatturai in the 
12th year of the king (No. 440 of Appendix B) were clubbed together under the name 
Rajagambhiranallir, after the title Raja- 
gambhira which was probably held Бу 
Rajaraja П. Reference is made in this record to the “ land survey” made in the 
sixteenth year of the lord who abolished tolls (४.४. Kulottunga-Chola I.). The royal 
secretary (tirumandira-olai) of Rajaraja II. was Rajaéraya-Pallavaraiyan as stated in 
No. 580 of Appendix B. We know that the 8th year of Parakésarivarman Rajadhi 
raja II. was 15 yearslater than the 19th year of Кајагаја II. (South-Indian Ins- 
"eriplions, Vol. III. p. 207). It is, therefore, certain that Бајагаја Il. should have 
reigned for at least 26 years. Until now, the latest date discovered for him was his 
18th year. No. 123 of Appendix B copied at Tiruvorriyür supplies a record of his 
27th year which may correspond to A.D. 1172.

37. Nineteen inscriptions of Rajakésarivarman Rajadhiraja II. have been regis- 
tered in Appendices B and C. Of these three open with the historical introduction 
Se Es, etc. and five give him the epithet ‘‘ who was pleased to take 

Rajadh H Madurai and Ilam (Ceylon)”. From an 

DNA examination of his inscriptions eopied in 

previous years it is found’ that the earliest record in which the epithet “ who 

was pleased to take Madura and Ceylon” appears, is dated in his 12th year 

{= A.D. 1175). It is, therefore, probable that Rajidhiraja assumed this title soon 

after the war of the Pandyan succession, which, as surmised by Mr. Venkayya, began 
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about 1171-72 A.D. No. 421 of Appendix B from Valuvür in the Tanjore district 
Tiruveribāvai and Vàdavorali-Nayanar. registers a gift of 30 käsu from the interest 


made for reciting Tiruvembdvat in the presence of (the image) Tiruvadavirali-Nayanar, 


on the day of Tiruvàdirai in the month of Margali.

38. The largest number of the records copied, belongs to Kulottunga- 
Chola III., who ascended the throne in A.D. 1178. In 20 inscriptions, the king is

for so doing has not, however, been specified. The record confirms the existence of 
a system of periodical division of lands and indicates clearly the inter-dependence of 
the villagers and their communal life. Lands purchased by a private individual for 
the purpose of laying out a road through which was to be carried in procession the 
image of Sirala-Pillayar from the shrine of Siruttondadéva at Tiruchchengattangudi 
to the village Marugal (No. 66 of 
Appendix C) were, under orders of the 
king, removed from the account of taxable lands. This procedure involved, evidently, 
a change in accounts of a very complex nature. Reference in this connection 
is made to the land survey conducted in the 16th year of Kulottunga-Chola 1. * who 
abolished tolls’. Sirala-Pillaiyar herein mentioned must be the deified son of 
the historie Siruttonda who, as already stated, was also enshrined with Uttarapati- 
Nayaka in the Siruttondar-tirum&ligai within the temple at Tiruchchengattangudi 
(No. 67 of Appendix C).

The latter is probably the same as the one 
now preserved in the temple and reproduced in the Madras Archeological Survey 
Report for 1911-12, Plate I, fig. 2.

The origin of the Idangat class of 98 sub- connection No. 489 of Appendix B isa 
sects, given in a record from Uttattir. very interesting document. It narrates 
in detail the origin of the /dangai classes. 

‘of 98 sub-sects, as described by themselves, “* While, in order to kill the demons (that 
disturbed) the sacrifices of the sage Ka$yapa, we were made to appear from the 
agni-kunda (1.6., the sacrificial fire-pit) and while we were thus protecting the said 
sacrifice, Chakravartin Arindama honoured the officiating sage-priests by carrying 
them in a ear and led them to a Bráhmana colony (newly founded by himself). 
On this occasion we were made to take our seats on the back side of the car and to. 
carry the slippers and umbrellas of these sages. Eventually with these Bráhmana 
sages we also were made to settle down in the villages of Tiruvellarai, Pachchil, 
Truvasi, Tiruppidavür, Ürrattür and Karaikkadu of Sennivala-kürram (all of which are 
places now situated in the Trichinopoly district). We received the clan. name Idañgai, 
because the sages (while they got down their cars) were supported by us on their left 
side. The ancestors of this our sect having lost their credentials and insignia (?) in 
jungles and bushes, we were ignorant of our origin. Having now once learnt it, we, 
the members of the 98 sub-sects enter into 
a compact, in the 40th year of the king, 
that we shall hereafter behave like: the 
sons of the same parents and what good or evil may befall any one ot us, will be 
shared by all. If anything derogatory happens to the Zdanga? class, we will jointly 
assert our rights till we establish them. It is also understood that only those who, 
during their congregational meetings to settle communal disputes, display the birudas 
of horn, bugle and parasol shall belong to 
our class. Those who have to recognise 
us now and hereafter, in pubiic, must do so from our distinguishing symbols—the 
feather of the crane and the loose-hanging hair (?) The horn and the conch-shell 
shali also be sounded in front of us and the bugle blown according to the fashion 
obtaining among the Jdangai people. Those who act in contravention to these rules 
shall be treated as the enemies of our class. Those who behave differently from 
the rules (thus) prescribed for the conduct of 7danga? classes shall be excommunicated 
and shall not be recognised as Srutimans. They will be considered slaves of the 
classes who are opposed to us.” This 
interesting document is stated to have 
been engraved here and also in the temple 
at Tiruppafitili by the Srwdimans of the district. From a study of the inscriptions at 
Üttattür (Nos. 489-531 of Appendix B) it appears almost certain that Srutimáns must 
have been a sect of cultivators of the Iganga! community. A later record from 
Aduturai in the Trichinopoly district (No. 34 of Appendix C) refers, again, to the 98 
sub-sects of the Радайда! and the Idangai classes and to the hardships which they 
were undergoing at the hands of the Vanmya tenants and the Brahmana and Vellàla 
landlords who were backed up by Government officials. No. 202 of Appendix B refers 
to the coercive process adopted by prince (2) Р агуйг Yadavarayar m collecting the 
Ponvari imposed by prince Yadavarayar rents on land. We are informed that, їш 
even on the uncultivated waste in villages. the 34th year of the king, Yadavaraya 
imposed the tax pomvari uniformly on all 

the lands in the country at 2 mada per ४८७ without exempting, as usual, the un- 
cultivated waste in villages. He appointed Valaiyamalagiyàn Kulottungaáóola-Paiyyür- 
nadalvan to collect the revenue which was thus arbitrarily imposed. The landholders 
of Punnaivayil alias Ràjanàr&yana-chatruvédimangalam being thus obliged to pay 
the additional taxation, the utmost that could be got from them was exacted, and, for 
The village assembly held responsible for Бан авсаны याजा हात ol e mee 
the unpaid balance of assessment on the assembly 2 held responsib "bi Were 
village. arrested and imprisoned.

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perhaps, to clear the revenue arrears. The record goes on to state that after assigning 
portions of the land to a Vishnu temple, a Jaina palli, a Pidári shrine, the Bhattas, 
etc., the remaining 60 valis were dedicated by the purchaser, with the permission of 
the king, for the maintenance of the pavilion called Vyàkaranadàna-vyükhyàna- 
mandapa in the Tiruvorriyür temple, for the up-keep of the teachers and pupils who 
studied grammar there, and, for the worship of the god Vyakaranadana-Perumal (2.6., 
Siva) who in this very mandapa ‘ was pleased to appear before Panini-Bhagavan for 
fourteen continuous days and to teach 
him the first 14 aphorisms (with whieh 
begins Panini’s grammar)? In a later 
record of the time of Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya III (No. 110 of 1912), the tax 
ponvart which was collected in the northern and southern divisions of Tiruvorriyür 
is stated to have been assigned for maintaining this same historic mandapa and other 
similar buildings of the temple. The Grammar-hall thus referred to as the original 
place where Panini received the first 14 aphorisms (called Máheávara-sütras) directly 
from Siva, is no longer pointed out at present in the Tiruvorriyür temple. 

40. The permission of the king, mentioned in the record just reviewed, is regis- 
tered in No. 201 of Appendix B which is dated in the 38th year of Konerininaikon- 
dàn (Касни оја ПІ.). It states that on the recommendation of Vanidarayar, 
the king declared that the 80 welts of land which constituted the village Kulattür 
alias KulottungaSolan-Kavanür and which were presented for the up-keep of the 
Vyakaranadana-vyikhyana-mandapa in the temple of Tiruvorriyür by Duggaiyandi 
Мауака, the agent of Sittaraisa, шау be. made rent-free (inclusive of албагдуа-рй Нат). 
The charter was signed by the Secretary (tirumandira-olai) Neriyudaichcehola- 
Müvéndavelàn, the first part of which viz. Neriyudaichchdla was evidently a 
surname of king  Kulottunga-Chola himself. Vy&ükaranadána-Perumàál applied 
to Siva in these inscriptions appears 
again in No. 120 of Appendix B, where 
Tiruvorryür-Ammai ‘of world-wide 
fame? who was one of the padiyilar i.e., devotees, (elsewhere translated as dancing 
girls) of the temple is stated to have waited upon the feet of Ulaguyya-Nayanar (i.e. 
the king) and to have secured some presents of jewels (tiruvddutandu) and land 
for the god Vyakaranadina-Perumal and the goddess Periya-Nachchiyar of the Tiru- 
vorriyür temple. Ulaguyya-Nayanar appears from this to have been a surname of 
Kulottunga-Chola III. No. 125 of Appendix B from the Tiruvorriyür temple begins 
with the introduction Флоте (095768 (8, etc. which was found last year in a record 
from the Nàge$varasvamin temple at Kumbhakonam to have been applied to Kulot- 
tunga’s successor Rajakésarivarman Rajaraja HII. (Report for 1911-12, Part II., 
paragraph 31). The present record calls the king Parakésarivarman alias Tribhuvana- 
ehakravartin Ulaguyyavanda-Perumal ‘who captured all countries that he saw, 
(but) gave back none that he (once) conquered’. The title Parakésarivarman and 
the name Ulaguyyavanda-Perumàl make it clear that by the latter is meant Kulot- 
tunga-Chola Ш. who was seen in No. 120 of Appendix B, to have borne the surname

Another Secretary of the king mentioned in 
the Tiruvorriyür inscriptions was Minavan-Müvendavelàr (No. 209 of Appendix B)

Neriyudaichchdla and Ulaguyya-Nayanar, 
surnames of Kuldttuiga-Chola LIT. 
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(Nos. 476 of Appendix B and 70 of Appendix C) was still another officer of the king 
doing similar duty. Sengéni Ammaiyappan Kannudai-Perumál alias Vikramaáola 

ambuvaràyan granted antardyam, vetii, tamyal and other petty taxes to the Siva 
temple at Solapuram (No. 848 of 1912). Evidently this chief was in possession of 
the country round Solapuram and was ruling almost independently. The two political 
compaets noted on page 13 of the Report for 1900 include the name of Sengéni 
-Ammaiyappan Attimallan alias Vikramaéola Sambuvarayan who as Mr. Venkavya 
surmised must have been a chief of some power and influence. Kannudaipperumal 
and Attimallan were evidently surnames of the same chief or of two different chiefs 
who were closely related to one another. 


41. One or two points of interest still remain to be recorded from the inscriptions 
of Kuldttunga-Chola III. copied during the year. . It is stated in No. 47 of Appendix C 
from Sivayam that that record was re-engraved as per the original found on the walls of 
the Vinayaka-Pillaiyar shrine before the 
latter was pulled down for repairs. This 
course was always adopted by kings of 
old and if the Nattukottai Chetties did 
the same in carrying out their extensive repairs to the temples of Southern India, it 
would certainly be a wise step which would place all students of South-Indian 
Epigraphy under deep obligation to the Chetties. Some intelligent engravers on 
stone helped by the members of the Archeological staff must, in my opinion, be 
enough to carry out this old seheme of preserving ancient records from complete ruin. 

Periyadévur Kulottunga-Soladeva, in whose time a temple was constructed for 
the god Tiruvirama-Nandi§vara at Tirukkannapuram and the document therewith 
connected, engraved in the llth year of Kulottunga-Chola III. on the walls of the 
Ganapati$vara temple at Tiruchchengattangudi, apparently for the reason that the 
former was constructed only of brick, mus tbe either Kulottunga II. or Kulottunga I. 
(No. 65 of Appendix С). The: greater probability is that the reference is to the 
latter. In either case, Perijadécar must be taken to mean a respected predecessor 
and not necessarily a father or brother, as interpreted in the other instances where 
the same term has oceurred. 


Re-engraving inscriptions on temple walls after 
renovation—an old method of preserving 
ancient records from ruin. 


42. Sixty-three inscriptions in the collection belong to Rajaraja III. and most 
Rajarijs Ш of them contain astronomical details which 

! admit of calculation. A pretty large 

number of these come from T'iruvorriyür, Tirunirmalai, Tirutturaippündi and Uttattar. 


It was remarked in the last Annual Report (Part П., page 68, paragraph 80) 
that Kulottunga ПІ. was present at one of the festivals in the Tiruvorriyür temple and 
made certain grants. From No. 211 of Appendix B we learn that in his 19th year, 
Бајагаја III. was also at Tiruvorriyür on the ae of the оо Tiruvavani-

1 the style called agamargam, by one of the 

padiyilàrs (dancing girls) of the temple. Gifts of hereditary servants to temples were 
not uncommon 1n the Chóla period. An inscription from Tiruvorriyür (No. 122 of 
Appendix B) states that five women with their deseendants were assigned to 
the temple for husking paddy. That there was a special institution in the 
Tiruvorriyür temple for the teaching of Panini’s Grammar has been frequently referred 
to. Itis interesting to note that one of the worshipping priests in the temple was called 
Vyakaranadina-Bhatta, evidently after the god Siva * who gave Grammar (to Panini).’ 
The question having arisen whether Tiruvorriyür and the villages belonging to it. 
(dévamandalam) were tax-free the king who was approached in the matter declared 
that they were niigal, in the sense that the taxes collected therein, had to be made over 
to the temple and not to the king. Accordingly, (No. 199 of Appendix B) some 
puravuvari (taxes) which had been left uncollected for a time, viz., vett, pudavai-mudal, 
tiraikkāsu, asuvigal-kasu, kudi-kasu, tee levied on uvachchars (drummers) and on looms, 
igavari-kü$u, kāttigai-käsu, vélichchinnam, 
veth-kasu, $irupadikaval on lands growing 
gingelly and cotton, grain for supervision 
(kankani), kurra-dandam, patt-dandam, kartigai-kasu on oil-mongers, fee on dyers and

Some items of puravuvari (taxes), collected by 
the temple, under orders of the king. ~ 
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.arisi-kàéu on salt-pans, were collected. Мапу of these unexplained revenue terms 
were, perhaps, only petty obligations which are extant even to this day in villages. 
They were, nevertheless, mentioned in documents only to make these latter complete. 
Vira-Narasitnhadéva Yadavaraya who was one of the chief administrative officers of 
the king and under whose orders (6/az) the above revenue was collected, is stated in 
No. 227 of Appendix B, to have founded a Z/Aga-shrine in the inner circuit of the 
Tirruvorriyür temple and to have called it Vira-Nàrasimhévara after his own name, 
It was evidently this same Vira-Narasimhadéva Yàdavaráya during whose time repairs 
are stated to have been made to the temple on the Tirumala hill (Dr. Hultzsch’s report 
for February and Mareh 1889, paragraph 3). "We learn also from the record under 
reference that the territorial division Pular-kóttam which in early Chola inscriptions 
was surnamed Ràjéndra$ola-valanàdu, was now termed Vikkiramasdla-valanadu. 

The two Vaishnava temples of Tirunirmalai, one on the hill and one in the village, 
are both called Ranganatha. In the 
latter, there are two shrines one of which 
is that of Nirvannar sung in the Vaishnava scriptures and the other, Chakravarti- 
Tirumaganar, je., Rama, which is apparently of recent date being constructed of 
stones brought from a temple at Pammal which is not far from Tirunirmalai (Nos. 554 
to 557 of Appendix B). The upper temple contains a shrine of Singapperumàl who 
in inscription No. 561 of Appendix B is called the lord of Tirunirmalai and in 
No. 562, as the god within the temple of Nirvannar. Perhaps, the temple on the 
hill represented the original Nirvannar sung in the Vaishnava hymns. The two 
inscriptions mention the coin Gandagopálag-pudumüádai which must have been evidently 
issued by Gandagopala Madurantakan Pottappichchdlan, another administrative officer 
of the king like Vira-Nárasimha Yadavaraya. He apparently held the title Tiruvali- 
parappinàn (z.e.. who spread Vaishnavism in the country) as may be inferred from a 
special worship, so called, which he established in the Nirvannar temple at ‘lirunir- 
malai (No. 534 of Appendix B). Pillaiyar Solagangadeva mentioned in No. 549 
from the same temple may have been 
a prince whose name is disclosed for the 
first time. He is, perhaps, identical with Solagángan who often figures in inscriptions 
issuing orders (0102), independently.

An order of the assembly of Tirutturaippündi which included within it the 
committee of annual supervision (samvatsara-gramakaryam) declared some lands 
connected with the sacred tank of the temple and a mandapa adjoining it, tax-free 
(irai-ili) The document is signed by about 50 persons who were evidently the 
members of the village assembly. The privileges which 2/а2-41: lands enjoyed at the 
time are defined. A portion of the village Sattamangalam is reported to have been a 
Pallichchandam 7.e., prepety of a Jaina temple, in No. 466 of Appendix B. It is, 
therefore, likely that there was a Jaina settlement at or near Tirutturaippündi in the 
beginning of the 13th century A.D. No. 471 of Appendix B,is an interesting 
record which states that a certain Tiruchehirramabala-mudaliyár, a Saiva devotee came 
to Tirutturaippündi and was requested by the people of that village to make his home 
there. The pious villagers built a monastery (Sms) for him and also provided for

A crusade against uonbrahmanical monasteries monastery. It is stated that in the 
(kuhai) in the 22nd year of Kulottunga- 29nd f Periyadēvar th 
Chola TIL. nd year of Periyadēvar there was a 
j . general crusade against monasteries of 
this type (Sos 8) 9 sea), when, all the property of the monastery under reference 
was confiscated. Tiruchchirrambala-mudaliyar survived for two years after this event 
and died ; and Hridayadéva succeeded to preside over both (2) the monasteries. The 
exact object of the record is not clear. Kuha:-idi-kalaham which happened in the 
22nd year of Periyadévar (i.e. Kulottunga-Chola III.) must have been instigated by the 
Brahmanas against the non-Brahmanical Saiva mathas. It is-not likely that these 
latter were altogether suppressed ; for, in the time of Rajaraja III. and subsequently, 
they flourished under the patronage of the ruling chiefs and private individuals (Report 
for 1908-09, Part IL, р. 104 f) A certain Palaravaya is.stated in No. 477 of 
Appendix B to have built of bricks a Saiva-matha at Selva-Tiruvàrür, which was 
presided over by Nétradéva. 
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In Sanskrit inscriptions where a sale ог gift of land is recorded, the purchaser 
is usually permitted to enjoy the eight rights of ownership (ashfabhogatéjassvamya), 
-yiz., water, minerals, hidden treasure, ‘stone, akshinz, future income, past income and 
probable income. In Tamil inscriptions 
the corresponding rights of conveyance 
-enumerated (asin No. 32 of 1913) are :— Wet land, dry land, village site, tank, swamps 
common land, podári, татти, land on which the cattle are gathered kalar, kalli, trees 
on surface, water at the bottom of wells and such others. 


Rights of ownership specified in inscriptions. 


Two inscriptions from Tiruchchengattangudi of Rajaraja’s reign, refer to further 
incidents in connection with Siruttonda Nàyanür. No. 69 of Appendix C mentions 
Uttarapati-Nayaka as the ‘god who gave salvation’ thereby corroborating the 
statement of the Periyapurdnam, that Siva in the form of Bhairava from the north 
( Uttarüpatha) manifested himself before his devotee Siruttonda and granted him salva- 
tion. From a statement made in No. 63 of Appendix C it appears as if the image of 
Siruttondadéva had a place within the shrine of the present Uttarápati-Nayaka ; and 
this may have been the reason why the latter is called Siruttondar-buméligai in 
inscriptions. The t7umandira-6lai (royal 
secretary) was Ràjendrasimha-M üvenda- 
vélàn who, as we have seen already, was also serving Kulottunga-Chola IIl. Other 
officers were Malaiyan-Vanarayan (No. 3 of Appendix C), Vanakovaraiyan (No. 4 
of the same), Sendamaraikannan Vayiradarayan of Vayalür, Tondaimán Sédiyaraya- 
dévan, Kalingarayan, Viluppadarayan, Lankesvaran and Gangéyarayan. : 

43. Only two records of Rajendra-Chola III. in the collection have been found 
worth mentioning. They come from Sivàyam (No. 49 of Appendix C) and Tiruchchen- 
gattangudi (No. 77 of the same). The latter begins with a Sanskrit verse in which 

alándra-Oh8 immedi the king is called Parakésarivarman 
ар, з Ràjendra-Chola. This suggests that he 
must have been the immediate successor 

-of Rajakésarivarman Кајагаја III. The preamble which follows the Sanskrit verse 
is similar to what was recorded last year from an inscription copied at Lépika and in 
the previous years at Srirangam and Tripurántakam. It points to Ràjéndra-Chola 
ПІ. having once again revived the lost or rather declining glory of the Chola kings 
by capturing in the north * Uttara-Lanka -which was the stronghold of Virarakshasa, 
the sole hero among the Vadugas (2.e., the T'elugus)-” Uttara-Lanka sounds like the 
name of one of the island towns in the delta of the Godavari river and, if so, estab- 
lishes that Rajéndra-Chola must have carried his arms as far north as Rajahmundry. 
His ‘inscriptions at  Lepaka in the 
Cuddapah district and further north at 
Tripurantakam in the Kurnool district 
partly confirm his boasted invasion of the Telugu country; but further discoveries 
alone must corroborate the extent of it. The object of Ràjéndra-Chola's northern 
-campaign was evidently to crush the descendants or allies of Perufijingadéva (see 
paragraph 66, below) whose prowess was the chief cause of (his predecessor) 
Rajaraja ПГв discomfiture and whose influence, we know, extended even as far 
as Draksharama in the Godavari district. The attribute Chdlakula-paribhava-nira- 
karana-vikrama clearly indicates this attitude of Ràjendra-Chola. His cutting off 
the crowned heads of two Pandya kings proves his sway over the south. Rajéndra- 
Chóla was a bitter enemy of the Karnàta king ie., the Hoysala Sdméévara. In 
inscriptions he, consequently, receives the title máma-Somesrara-kaladanda i.e. ‘ the 
hostile rod of death to uncle SdméSvara.’ The record under reference substitutes 
Karnàfa-ràja for mima-Some$vara in the above epithet and adds that Vira-Soméávara 
was so thoroughly humbled that he was compelled to put on Ràjéndra-Chola's leg, 
with his own hands, ‘the anklet of heroes? In No. 49 of Appendix C it is stated 
that the affairs in the temple of Manikkamalai-udaiya-Nayanar were enquired 
into by a committee which included the great minister Mandalika-Murari aliya- 
Somaya-Dandanàyaka, Sévaya-Dandanayaka, Sdmanatha-Vittaya, one of the officer 
in the palace of Sdméévaradéva, the mēhkēśvaras, the temple trustees (sthanikas) 
-and the merchants of SivapadaSékharapura (ie. Sivayam). That the ministers and 
the officers of Sóme$vara (¿.e., the Hoysala king Vira-Some$vara) acted on the com- 
3mittee of enquiry is evident proof of the latter having duly recognised the sovereign.

eould not have been reached without preliminary contests which apparently entitled 
Somegvara also to call himself the ‘ uprooter of Rajéndra-Chola,’ in inscriptions. 
Still another record from Valuvür which is partly built in (No. 425 of Appendix B) 
begins with an introduction whose first words, are yoma u Amotasi ete, This 
introduction is new. It registers that the goddess of wealth, learning, fame and 
dominion flourished under his protection, that he was born of the Solar race, that he 
established the six systems of religion (samaya) and that all kings including the 

eralas obeyed his commands. We know of several inscriptions of Rajéndra-Chola 
copied in previous years which begin with the short introduction ypy Seyi ete., 
which, in substance, is only an abstract of the above. 


THE PANDYAS. 


44. Ten records of Sundara-Pàndya have been registered in the Appendices. 
Of these, Nos. 11 and 13 of Appendix C have to be attributed to Jatàvarman Sundara- 
Pandya І. Both mention his queen Tennavanai-muludumudaiyal; while the latter 
supplies the characteristic title emmandalamungond-aruliya (i.e. who was pleased to 
conquer every country) which has, so far, been taken to apply to Jatavarman 
Sundara-Pàndya I. No. 12 of Appendix C, though it is not dated in the reign of any 
particular king, may betaken to belong to 
the same Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya I, 
as reference is here made to the Bkarani-festival in the Vishnu temple at Perambalür, 
founded on the birth-day of Akkan who is apparently the same as queen Tennavanai- 
muludumudaiyal This festival is mentioned in Nos. 11 and 18 as having been 
celebrated on the birth-day of the queen. No. 237 of Appendix B records the gift 
of а door-post (?) called Ellàndalaiyána-Perumal-fruvasal, by the chief Pottappirayan, 
for the health of Perumal Sundara-Pàndyadéva. Evidently, Jatavarman Sundara- 
. Pandya І is also meant here, inasmuch as the title Ellandalaiyana-Peruma] which means 
‘the lord who is the chief of the whole (world) ’ occurs in a modified form as the legend 
on three coins described by Professor Hultzsch in Ind. Ant., Vol. XXI, page 324, and 
attributed by him to Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya I who succeeded to the throne in 
` AD 1251. Nos. 79, 80 and 81 of 1903 
from Séndamangalam in the South Arcot 
district, all of which probably belong to the 17th year of Sundara-Pindya, mention 
Ellandalaiyana-Perumal and must, apparently, be referred to Jativarman Sundara- 
Pandya І. The introduction Samasta-jagad-adhara, etc., which begins No. 508 of 
Appendix B is dated in the 18th year of Jatavarman Sundara-Pandyadéva and is to be 
ascribed to the first king of that name. It registers the grant, to a private individval, 
of two villages ‘which had been abandoned for a long time and whose tanks had 
| breached. The signatories were Kalinga- 
тауап, Viragangan, Gurukularayan, 
Viluppadarayan, Seliyadaraiyan and others who were probably Sundara-Pandya’s 
officers. No. 8 of Appendix C seems to give him the title Konerinmaikondàn and 
registers the curious fact that the villagers had to make use of the ойлат and kadama: 
income collected from the vdrapparru and the kadamaipparru villages respectively, in 
securing the friendship of the agents of Sundara-Pándya. Perhaps the villagers had 
actually to bribe them if they were to attend to their daily avocations undisturbed.

45. From calculations of astronomieal details given in No. 426 of Appendix B, 
Mr. Swamikannu Pillai informs me that this record belongs to the time ofa certain 
Sundara-Pandyadéva who succeeded to the throne in A.D. 1270-71 and who in this 
case, must have been co-regent with Maravarman Kulasékhara I. This Sundara- 
Pandya has, therefore, to be called Jatà- 
varman Sundara-Pandya II. Nos. 110 
and 498 of the same Appendix belong to 
the time of Jatavarman Sundara-Pándya (III) whose initial date was A.D. 1276 and 
who, till now, was known as Jatávarman Sundara-Pàndya П. Arunagiripperumal 
Nilgangaraiyar mentioned as the donor in No. 537 of Appendix B, was apparently 
the same chief who improved the temple at Tirumalisai and was the feudatory of 
Vijaya-Gandagopaladéva and perhaps also of Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya III. 


Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya II, and Jatavar- 
man Sundara-Pandya 111. 
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Nos. 555 of Appendix B and 29 of Appendix C are dated in the reign of Maravarman 
Kulasékhara. The former belongs to the 
Maravarman Kulasékhara I and Maravarman first king of that name who succeeded 
पावल याचे H: to the throne in A.D. 1268 and the latter 
to Maravarman Kula$eékhara II. From the second record we also gather that Māra- 
varman Kulasékhara IT, was apparently surnamed Abhangarahuttaraya. Jatavarman 
Vira-Pandyadéva of No. 38 of Appendix C is probably to be identified with the 
Pandya king who succeeded to the throne in A.D. 1295-96 (Ер. Ind. Vol. X. р. 
137) on the supposition that Visaiyalayadéva who is here stated to have taken part 
along with Perumal Kulasékharadéva in 
settling a commotion among the mudalis, 
may have been the same Viáalayadeva who was concerned in the reconsecration of 
the Tirupputtür temple in the Madura distriet, subsequent to the Muhammadan 
occupation (Annual Report for 1908-1909, part If, paragraph 27).

_ 46. Four inscriptions of king РагаКгаша-Рапдуа in the collection come from 
Aduturai and Tiruchchengattangudi. No. 76 of Appendix, C dated in the 7th year 
of the king refers to a matha at Tiruchehengattàngudi called Siralan-Siruttondan- 
tirumadam and to the god Uttarapati-Nayaka who, as mentioned in paragraph 42, 
above, was enshrined in Siruttondar-tirumaligai. Two of the Aduturai inscriptions 
(Nos. 24 and 33 of Appendix C) are dated 
in the 2nd year of the king and provide 
for the festival Purattadi-tirunal which was instituted in the Kurramporuttaruliyd- 
Nayanar temple by the king, in order to commemorate the asterism Piradam (Pürvà- 
shadha) under which he was born. In one of these epigraphs, Parakrama-Pandya also 
receives the surname Kinérinmélkondan. ‘rhe details of date given in the record 
work out (according to Mr. Swamikannu Pillai) correctly, for Maravarman РагаКгаша- 
Pandya whose initial date as fixed by Professor Kielhorn is A.D. 1334-5. Still 
another record from Aduturai (No. 35 of Appendix C) belongs to the 4th year of 
the king and mentions the conference held at Ugalür by the nägu, nagara and the 
pannāttavar of all districts in order to enquire into offences (gyfer алд) which may 
have been committed by the members of its fold. An earlier record of the 4th year 
of Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladéva is incidentally referred to. In this 
latter, was apparently registered the fact that certain Pall: families who owned kant 
in various villages. resolved to maintain the temple of Kurramporuttaruliya-Nayanar 
under rather peculiar circumstances.

ete.) . For this voluntary act of service the Pallis were honoured in the temple by 
being presented with silk parivatéams and being permitted to announce their presence 
by proclaiming ‘ (here) comes Pannattan Tambiran, the déva of all divas. Theabove . 
arrangement, it appears, was approved and sanctioned by Perumal Kulottunga- 
Chóladéva. In the 4th year of РагаКгаша-Рапдуа this old charter was renewed and 
the Pallis were allowed to collect the 
specified dues as before and in addition 
to gather 1 panam from each family by 
adopting all possible coercive measures, in order to conduct the festivals and the daily 
worship in the temple at Aduturai.

47. The first point to note in the above inscription is that Parakrama-Pandya 
must have been a Pandya king, later in time than Vikrama-Chola and (his successor) 
Perumal Kulóttunga-Chola Il. The war of Periyavadugan which is referred to as 
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having happened in or before the time of Vikrama-Chola, is not quite clear. This 
may be taken to indicate one of the wars with Kalinga carried on either by Kulot- 
tunga-Chola I orby his son and suceessor Vikrama-Chola. The Vadugan (northerner) 
in the case of these Kalinga wars, did not actually invade the south and consequently, 
there could not be any oceasion for the Aduturai temple, to be affected by the 
campaign. Itis much less intelligible why the images must have been on their way 
Periyavadugan, probably the same as the to Dorasamudra, the capital of the 
Hoysala king हिमत ада I. Hoysala kings of Mysore. Could the 
relerence be to the boasted conquests of 
the great Hoysala Vishnuvardhana I. who, about this time, vastly extended bis 
dominion and freed his country of Chola supremacy (Rice's Mysore and Coorg From 
Inscriptions, page 99)? If this is possible, the victorious march of Vishnuvardhana 
right up to Rāmēśvaram, may, no longer be supposed vain talk. Perhaps, he actually 
entered the Trichinopoly district when, some of his followers attempted to carry away 
the images of the Aduturai temple to Dorasamudra. The conference held by the 
Pallis to settle their communal disputes and the coercive measures adopted by them, 
with the permission of the king, to collect money and rice for the maintenance of 
the temple, are also interesting. Even to-day the Pa//is and other allied castes decide 
their disputes by referring them to an assembly of elders. It does not reflect well on 
the Chola system of administration in the beginning of the 12th century A.D., to 
have allowed coercive measures such as ‘ thrusting and beating,’ in collecting arrears 
of revenue. 


THE WESTERN CHALUKYAS OF KALYANI. 

48. An important copper-plate grant of the Western Chalukya king Vikrama- 
ditya VI (A.D, 1055-56 and 1076-1126) was obtained from Nilagunda in the 
Harpanahalli taluka of the Bellary district by the acting Kanarese Assistant, Mr. 
G. V. Rangarajayya. 1 have given a description of the plates already in Part I of this 
report. The record belongs to the time of king Tribhuvanamalla Vikramaditya VI 
and is dated in the 12th and the 48th 
years of the Chalukya-Vikrama Era which 
commenced with the accession of Tribhuvanamalla. Dr. Fleet has published in Indian 
Anliquary, Vol. XVI (p. 15-24), a similar copper-plate grant from Kauthém which, 
however, belongs to the time of Vikramaditya V, a grand-uncle of Vikramaditya 
VI. Three other allied inscriptions (one of which is a copper-plate grant from Мїга) 
Simil 1 : I . of the time of Jayasimha 11) and two stone 
imilar records published in the Indian Anti- tablets of Vikramaditya VI from Yewür 

४४८४४. and Alar, have also been noticed by the 
same scholar (2044. Vol. VIII, p. 10-23). Тһе Nilagunda plates under review 
clear some of the doubtful points in the interpretation of verses about Vikramaditya 
V which occur in all these inscriptions. -Only one passage which appears to me to 
be of any historical interest is that which refers toVikramaditya VI as t Chalukya- 
rama,’ who with his younger brother 1s stated to have gone like the Epic hero Kama 
to recover (Sita) the prosperous royalty of the Vallabha (ze. the Chalukya) kings 
born of (his father) Janaka and on the side of the sea, to have received homage from 
the Dravida king who had fled for refuge from ‘(his) country of many sides (76. a 
country which was, in a state of revolt or anarchy)’. It must be inferred from this 
that the Chalukya kings had substantially lost much in their continuous fight with 
the Chólas, and that Vikramaditya VI retrieved the dwindling fortune of the 
dynasty. 

The object of the grant was the gift of two villages to certain learned Bráhmanas 
who had immigrated from the Dravida-dééa (2.6. the Chola country). The first was

1087-8, aad con- 
sisted of the village Nirugunda (from which the plates come) in Vikkiga seventy — a 
district included in Kokali five hundred. The grant was made at the request (vijñapti) 
of a certain Palata-Pándya while the king was encamped at Kalyanapura. The 
second grant recorded in the plate was made to the same Brahmanas at the request of 
Raya-Pandya, the grandson of Palata-Pandya who in his turn, was requested Бу 
Dravidaditya ‘the Chief Secretary,’ in the Chalukya-Vikrama year 48 ( = A.D. 
1128-4) while the king was encamped at Jayantipura (i.e. Banavasi) and consisted of 
the villages Sapava and Krishnapallika. А subsidiary grant was also made, perhaps,

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on this latter oceasion, of the village Adityapallika, to the god Bhims$varadéva at 
Sapava. The composer of the grant was Bhadramalaya-Pandita of KaSmira, the 
son of Bhattavilasa Ariyamasvamin, who is stated to have been the officer in charge 
of charities and to have written the documents with the approval of Vikramaditya, who 
was the son of the Рапјапауака Kalidasa and the registrar of copper-plate grants 
(Sasanadhikari). Palata-Pandya was evidently the earliest Pandya chief of Nolamba- 
‘vadi, who was subordinate to the Western Chalukya rule In Ep. Carn. Vol. XI. 
Introduction, p. 18. his name occurs as Palamanda-Pàndya or Palanta. Palata’s 
grandson Raya-Pandya is also mentioned in the same place under the name Trib- 
huvanamalla nàya-Pàndya. 


49. In the Anantapur district were copied a number of inscriptions which belong 
toa chief called Irungoladéva. As remarked in the last year's report (Part II, p. 85, 
paragraph 63) Irungola was a subordinate of the Western Chalukya king Jagadéka- 
malla II. The minister aud military officer of Irungola I was Kétanaverggade who 
made a grant to the temple of Samkaradeva 
at Eradukera in Saka 1061, Siddharthin 
( = A.D.1139) (No. 83 of Appendix C) 
Irungola otherwise called Mahamandalésvara Irungola-Chola-Maharaja, had his capital 
at Goydavadi, while his master Jagadékamalla II. was ruling at Kalyana. Another 
record of the same Irungola (No. 85 of Appendix C) comes from Eradukera and 
is dated in Saka 1065, Dumdubhi. It records that while Irungona (2.6. Irungola I.)- 
Chola-Mahárája was ruling, a certain Ganganaverggade and his servant died in a 
rebellious conflict (41402)... Їгайдбїа and his descendants are mentioned in detail in 
No. 89 of Appendix C from Kambadüru. The account agrees mostly with what has 
been found in some of the allied records of Irungola II. from the Tumkur and the 
Chitaldroog districts printed in the volumes of Mr. Rice's Epigraphia Carnatica. We 
learn that Irungola I. was the great-grandson of a certain Mangi of the Solar race and 
had himself a great-grandson named Irungola II. This latter is stated in No. 89 to 
have destroyed the fortress of Ishtikadurgga and to have stopped at Nidugal which 
is fancifully explained as the high mountain whose peaks reached the sky. Nidugal 
continued to be an important place even down to the Vijayanagara times. A copper- 
plate grant of Krishnaraya from Rayadrug (No. 7 of Appendix A) registers the gift of 
a village in Nidugalladurga-rájya. Irungola II, in the Saka year 1171 repaired the 
temple of Mallikarjuna at Kambadaholalu 
(८.९. the modern Kambadüru) and provided 
for worship, offerings, free feeding and for other enjoyments of thetemple. Хо, 84 of 
Appendix C from Eradukera belongs to the time of Mallidéva and is dated in the 
cyclic year Sàrvari. It is not impossible that this Mallidéva was a son of Irungola 
I., and was, according to a record from Hemavati in the Anantapur district, a subordi- 
nate of Tribhuvanachakravatin Kulottunga-Chola (No. 117 of 1899).

VIJAYANAGARA DyNASTIES. 

50. A record of the 9th year of Sayana-Udalyar from Tiruvorriyür (No. 240 of 
Appendix B) seems to register an act of negligence of duty on the part of the 
-agambadiyars (i.e. the servants ?) of the chief of Paduvür. It is stated that, though

Saka 1270-71 = (A.D. 1848-9). (police ), зон Тооны and disturbances 
‘had occurred in the village and that, consequently, the particular agambadiyars, 
about 48 in number, had to be either punished or otherwise corrected. Another 
inscription of Sayana-Udaiyar is dated in the 7th year, Vijaya (No. 213 of the 
same). His 15th year corresponded with the cyclic year Subhakrit, as registered 
in one of his inscriptions at Kalahasti (No. 188 of 1903). This makes Sayana- 
Udaiyar of the Tiruvorriyür inscriptions identical with that Sayana the date of whose 
accession has been fixed to be Saka 1270-71 (Annual Report for 1906-1907, p. 51 
paragraph 52) 

51. Kampana-Udaiyar, the famous son of Bukka I@who drove the Mussal- 
mans out of Madura, acquired the Rajagambhira-rajya (Ze. the Chola country 
of Kajagambhira—perhaps Rajaraja II ; see above, paragraph 36) and ruled over the 
greater part of Southern India as the deputy of his father, 18 represented by six 

inscriptions in the, collection. The 
Hampers ayar (Kampa TL) Karmayi record of Saka 1283, Plava, 
(No. 809 of Appendix B) mentions his great minister Sómappa-Udaiyar and the 
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treasurer Vittappa-Ayyan. These two officers of the palace (i.a. of the king) issued 
an order to Meydévar, who was in charge of the taxes of Puli-nadu, to assign certain 
duties, imposed in kind, on all articles that passed through his district, for the benefit 
of the Vishnu temple at Kurumavi (2.6. the present Kurmayi). In No. 310 of Appen- 
dix B, Kürmàyi is stated to have been a village in Chittiri-rajya (2.e., the province 
of Chittoor). Makapradhani Sómappa-Udaiyar who is frequently referred to in the 
inscriptions of Kampana, must have been a Sanskrit scholar as suggested by his record 
at Kadiri (No. 523 of 1906). The treasurer Vittappar is, perhaps, identical with 
Vitiappar of Anegondi who being appointed the king's officer in the Tiruvorriyür 
temple in Saka 1290, found that the Padiyilar, the Ishabhattaliyilar and the Deva- 
radiyar, had struck work in that temple and that two previous attempts at 
reconciling their differences, made in the 5th year of Кајапатауапап Sambuvaraya 
(see below, paragraph 67) by the mudaliyay of Perumbarrappuliyür (i.e. Chidam- 
baram) and subsequently by the trustees, 
Disputes among the servants of the Tiru- had proved abortive. Vittappar now 
vogriyür temple, settled. enquired of the Virasdla-anukkar and 
the Kazkkolar for the cause of this 
strike and having called together a meeting of the Srirudras, Srimahésvaras, the 
Ishabhattaliyilár and the Dévaradiyér in the Vyakaranadana-mandapa of the Tiru- 
vorriyür temple, settled a procedure in the matter of order to be followed by them in 
temple service. Here the record stops and we are not in a position to say how the 
matter ended. It, however, appears that the question was not finally settled ; for, 
three years after (2.6, in Saka 1293), under orders of Kampana-Udaiyar, these had to 
meet again in the very same mandapa, presided over, this time, by the officer Tunai- 
yirundanambi Kongarayar. More representatives than on the previous occasion had 
gathered, including the trustees and the district representatives (mafíar) and the 
question was decided not only as between the Ishabhattahyilar and the Dévaradiyar 
but concerned also indirectly the Sokkattaliyilar, Muttukkarar, Viranukkar ( Virasola- 
anukkar, mentioned already) and the Kazkkolar, all of whom must have been servants 
attached to the Tiruvorriyür temple in one capacity or another. The points settled 
were many and involved details which are unnecessary to register. In effect, the 
Ishabhattaliyilar were required to serve in the shrine of the god and the Dévaradiyar 
in that of the goddess on festive occasions celebrated within the temple and when. out- 
8146 the temple, the gods were,carried in procession through the streets, into mandapas, 
gardens, tanks or other sanctified spots and when minor deities, including the image 
of the sage Tiruvadavir-Nayanar (2.2. Mànikkavà$agar) on the occasion of his hearing 
the Tiruvembavai, were paraded, the procedure was to be somewhat different. The 
settlement of the whole question and the seriousness with which it was conducted, 
prove that even in the fourteenth century there were temple disputes of a trivial 
nature which, as at the present day, engaged the full attention of the temple 
authorities, though not involving.as mueh expense of money on law-eourts. One 
point of interest is the reference in the inscription to certain dances and modes of 
singing (perhaps peculiar to temples) and to the recital of the Tiruppadiyam and the 
Disput ti t : Tiruvembavat hymns by the Padiyilar.

and vari all of which appear to be technical terms whose significance is not apparent. 
Further differences, in this same connection, as had not been settled now were 
disposed of in the reign of Ariyaràya (i.e. Harihara II.) by mudaliydr АшагаКбийг, 
after holding a similar conference (No. 196 of Appendix B). 

52. Viruppanna-Udaiyar and Bukkanna-Udaiyar, two of the sons of Harihara IT 
are also represented in the Vijayanagara records under review. The former was, as 
stated in his Alampündi plates (Ep. Ind. Vol. ПІ, p. 224 to.230), the conqueror of 
the Tundira (Tondai), Chola and the Pandya countries. His हक aan extant Ч

Эс 6 Three epigraphs from Tiruchchengattan- 
gudi eopied during the year belong to his reign and prove that his sway extended 
over the Tanjore district, as well. In the time of Bukkanna-Udaiyar II., in Saka 1324 
(A.D. = 1402-3), it is stated that some villages (parru) near Valuvür were lying 
fallow * since the time the river Cauvery, overflowing its banks, had washed away the 
demareation mounds between fields, had silted up the irrigation channels aud in 
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consequence the tenants had abandoned the fields for a considerably long period’ 
(No. 422 of Appendix B). These were now reclaimed, the channels restored, the 
boundary-banks repaired and the tenants rehabilitated on certain favourable conditions 
which are thus enumerated in the inscription :—(1) during the first year of holding, 
half of the usual dues only would be collected on lands cultivated both for kar and 
pasünam and three-fourths from the following years; (2) of money collections, Ёёиф таг 
and. kanikkai being declared 720001, half of palavari and puduvari alone would be 
levied; (3) the tenants, too, would be 
assessed at half rates during the first year, 
on kadamai, arasu-péru, visal-panam, ayam, pulvari and other such taxes, while from 
the following year they would be required to pay three-fourth rates except in the 
case of pulvari which remains the same; (4) тадатаг and kanikkat would be treated 
likewise ; and (5) the same concessions would be allowed also in the case of lands 
belonging to temples and Brahmans. Kambangudaiyar, the person who was chiefly 
responsible in reclaiming these lands, was given the special privilege of collecting (?) 
kadama? from all the tenants who cultivated lands under his direction. This 
concession of charging half rates of assessment during the first year was extended 
also tó other waste lands which might similarly be brought under cultivation, yea€after 
year. 

58. Mulvayi-rajya was one of the main divisions of the Vijayanagara empire 
and was, as usual, placed im charge of one of the princes of the family. In the time 
of Dévaràya I., the crown-prince Vijayaráya was ruling Mulvay. In No. 324 
of Appendix B from Karshanapalle, we 
are informed that in Saka 1332 when 
Vijayaraya-Udaiyar was in charge of Mulvayil, his feudatory Vira-Obaladéva- 
Cholamaháràja of the Sammatti family made a grant tothe temple of Angakkàáriávara 
(of Chola origin) at Muttuküru, for the prosperity of his master. It is interesting to 
note that a moiety of the income from temple lands in Vada-Puli-nàdu used to go to the 
king's treasury, from early times. The Sammatti family to which the chief Obaladéva 
belonged, may be the same as Sammeta whose members Lakkayadeva-Maháràja and 
Bommayadéva-Mahiraja are known to have been the dependents of Dévaraya II. and 
to have borne the title Antembaraganda (A.S.R. for 1908-1909, 189, foot-note 3). Very 
few stone inscriptions of king Vijayaràya are known. Not one eopper-plate grant 
of his time has been discovered so far. It is, therefore, of extreme interest that 
at Dandapalle near Palamner a set of 
copper-plates recording a grant of Vijaya- 
raya were discovered during the year under review, by my Senior Assistant 
Mr. G. Venkoba Rao. It was stated that Vijaya was ruling as а crown-prince in 
Mulvayil before he succeeded to the Vijayanagara throne. The Dandapalle copper- 
plates belong to this period of Vijaya’s rule and are dated in Saka-Samvat 1332, Vikrita 
(= A.D. 1410), expressed Бу the chronogram rangaléka. They state that the prince 
founded near Dandapalle in Huli-nàdu (४.2. Puli-nàdu) a new village called Kriya- 
éaktipura, in honour of his spiritual teacher KriyaSakti-Desika and presented it to a. 
certain Krishna-Pandita. The latter, with the permission of the king, built a tank 
called Vijayasamudra and re-naming the village Abhinava-V ijaya-Bukkaraya-samudra 
(after Vijaya-Bukka, one of the surnames of the prince) distributed it among a number 
of learned Brahmanas. It may be observed that Vijaya’s mother, in this inscription, 
is called Démambika, while other records call her Hemambika. She is stated to have 
been the daughter of Nüka-Bhüpála of the Solar race. It is not unlikely that the 
reference here is to ће Reddi chief Nika or Nalla Nünka who married Vémasani, the 
younger sister of Anna-Véma. That the Reddis had contracted friendly relations with 
the Vijayanagara kings at this period is established from the Vémavaram plates of 
Allaya-Véma, which refer to Kataprabhu as the son-in-law of Harihara (perhaps, 
Harihara ITI. mentioned in the genealogical table facing page 87 of the Annual Report 
on Epigraphy for 1907).

he Saiva teacher Kriyasaku-Desike. referred to in terms of high nid in the 
records of Bukka I. Не was the teacher of Hariharz TJ. and of his general Muddana- 
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Dandanàyaka. Itis not clear if this teacher has in any way to be connected with the 
Advaita-matha at Sringéri which institution is believed to have received substantial 
‘support from Madhavacharya-Vidyaranya (briefly called Madhava) the prime minister 
of Bukka I; for, simultaneously with Madhavacharya-Vidyaranya, there was another 
minister of Bukka also called Madhava who was a direct pupil of Kriyàé$akti and an 
-adherent of pure Saivism as distinguished from Advaitic Monism. Madhavacharya- 
Vidyàranya must be distinct from the Madhava just mentioned and perhaps, therefore, 
also the teachings of Kriyasakti, must have been different from those of the present 

ringéri-matha. The 2 al sign-manual Tryambaka at the end of the inscription may 
be taken to indicate the Saiva creed which was, perhaps, also followed by prince Vijaya. 


54, Dévaraya II. the ‘the elephant-bunter, is represented by a number of 
inscriptions of which No. 226 of Appendix 
B from Tiruvorriyir, registers the 
‘command of the king, the order of his officers (2) Ariyappa-Danayaka and 
Bikshavritti-Appa and of prince Dévaraya-Udatyar (j.e. Pratapa-Dévaraya ?) ruling 
-Chandragiri-rajya, to the authorities of the Tiruvorriyür temple under the following 
-eircignstances. The mahéSvaras of that temple complained to the king that the tenants, 
‘servants and other residents of the villages owned by the temple, had been much 
distressed by the imposition of taxes such as jodi, mugamparvai, angasalat, éambadam 
and viséshidayam and also by the lease-system introduced by Government officers 
for adoption by the trustees. The worship in the temple, too, was not conducted as 
usual, for the same reason. Thereupon, it was ordered that the е taxes together 
е Tirnvorrivar With arisi-kanam, good bull, good cow, 
шилэн Toon ROR ОВ гэг vetti and kattiyam he а colleeted 
by the màhésvaras of the temple, that the 
leased lands already paid for, be redeemed (by money received from the royal 
treasury) and that the worship in the temple be revived as before. In connection 
with the above revenue-terms, it may be interesting to note also that the residents 
of the district (ийййг and tantirimar) of Vitta-parru assigned to the temple of 
Taxes presented to the temple at Aduturai. Aduturai the fo llowing taxes in the 
village of  Adi$üdamangalam,—assess- 
ments on wet land, dry land, houses and house-sites, pér-kadama?, larikkadamai, 
itaikkanikkai, nattuviniyogam, pattrai, padavari, al-amaWj, arisi-kànam, komgat, 
virimuttu and vanniga-vari (No. 30 of Appendix C). 


No. 350 of Appendix B from Viralür and No. 26 of Appendix C from Aduturai 
disclose the names of two officers of Dévaraya II., viz. Mallappa-Dandanayaka and 
Lakkanna-Dandanayaka, ‘the lord of the southern ocean.’ The latter has been stared 
elsewhere (4.6.В. for 1907-8, р. 249) 
to have gone *on a voyage to the fron- 
tier of Ceylon during the reign of Dévaraya JI.’ In the record under reference a 

ift was made to the temple of Aduturai for the merit of Lakkanna by the local chief 
évana-Nayaka. 


55. Dévikapuram in the North Arcot district belongs to the Jaghirdar of Arni. 

It is full of Saluva and Vijayanagara inscriptions. Mr. Venkoba Rao who examined 
the place says that the temple of Brihadámbà at the foot of the hill, is an excellent 
Specimen of Vijayanagara architecture. The exact date when the temple came into 
existence is not given ; but the earliest inscription copied (No. 351 of Appendix B) 
records a gift by Rayapp[u]daiyar of Kondpalli, who must have been a Vijayanagara 
subordinate in the last days of Mallikarjuna. The Saluva usurpation of the Vijaya- 
nagara throne has been supposed to have taken place between Saka 1408 and Saka 
1414 ( A.S.R. for 1907-8, p. 254). Prior to this date the Saluva chief Narasingaraya 
was a powerful subordinate of Mallikarjuna and Virüpáksha ; and sometimes even 
arrogated to himself the royal prerogative. Ina record at Tiruvorriyür (No. 244 of 
Appendix B) which is dated in the cyclic year Chitrabhanu (perhaps == Saka 1885) he 
The Sal is called Narasingayyadéva-Mahaudaiyar.

collection which may be attributed to Narasinga, is No. 402 of Appendix B, which 
is dated in Saka 1401. No. 401 of Appendix B from Devikàpuram, which is 
dated in Saka 1401, records a. gift by Ettappa-Nayaka for the merit of Iéura- 
Nayaka. This record may have also to be assigned to the Saluva king Narasiñgaršya,

Nàyaka appears agam in No. 359 of 
Appendix B which probably belongs to 
the time of Immadi-Narasunha. In No. 402 of 1912, Narasingaràya receives the 
imperial Vijayanagara titles Rajadhiraja, etc., and calls himself “the vanquisher 
ef Muhammadans (/ulukkar) The latter title has to be understood with 
reference to the continuous conflicts which Narasinga is known to have had with the 
Muhammadans. Immediately after Narasinga’s death, his able general Narasana- 
Nayakkar (Narasà-Nayaka) of the Tuluva dynasty stepped into the like position of 
Vijayanagara dictatorship and continued to rule the kingdom on behalf of the de jure 
Sovereign Immadi-Nrisimharáya, one of the two surviving sons of Saluva Narasinga. 
The earliest record of Immadi-Nrisunha examined so far, is dated in Saka 1414 
and the latest belongs to Saka 1427—tne 
date of his Dévulapalli plates. Dévika- 
puram has supplied four other records of Immadi-Nrisimha which are dated in Saka 
1422 (No. 35^ of Appendix B), Saka 1425 (No. 357 of the same Appendix) and Saka 
1426 (Хов, 395 and 396 of the same Appendix) A servant of Narasa-Nàyaka named 
Iévara-Nayaka provided for the recital of Tíruppüttu (i.e. the Devàram) in the temple 
of Tirumalaudaiya-Nayinàr at Deyikapuram (No. 355 of Appendix B). From No. 357 
m .

On polos RAKA сод sub Loans) and that in consequence a land-gift for. the 
merit of the deceased was made to a certain Sdmarapungava-Dikshita, by lóvara- 
Nayaka, Tirumalai-Nayaka, Visvésvara-Sivacharya and the trustees of the temple at . 
Devikapuram. This is an important statement which confirms the inference that I 
had already derived from the Dhàreávara copper-plate-grant of Narasana (2.6. Narasa)- 
N&yaka and the Barakiru lithic record of Vira-Narasingarayadéva, viz. ‘ that 
Narasa-Nayaka died in the latter part of Saka 1424 and left his son Vira-Narasimha 
to succeed to the throne” (A.S.R. for 1908-9, p. 171). In both the records under 
reference the king is not mentioned ; but still, the epigraphs must be taken to refer to 
Immadi-Nrisitbha’s reign inasmuch as we know that in most epigraphs of this king 
‘the de facto ruler referred to is Narasana-Nayaka. Nos. 395 and 396 of Appendix B 
are distinctly dated in the reign 
of Immadi-Narasimha Tammayyadéva- 
Маһагауа and Immadi-Narasimharaya- 
Mabaraya. Tammayadéva-Maharaya (sometimes also corrupted into Dharma-Mahà- 
raya) was a well-known surname of Immadi-Nrisimha (Report for 1909-10, р. 114). 
The death of Iéanasivacharya of the Golaki-ma?^a and of the Gayatri-gotra is registered 
in No. 400 of 1912 which 18 engraved on the gopura of the same temple. No. 368 
of Appendix B states that [Sinafivacharya of the Bhiksha-matha was опе of the trustees 
-of the temple in Saka 1444 (= A.D. 1522). [t is doubtful if these two persons were 
identical. Gdolaki-matha is frequently referred to, in the inscriptions (Nos. 195, 223, 
253, 272, and 323 of 1905) copied at Tripurantakam in ће Kurnool district. These 
belong mostly to the middle of the 13th century A.D. and speak of Golagi-matha as a 
religious institution whose spiritual influence extended over three lacs of villages. 
‘Santasiva, Dharmasivacharya, Bhimalasivacharya and Viévéévarasiva-Désika are men- 
tioned among the teachers who belonged to that matha. From No. 253 of 1905 we 
th of Téna&ivaohs ite learn that Golagi was a probable con- 
Death of Tsanasivaoharya, the presiding teacher (^e o of Galapiri in Navalatsha-Dabala 
і | Tripuri which must have been a place 
Situated somewhere in the north. Again, Professor Hultzsch’s reports on Sanskrit 
Manuscripts, No. П. (Introtluction, p. xviii) mentions Jfianasivacharya of the Golaki- 
matha and also one of his successors Pafichaksharaguru who wrote the Sanskrit work 
Snapanasaravali. Isānaśivāchārya who died at Devikapuram must have been one of 
the presiding teachers of this same Golaki-matha, at a later period.

96. Vira-Narasimhar&ya of the Tuluva dynasty must have succeeded Narasa- 
Nayaka immediately after the latter’s death about the end of Saka 1424. No. 413 of 
Appendix B is an unfinished record of his time frbm Marudadu, where he is called 
"Vira-Narasingadéva-Mahàáràya, son of Saluva-Narasingadéva-Maharaya (i.e. Narasa- 
-Nàyak«). After 6 years of an almost uneventful reign, Vira-Narasimharaya 
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appears to havé died, leaving the throne to his brother, the great Krishnaráya 
whose records copied during the year 
number about 25. Most of these come 
from Devikapuram and register generally, ‘‘ the right of cultivation (u/avu-küni) 
granted to certain Kannadiya (Ze. Kanarese) Nayakas that had settled down at a 
place called Marudara$ar-Padaividu. These were evidently chiefs some of whom 
at least must have held responsible offices under king Krishnariya. Ettappa- 
Nayaka had his palace at Dévikapuram (No. 353 of Appendix B) and is, perhaps. 
identical with that Ettappa-Nayaka who made a grant in Saka 1401 for the merit 
of I$vara-N&àyaka who, as suggested already, was an officer of the Saluva king 
Narasingaraya. Ettappa’s son Tirumalai-Nayaka was an agent of Narasa-Nayaka 
and was the donor of the grants registered in Nos. 355, 895 and 396 of Appendix B. 
Tirumala appears to have subsequently held a similar position in the time of Krishna- 
riya. The w/avu-kümi (or-kdniyaksht) 
mentioned above was usually granted by 
the treasurer who was one of the presiding priests of the Bhikshavritti-matha at 
Dévikapuram, thé trustees (12702427), the mahéSvaras and the Kaikkéla-mudaliyars, 
attached to the temple and consisted of a permanent lease of an uncultivated waste 
which the lessee was authorised to reclaim and to settle, to grow crops that suited 
him, wet or dry, including plantain, sugarcane, turmeric, ginger, areca and cocoanut, 
and after doing this, to pay the taxes in gold and in grain, such as vdsalkadamai,. 
per-kadamai, tarikkadamai, Sekkottu, erutiusammaidam, mddarikkam, talaiyairikkam, 
asuvakkadamai, pattadai-nulayamy idatturai, vethvari, palavari, and puduvars (that 
may be enforced by the palace), nallerudu (good bull), narpašu (good cow), nallerumai 
(good buffalo), narkida (good ewe), komgar, virimuttu, edakkattayam, viruttuppadu, 
udugarai and mugamparva (No. 353 of Appendix B). To this list, the other cognate 
inscriptions add palatali, kamkkai, sandai, ériminvilai, malai-amañji, таай-атайд, 
eduttalavu, viruttumadu, sattu-kadamai and virarai. 


57. A record from Kambadiru (No. 96 of Appendix C) in the Anantapur district, 
mentions Krishnaràya's Brahman general Rayasam Kondamarasayya and is dated ‘in 
Saka 1434. No. 97 of Appendix С from the same place also belongs to the reign of 
Krishnaraya and registers a grant by p bei Аууарагаваууа ын Saka 1447, “in 
Т order that Rayasam Kondamarasayya ma 
A क Aod- AF yapa attain bliss.” This statement шри 

suggests that Kondamarasayya must have 
died by the time the record was engraved. Ayyaparasayya is known from the 
Nellore inscriptions to have been appointed governor of Kondavidu in the last days 
of Krishnaraya. He continued to be a Mahamangalesvara in the reign of Krishna- 
rüva's successor Achyutaraya and was ruling the Ghandikóta country (No. 499 of 
1907). 


98. The trustees of the Siva and Vishnu temples at Atti in the North Arcot 
district conferred on Timmu-Nàyaka, son of Pappu Timmu-Nayaka of Sattrapadi the: 
hereditary right (४७४२४४८७१८) of ‘ watching the gods ° (#rumegikdval). This was in 
consideration of Timmu-Nayaka having secured the grant of Atti alias Krishnaraya- 
pura as a sarvamünya village to these two 
temples through the recommendation of 
Adaippattu Vaiyappa-Nàyaka and Pottu-Nayaka and by sending a deputation to 
the * royal feet? of the king who, at the time (i.e. Saka 1448) was on the bank of 
the river Krishnavéni (2.6. Krishna). Timmu-Nayaka, after doing this, is stated to 
have consecrated a number of images which were, till then, hidden below the earth at 
Perunagar and thereafter held watch over “ 112 temple*doors, locks of the treasury, 
hoarded wealth, the sanctum (daivarahasyam) and other belongings of the temple.” 
The only interesting point to note, is that the king was “én the bank of. the river 

А : t iver Kri Krishna in Saka 1448, though the cause 

m dg. шахсан for this is not stated. In i Report for 
1908-9, p. 118, paragraph 70, reference 

was made to an inscription of Saka 1448 from Undavill in‘which Krishnaraya and 

Virarudra-Pratapadéva Gajapati appeared as donors, simultaneously. It looks very 

likely that in this year the opponent kings Virarudra Gajapati and Krishnaráya met 

on the banks of the river, Krishnavéni in order to get reconciled to each other and 
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to settle the terms of peace. Otherwise it is not natural to expect a gift of both the 
kings recorded in the self-same inscription. The latest year for Krishnaraya in the 
collection is Saka 1452, Virodhin. 


59. Of the 33 records of Achyuta coming mainly from Dévikapuram (North Arcot 
district) and Lépakshi (Anantapur district), only a few are worth noting. The 
long list of birudas found in the Dévikaépuram inscriptions, include the usual Sšluva 
titles, as in the case also of his predecessor Krishnaraya and add the following:— , 

Kayit * the conqaeror of the Tulukka (Muham-

Hindu kings’; ‘the king of kings that received tribute even from Ham (Ceylon) 
.and made all countries tributary °; * the elephant-hunter ° ; * Navakoti Narayana’ and 
His titles ‘the jewel of the Lunar race.’ Two 
! records from Lépakshi give a long 
genealogical account in Sanskrit which mostly agrees with that supplied by his 
Onamafijéri plates (Ep. Ind. Vol. ПІ, pp. 117-158). The verse which states that 
Achyuta was the son of Obambika, step-mother of Krishnaraya, has, however, been 
omitted. No. 580 of Appendix B states that Achyuta weighed himself against pearls 
at Kanchi in Saka 1455, Nandana and that he made the gift called Kafichana-méru in 
the following year. Achyuta’s victorious return from the conquest of the Tiruvadi 
country and his weighing himself against pearls in the temple of Varadaraja in the 
eyclie year Nandana, are already known to us from his Conjeeveram inscriptions 
(Nos. 49 and 50 of 1900,. Хов, 356, 373, 374 ands375 of Appendix B refer to him 
as the son of М№агаѕӣ- Хауака. Of his subordinate officers are mentioned (1) Kalat- 
ti$ura-Nàyaka, son of Tirumalai-Nàyaka, ruling Padaividu-Sirmai; (2) Adaippattu 
Mallappa-Nàyaka, his father-in-law Kondama-Nayaka and his agent Nayinappa- 
Nàyaka;(3) Bayyappa-Nayaka ruling Kundurupi-$ime ; (+) Achyutaraya Malla- 
Chiefs subordinate to Achyuta. panna ; (5) _Rangap pa-Nay aka and (6) 
eyvappa-Nayaka. А gift, on behalf of 
prince Venkatadri was made by the „king in Saka 1455, to the temple at Lépakshi. 
The Narayanavanam inscription noticed last year (Report, Part II, p. 81 f.) states 
that the temple of Kalyàna-Venkaté$a-Perumàl at that place was constructed for the 
| 1 . merit of the same prince. References to 
Early grants : Dēvarāya IT. and his eon  earlier'grants made by Dévaraya II. and 
Улгарчїва LE, quoted. his son Virapaksha II are found in 
Хов, 571 and 576 of Appendix B. The latter registers the gift of the village of 
Nandicherla, in Saka 1389, Sarvajit, by king Virüpüksha, ‘son of the elephant- 
hunter Praudhapratapadéva-Maharaya ’, to a certain Viramarasa, grand-father of 
Bhandara Timmappa who was a subordinate of Achyuta. No. 571 similarly refers to 
a grant made by, perhaps, Dévaráya II. himself on the banks of the Tubgabhadrá 
river in the presence of god Virüpüksha on the occasion when he performed the rich 
gifts known as Kamadhénu, Kalpavriksha and Vi$vachakra. 


60. One or two records of SadáSiva may be noticed. No. 586 of Appendix B 

Sadasiva from Chavulüru registers a grant to 
` the Vipravinodins who, as explained by 
Mr. Brown, were a class of Brahman jugglers. In the Ganjam and Vizagapatam 
+ districts, the Tzpravinódins are no longer Brahmans but Südras. It is evident that 
the profession followed by the Vipravinodins must have lowered them in rank, in later 
times. Among SadaSiva’s feudatories, Krishnappa-Nàyaka, Sarappa-Nayaka, Era- 
Bomma and Nalla-Bomma of Vélir, 
Dalavàyi Krishnama-Nayaka and the 
Mahamandale$vara Ramarija-Vitthaladeva- Maharaja, are mentioned. The last was the 
famous member of the royal household who had established himself in the south 
after invading the Travancore country. Krishnappa and Sürappa are probably 
identical with Adaippattu Krishnappa-Nayaka and Sürappa-Nàyaka * the betel-pages ° 
(adaippam) of the king. The chiefs of Velür who were subordinate to Achyuta, are 
evidently to be connected with Chinna-Bommu-Nayaka who was the patron of 
Appaya-Dikshita. In mentioning Appaya-Dikshita incidentally, I beg to acknow- 
ledge with thanks two eorrections in my last Report kindly communicated to me by 
-my friend Mr. M. T. Narasimha Aiyangar of Bangalore. Nayamayiikhamalika (p. 90) 
was a chapter included in the Chaturmatasara and not another name of it as I had 
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there interpreted. The terms Ekadandi and Tridandi, contrary to what I had stated 
(on p. 72) are to be explained as names of sannydsins of the Advaita and Dvaita 
schools and of the Visishtadvaita school, respectively. 


6]. The Karnáta kings Tirumala I., Ranga IL, Venkata II. and Ranga VI. are 
represented in the currert collection. Their respective positions in the Karnáta 
genealogy will be seen from the table printed in Ep. Ind. Vol. III., facing p. 238. 
From previous reports it was gathered that the Matla chiefs of the Cuddapah district 
were feudatories of the Vijayanagara kings as early as the time of Sadasiva and were, 
according to the Telugu poem Kakusthavijayamu, related to the royal family. Matla 
Ananta, son of Konaya-Yella, was himself the author of that poem. His date was 
approximately fixed to be about the end of the 16th century A.D. (Annual Report 
for 1911-12, p. 88 f.). A copper-plate record from the Cuddapah district, forwarded 
Tirumala I. and his Matla subordinate Tiru- Se by Mr. A. H. A Todd, 

malaraja. settles this question satisfactorily inas- 
much as it registers a grant by the Matla 
chief Tirumalaraja a brother of Matla Ananta and a direct subordinate of the Karnata 
king Tirumala I. We further learn from these copper-plates that the chief Tirumala 
had, besides Ananta, two other brothers, v/z. Varada and Chinna-Timma. His father 
was Yella (or Yellama) and his grand-father Kona (Konaya) who is entitled * the 
foremost of chiefs born in the Chola family of the Solar race.’ It was perhaps this 
hereditary connection with the Cholas that justified the prefix Dévachddamahiraja 
which the Matla chiefs always added to their names, although the suggesti&n made 
in paragraph 70 of my last year's report, is not altogether precluded. It may be 
added that à number of Telugu documents on country paper which bore on their tops 
wax-seals of the later Matla chiefs and which recorded grants of sarvamanya villages 
in their own estate, were also examined by me for Mr. Todd. I have noted already 
that the gopura of the Govindaraja-Perumil temple at Lower Tirupati, was built by 
the Mahdmandalésvara Matla Tiruvengalanátharájayyadeva, since on its walls are 
found the figures (with names cut below them) $£ this chief and those of his queens, 


62. Of Tirumala's son Ranga II. we have only one record from Dévikapuram 
(No. 399 of Appendix B). Itis dated in Saka 1499, Tévara (=A.D. 1577) and men- 
tions the chiefs Agastyappa-Nayaka, Bommu-Nayaka and Timmu-Nayaka of Velür. 
No. 308 of Appendix B which refers to Srirangadéva-Maharaya who was ruling at 
Penugonda may also belong to Ranga II ( Burgess! Chronolgy of Modern India, р. 41). 
Venkata I.—end his spiritual teacher Tata- Two "ea d tions of Tirumala zh youngest 

ebàrya. son Venkata I. come from Tirunirmalai 
? A (Nos. 564 and 565 of Appendix B). Both 
are dated in Saka 1523, Sarvari and refer to Tatacharya or Venkataraya-Tatacharya. 
This latter may be identified with the famous Kanyädänam Tatacharya who was Ven- 
kata’s spiritual guru and as such performed his coronation ceremony. Records engraved 
on the walls of the Arulala-Perumal temple at Little Conjeeveram disclose the fact that 
Tatacharya was a learned Brahman of Ettür and that he was patronised by the Karnata 
king Venkatapati and placed by him in charge of the temples at Conjeeveram. The 
Tirunirmalai records suggest that he was, perhaps, supervising other Vaishnava temples 
of the Chingleput district, as well. The Venganür record (No. 1 of Appendex C) ° 
dated in Saka 1545 belongs to the reign of Venkatapatidéva-Maharaya. It is very 
unlikely that Venkata I. could have continued to reign so late as Saka 1545 ; for, 
it is believed that Venkata I. died in Saka 1536 (= A.D. 1614) and that ‹ Floris, the 
traveller, heard of his death while at Masulipatam on October 25th of that year’ 
(Mr. Sewell’s Lists of Antiquities, Vol. II. p. 251 f.). In the last year’s report (p. 83, 
paragraph 60), I noted a record of Vira-Venkata dated in Saka 1544 and assigned it 
tentatively to Venkata II. It looks 
probable, therefore, that Venkata II. may 
have been ruling in a part of the Vijayanagara empire as the crown prince of Rama IV. 
No. 388 of Appendix B. from Devikapuram is dated in Saka 1552 and refers to a 
Venkatadéva-Maharaya who was the son of Tirumalaidéva-Maharaya. І am unable 
to suggest who this Venkata may be. If we may have to identify him with Venkata II. 
it must be granted that there is an error in the inscription where it says that Venkata’s 
father was Tirumalaidéva-Maharaya. The Venganür record quoted above, which is 


Venkata II., a crown-prince under Rama IV. 
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engraved on the gopura of the fine temple of Vriddhachaléévara, states that a certain 
Linga-Reddi of Pantakula consecrated the god and the goddess in that temple, presented 
the images to be carried in procession, constructed the garbhagriha (t.e., the sanctum of 
the temple), the halls called ardha-mandapa, maha-mandapa and nritta-mandapa, the 
inner circuit, the second circuit and the gopura and provided for permanent worship.

he temple of Vriddhachalésvara at Vehganür of Appendix О) which is dated in Saka 
AN in the beginning of the 17th century 1591, belongs probably to the reign of 
вэ Ranga VI. It records that the cultivating 
classes of Venganir including Vellàlas and others, the Kasivargatidr including 
Komuttis, Kaikkolar, Séniyar, Sekkar, Eruttukkarar, etc., the Brihmanas and other 
Perumakkal of various castes, also granted grain to the same temple at a fixed rate, 
as often as they raised crops. One panam on every loom and one panam per head 
of the KaSdvargattar each year, was also given. The existence of these two records 
on the gépura of the temple and the non-existence of earlier inscriptions on the 
central shrine, clearly prove that the Venganür temple must have been built in the 
beginning of the 17th century A.D. by a Reddi of Pantakula—the race to which the 
early Reddis of Kondavidu also belonged. 


OTHER DYNASTIFS. 


63. Mr. G. Ramadas Pantulu of Vizagapatam has been kind enough to send to, 
me,#or examination, а copper-plate of the Eastern Ganga king Dévéndravarman, son 
of Gunarnava. It is dated in the year 195 of the Ganga Era, both in words and in 
numerical symbols. 'The only other 
copper-plate of this king published by 
Professor Hultzseh in Ep. Ind. (Vol. III, p. 130), is dated in the year 183 of the. 
same Era, ४.८. 12 years earlier than the present grant. 


The object of the inscription was to register the gift of land, in the village 
Siddharthakagrama in Varahavartani district, to the Brahmacharin 'l'amparasarma- 
Dikshita, a resident of Erandapa[l]i. Тһе record was written by the purohita 
Chharampa-Nandigarman under instructions from i?) Dikshitaári-Madanànkura, 
son of Mátriehandra of the race of Apürvanata living at Erandapalli. It may be 
noted that Dévéndravarman’s Chicacole 
plates were written by another son of the 
same Matrichandra ; and Chharampa-Nandisarman, the writer of the present grant, was 
apparently ccnnected with Achchharampa one of Ње donees in the Chicacole grant. 
The engraver of the plates under review was the artisan (6826860) Nagana-Bhoi, 
son of Sankara. The date of the grant is particularly specified as belonging to the 
Kalinganka (Era) which is perhaps the actual form by which the Gangéya Era was 
known. The village Siddharthaka figures also in the Achyutapuram plates of Indra- 
varman (Ep. Ind. Vol. IIT, p. 127) and Erandapalli is, perhaps, identical. with 
Erandapalla, whose chief Damana, we know, was captured and liberated by the Gupta 
king Samudragupta in or about the 4th century A.D. 


64. During the year under review two Kastern Chalukya copper-plate grants of 
Gunaga Vijayaditya ПІ. and Amma II. (Vijayaditya VI.), were examined. Neither 
of them is dated in the regnal year or in the Saka Era. The former, as usual, gives 
the genealogy of the Chalukyas with small differences in the period of rule of the 

DO uecessive sovereigns. Jayasimhavallabha 
Uruvutaru grant of Gunaga-Vijayaditya III. (1) эн Ms x< E s D ni sex 
instead of 30 and Indrabhattaraka is omitted, although in other inscriptions he is 
stated to have reigned for seven days. Vijayaditya Bhattaraka I. is given 19 years 
instead of 18 and Naréndramrigaraja Vijayaditya П., 41 years instead of 44. His 
successor Kali-Vittara[sa *] ruled for 20 months instead of 18. The details about ` 
Vijayaditya II. recorded in the grant are not unknown from previous records. 
It is stated of Vijayáditya IJI. that he had the surnames Bhuvanakandarpa, 
Gunaga, and Arasankakesari. The d@jiapt of the grant was the well-known chief 
Pandaranga and the engraver was Vijayacharya, a resident of Vijayavada, z.e., 
Bezwada. The other grant which is of Amma II. also goes through the whole 
genealogy in the beginning, from Vishnu- 
vardhana (1.) to the reigning. sovereign

Its contents. 


Nammiru plates of Amma II. 
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Amma II. It records a grant of land to the Brahmana Vishnusarman residing at 
Goranda. The land belonged to the village of Nammüru in Gudlakandéruvadi-vishaya 
and consisted of 12 khandiküs of Kodravavapakshétra, ४.८. land which may be covered 
by ten khandikas of kodrava seed thrown broadcast (Ep. Ind. Vol. X, p. 47) 


65. Tribhuvanachakravartin Vijaya-Gandagopaladeva, who began to rule m A.D 
1250 (Annual Report for 1910-11, Part IT, paragraph 15), is represented by nine 
inscriptions from the Chingleput and the 
North Arcot districts. These range in 
date between his 3rd and 26th years. No. 302 of Appendix B records a gift of land 
by his son (pillaiyar) Ràjar&ja-Sambuvaràyar. It is interesting to note that the 
recipient —the Vishnu temple at Atti—was allowed to collect, on the lands granted, all

No. 303 of Appendix B also 
mentions Rajaraja-Sambuvaraya but with the attribute Alappiranddg which in its more 
complete form is usually Avaniyalappirandan. This attribute is found generally prefixed 
in inscriptions to the name of Perufijingadéva, the Pallava usurper who, for a time at 
least, put down Chola supremacy in the central districts and was contemporaneous 
with Vijaya-Gandagopala. ‘The attribute Alappirandan affixed to the name Rajaraja 
ambuvaráya may, perhaps, suggest that Vijaya-Gandagopala and Peruüjinga 
belonged to one and the same stock. Sambuvarayan Pallavandar mentioned in а 
record of Rajaraja III (No. 106 of Appendix B)is probably identical with prince 
Rajaraja Sambuvarayar. Pallavàndár added to his name, also suggests that 
ambuvarayar was of Pallava descent. Perumal-Nachehi, senior queen of Pafichana- 
divàna-Nilgangaraiyar, another воп 
(pillaiyar) of Vijaya-Gandagopaladéva, is 
referred to in No. 117 of Appendix B from Tiruvorriyür. It is not certain if the 
term pillaiyar of this and the Atti record (No. 302 of Appendix B) has to be taken 
to mean ‘son’ or as a mere term of endearment applied by Vijaya-Gandagopala to 
some of his feudatories, If the former alternative is accepted to be the more 
probable one, Pafichanadivana-Nilagangaraiyar, after whom the Vaishnava village 
Tirumali$ai in the Chingleput district was surnamed Pafichanadivana-chaturvédi- 
mahgalam and where, also a number of orders issued by him in his own name were 
found registered on the wails of the Vishnu temple, must be identical with the 
prince mentioned in No. 117 of Appendix В, and as sucha brother of Rajaraja 
ambuvarayar. In this connection, it may be pointed out that Madhurantaka 
Pottappi-Chola was the surname both of Vijaya-Gandagopala and Vira-Gandagopala 
who were the contemporaries of the Pandya king Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya I., the 
Hoysala Vira-Soméévara and the Kakatiya king Ganapati (Report for 1910-11, р, 66 
paragraph 16). Two records of Madurantakan Pottappichcholan come from Tiru-

This attribute with the title Pallavàndár given to Kadava 
Il. shows that the father and son both claimed Pallava descent. Kadava II. is 
apparently also to be identified with that son of Kiidal-avani-Alappirandan 
Perufijinga, w ho is stated in a Tiruvannamalai record (No. 480 of 1902) (also in verse) 
* to have driven the Telungar to the north so that they may perish in the north.’ 


Vijaya-Gandagopala. 


Two sons of Vijaya-Gandagopàla. 
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If Kadava I. was already the lord of Küdal-avani and the protector of Mallai (r.e.,. 
Mamallapuram or Seven Pagodas) almost on the border of the Tondai-mandalam, 
there is no reason why his son Kadava 
II. must have conquered the Tondai- 
mandalam onceagain. Perhaps the Telungas (Kakatiyas) who had occupied the Tondai 
country in the time of Ganapati after taking possession of Conjeeveram, were actually 
expelled from that province, by prirce Kadava II. and driven even as far north as. 
Draksharaima in the Godavari district. This inference is now confirmed from what. 
Battle of гаг is stated in the record under reference,. 
: viz., that Kadava II. killed a very large: 
number of his enemies at Sévür and created ‘ mountains of dead bodies and swelling 
rivers ofp blood.’ The inscription affords no clue as to who the enemies were, 
with whom Kadava fought the battle. Séviris, probably the present М61-б6үйг 
in the Tindivanam taluka of the South Arcot district. One of the verses in the record 
states that Tondai conquered by Kadava II., included Pennai-nàdu and the Tirumala 
(Vada-Véngada) hills It appears, therefore, very probable that while Kadava I. may 
have been the hereditary chief of the Küdal country under Chola supremacy, his son. 
Kadava II., apparently, asserted independence and extended his father’s dominion north 
and south. This Kadava II. must have been identical with the Perufijingadéva 
(Maharajasimmha) who captured and confined the Chola king Rajaraja 111. at Senda- 
mangalam in the South Areot district. One of the bloody and decisive battles. 
fought either in driving the northerners from the Tondaimandalam or in extending 
his dominion over ‘farther south,’ in face of the combined efforts of Chola and 
Karnataka (Hoysala) forces to stop it (as suggested by the Tiruvéndipuram record ; 
Ep. Ind. Vol. VII, р. 160 ff.) must have taken place at Sevür. Kadava’s invasion 
of the north and south, beyond his hereditary dominion, —the Tondai-mandalam — 
eould not have amounted to anything like the occupation of all that territory. 
67. Sakalalokachakrayartin Кајапагауара Sambuvaraya is known to have suc- 
ceeded to the throne in Saka 1260-61 (Annual Report for 1910-11, paragraph 65). 
Seven inscriptions of this chief have been copied during the year under review. The

Appendix B and is of special interest, The inscription is dated in the óth year of 
Rajanarayana Sambuvaraya (i.e. about Saka 1265-6) and we are informed that the 
mudaliydr of the Bhiksha-mafha at Perumbarrappuliyür (i.e. Chidambaram) presiding, 
the mahésvaras, the trustees, the nattar, the Virasola-anukkar and the Kaikkolar of 
the temple met in the Vyakaranadana-hall 
at Tiruvorriyür and found that a number 
bf the Рафуййг who were doing duty in 
accordance with a previous decision arrived at in the time of Perumal Sundara-Pandya- 
déva * who took all countries,’ had either died, or, had been reduced to straitened. 
circumstances in life. Thereupon they appointed some Zshabhatíaliyilàr to assist the: 
Padiyilar and exempted the Dévaradiyar trom doing certain duties such as &ruvalagu, 
lirumelukku (cleaning with cow-dung), taligai-vilakku, cleaning rice required for 
rice-offerings to the god, etc., which, evidently, they used to do before this arrange- 
ment came into force. It was also settled that, the dance (Sandikkunippam) in the 
shrine of the goddess, and the waiting upon the goddess with chauris on occasions 
when she was installed during the day, were assigned to the Dévaradiydr and 

Their duties the Fadiyilar together, the latter coming 
' in first and the former following. The 
JDévaradtyür carried every where the plates tirunirrukkdppu and pushpatíaligat, while 
the Jshabhatiatiyildr displayed the agamàrgam and varikkólam. When the Padiyilar 
played Sokkam and performed (the dance) Sandikkunippam, the Ishabhattahyilér 
supplied voce] music. The Jshabhattahyilar were not to cerry, in any ease, 
the white chauris or perform the tiruvandikkdppu. (Kach of) the Padiyilürs got. 
30 kalams of paddy for one year, for their maintenance, whereas each of the 
Divaragiydr received 1 тай of cocked food every day. Such were the terms of 
the settlement. Those who transgressed them were cursed to be ‘ traitors to Siva, 
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Padiyilir, Devaradiyir and Ishabhattahyilar in 
the temple of Tiruvorriyür. 
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traitors to their district, their community and their creed.’ From the way in which 
the distribution of services was effected in this record, it appears as if the 
Padiyilar were of a superior social status to that of Dévaradiyár and that these in 
their turn were superior to the Zshabhattaliyilàr. One point worth noting in the 
duties prescribed to the Dévaradiyar,is the washing of the temple with cow-dung 
and the cleaning of the rice required for rice-offerings. The Dévaradiyar, in 
temples to-day, do not do such work but mostly sing and dance. Evidently in 
former times their work as Dévaradiyar * servants of the god ? was more of the nature 
of manual labour, than of mere coquetry. 

65. No. 203 of Appendix B from the Tiruvorriyür temple states that, prior 
to the period to which the inscription refers, the temple was subject to the rule of 
the Muhammadans (Turukkar). Many of its belongings which had been buñed under 
ground (for safety); but these were removed by the Muhammadans and appropriated. 
Such of the property as had escaped their 
clutches (e.g. metallic lamp-stands, ete.) 
was stolen and similar acts of treachery, 
practised against the god Siva by certain 
private individuals. The ma@héSvaras and the trustees of the temple, together with 
Sankaradéva, the agent of Bhuvanékabahudéva alias Kaliyuga Virabhadradéva, 
instituted enquiries into the matter in the hall called Vyakaranadina-mandapa. But, 
as most of the culprits had died in the meantime, the lands and houses belong- 
ing to them had to be confiscated te the temple. The record also registers the sale of 
land and houses belonging to another private individual who had been punished for 
committing a State offence. The invasion and the temporary occupation of the 
eountry by Muhammadans about this time, have been referred to more than once 
in epigraphical records. No. 434 of 1903 from Tiruvamattiir in the South Arcot 
district states that the Muhammadans had invaded and brought about * ruin in the 
eountry? (Annual Report for 1908-04, paragraph 27). In paragraph 46 above, 
reference was made to the Muhammadan 
occupation of the temple at Tirupputtür m 
the Madura district and its reconsecration by Visalayadeva. These go to confirm the 
invasion of Malik Kafur in A.D. 1810 and show that he or his forces must have 
marched right through the Chingleput and the South Arcot districts before reaching 
Madura, and caused considerable havoc to Hindu temples, spreading ruin everywhere. 
It is interesting to note in the record under reference, that one of the hamlets 
near Tiruvorriyiir was called Tirundlaippovan-viligam evidently after the pariah saint 
Nandanàr whom the Periyapuranam refers to as Tirunalaippovar. . 

Two other records of Ràjanàrayana Sambuvaraya are worth noting. These are 
Nos. 276 and 410 of Appendix B which also come from the same part of the country. 
The former mentions how the inhabitants dwelling in the city within the enclosing 
walls (&rumadaivilàgappattanam| of the Tiruvali$vara temple at Nerumbür, aban- 
doned it, not finding means for livelihood. On this occasion, the Kaikkolar also ran

70. 1 had oceasion to refer in my last report, to an interesting record of 
Mummadi-Nayaka at Korukonda and to the allied copper-plates from Srirangam 
(Part II, page 87, paragraph 68). Е. B. Elwin, Esq., 1.С.8., the, Collector of 
Godavari very kindly forwarded to me for examination, a set of four copper-plates 
which also belong to the time of Mummadi-Nàyaka. After four imprecatory verses, 
the record introduces us to the fourth (Sidra) caste which was produced of the feet 
of ISvafa in order that it may be a support (GdAára) to the three twice-born 
castes (Br&hmanas, Kshatriyas and Vai$yas) ^ Verses 6 and 7 describe the highly 
aristocratic feeling which these Sudras 
. entertained as early as the l4th century 
A.D. The verses state: ‘It is needless to say that the purity of this caste 
exceeds thatof the three (other) castes (८.८. the twice-born) ; for, verily this(caste) was 
born with Bhagirathi (the Ganges) who is the purifier of the three worlds! Тһе mem- 
bers of the caste are -devoted to their duty, not wicked, pure-hearted and untouched 
by anger and such like sins. They assist the kings and largely contribute to the 
happiness of the whole earth.” In the Trilingadé@éa, 2.6., the Telugu country, there was 
a certain Kééava-Nayaka of the Mafichikonda-gotra. Hisson was Ganapati. His son 
was Künabhüpàla; and his son Mummadi-Nayaka. This Mummadi-Nayaka ruled 
over the country between the two branches of the Godavari river which included 
the petty principalities of Bengara, Kuravata, Kona and Vànàra. Mummadi married 
a niece of Kapaya-Nayaka who was famous under the title * Andhra-Suratrana’”? (2.е., 
the Sultan of the Andhra country). Mummadi-Nayaka ruled at Korukonda while 
his two younger brothers Singaya-Nayaka and Gannaya-Nayaka occupied Kotipuri 
and làdipaka. Singa founded a town called Mummadividu on the bank of the river 
Pampa and made it his capital. Three generations of a family of doctors (Vaidya) 
who were dovotees of Siva, are next given and it is stated that in Saka 1290, 
corresponding roughly to A.D. 1368, the village Akkalapündi surnamed Mummadi- 
ihgavaram was granted to Parahitacharya, a member of the Vaidya family men- 
tioned above. , The composer of this elegant inscription was a certain Kamadéva. The 
signatures of Singa-Nàyaka and Mummadi-Nayaka are affixed at the end of the grant. 


In the Kaluvacheru grant of Anitalli recently published by Mr. Ramayya 
Pantulu in the Journal of the Telugu Academy, V ol. 11., Part I, mention is made of a 
Kapaya-Nayaka, the son of Prolaya-Nayaka who rescued the country from the 
Muhammadans ( Yavanas), immediately after the death of Prataparudra. The latest 
date known for Prataparudra is Saka 1244 and it is, therefore, possible that Kapaya 
“the Sultan of the Andhra country ” who was the father-in-law of Mummadi-Nayaka, 
is identical with the Kapaya-Nayaka mentioned in the Kaluvachéru grant. Again 
the donee Parahitacharya of the Kaluvachéru grant was a later member and namesake 
of the donee in the Akkalapündi grant. 


71. The connection of the Korukonda chiefs with the Sri-Vaishnava teachers of 
Srirangam has been already established by the discovery of a copper-plate at Srirangam 
and a stone inscription at Korukonda both of which refer to the Vaishnava teacher 
Paráéarabhatta VII. Mr. M. T. Narasimha Aiyangar of Bangalore drew my atten- 
tion to some works of the Vaishnava teacher Védanta-Désika who lived about the end 
of the 14th century A.D. These, according to tradition were composed for the 
pleasure of his pupil Singappa-Nayaka. One of Deéika's poems, the Subhashitanivt

was evidently the successor of Saluva 
Tirumalaraja in the govefnment of the Trichinopoly country. No. 74 of Appendix C 
which comes from Tiruchchengattangudi belongs to this same Konéridéva-Maharaja 
and is dated in the year 1417, Ananda. It records the gift tothe temple of about

73. Two records relating to Mubammadan rulers, have been copied during the 
year. No. 582 of Appendix B comes from Lépakshi in the Anantapur district and is 
dated in Saka 1602 Raudri (= A.D. 1680-81). Tt refers itself to the rule of Hajarat 
“р Sulutànu Abdula  Hasànu  Alamgiru 
he Qutb pean king Abul Hassan of Golconda. Pansihs, ¿e Hazarat Sultan АР dul 
Hassan Alamghyr Padshah. This king must be identical with the Qutb Shahi 
king Abul Hassan of Goleonda who was the last of that dynasty and ruled from A.D 
1672 to 1688 (Annual Report for 1911-12, paragraph 74). PrithiviSetti Rayana- 
Bhaskara who presided over the mercantile community, made a grant of certain tolls 
‘to the temple of Santa-Nafijundéévara at Lépakshi, in the Saka year 1603 (No. 531 of 
appendix B), evidently in the reign of this same Qutb Sháhi king Abdul Hassan 
Alamghyr Padshah. This princely merchant was mentioned already on page 33 
paragraph 60 of my report for 1912 a contemporary of the Karvétinagar chief 
Sàluva Makaraja-Tirumalarajayyadéva-Maharaja. It may be noted that the pharmana 
from Alamghyr Padsha therein referred to, must be the one from the Qutb Shahi 
king Abdul Hassan of No. 582 of Appendix B. Another Mussalman chief mentioned 
яп the collection was Hajarat Dàvadu Khan whose Hindu officer Muttambi Mudaliyar 
appointed a certain private individual to conduct the charities in the temple of 
Tiruvorriyür (No. 183 of Apppendix B). Не may be identified with Райа Khan who 
ruled ав the Nawab of Arcot from A.D. 1703-10 (Sewell’s Lists of Antiguities, Vol. IL, 
р. 198). 

74. A record in Marathi (No. 398 of Appendix B) which comes from Dévikapuram 
and is dated in Kshaya ( = A.D. 1806-7) registers the consecration ceremony of the 
goddess (Brihadamba) which was performed under orders of Sarafaji-Raja Saheb (१.८. 
Sarfoji II who ruled between A.D. 1798 and 1833). Evidently the shrine had been 
renovated and a fresh consecration was found necessary. The contents of Nos. 397 
and 406 of Appendix B imply the repairs which must have been again made to the 
same shrine, in the last century. These record that the ceremonies ashtabandhana and 
kumbhablishéka which are usually held after the repairs to a temple have been com- 
pleted, were celebrated by Abhinavapürnapriya Srinivasa Rao Saheb, Jaghirdar of 
Arni, on the 27th of November 1889 


15. In a record from Kottir in the Tanjore district (No. 463 of Appendix В) 
reference is made to the regime of Dalavay Anandarayar Sahéb. This was apparently 
the Brahman minister Anandarayamakhin of literary fame who served the three 
Mahratha kings of Tanjore, Sahaji, Sarabhaji and Tukkoji (Reports on Sanskrit 
Manuscripts by Professor Hultzseh, No. II, Introduction, p. ix), between the years 
1684 and 1736 A.D.  Dalavay is a title still in vogue and means ‘a general, a 
chieftain or minister of state’. Ananda Rao Péshwa, as he-Anandaraya was also 
otherwise called, is stated to havé defeated the combined troops of Madura and Puduk- 
kottai in one of the battles that were fought when ‘the right of succession to the 
Maravan chiefship became the subject of violent contest attended with bloodshed 
between two rival claimants’ (724. Ant. Vol. XXXIII, р. 182).

2. During the year 614 inseriptions were copied and 26 Tamil inseriptions from 
Ceylon transcribed and examined. The number of transcripts now on record in the 
epigraphieal office at Ootacamund is approximately 10,000. Only a very small 

' proportion of these has however been published and the question of accelerating the 
publication of inscriptions in extenso, with their translations, is at present under the 
consideration of the Government. 


3. The Government observe that photographs of miscellaneous antiquities are 
taken by the epigraphical staff during the course of their tours. Some arrangement 
should be made whereby the same objects are not photographed both by the Epi- 
graphical and the Archeological Survey departments. The photographing work of 
the former department should ordinariiy be restricted to objects connected” with 
epigraphy

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2. Daring thé year under review two important Government Orders were passed, in 
connection with (1)the Reports on Epigrap iy and (2) the publication of South- Indian 
Inscriptions. In the first of these it was suggested that in column 5 of appendicée B. 
and C—lista of inscriptions~—full details of dates as entered in the inscriptions; | 
should be given together with some indication as to their probable age, in cases where 
this appears necessary and where the Saka year is not mentioned. The former has 
been done; but in adopting the latter some difficulty has been felt inasmuch as the 
records of the medieval Chola and Pandya kings: of the 12th and 13th centuries of, 
the Christian era—records where. presumably some indication as to the probable age 
14 expected— refer themselves to many details of transaction but rarely mention facts 
by which we eould further approximate the age of these kings.  Paleographical 
evidence in this direction, is impossibles for no appreciable differences in writing are 
‘seen Within one century or two. Still, where some indication was forthcoming from 
internal evidence as regards the approximate date of an inscription, it-has not been left 
unnoted either in the ** Remarks ” column of the appendices or in Part II of the 
‘Report, under the particular dynasty to which thg king belongs. The results of the 
calculation of dates found in inscriptions of the last year's collection have been kindly 
furnished by the Hon’ble Diwan Bahadur L. D. Swamikannu Pillai Avargal, w.A., BIss ` 
LL.B.; and have been embodied in appendix D. The dates of the current year calculated", 
by the same scholar are included in appendix E, below. Full particulars ав to Ње

«column 2 of the lists where the village names occur for the first time. 


3. G.O. No. 47, Public, dated 9th January 1924, lays down the principles to be 
followed as regards the future working of the departmentin the matter of collection 
„and publication. schedule of thé contents of inscriptions as hitherto given in the 
appendices to Part I of the Report and a digested summary of facts gleaned from the 
inscriptions examined during the year which forms Part II of the Report, are not 
found to be enough, In the opinion of competent scholars whom the Government 
have consulted, the work of the Epigraphical Department ig best done “ by transdrib- 
ing the full texts of selected inscriptions as accurately as possible, supplying a careful 
translation, adding brief notes where they appear to be called for, (without however 
dealing with the material in an over-elaborate manner) and. publishing the results 
with such facsimiles of the original inscriptions as may seem to be necessary.” The 
Government also welcome any assistance which may be obtained from honorary workers 
in the preparation of inscriptions for publication. The programme of work of the 
department thus defined will ‘henceforth consist of (1) collection of inscriptions, 
(2) preparation of transcripts and (3) publication of the more important of them with 
texts and translations and with facsimiles where necessary. Items (1) and (2) are 
being regularly attended to year after year, so much so that in the large collection 
-of inscriptions in this office only a tenth remains untranscribed. Item (3) applies to 
“the publication of South-Indian Inscriptions of which Volume П, Part IV, was issued 
last year by the late Rai Bahadur V. Venkayya. Part V of the same Volume 
containing a general Introduction to Volume II, Index and two Pallava copper-plate ' 
inscriptions (with translations and facsimile plates) has been prepared during the year 
nd sent to the Press. It is in galley proof and I hope to issue the part in a few 
months. Before any dynastic volumes of the series could be taken up, I beg to submit 
that Volume III of South-Indian Inscriptions, of which Parts I and II have been 
already issued hy Professor Hultzsch, must be continued by bringing out at least two * 
more parts with some important Chola records and facsimiles, making thus Volumes 11 
and III relate almost entirely to Chola kings. Volume IV will have similarly to be 
devoted to the Рапдуав exclusively.

Tours AND DIARY OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT. 


9. Iuriug the year under review I did not undertake any long tours for 
inspecting temples and copying inscriptions. A short trip to Madras and Conjee- 
veram from 26th August to 7th September 1913 was taken up in studying the 
uotes on iconography kindly sent by the Director-General through his Assistant 
‘ir. V. atesa лууаг, B.A, and examining the stone and copper images at the: 
Ekámrésvarasvàmin temple, Conjeeveram. My stay at Poona for twenty days in 
the mouths of November and December was spent in directing the preparation of 
illustrative plates for Mr. Rice’s Coorg Inscriptions (vide G.O. No. 1285, Public, dated 
the 14stu October 1913). At Bezwada I examined once again the pillar in the Mallés- 
arasvimin temple with the Old Telugu metrical record on it and arranged with the 

v s'ldar for its removal to the local Museum, I hear from that officer that the trustees 

eoiine to remove the pillar to the Museum. Arrangements will have to be made 
fur putting it up in a central place within the temple premises where all scholars can 
hive aceess to the record. The Archeological. Superintendent having called my 
attention to inscriptions at Vinukonda and Ipiiru, these were secured on my way back 
from Poona.

fn obedience to G.O. No. 649, Public, dated the 26th May 1913, Mr. P. 
- gvanatha Ayyar, the Photographer, was sent to Simla on llth June 1913 to 
bring back the negatives of photographs taken by, this office and stored at Simla 
from 1906-07 to 1908-09. Mr. Visvanatha Ayyar returned to head-quarters on- 
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29th June: 1913. Mr: K. Rami Sastri, the Kanarese Epigraphical Student, started on 
tour for’ Coorg өп FQth June 1918. to take. copies of some inscriptionis which had 
recently been discovered’ and. were requisitioned: Ъу Mr.. Rice: for insertion im his 
Coorg Inseriptions, Оп the 22nd Rama Sastri was joined by Mr. О. R. Krishnama 
Achar, the newly appointed Telugu Epigraphical Student. Both of them toured in 
Coorg till 3rd July 1913. They thence proceeded to the Bellary district where they 
inspected all villages of the Bellary taluk, copying inscriptions. On the 12th 
September 1913, the Telugu Epigraphical Student left Bellary for the northern 
districts of the Presidency and visited the places included in the programme submitted 
with. my last Annual Beport and. returned to head-quarters on 25th October 1913. 
Meanwhile the Kanarese Epigraphieal Student also returned to Ootacamund on ГІ 
Oetober 1913 after finishing. his work in the Bellary taluk. Mr. G. Venkoba Rao, 
the Senior Assistant, left Ootacamund' on. nd August 1913 and remained touring till 
3rd December 1913... From the 4th to 19th August he was.engaged in copying the 
stone inscriptions preserved in the Madras Museum (G.0. No. 482, Public, dated 
1588 April 1913).

T. The:advance proof of the Annual Report for 1912-13 which, was' submitted 
to-Government on 10th July’ 1918 was read in final proof and returned to’ the Press 
on.20 tli- August 1913: 


The Superintendent, Government Museum, kindly handed over to me.for exam- 
ination while,L was:at.Madras in the beginning of September, many clay seals and 
votive tablets which had been. discovered at.Sankaram. (Vizagapatam district) by, 
Mr. Rea, in the year 1907. These. were found to be very, interesting, pearing. 
miniature. chaityas with. the figure. of Buddha seated. within them and having.the 
Buddhist creed: Yë dhammé,. etc.,. engraved: below the Buddha, on the pedestal. 
Mr., Rea has given a Plate illustrating the different. forms of these votive tablets and 
seals, opposite page 172. of the Director-General’s Annual for 1907-08. One of the 
seals-has. a contrivance made at its bottom, so that. it may. be fastened on to some 
valuable object and bears the legend. бадуайдада. [íri] incised’ in early, Chalukyan 
characters with; a floral device below and. а lamp-stand and. a triple umbrella (2) 
above. Another similar. seal. bears.the legend P[z]&durjjaya íri in characters of 
about: the same period; with.a.floral device below and а crescent-mark. above. A 
dozen seals bore legends inscribed in the negative and were evidently meant for 
making impressions on some soft material. One of these was found to contain the 
name Réchapa and'Ywo others, the name A[ dh |yapati in‘ Nàgart charaeters of about 
the 9th century A.D. 


Most.of the Pali, Telugu, Tamil. and. Kanarese records copied by: my Senior 
Assistant in.the Madras Museum. have been identified with.those already pub- 
lished in tlie.Archseological volumes. or, with those secured by. this office in: previous 
years.. The. identified. records have.not. consequently been. included in the list of 
inscriptions copied. during the year. The new Pali records. examined and entered in 
the appendix.are as. usual found to refer to the grant of.a stone, а pillar or a railing 
made by lay disciples to the з ра. in which these. inscribed stones were unearthed. 
The Superintendent, Government Museum, will be. supplied witha, list .of all: the 
identified records, giving references to.the books in. which they have been noticed. 


8: One hundred and sixty-three villages-were examined atd:354 new inscriptions 
were copied ‘during the year undér review: one of them being a: novel record engraved 
ona conch presented ‘te the temple of ‘Varadaraja-Perumil at 'Toludir in or about the 
beginning -of the. 18th Century A:D. (No. 402). These with the 849 epigraphs 
` reserved ‘for examination fron the: last:year’s colléction bring up the ‘total of'inserip- 
tions examined and ‘transertbed 46-438: The-fail inthe- number as compared with the 
collection of previous:years 'is due to the -fact that: the Tamil Epigraphical Student 
Mt. S: R: Krishnaswami‘Ayyar resigned his pláce-just'before- the camping season ‘and 
the new candidate who was appointed in'his pliee has: yet to be trained in the ‘work 
of ‘copying and-‘colleeting: inserrpttons. All'the-insertptions’includédd in appendix B 
have been tentatively transcriped. The-ttanscribts-of last year have beer distributed 
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into the. severa] files arranged under various dynasties and index tickets prepared to 
facilitate collation.: The work done:in connection: with the publication of South- 
Indian Inscriptions has been referred to in paragraph 3, above 


9. Appendix A includes 12 eopper-plate inscriptions examined during the year. 
H. M. Hood, Esq., 1.С.8., was kind enough to send me a valuable set of plates on 
which was engraved a long inscription, а charter granted to 46 Brahmanas on the 
occasion of the obsequial ceremonies of the king's son who died on a battle-field. The 
plates will be deposited in the Madras Museum. Another set of copper-plates of a 
much earlier period were secured for examination through Mr. Venkatarayappa, the 
karnam of the village of Kafichasamudram in the Hindupur taluk of the Anantapur 
district. These bear an inscription of one of the early Ganga kings of Mysore and 
throw much light on their chronology. The purchase of the plates for the Govern- 
ment Museum is under correspondence. J. N. Roy, Esq., I.C.S., Collector of Guntur, 
forwarded for examination a Pallava grant of the time of a certain Vijaya-Vishnu- 
gopavarman. Though full of mistakes the plates are important enough and supply 
some information for settling the Pallava genealogy prior to the time of the 
Simbavishnu line of Conjeeveram. Mr. Ramdas Pantulu of Jeypore and Mr. J 
Ramayya Pantulu have as usual been kind enough to lend their valuable collection 
of copper-plates, for my inspection. The Eastern Ganga record of the Maharaja 
Indravarman supplied by the former mentions the capital Dantapura (४.८. Kalinga- 
nagara-Mukalihgam ; see Ep. Ind. Vol. VIII, p. 161) and contains the date 1419] 
expressed in numerical symbols—the astronomical details given being Pushya, di. 20 
in one portion of the inscription aid Kartika-Paurnamé@s, in another portion. Mr. 
Ramayya Pantulu’s collection consists of four early Eastern Chalukya plates and of one 
record of the Vishnukundin king Mahárája-Madhavavarman alias Janasraya-Maha- 
таја. ‘Bhis last must be a new and a later member of the family of Vishnukundins 
to which belonged Indravarman of the Ramatirtham Plates (shortly to be published) 
and Vikraméndravarman TI of the Chikkulla Plates (Ep. Ind. Vol: IV, pp. 193 ff.) 
The Eastern Chilukya plates are historically valuable and aré noticed in Part II 
below. The Tahsildar of Bellary also kindly forwarded for my examination through 
the Kanarese Epigraphical Student who was touring in Bellary, a set of plates which 
belong to the time of Virtipaksha of the first Vijayanagara dynasty. The remaining 
two plates included in appendix A which belong to the Chola king Rajakésarivarman 
(Кајагаја I) were sent for examination by M.R.Ry. Muttuswami Konar of Trichengode, 
Salem district. They wil be published in Volume III of the South-Indian 
Inscriptions 


10. Of the miscellaneous work turned out by the office may be mentioned. (1) the 
supplying of a short account of the early history of the re-adjusted district of North 
Arcot, to the Settlement Officer who is now engaged in writing the Gazetteer of that 
district ; (2) noting down the contents of a large number of stone inscriptions for the 
Settlement officer, Cuddapah, from impressions which he kindly forwarded to me; (3) 
transcribing and translating at the request of the Director of Agriculture and 
Industries, Central Provinces, the Telugu inscriptions copied at Bastar by this office 
in 1908, for insertion in the List of Inscriptions, Central Provinces, which Rai Bahadur 
Hira Lal has been compiling ; (4) supplying detailed information on the contents of 
the Мапӣг inscription on village assemblies, noticed in my last report (p. 98), 
to the Settlement officer, Tinnevelly ; (5) forwarding to Mr. Беа a note on all the 
inscriptions examined at Hampe and its suburbs, by this department, in connec- 
tion with His Excellency’s tour im: the Bellary district; and (6) furnishing the 
Archeological Superintendent, with information on various epigraphical queries 
regarding inscriptions in the temple of Bhiméévara at Draksharama (Godavari dis- 
trict), the Jaina epitaphs at Müdabidri (South Canara), the epigraphs at Chilamküru 
(Cuddapah) and Dharmapuri (Salem), the records at Mahabalipuram (Chingleput) and 
the age of the ancient Pallava monuments of that place, a curious Telugu inscription of 
the 19th century from the Cuddapah district in which the marriage of a cow (evidently 
2 cattle fair or show) is described und a photograph from Kumbakonam in which the 
tulapurusha ceremony performed by Indian kings even of the present day, is 
represented exactly ав it is described in the Sanskrit work Denasdgara. I may 
be permitted to add that Messrs. H. C. P. Bell and E. R. Ayrton, Ceylon, J. Bishop, 
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Hutti (gold mines) A. B. Jackson, District Forest officer, Chittoor, the Hon’ble 
Justice Sir C. Sankaran Nayar, Sir S. Subrahmanya Ayyar, Kt., 0.L.R., LL.D., the 
Hon’ble V. K. Ramanuja Acharya, Kumbakonam, Diwan Bahadur K. Narayana Rao, 
B.A., B.L., Madras, T. Rajagopala Acharya, M.A., B.L., S. V. Venkatesvara Ayyar, м.А.,. 
Lecturer, Kumbakonam College, C. Hayavadana Rao, B A., B.L., C. A. Sundara Sastri, 
Madura, and others have been in correspondence with me on various subjects dealing 
with the history of Southern India.

It may ke 
noted that the Bhdratiya Ndtyaédstra makes a mistake in the description of Prishthasvastika (No. 43) quoting 
wrongly the second half of v, 42 (in the list) and the first half of v, 43. The Chidambaram labels also are defective in 
as much аз they do not supply us with the desoription of eleven postures, viz Talavilasita, Vinivritta, Nisumbbita, 
Gajakriditaka; Garudapluta, Gandasüchi, Apakranta, Mayüralalita, Prasarpitaka, Talaghattitaka and Bahistrika which 
are found in the Bhdratiye Nátyafdstra. lllustrative pictures which may correspond to these are, however, found in the 
compartments of the pillars of the E. Gopura of the Chidambaram temple without bearing any labels above them, The 
dance Parivritta is omitted both in the Chidambaram labels and in the descriptive verses of the Bháratiya Natyasdstra. 
Th numbers attached to the verses in the inscriptions follow the order in which the postures are enumerated in the 
Natyasdstra. The order is correct (read from left to right) on the seven projecting pillars of the inner wall of the 
Gépura, оп the right side ; but the corresponding figures on the left side are much deranged. This may have been due 
to the ignorance of the masons whose work was not properly supervised.

The two Pallava copper-plate grants of Nandivarman III, which are under: 
publication in Vol. II, Part V, of tbe South-Indian Inscriptions supply ‘us with 
almost a connected account of these kings during the three different periods of 

VA CC TM their political activity. The first two 

A copper-plate grant of Vijaya-Vishnugópa- periods are distinguished respectively as. 

Цайлган the periods of the Prakrit and Sanskrit 
charters, while the last relates to the kings of the Simbhavishnu line in whose time: 
the expansion of the Pallava dominion was at its highest. Among the copper-plates 
examined during the year we have one set (No. 3 of appendix A) which may have 
to be referred to the second period of the Pallavas, z.e. that of the Sanskrit charters. 
King Vijaya-Vishnugopavarman, son of Sinhavarman, grandson of Maharaja- 
Vishnugopavarman and great grandson of Kandavarman (i.e. Skandavarman), bem 
encamped at Vijaya-Palotkata, gave away land to a certain Chasa[mi]-éarman of the 
Kaéyapa-golra who was a native of Kundir. The grantis not dated. Since it was 
issued from Vijaya-Palotkata, ze. the victorious Palótkata (Palakkada), after the 
manner of the published Sanskrit charters which are dated from Palakkada, Daáana- 
pura ог Ménmatura, we are perhaps led to presume that the first three names of 
thé genealogy, viz., Sihhavarman, Maháràja-Vishnugópavarman and Kandavarman 
| possibly correspond to the last three names of the Màngalür or of the 

ikira grant of Simhavarman II., In this case Vijaya-Vishnugópavarman would be a 
“hitherto unknown son of Sirnhavarman 11. Against this, however, is the important 
fact that in the Mangalür, Pikira and the Uruvupalli grants where the name occurs, 
Vishnugopavarman always receives the epithet Yuvamaharaja and not Maharaja. 
Again, the characters in which the Narasa:aopet record in question, is éngraved are 
comparatively more modern than those of the three grants mentioned above. It is 
therefore doubtful if we could still, presume our grant to be one of Vijaya-Vishnu- 
gopavarman, а son of Sihhavaraman iI. Не must be a later king and very probably 
one of the missing group immediately preceding the line of Simhavarman and 
Simhavishnu, whose history is pretty certain. ln the Vayalir pillar inscription. 
(Report for 1909, page 77, paragraph 17), the name Vishnugópavarman occurs thrice, 
Skandavarman five times, and Sirhhavarman four times. The probability, therefore, 
of the present inscription belonging to the period intermediate between the Sanskrit 
charters and the stone inscriptions being the more correct one, we may not be far 
wrong in assigning the plates roughly to the beginning of the 7th century A.D. 


. 2. Kopperufijingadeva who was a contemporary of the Chola king Rajaraja III. 
(A.D. 1215 to at least 1248) also calls himself a Pallava. Itis well known that 
Kopperufjinga in the latter part of Rajaraja’s reign usurped part at least of the 
Chóla dominions and ruled for a period of about 30 vears having ascended the throne 
in А.р. 1243. Fifteen records of this chief have been copied during the year at 
Chidambaram. He holds the special titles Sakalabhuvanachakravartin and Avaniyalap- 
T | " A . pirandan. One of the chief ministers who 
he later Pallava king Kopperufijihga and his issued orders, perhaps on behalf of the king, 
спо was Perumal Pillai alas Solakon of 
Aragür. Tennavan Brahmàdhir&jan, Jayatunga-Pallavaraiyan and Tillai-Ambalap- 
pallavarayan were some of his other officers mentioned in the Chidambaram inscriptions. 
On a pillar in the second western gopura of the temple and on another in the gopura of 
the goddess Sivak&mi- Amman, is recorded the fact that these pillars were placed there 
by Solakon for the merit of his master Avaniyalappirandan Kopperufijingadéva, 
Though one other similar pillar is now found on a new entrance cut open by the 
Nattukkottai-Chetties close to the east main дорига of the temple, there is little doubt 
that it must have been originally connected with that gopura. A trilingual inscription 
from Tripurantakam in the Kurnool district noticed by Rai Bahadur Venkayya in his: 
report for 1906 (Part II, paragraph 5) states that a certain king named Maharajasimha 
built the eastern gopura of the Chidambaram temple and decorated the four sides of it 
with “ the booty acquired by subduing the four quarters.” The east and west yöpuras 
are very richly decorated and bear on their inner walls fine specimens of images of which 
alarge number illustrate the variousdancing postures. They are particularly interesting: 
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on aecount of the descriptive verses engraved in Grantha characters above them. 
Dancing as a fine art is gradually dying out in India. It is hoped that the appended 
plates illustratiug the postures described (already in the Bharatiya Natya-Sastra) will 
greatly help those who have a desire to revive that art.* Maharajasimha of the 
Tripuràntakam inscription could be no other than Kopperuijingadéva on whose 
account the chief Solakon set up the pillars Nos. 32], 324 and 325. The repairs 
carried out in the last century by a relation of Pachchaiyappa-Mudaliyar (No. 342) 
could not have extended to the first floor of the gépura which is built of stone. 
No. 882 from Chidambaram is in Tamil verse and mentions a certain Kadavarkon 
and the Pandya king Sundara who was his enemy. Kadavarkén “ the king of 
Kadavar (2.e., the Pallavas) ? might here be taken as referring to Kopperunjingadeva 
who was a contemporary of Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya I (see below, paragraph 18),

3. The three copperplates which make up this charter belong to one Adembhatta, 
a purohit of Penugonda. The plates have 
The Penugonda copper-plates (No. 12 of been found among his family records 
Appendix A). f since a very long time of which he has no 
correct knowledge. They were brought 
to me for examination by my friend Mr. Karnam Venkatarayappa of Kafichasamudram 
(Hindupur taluk) in the belief that the contents may reveal some unknown privileges 
granted to the ancestors of Adembhatta as the hereditary purdhits of Penugonda. 
The plates measure roughly 3" by 2$" and are strung on an oval ring whose major 
and minor axes are 22” and 21" respectively. The edges of the ring are secured at 
the bottom of a circular seal, 12” in diameter, which bears at its top on a counter- 
sunk surface a standing elephant —the crest of the Gangas—facing the proper left 
with its trunk hanging down between its tusks. Тһе ring was not cut when the 
plates were placed ia my hands. The plates, ring and seal weigh 83 tolas. 


4. A large number of Ganga forgeries have been mentioned by Dr. Fleet in his 
paper on the spurious Sidi plates published in Epigraphi Indica, Vol. ПІ, рр. 158ff. 
From a study of these, following closely the remarks made by Dr. Fleet, it appears 
as if almost all the early Ganga copper-plates so far discovered, have then 
consistent forgeries betraying palpable errors both chronological and paleogra- 
phical. Exception has, however, to be made in the case of: the Penugonda plates 
which, though referring to the early Ganga sovereigns in words almost similar to 
those of the established forgeries, uniformly preserves a perfectly old type of 
Kannada characters of the period to which it has to be referred and supplies two con- 
temporaneous names of the early Pallava 
kings of Kafichi whose approximate dates 
when determined satisfactorily, would throw a flood of light on Ganga chronology. 
The plates mention in order the king Konkanivarma Dharma-Mahadhiraja of the 
Kanvayana-gétra, his son Madhava-Mahadhiraja І “ an able exponent and demons- 
trator of the science of Polity,” his son the байга king Aryavarman (7.6. Harivarman 
of other plates) “ who was duly installed on the throne by Simhavarma-Mahàrája, the 
lord of the prosperous Pallava family” and his son “the banner of the Сайдбуа 
race,” the Ganga king Madhava-Mahadhiraja II [alias] Simhavannan “ who was 
duly installed on the throne by the illustrious Pallava (king) Skandavarma- Maharaja.” 
This account of succession derived from the Penugouda plates differs from the other 
grants in stating that the son of Aryavarman (Harivarman) was Mādhava II; while 
according to those, he was Vishnugopa-Mahadhiraja. The mention, however, of the 
contemporaneous Pallava kings Simhavarma-Maharaja and Skandavarma-Maharaja 
which we do not find in any of the hitherto edited Ganga grants, is very important. 
These must have been related as father and son inasmuch as they are mentioned to 
have been respectively present at the installation of Aryavarman and of his son 
Madhava II. The only inscription where the Pallava kings of these two names are 


Its importance for Ganga history. 


9 The Bhératiya Ndtya-sdstra mentions in Chapter ТУ (vv. 33 to 53) 108 postures of dancing. All of them, are 
illustrated in the east as well as the west gépuras of the Nataraja temple where the posture of the god himsplf is one of 
Ananda-tindava or the dance of blias. Many of the figures are mutilated. Ninety-three illustrations have been collected 
and are figured on the accompanying plates. The verses quoted above them in Grantha characters are often not legible. 
All these, however, have been identified by comparison with the corresponding verses of the Ndtya-séstra and are 
printed in the explanatory key (printed on pages 72 to 79). I find that there are often various readings in our 
inscriptions which are more correct. š 
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referred to in the relation of father and son are the suspicious Udayéndiram plates 
of Nandivarman (Epigrophia Indica, Vol. IIl., pp. 1428). It is not impossible 
that the genealogy recorded in these suspicious plates may, however, be authentic. 
In this case the Pallava kings Simhavarman and Skandavarman mentioned in the 
Penugonda grant will have to be referred to about the same period as Sinhavarman II 
in whose 8th year were issued the Mángalür plates. As the Sanskrit Pallava charters 
of Uruvupalli, Mangaliir, Pikira and Chendalür have roughly been referred to the 
6th century of the Christian era, we may presume by the help ot the contemporaneous 
evidence set forth above, that the fourth king of the Western Ganga line from the 
founder Konkanivarma Dharma-Mahadhiraja, lived about that period and that between 
him and Sivamara Ito whom, on inscriptional evidence, Hr. Fleet assigns the middle 
of the 8th century A.D., there was an interval of two clear centuries during which 
there may have ruled seven kings of exceptionally long periods of reign as detailed by 
Mr. Rice in his genealogical account of the Western Ganga kings. The grant 
conveyed by the Penugonda plates register the gift of 65 paddy fields (Агайга) sowable 
with 25 khandukas (of paddy) below the big tank of Paruvi in Paruvi-vishaya, to the 
Brahman Kumaragarman of the Vatsa-gotra and the Taittirlya-charana, ona full moon 
day of the lunar month Chaitra. Paruvi is identical with Parigi, seven miles north of 
Hindupur in the Anantapur district. The tank of Parigi is still one of the famous 
tanks in that district and irrigates a very large extent of land. It may be noted that 
Parigi under name Parivi is mentioned in early inscriptions as the capital of the Барав 
and that ın the time of the Chola king Rajaraja I it was evidently the chief village 
of a sub-division named Parivai-nadu within the district called Nulambapadi alias 
Nigarili-Solapadi (see also No. 808).

5. H. M. Hood, Esq., 1.0.8., forwarded а set of copper- plates which “ were 
found in a corner’ of the Collector’s Pars.

Maaulipatani grant of Оваква. The latter oficer minete them to 
me for examination ou lst July 1913. These plates which are five in number 
measure 92" by 42” and are strung on an oval ring 2” in thickness and 6” and 4" 
in its diameters. A massive euplike seal with a circular surface (3$" in diameter), 
bears in relief the Chalukyan boar and the legend Sri-Tribhuvandnkusa. The ring was 
not cut when the plates reached me. With the kind permission of the Collector of 
Kistna (his letter No. 4073-01., dated 3rd August 1915) the plates will be deposited 
in the Government Museum as soon as the inscription on them is published. 


6. The usual genealogy of the Eastern Chalukyas from Kubja-Vishnuvardhana, 
brother of SatyaSraya-Vallabhéndra, i» traced, giving to Jayasimha I, 33 years 
I ia instead of the usual 30 and to Vijayaditya- 
जि; contents. Bhattáraka 19 years instead of the usual 
18. His son Vishnuvardhana IV is called Kali-Vishnuraja. His son Vijayaditya 
II, * the destroyer of the party (who supported) the Southern Ganga and the builder 
of 100 temples of Naréndré$vara," ruled for 40 years. The grandson of Vijayaditya 
II was Vijayaditya JII-[Gunaka]. We are told of him that he acquired the 
famous surname Tripurámartva-Mahe$vara consequent upon his having burnt the 
three cities Kiranapura, Achalapura and the great Nellürapura. He is also stated to 
have taken by force the gold of the Ganga kings of Kalinga, the elephants of the 
kings of Kosala and the gold of the Pandyas and Pallavas, in order that he may 
distribute them in charity. Gunaka-Vijayaditya’s crown prince (yuvardja) was his 
younger brother Vikramaditya I. Ofthelatter's son Chalukya-Bhima I in whose 
reign the inscription is dated, we learn that he defeated the army of Krishnavallabha 
together with his allies and that before him fied ‘as darkness before light,’ the vile 
kings of Karnata, and Lata. Ніѕ ѕоп, a prince of 16 years, who was of charming 
appearance, learned and powerful, died after fighting bravely on the battle-fields at 
Niravadyapura and Peruvangiir-grama, killing in the latter from the back of his 
elephant the general of the Vallabha kingcalled Dandéna-Gundaya. Having performed 
Ег голе + the obsequial ceremonies of this prince 

Death of prince Irimartiganda and the battles : : 
of N aAA and Por MAE Gr аша”, who had the surname Iri[ ma |rtiganda, the 
king granted to 45 learned Bršhmanas the 
village of Vedatulüru in Uttarakandéruvati-vishaya. The record is not dated but 
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we know from other sources that Chalukya-Bhima I ruled from A.D. 888 to 918. The 
battles fought by the prince at Niravadyapura and Peruvangir-grama are of immense 
interest to astern Chalukya history. Niravadya was a surname of the Western 
Chalukya king Vijayiditya II (A.D. 699 to 729) and Niravadyapura, therefore, was 
evidently а city named after this king. Its identity аз well as that of Peruvangür is 
not certain. Of the three places Kiranapura, Achalapura and Nellürapura mentioned in 
connection with Vijayaditya (III)-Gunaka, we already know from the Maliyapündi 
plates of Amma [T that the first city Kiranapura where the Rashtrakiita king Krishna 
П and his ally байка had resided, was burnt by Gunaka’s general Pandaranga. 
Achalapura may be the Sanskrit rendering of the Telugu name Kondapalli and Nel- 
lürapura is probably the modern Nellore. Ifthis latter identification is correct it 
shows that the dominion of the Eastern Chalukyas in the 9th century A.D. extended 
as far south as the town of Nellore and touched almost the border of the Tondaiman- 
dala which was the country of the Pallavas of Kafichi. Gunaka’s boast of having 
robbed the Pandyas aud the Pallavas of their gold may not be altogether true; for the 
Pandyas of the south could have hardly had any opportunity of coming into contact 
with him. The Vallabha king whose general Dandéna-Gundaya was killed by the 
son of Chalukya-Bhima I., must also be identical with the Kashtrakiita king Krishna 
II. Vedatalüru, the village granted, was situated in the Uttara-Kandéruvati-vishaya. 
The latter territorial division has to be located somewhere in the Kistna district. 


1. Four other Eastern Chalukya grants have been kindly placed at my disposal 
by Mr. J. Ramayya Pantulu, Presidenéy Magistrate, Madras (Nos. 5, 6, 8 and 9 of 
Appendix A). These he had secured from different parts of the Telugu districts for 
publieation in the journal of the Telugu Academy of which he is the President. 
The earliest, No. 5, belongs to the time of Jayasimha 1., Vallabha-Maharaja, the second 

\ king in the Eastern Chàlukya genealogy 
and is dated in the 15th year of his reign 
(expressed by numerical symbols) The wording of thie grant differs from that of 
the Pedda-Maddali copper-plates of the same king published by Dr. "leet on p. 137 f 
of Ind. Ant, Vol. XIII. The account here given makes Jayasuhha, the grandson 
of Kirttivarman and son of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja. The title Sarvasiddhi which 
the king bore, as stated in the Pedda-Maddali plates, is suggested in this record also 
in 1. 20 where the gift made, is called Sarvasiddhi-datti. ^ Pulebürnra (Pulebüra), the 
village granted, was situated in the Guddavati-vishaya and the dfizpli (executors) 
were Hast-koía and Vira-kosa by which perhaps the officers in command of the 
elephant force and the infantry are meant. 


8. No. 9 belongs to the time of SarvalokaSraya Vishnuvardhana III (A.D. 709 to 
146), son of Vijayasiddhi Mangi-Yuvaraja. It records the grant of land sowable with 
: ET цөс... 15 khandis of paddy, in the village 
EE तरीय ПІ.; his queen Vijaya Pasapubarru d Gu ашиглан 
together with a house and a flower- 
garden, to a certain Chaturvédi KéSavaSarman of Parandür, on the day of a solar 
eclipse. The charter is not dated but its ¿mapt was the chief queen Vijaya- 
Mahadévi. The seal of the plates bears the legend Tribhuvanamkusa. It may be 
noted that no inscriptions of Vishnuvardhana III have yet been discovered or 
published. 


9. No. 6 is a mutilated grant on three copper-plates, whose writing is similar to 
that of Naréndramrigaraja Vijayaditya II illustrated on page 120 of Epigraphia 
Indica, Vol. V. The donor was the Sarvalokisraya Maharajadhiraja Vishnuvardhana, 
son of Vijayaditya-Maharaja and grandson of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja. The seal 
of these copper-plates bears the legend §ri-Vishamasiddit and Dr. Fleet (Iud. Ant., 
Vol. XX, p. 102) mentions the titles Vishamasiddhi and SarvalokaSraya in connection 
with Kali-Vishnuvardhana V. Consequently No. 6 must be attributed to the time 

: of VishpuvardhanaV Vishamasiddhi, 
Vishpuvasdhana V, though the only plates of his time from 

“ Ahadanakaram ” hitherto published (70. Ant. Vol. XIIL, pp. 185 Ё.) do not show 
exactly the same type of characters. The grant which was made on the day of a lunar 
eclipse to a certain Brihmana named Agnióarman consisted of land sowable with 12 
khandis of paddy in the village of Permajili in Pagunavara-vishaya. The ¿mapt

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of the charter was Jayarüpa. The village Permmajili could not be identified; but. 
the district Pagunavàra-vishaya is mentioned in the records of Amma П and Chalukya- 
Bhima П. 


10. The latest Eastern Chalukya grant examined during the year is one of 
Saktivarman II Saktivarman II, a hitherto unknown son 
1 of Vijayaditya VII. The plates (No. 8) 
which record this grant were also received from Mr. Ramayya Pantulu. They are 
held together by a ring with seal which bears the legend TribhuvandmkuSa. The 
writing is quite similar to that of the Korumelli plates of Rajaraja I published in 
Indian Antiquary, Vol. XIV, pp. 48 ff. Like the Korumelli and the Nandama- 
pündi grants of the time of Rajaraja I and the Ranastipiindi plates of Vimaladitya, 
these plates supply a paurdnie and a historical genealogy. The only point worthy of 
note in the latter is, that just before the interregnum, the two brothers Danarnava and 
Amma ЇЇ are stated to have murdered the sons of each other. This statement 
perhaps partly explains the necessity for an interregnum which followed their 
rule, in the Véngi country. Vijayaditya VII, the brother of Rajaraja I is stated 
to have been the son of Vimaladitya by his wife, the Chola princess Màlava-Mabadeévi. 
This latter must be different from the other well-known Chola princess Kundava- 
Mahadévi, the mother of Ràjaràja I., since we are told that “after the death of 
Rajaraja I, his brother by a different wife, [7.e. Vijayaditya VII] took possession 
of the kingdom.” By his queen of the Haihaya race Vijayàditya had a son named 
Saktivarman who succeeded to the throne in Saka 986 (roughly — A.D. 1054). 
aktivarman II bore the surnames Samaraikabhairava and Satyaéraya. The date of 
Saktivearman’s accession falls into the reign of Vijayaditya VII. ‘his shows that 
Saktivarman was anointed crown prince two years after Vijayáditya succeeded to the 
throne. The statement that the latter took possession of the kingdom by force: clearly 
defines the state of the Véngi country immediately after the death of Кајагаја. 
Kulottunga I, the son of Rajaraja І, bad to be ousted with the help of the Chola king 
Virarajéndra I and the Kalinga king Rajaraja (South-Indian Inscriptions, Vol. III, 
р. 128). 


WESTERN CHALUKYAS 


11. The detailed survey of the Bellary taluka made during the year has brought 

to light a number of Western Chàlukya records. The earliest (Nos. 200 and 201) 
belong to the time of Jagadékamalla Jayasimha IT (A.D. 1018 to 1042). The king 
is stated to have been ruling at Pottalakere identified with Dannayakanakere in the 
Jagadékamalla Jayasihhsa II; his queen and Bellary district. It is_stated that his 
eterna vay i q subordinate Udayadityadéva of the Pallava 
lineage ‘the lord of Kafichipura’, made 

a grant of land to Mádhava-shadangavid (Sanangi) and two other Brahmanas * who 
had placed the limbs of Nolamba- Mahadévi in the Ganges.’ This is a clear reference 
to the custom which is prevalent even to this day, to earry the bones of a dead person 
to Benares and throw them in the river Ganges. Evidently Nolamba-Mahadévi, who 
died in the year Saka 958, Dhatri (= A.D. 1036-37) was the mother of Dévala- 
Mahadevi queen of Jayasimha II. Dr. Fleet mentions only one queen of Jayasimha 
II, viz., Suggaladévi who is supposed to have converted the king fromJainism to the 
aiva faith. The chief Udayadityadéva of the Pallava family is again mentioned in 
No. 208 where he is called Udayadityayya and receives the surname Jagadekamalla 
Nolamba-Pallava Permanadi evidently as the subordinate of king Jagadékamalla 
Jayasimha II. This is historically interesting inasmuch as we know that the affix 
Nolamba-Pallava Permanadi has been found applied so far only to Jayasimha ill, 
the younger brother of Vikramaditya VI apparently for the reason that he was in 
charge of the Nolambavadi country. The inscription under reference further states 
that the residence and the capital (2246-0241) of the chief was Kampili in the Bellary 
district. No. .199 which gives the date Saka 949 and mentions Jagadékamalla 
Nolamba-Pallava Permanadi, is much damaged. It must evidently belong also to the 
chief Udayadityadéva. No. 121 is dated in the reign of Trailokyamalla Sóme$vara. 
І. No. 193 refers to him as Trailokyamalla Ahavamalla and mentions the chief 
= Trailokyamalla Nanni-Nolamba-Pallava. 

SENS Permanadi who, with the omission of 
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the epithet Nanni, has been identified by Dr. Fleet with Jayasimha III, the third son 
of Sóméávara І (Ep. Ind. Vol. IV, p. 214 f.) It is stated in No. 232 of the same 
‘king that Trailokyamalla Nanni-Nolambàdhirája was crowned king in Saka 966, 
Тагала (= A.D. 1044-45). This proves that Trailokyamalla Nanni-Nolambadhiraja 
was a surname of 80шёбуага I whose coronation according to Dr. Fleet occurred in 
A.D. 1044-45 (Dyn. Kan. Distrs., p. 438). No. 207 supplies the name of a certain 
" र x Trailokyamalla  Iriva-Nolamba Nara- 
Trailokyamalla Iriva-Nolamba Narasihgha and singhadeva who, like Jayasimha III, 
ша Setpoint: was also entitled *the jewel of the Pallava 
family’ and * lord of Kafichipura the best of cities? He was also perhaps a prince of 
the royal family as Jayasiiha III. A subordinate of this prince was the Vaidumba 
chief Manibéta-Maharaja. А sdémanta of king Trailokyamalla Nanni-Nolambadhiraja 
Somésvara I, was the Sinda chief Udayaditya who is distinct from Udayadityadéva 
Jagadékamalla Nolamba-Pallava Permanadi, already mentioned. From what has been 
stated so far it appears as ‘if the title Nolamba-Pallava Permanadi was introduced by 
the Western Chalukya kings already in the time of Jagadékamalla Jayasimha II and 
used as the title of the ruling kings or princes who held sway over Nolambavadi, the 
hereditary dominion of the Nolamba-Pallavas. It is worthy of note that an incom- 
plete record from Bhatrahalli (No. 198) in the Bellary taluka, informs us of a chief 
of the Sinda family who was born in tbe race of Drishtivisha. This latter name 
occurs also im the Vélirpalaiyam plates, of Vijaya-Nandivarman III and-is there 
applied to a chief of serpents whom Nandivarman matle to dance. i 
12. No. 118 from Nilagunda belongs to Tribhuvanamalla Vikramaditya VI and 
mentions his chief Tribhuvanamalla Rayapindyadéva who was entitled the chief of 
А adi his chi - Kàfichi the jewel of the‘ Yadu race, the 
Tyron ids VI вий Min ошер Days Pendy ^ punisher of 18 Pariehehédins and the 
cause for tbe despair of the Chola king Rajiga-Chola (i.e. Rajéndra-Chola Kulottunga 
I). He was ruling the Nolambavadi 32,000 and Kaniyakallu 300 provinces. Бауа- 
Pandya, as stated in the last report (p. 116 f.), was the grandson of Palata-Pàndya. 
No. 122 describes queen Padmaladévi who in the 41st year of the king is stated 
to have been ‘ruling with pleasurable conversation ? at the Bráhmana village called 
Màmgola. Evidently she was encamped there at the time. Being requested b 
the mahdjanas of the village, she made a grant of land to the ‘local temple. The 
king in the Saka year 993 (= A.D. 1071-72 approximately) appears to have conquered 
one of his own chiefs—perhaps a traitor—called Dandanayaka Biddayya and to havé 
encamped at Govindavadi * pleased with the victory which he had achieved ° (No. 127), 
The mahdjanas of Püvinapadagali (i.e. Hüvinahadagalli) went to him on a deputation 
and blessed him. He granted a village to the temple of Kalidéva at the request of 
these “great men.’ Raviga-Dandanitha or Raviyana-Bhatta was a powerful 
Brahmana minister of Vikramaditya VI (No. 128) He is stated to have been at 
the very root of administration of the, 
Chalukya king and to have conquered the 
seven Malavas. The wife of this chief named: Rebbaladévi constructed the temple of 
Ké$avasvàmin at Püvinapadangali (the modern Hüvinahadagalli) (vide Mr. Rea’s 
Chalukyan Architecture, p. 28). No. 204 mentions the Мадйтаааад 8 ага Ballàreya 
Bivarasa. From No. 114 we learn that a mahapradhaüna of the king in A.D. 1110-11 
was the Dandanayaka Muddarasa. 


No. 230 is.one of Bhülokamalla (80шёбуага III] and mentions the great 
minister Anantapalayya who also served under Tribhuvanamalla Vikramaditya VI. 
The latest king of the Western Chalukya Чаны represented m E oe is,

Jagadékamalla If and his subordinates, De III. No: 911 states that one of his 
Subordinates was the Sinda chief Irmadi-Bhima whose younger brother was Racha- 
malla. The latter is called Ballareya Ráchamalladévarasa in No. 206 which records 
а grant made to the Saiva teacher Nirvanidéva of the E[T]koti-ehakravarti-matha at 
Sindagere. The teacher is described as the pupil of Kumfaradéva, а pupil of 
Trilochanadéva ‘who was а pupil of E(T]koti-ehakravarti Vamadéva of the Kalamukha 
sect and the presiding priest in the temple of Svayambhiidéva at Mulugunda. The 
praise bestowed on Vamadéva, víz., that he was well versed in all stiras such as 
grammar, logic, philosophy, literature, drama (nàfako and пайка); medicine,. lexico- 
graphy, rhetoric, Sruti; Smriti, Purana, Itihàsa, Mimamhea, Nitisastra, ete., makes it 
appear as if Vamadéva was a very famous and learned teacher of the time. Other able 
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Raviga-Dandanatha, his Brahman minister.

teachers of the Kalamukha sect who were the hereditary priests of the Dakshina- 

` KédaréSvara temple at Balig&mi are mentioned by Dr. Fleet in Ep. Ind. Vol. V., pp. 
218 ff. No. 211 informs us that while the two Sinda chiefs Irmadi-Bhima and Rácha- 
malla were ruling the Ballakunde-n&du a gaunda built at Kolür, temples for Siva, Vishnu, 
Aditya (Sun), Vighnéévara and Bhairava. It is interesting to learn from this record 
that the'Kuntala country of seven and a half lac (of villages ?) (१.८, the Rattapadi of 
earlier records) over which the Western Chalukyas claimed suzerainty, was first ruled 
by Mauryas of the Nanda-Gupta race and after them by the Rashtrakita kings.

. 13. Inscriptions were copied in the Nataraja and the Tillaiyamman temples at 
Chidambaram in the years 1888 (Nos. 115 to 124), 1892 (Nos. 170 to 184), 1902 
(Nos. 455 to 468) and 1903 (Nos. 390 to 401). During the current year the remain- 
ing inscriptions of the Nataraja temple, together with those on the Bhimé$vara temple 
at Singarattoppu near Chidambaram, have been secured. 

The earliest Chola records belong to the time of Ràjéndra-Chola I and Kulot- 
tunga-Chola I. From a general study of the inscriptions it is inferred that the city 
of Chidambaram must have at this period 
: included the following .hamlets (1) 
Pannaigudichchéri (Parakésarinallür), (2) Ilanàügür, (3) Karikkudi, (¢) Manalür, (5) 
Koyil-Yündi, (6) Sivapuri, (7) Kolam, (8) Vikramacholanallür (Akkan Pallippadai), 
(9) Tiruvekkalam, (10) Kaduvachchéri, (11) Chandé$varanallür, (12) Korrangudi, 
(13) Midinikkudi and (14) Erukkattafijéri (the modern Erukkattupadugai), of which 
Nos. 2, 4, 5, 6, 9, 10, 12 and 14 exist stil under almost the same names. 
Chidambaram itself is variously called Puliyür, Perumbarrappuliyür and Tillai. The 
name Chidambaram 18 the Sanskritised form of the earlier Sirrambalam (Skt. Dabhra- 
88018) ‘the small shrine’. Evidently the temple at the time of its foundation consisted ' 
only of a Me small shrine which was either the one now dedicated to Natarája or 
that of the Siva-linga called Mülasthàna right opposite to the main gopura of the 
temple. Inthe Пвуйгаш hymns the temple is referred to as Koyil, 1.e., “ the temple” 
and so also in the inscriptions under review .it is generally called Tirukkoyil** the 
Sacred temple”. At present the temple has numerous shrines of minor deities in 
addition to the three important ones of Nataraja, Milasthana-natha and the goddess. 
The building known as Kanaka-sabhà (or Ponnambalam in Tamil) includes the shrine 
of Nataràja and the secret.chamber called rahasya in which there is neither image nor 
liga. It із not possible to explain why it is so; but Hindu imagination rich as it is 
in these matters, has a ready explanation to give and it is stated that god Siva in his 
&kááa or etherial form dwells in the chamber being invisible tothe human eye. 
This far-fetched explanation also aceounts for the present name Chidambaram which 
is understood as indicating “the space of Chit.” Kanaka-sabha with the rahasya is 
enclosed by a wall which separates it from the shrine of Muülasthana-natha. The 
earliest record in the tempie is found on this wall and is dated in the 3rd year of the 
reign of Vikrama-Chola. But copies of inscriptions belonging to the 24th year of 
Ràjendra-Choladéva I (copied in 1888) and to the 47th year of Kulottunga-Chola I 
(No. 290) who is famous in history as ‘ the king who abolished tolls’ (No. 317), are 
also found. The wall is designated Vikramaéáolan-tirumáliga? in three inscriptions on 
it and KulottungaSolan-&rumaliga? in four others. It may safely be concluded that 
the pious act of building or rebuilding this práküára was the work of Vikrama-Chola 
‘who might have called it after his father Kolottunga-Chola I. The second prakara 
wall which encloses the Mülasthàna and the enclosure already mentioned, is also 
called Vikramagolan-tirumdligat. Evidently the same king constructed the second 
prakara wall as well. From paleographical evidence and from the endorsement made 
in the inscription of Kulottunga I noted above, it appears as if the originals of this - 
latter record and the one of Ràjendra-Chola I had been first engraved on the walls of 
the Milasthana-natha shrine which is called edirambalam being the shrine opposite to 
the wall on which the copies of inscriptions are now found or facing the main ge pura on 
the east side. Consequently also it appears as if the Mülasthàna was likewise renovated 
about this period and its inscriptions transferred to the prakara wall ‘enclosing the 
“golden hall, It isa curious fact that though the history of Chidambaram goes back to 
the Pallava times, no records of even the early Cholas are forthcoming from that place. 
Most of the inscriptions copied during the year refer to the later Chola kings and 
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register grants of land for flower-gardens. In a few cases gifts of land are alsa made 
for maintaining worship, offerings and festivals in the temple, for feeding-houses, for 
founding streets, an адгайдга or a new shrine and for providing a special food offering 
known as pavadai which is observed even to this day. Boiled rice of determinate 
quantity is spread evenly over a plank measuring about 6 feet by 4 feet and offered 
in front of the Natarija image. 

14. We further learn that all land gifts made to the temple were required to be 
engraved on the walls of the temple. Up to the time of Vikrama-Chola, the trans- 
. factions made on behalf of the temple were in the name of Chandéévara but 
subsequently they were registered in the name of the temple priests and trustees either 
jointly or severally. "The deeds registered in the name of Chandé$vara evidently 
indieate the period when the' Mülasthàna enshrining the Siva-biga within it and the 
image of Chandé$vara by its side, was considered to be the sanctum sanctorum of the 
temple. It is noteworthy that provision was made for singing the Pa-malai of the 
Nayanmar (2.6. the Devaram hymns) only in the shrine of the Mülasthàna (No. 341). 
The prominence given to the Nataraja shrine in later inscriptions accounts also for 
the disappearance of Chandé$vara and the substitution, in his place, of one of the 
temple committee. This change suggests the reason why at the present day, the 
Dikshitas of Chidambaram have come to be the practical owners of the temple, In the 
time of Kulóttunga-Chóla ПІ the order of ‘the king or of his officers which was 
written by his royal secretary (tirumandiradlai) was generally addressed to the executive 
member of the temple assembly, the temple priests, the managing committee and the 
supervisors of the temple. A large 
number of the king's officers are men- 
tioned in inscriptions. "These were: — 
(1) Tondaimàn, (2) ‘Tiruvaiyarudaiyan, (3) Madurantaka-Brahmamarayan, (4) 
Tillaiyambalapperaralyan, (5) Vilifiattaraiyan, (6) Rajaraja Vilupparaiyan, (7) Siddha- 
тауап, (8) Villavarayan, (9) ,Angarayan, (10) Singalarayan, (11) Vijayarayan, (12) 
Miivéndaraiyan, (13) Vanadarayan, (14) Vayanattaralyan, (15) Pottappichchdlan, (16) 
Karinai Vilupparaiyan, (17) Gurukularayar, (18) Narasitnhavarman, (19) Pandyarayan, 
(20) Malayappiriyar, (21) Vénàdudaiyar, (22) Malavarayar, (23) Kaduvetti, (24) 
Vairadirayar, (25) Viladarayar, (26) Vikrama$Sola-Brahmamaàráyan, (27) Vilanad- 
udaiyàn, (28) Nigarili$ola-Pallavaraiyan, (29) Kuldttungasdla-Vanakovaraiyan and 
(30) Edirilisolavélan. Four of the royal secretaries who were entrusted with drafting 
the king’s orders are also mentioned, viz., (1) Neriyudaichchdla-Mivéndavelan,| (2) 
Rájendrasimha-Müvéndavelàn, (3) Minavan-Müvendavélàn and (4) Rajarajan- 
Mivéndavélin. The original title-deeds of the lands granted and other connected 
documents such as the resolution of the village assembly to make the land rent-free on 
receiving some fixed amount from the 
donor (as m No. 290) or to distribute the | 
due tax on other assessed lands of the village 
(as in No. 280), had to be deposited in safe custody in a room or office of the temple 
called “ tirukkaiotti-pandiram ” together with the sale deeds if any. It is gathered 
also that there was a committee in each village called So Saray. Quins sr 
which was solely entrusted with the duty of classifying lands according to their 
yielding capacity and measuring them. It may be noted that there was a regular 
survey of land, conducted in the ‘17th year of ,Кајагаја I (Annual Report for 1913, 
p. 96) and another in the 16th year of Kulottunga 1 (No. 317). Hight different classes 
of land are referred to in No. 262. The extent, ownership, assessment, classification, 
ete., had to be noted in village and temple registers by clerks specially appointed for 
the purpose. Registry in village books and enjoyment were considered essential to 
establish one’s ownership in any property. 

Within the enclosure of the Nataraja shrine, in the south-west corner, 
is the Vishnu temple called Tillai Govindarija-Perumil. In the seg trapraban- 
dham the same temple is referred to as Chitrakuta. Mr. Krishaasawmi Ayyangar m 
his Ancient India oe ter XII) gives a short account of this temple and states that 
а certain Kulottuhga-Chola who was a bigotted Saiva having thrown the image into 
the sea, the temple had fallen into disuse but was restored in the time of the

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not have taken place actually in the time of Ватагаја. No. 272 supplies the infor- . 
mation that Achyutaraya ordered the image of Tillai Govindaraja-Perumil to be set 
up according to the-Vaikhanasa ritual It may be inferred from this that prior to the 
reconseeration, the temple was neglected either on account of religious disputes among 
the Vaishnavas or owing to the bigotry of the Saiva manager of the Nataraja temple. 


: 15. Of the year’s collection, four records belong to the Chola king Parantaka I. 
В А All of them come from Erumbür near 
Parantaka І and the construction of the : Х : 
Kadambavanéévara temple st Erumbür. Chidambaram. No. 384,dated in the 
: 28th year of his reign, records that 
having construeted the central shrine (frivimina) of stone and having built the 
gopura with its eight parivaras, a certain Iruhgolan Gunavan Арагарїар, with 
the permission of king Sdlaperumanadigal- Parantakadéva, made a gift of land 
to the god in the temple of Sirutirukkoyil-Bhatára i.e., the modern Kadambava- 
né$vara. Strangely, however, Nos. 379, 381 and 382 engraved onthe walls 
of the same temple are dated in the 18th, 26th and 20th years of Paràntaka І. 
So it appears as if the construction of the central shrine mentioned in No. 
384, must have taken place much earlier than the 28th year of the reign of 
Parantaka. It may be that the work was actually completed in the 28th year—the 
grants made in previous years being engraved on the walls as these latter were got 
ready. Solaperumanadigal as a special title of Parantaka has been already noted in 
previous reports (vide Annual Reporé for 1913, p. 94, paragraph 18). 

Two inscriptions of^Rájakesarivarman Барга) I copied during the year 
also come from Erumbür (Nos. 385 and 388). Both are dated in his 23:4 year. The 
latter registers a sale of land to the temple, by the assembly of Urumür (Erumbür). 
It is incomplete but from what remains it may be gathered that the assembly exempt- 
ed the land from all taxes such as irai, echehoru, viSalil-ponda-kudimai, üridu-varip- 
padu, ete. Two copper-plates received from Mr. Muttusvami Konar of Tiruchengode 
(Nos. 10 and 11 of Appendix A) which are dated in the 10th and 5th years respect- 
ively of a certain Hajakésarivarman ‘have, to judge from the characters, also to be 
Rajakésarivarman identical with Rajaraja I; assigned to Rajaréja I. The donor in 

his subordinate Malavaraiyan. ` both of these records,was acertain Malava- 
raiyan Kollimalavan, entitled Orriyüran, 
Piradigandan and Sundara$olan and the grant made was in favour of the temple 
of Düsiyür. No. 10 records the interesting fact that this chief built a stone well to 
appease the thirsty spirit (2) of his father who died at Паш (Ze, Ceylon. Evidently 
the latter was a military officer of Rajaraja I or of one of his predecessors. An in- 
scription from Tiruvengadu (No. 116 of 1896) of the time of Rajaraja I refers to the 
general Siriyavelar of Kodumbàlür who fell [on a battle-field| in llam, in the 9th 
year of Ponmaàligai-tufijina-déva (2.е., Sundara-Chóla Parantaka П). It is not 
impossible that the father of Malavaraiyan was also connected with the battle in 
whieh Siriyavélar fell. 

16. Of Бајагаја II, No. 397 of 1913 is the only inscription copied during the 

Rajaraia II year. It records that a private individual 

eer urchased land from the village assembly 

of Urumür (modern Erumbür) and made a gift of it to the temple as a dévadana. 

Towards the payment of kadamai on these lands the assembly agreed to measure out 

to the temple trustees 55 kalams of paddy. But owing to famine and want of money 

they could not maintain themselves. They therefore borrowed from the temple 

treasury 60 käsu, the rate of interest on every kāãsu being 2 बट and 8 kuruni of 
paddy. | 

17. No. 263 of 1913 copied in Chidambaram is dated m the 2nd year ofa 
certain Rajadhiraja Karik&la-Choladéva. Comparing the transaction recorded herein 
with the statement made in No. 262 of the time of Kulottunga-Chola*IIT there is 
reason to infer that Rajadhirija Karikala-Chola was evidently another name of 
Kulóttunga-Chola III. Some of the signatories at the end of the record figure also 
in the inscriptions of Kulottunga III. The latter king called Virarajéndradéva 
(Хов, 216 and 513), Vijayarajéndradéva (Nos. 457 end 462) and Tribhuvanaviradéva 
(Nos. 273, 284, 298, 318, 314 and 400) is represented Бу 21 inscriptions in the 
collection and the majority of these come from Chidambaram. No. 264 of 1913 dated 
in his 17th year records a gift of 1,100

lighting charges of a lamp in the temple of Tirukkalafijedi-Udaiyar at Perumbarrap- 
puliyür. It is curious to note that the persons with whom the amount was 
deposited for interest had to produce the capital at the end of every fifth year before 
the mulaparushaiyar, the sthinikas and the managers of the temple. This points to 
a general want of confidence in the people and perhaps also to the unsettled state of 
Government which led to the decline of the Chola power during the latter párt of 
Kulottuiga IIT’s reign. No. 435 of 1913 further confirms this state of the country. 
As early already as the 13th year [of the king |, there were evident signs of slackness in 
the general administration; for, in No. 440 we are told that Rajarajadévan.

A political compact in the 18th year of his Vanakovaraiyan of Aragalür and Kiliyür 
но Malaiyaman of Tirukkóvalür entered into: 
an agreement by which it was stipulated that in settling the extent of country 
belonging to each, the dominion lying to the south of the river Álvinaiy&ru must go: 
to the former and the country to the north of the same should be held by the latter ;. 
that they should not behave inimically towards one another as long as they live, that 
they should act in conjunction in serving the king and that if any harm is done to one- 
the other must take it as done to himself and render the necessary military assistance 
by sending his chiefs, army and horses. No. 485 which is dated in the 35th year of 
Kulottunga III registers another political compact entered into by Sengéni Ammai- 
yappan Alagiyasdlan alias Edirili$ola Sambuvarayan on the one hand and by (1):

A similar compact made in the 35th year of the Kulottuhga$ola Vanakovaraiyar and (8) 
FR ad the king’s brother-in-law Kadavaraya, on 
the other. It was stipulated that the three chiefs mentioned in the second instance- 
should not be enemies but friends of the first mentioned Sengéni Ammaiyappan, giving 
neither shelter to offenders against him nor setting up new offenders. In his turn 
Ammaiyappan also agreed not to act hostile to them. “If he so acted he would be the 
bearer of shoes and betel-bags both to his kinsmen and to his enemies. He 
would also be one not born to his father.” No. (2) of the second compact frequently 
figures in the inscriptions of Tadávür (Nos. 461 and 462 of 1913). 
It bas been already remarked that during the time of Rajaraja II sufficient 
money was not in cireulation and that people had to borrow from the temple treasury. 
Conti . , र. No. 458 of 1913 found at Tadaviir and. 
ontinuance of a famine during his reign. dated in the 27th year of Kulottunga 
III confirms the statement. It ie gathered from the contents of this record that the 
cost of building the central shrine and the mandapa of stone had to be met by 
selling some of the jewels of the temple. 


The Pàndyas. 


18. Besides the few inscriptions which give the title “who took all countries? 
(yo i воњ Qa res (pew) to Jatàvarman Sundara-Pandya and thus distinguish 
him as the first of that name in the 
Pàndya list, there are a few others 
discovered on the eastern and western main gopuras of the Natarája temple at 
Chidambaram, which contain Tamil verses in praise of the military exploits of a certain. 
Sundara-Pándya who could be no other than Jatévarman Sundara-Pindya I. 
Nos. 882, 340 and 361 describe him as having inflicted a severe defeat on the Telungas 
at Mudugür, slaughtering them and their allies, the Ariyas, right up to the 
bank of the Péráru and driving the Bana chief into the forest. Мо. 354 informs us 
that in addition to the victory over the Northern kings, Sundara-Pandya killed 
Gandagopala, conquered (the king of) Vénadu and pierced the (army of the) Kongas. 
It is again stated that before him the king Kadavarkon with his innumerable 
army melted away (No. 332). Sundara-Pandya is also mentioned as having covered 
the Nataraja temple with gold and to have there performed the fudabhara ceremony 
(No. 838). Sundara-Pandya thus described, must be Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya 
І, Не жава powerful conqueror whose military exploits extended right up to 
Nellore where he performed the anointment of victors (vijayabhishéka). The defeat 
of the Teluügas coimbined with the Ariyas and of Kadavarkon (Sanskrit, Kathaka ?) 
and the killing of Gandagopala, mentioned in the metrical records quoted above, 
confirm what is otherwise known to us from the Sanskrit introduction to the 
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inscriptions of Jatávarman Sundara-Pandya I. He is herein called a tiger to the 
antelope, vz., the Kakatiya king Ganapati, the kufapikala-fever to the elephant, viz., 
the Kathaka king, the slayer of Gandagopala, etc. The defeat of Kongar and Ariyar, 
however, is not mentioned. Probably the Ariyar were the Cholas who appear to be 
so referred to in the Singhalese chronicle, the Mahéwansa. Jatavarman Sundara- 
Pandya I was a great patron of the Ranganatha temple at Srirahgam. He also 
performed the tulabhira ceremoney there and covered with gold the vimana of the 
Ranganatha temple earning thereby the name Hémachchhadanardaja (Ep. Ind. Vol. III 
p. 11). 
No. 277 which is dated in the 18th year of Konérinmaikondàn Sundara-Pàndya 
may be noticed. It bas to be ascribed to Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya I; for in it 
provision is made for a special service called Ellàndalaiàna-Perumaàl-$andi, i.e., ‘° the 
service of the lord of all(countries).' Coins bearing the legend Ellandalazyàna- 
Perumál have been явсс ред to this SundaraePandya. Being one of the very few 
inscriptions that relate to the foundation 
ofa new village, some details about it 
may not be without interest. The village 
granted was called Vikrama-Pandya-chaturvédi-mangalam evidently after the name 
of an unknown brother or father (ийуалат) of Sundara-Pandya. In the centre of it 
was also established the temple of Vikrama-Pàndyé$vara similarly designated. The 
village was intended to accommodate primarily 108 Brahmanas among whom were 
many well-versed in vedas and 508 гав and able to expound the same. Four vélis of 
land were purchased for the village‘site and included within it the temple premises, 
the house sites of the 108 Brahmanas mentioned above, of men who were in charge 
of the village library (Sarasvati-bhandaratlar) and of other village servants ( pammakr 
kal) In purchasing the land with its trees, wells, paths, channels (2), embankments 
indicating land-divisions (bhagaSray) and all other benefits, the rights and privileges 
of the old tenants and title-holders were completely hought up. The right of way 
was secured for the Brahmanas to walk to the tank Kavarkulam every day for the 
purpose of performing the sandhydvandana prayers. Land for grazing the cattle was 
also provided for. Also for the maintenance of the 108 Brahman families andlothers, 
were acquired 1172 ४८८८७ of land in the village of Rajasikhamaninallir alias Puliyan- 
gudi. The Brihmanas evidently received each а full vé of land. The following 
other vrittis were also settled :-—teachers of Vēdas, 3, teachers of Sutras, 1. two 
doctors, 12, ambaduyas (?), š, village accountant 1, drummer, 2, potter, +, blacksmith, 3, 
carpenter, 3, goldsmith, 2, талой, š, barber, 3, washerman, 2, village watchman 
(pàdi-kappán) 1, and the village-servant (vettiyan) 3. Of the matta land outside the 
agrahéra ° Brahman quarter,” three parts were set apart for Vellan-kaniyalar and the 
remainder for other professionals (?). The fruit trees, gardens, ponds, waterpits, 
grazing grounds, irrigation channels, uncultivable waste, embankments (?) of fields 
and pathways, included in the village site were made over (to the donees) as per 
customary law. All taxes were excused but it was stipulated that from the 14th 
year of the king 500 kalam of superior paddy, was to be measured out every year to 
the temple at Chidambaram for conducting the Sand: mentioned at the beginning of 
this paragraph and that all lands which belonged to temples (йгилатай ий йн ) must 
be demarcated by stones marked with the trident. No. 278 which is dated in the reign 
of a certain Kónérinmaikondàn deals similarly with a grant of 116 vélis of land to 
108 Brahmanas who by turns were required to‘ bless the king’ during the $ribal 
ceremony conducted in the temple of the goddess. The land was made tax-free but 
as in the case of the donees of Vikrama-Pandya-chaturvédimangalam, these had to 
measure out a fixed quantity of paddy to the Tillainàyakan (2.e., Natarája) temple at 
Chidambaram. 
19. Nos. 425 and 426 are also dated in the reign of Jatavarman Sundara Pandya. 
I uni The former contains details of date 
A ; an unknown elder brother of Which have been calculated by Diwan 
i Bahadur L. D. Swamikannu Pillai and 
found to be correct for Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya I. Further the attesting officer 
Kaduvetti of Kappalür of No. 425 is also found in No. 429 which distinctly belongs 
to Jatàvarman Sundara-Pandya I. ^ who took all countries.” The reference made in 
Nos. 425 and 426 to a shrine of KulaSékhara-Avudaiyàr so named after the king’s 
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-elder brother (42001) suggests that Jatàvarman Sundara-Pandya I. must have had 
-an elder brother called Kulasékhara who ruled either simultaneously with him ог some 
time before him. Mr. Swamikkannu Pillai in his list of Pandya rulers of the 13th 
century A.D. (Ind. Ant. Vol. XLII) mentions a Jatavarman Kula$ekhara II. who 
succeeded to the throne in A.D. 1237. In his report for 1899, para, 46, the 
late Rai Bahadur V. Venkayya also postulated the existence of a Kulasékhara with 
Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya I. No. 439 which again belongs to the time of [ Jatá- 
varman | Sundara-Pandya I. is another interesting document. A number of Brahman 
priests had shared among themselves the hereditary right of periodical worship during 
the 30 days of the month in the temple of Кашёбуага at Aragalir. Probably there 
were also Some women among the shareholders. These having misappropriated the 
temple jewels, were arrested in conse- 
quence and placed in confinement under 
orders of the méhéSvaras and the chief 
officers of the temple. These latter subsequently assembled together in the mandapa 
and decided that the 34 days of worship belonging to the culprits may be sold for 
250 panam (one panam being = 100 4084). No. 448 also from Aragalür quotes the 
13th year сЁ (Ње king’s) elder brother (anniv!) Sundara-Pandyadéva. It is not 
possible to state who this king was whose 
elder brother is called Sundara-Pàndya 
‘and on whose account a grant was made to ward off the evil of an eclipse which 
happened in the month Pürattadi. 


20. Seven inscriptions of Vikrama-Pandya three of which distinguish him by the 
title Màravarman and four which eulogise 
his military prowess in Tamil verses, 
have been secured from Chidambaram. A Dalavànür record-which was copied in 
1905 (No. 55) begins with the historical introduction samasta-bhuvan-aika-vira, ete., 
and calls Vikrama-Pándya 5 the sun to the dense darkness of the Kerala race, the 
submarine fire to the Chola race”, the consuming fire of the Kathaka and a poison to 
the lord of Laükà (Ceylon). It further states that Vikrama-Pandya was a terror to 
Vira-Gandagopala, and the kitapakala-fever to the mad elephant wz. Ganapati and 
that he performed his anointment of sovereignty at Kafichipura. The date Saka 1209 
( = 1286-8" A.D.) given against No. 54 of 1905 could not with certainty be ascribed 
to the time of Vikrama-Pandya and may not belong to him. Inhis Annual Report for 
1904-05, paragraph 23, Mr. Venkayya expressed his doubt if Vikrama-Pandya could 
have conquered Ganapati since the latter had died in or about A.D. 1260. No. 365 
-of the eurrent year which consists of three Tamil verses in praise of Vikrama-Pandya 
refers to his conquest of the Vénddu (Travancore) king at Podiyil and to his titles 
Bhuvanekaviran and Korkaikavalan. It calls him also an enemy of Ganapati and in 
one verse addresses the king in a quasi-poetical manner as a hero who did not carry 
his arms to the north, ‘ for there (i.e. in the north) was a woman ruling (in the name of 
a) king.’ It is not impossible that in this last verse there is a hidden reference to the 
Kakatiya queen Rudr&mba who under the name Rudradéva-Mahiraija succeeded her 
father Ganapati in Saka 1182 (=A.D. 1260). The latest date for Rudramba as appears 
from the sequel, is Saka 1711 (= A.D. 1289). Consequently it is not impossible that 
Bhuvanaikavira VikramagPandya of the metrical records is identical with Maravarman 
Vikrama-Pandya who, according to the calculations of Diwan Bahadur L. D. Swami- 
kannu Pillai, succeeded to the throne in A.D. 1283 and would thus be a contemporary 
-of Rudramba. That he was the enemy of the Kakatiya king Ganapati and of Vira- 
Gandagópála has still to be explained. It naturally suggests itself that Vikrama- 
Pandya who like Jatávarman Sundara-Pandya I. conquered the Kéralas, the Cholas 
and the king of Lanka and was the enemy of Ganapati and Vira-Gandagopala is 
indeed identical with that Vikrama-Pandya whose name, Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya 
І. is stated to have commemorated in inscriptions Nos. 277 and .278 noted above. 
As he was the enemy of the Kakatiya king Ganapati as well as of the latter king’s 
daughter Rudramba, his rule must have commenced sometime before A.D. 1260. 
The coin, bearing the legend Bhuvanaikaviran described by Sir Walter Elliot 
(Coins of Southern India, p. 1521, No. 138), may have to be attributed to this Bhuvane- 
kavira Vikrama-Pàndya. No. 336 also refers to Vikrama-Pandya’s title Bhuvané- 
.kaviran. The author of the Tamil verses recorded in No. 329 was a certain 
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Taynalla-Perumal Munaiyadaraiyan who was surnamed Bhuvanékavira-Tondaiman. 
This inscription which consists of Six verses refers toa battle which was fought by 
the Pandya, evidently Bhuvanékavira Vikrama-Pandva, against the Chola, at Chidam-- 
baram. The military officer who took an active part in the battle is stated to be 
Valliyàn Munaiyan Adittan. From the description given in No. 336 it appears that. 
the battle with the Chólas took place on the banks of Vellàru near Chidambaram. 
Thus it looks as if Vikrama-Pandya Bhuvanékavira whose records begin samasta- 
bhuvanaikavira, eic.. must have been a contemporary of Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya 
I being related to him as his father or brother (nayagar). Or, it may be that he is- 
identical with Máravaraman Vikrama-Pandya whose initial date as calculated by Mr. 
Swamikkannu Pillai corresponds to A. D. 1283,and who claimed for himself the 
conquests of Jativarman Sundara-Pandya I having perhaps associated with him 
while yet a prince, in the fight with Ganapati, Gandagopàla and others. 

Nos. 270 and 295 which call Vikrama-Pandya, a Màravarman and supply for him. 
the surnames Ràjàákkal-nàyan and Rajakkal-tambiran respectively, probably refer to 
a later king of that name. No. 276 ‘mentions his queen Ulagamuludum-Udaiyal. 
. Some of his ministers were Vangatta- 
raiyan,  Kula$ékharacheholakón and 
Gangéyarayan. Rajakkalndyan-tirumaligai and Bhuvanékaviran-Pattana-éirmai 
which occur in later inscriptions from Chidambaram, were evidently uamed after the 
kings who bore the respective surnames. 


21. Mayavarman Vira-Pandya is another Pandya king of whose reign we have: 
very few records. He is represented by six epigraphs in the collection (Nos. 269, 
279, 320,328, 351 and 386 of 1913). No. 269 registers an order of an officer called 
Vikrama-Pàndya Gangéyarayan and refers to the founding of a street for the benefit 
of the weaver merchants of Chidambaram on condition that they supplied four new 
cloths every year for a festival in the temple (see also No. 308). No. 351 similarly 
records an order of Chédiyarayan, No. 279 of Pallavarayan and No. 320 of Vira-Pándya 
Vanadarayan. The name Vikrama-Pandya Gangéyardyan of No. 269 and the term. 
Vira-Pandya, the successor of Vikrama- Rajakkal-tambir in-tirumaligat which. 

Pandya. occurs in No. 320 as the name of a portion. 
| of the Chidambaram temple, suggest that 
Vira-Pandya should have been a successor of Máravarman Vikrama-Pándya whose 
title Rajakkal-tambiran has been noted already. In my Annual Report for 1910-11 
paragraph 40, I have stated that the Arulàla-Perumàál inscription of Ravivarman 
Kula$ékhara which is about 30 years later 
than the death of Jatavarman Sundara- 
Pandya I. refers to a certain Vira-Pandya 
as his enemy. It is not unlikely that our Maravarman Vira-Pandya who in point of 
time immediately followed Maravarman Vikrama-Pandya, was the Pandya enemy of 
the Kerala king Ravivarman Kulaééekhara. 

22. Of the two records which are dated in the reign of Maravarman Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kulasékharadéva (Nos. 286 and 366) the latter has to be ascribed to:

5 : as it mentions the  Ellandalaiy&pa- 

Perumàl-sandi already referred to in connection with Jatavétman Sundara-Pandya I. 

Also Kálihgar&yan who issues the order figures in the inscriptions of Jatavarman 
Sundara-Pandya I. 

28. No. 424 from Áragalür refers to the king by his tittle Kopérinmelkondán 
and in the body of the record we find mention made of a service called Kodandarámot: 
gandi instituted in the name of the king. A village was also granted for the main- 
tenance of this service, excluding therefrom, as usual, the gifts previously made to 
temples, bhatfas and Jaina shrines (Pa/lichehandam). From calculations of dates, Mr. 
Swamikkannu Pillai concludes that Koódandaráman must have been a title of 
Jatavarman Sundara-Pándya III who ascended the throne in A.D. 1276. The 
Pandya coins bearing the legends Kodandaramaz and Кайуноагатай have also to be 
ascribed to him (Epigraphical Report for 1893, p. 6). Another record of Jatàvarman 
Sundara-Pandya ПІ. from Aragalfir (No. 432) deserves to be noted. The grant 
registered therein was made under peculiar circumstances. The Chetties of Aragalür: 
appear to have had the proprietary right of conducting the festivals in the temple. 


Maravarman Vikrama-Pandya. 


Vira-Pandya, a probable contemporary of 
Ravivarman Kulaéékhara. 
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But the oil merchants (vaniya-nagarattér) quarrelled with the Chetties, spoke 
disparagingly of them and offered to 
take upon themselves the responsibility 
of conducting these festivals. Being 
asked by the supervisors of the temple to bid for the privileges in public auction 
(Fev La ri ume?) the oil merchants did so and the management of the festivals 
passed into their hands. But as time passed by, the festivals came to be neglected. 
Thereupon the ndttar (i.e. the Chetties) came forward and raising a severe protest 
against the discontinuance of the festivals, made a grant of the village of Talaivay 
for conducting them as usual, in conformity to the wishes of the mahésvaras and the 
sthimkas of the temple. Such disputes are not uncommon even to-day and often- 
times the festivals, in many ordinary temples are kept up by the vain sense of dignity 
prevalent among rival parties recognized as the hereditary patrons of the temples. 
From No. 419 we learn that a specified tax called kānikkai granted to the Áragalür 
temple by the king was apparently not paid to that temple by the яа йг living in 
the districts between the rivers Vémbaráru and Pennai. On hearing of this the 
à t in t king issued an immediate order to the 
та. the: payment: of ХӨРӨН ах natan to make the payment БасК to the 
temple, of the tax that had been due to 16 
f and not to repeat the mistake again. 

24. No. 350 engraved on the southern gépura of the Nataršja temple records an 
order of Chédiyarayan registering a gift of land made in the 4th year of Màravarman 
Màravarman Vira-Kérala alias Kulasékhara ; Vira - гаја alias Kulasekharadéva by a 

his identity with Ravivarman Kulaśēkhara. native of Pallikkodu m Malaimandalam 
(Malabar). From the title Maravarman 
which the king bears, it appears as if the Kulasékhara of this inscription has to be 
taken for a Pandya king. The surname Vira-Kérala, however, indicates his Kerala 
(Chéra) affinity. Perhaps we have to identify him with the Kérala conqueror Ravi- 
varman-Kulasekhara, two of whose records have been published in Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, 
pp. 145 and 148 and Vol. VIII, p. 8. The Poonamallee Grantha inscription 
(No. 84 of 1911) which registers the grant of Poonamallee alias Chéra-Pandya- 
chaturvédimangalam (Annual Report for 1911, p. 79, paragraph 40), evidently 
suggests that the Chéra conqueror called himself also a Pandya. It may be noted 
that Jayasimha, the father of Ravivarman, bore the title Vira-Kérala (Ер. Ind., 
Vol. IV. p.293). In the Arulàla-Perumàál inscription Ravivarman Kula$ekhara 
is stated to have been at Kafichi in his 4th year. 


No. 356 from Chidambaram is a record of the Cochin king Rimavarma-Maharija 
of the family of Séramin-Perumal Nàyanàr. Не was born under the asterism Viéakha. 
In the Saka year 14(9]8 corresponding 
_ roughly to A.D. 1576-77 he made a grant 
cf 33 dishes (байдаг) of food-offerings to Anandatándava-Perumàl (४.८., Nataraja) for 
distribution among Mahéévaras, Bráhmanas and temple cooks. Mr. Achyuta Menon 
the author of the Cochin State Manual, does not mention this Ramavarma- Maharaja 
but says on page 79, speaking of Vira-Kerala-Varma: “ The king died in 1561 and 
was succeeded by Goda-Varma; the length of this king’s reign and the names of 
his immediate successors are unknown." Consequently it appears as if Rama- 
varma-Maharaja of the Chidambaram inscription must be one of the unknown, if not 
the immediate, successor of Goda-Varma referred to by Mr. Menon.

VIJAYANAGARA KINGS. 


25. The only copper-plate record (No. 2 of Appendix A) of the dynasty examined 
during the year was secured by the acting Kanarese Assistant Mr. K. Rama Sastri 
through the kindness of the Tahsildar, 
Bellary. The plates are written in Nagari 
and commence with a regular genealogy of the Yadava or the first dynasty of Vijaya- 
nagara kings. Of Bukka I we are told that on his becoming king the prosperity of the 
Karpáta kingdom was permanently established. Evidently by Karnata is here meant 
the empire of the Hoysala dynasty which Bukka is known to have revived under the 
new name of Vijayanagara. The prowess of Dévar&ya I was such that the Turushkas 
(Mubammadans) dwindled before him. The father of Viripiksha was Pratapa or 
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Praudha-Pratápa! I have suggested in A.S.R. for 1907-8, р. 252, note 5, that this 
Pratápa cannot be identical with Dévaraya П as Prof. Kielhorn apparently thought 
(Ер. Ind., Vol. V. Appendix П, 18a) but must be his younger brother Pratapa- 
Dévariya who is mentioned in the Satyamangalam plates of Davaraya II as 
having held a high office under his royal brother (Ep. Ind., Vol. ПІ. p. 36). 
This 1s supported by what is stated in the present inscription, viz., that the former 
‘acquired the rule of the kingdom of Ghanádri (7.e., Penugonda) from, his elder 
brother.’ Again, the wife of this Pratipa and the mother of Virapaksha was Siddaladévi 
as given in our record. Mr. Rice however gives the same as Simhaladevi in £y. 
Carn., Vol. III. Ml. 121. It is not impossible that Simhaladévi is a mistake for 
Siddaladévi. Viripaksha is stated in our record to have secured his succession to 
the Vijayanagara throne by his own prowess (nija-pratāpāt). Evidently there was 
some trouble in suceession subsequent to the death of Mallikarjuna Immadi- Praudla- 
Devariya II. The king made a grant of land to a great scholar (not named) who is 
stated to have written the work called Bhashya-Dhisha, and to a doctor. He then 
also gave at the request of a certain Viranarya, the village of Somalapura to several 
Brahmanas. 
26. The earliest of the Vijayanagara stone records, belongs to the reign of 
Harihara I, the son of Sarga (2.e., Sangama) and the elder of the two brothers who 
founded the dynasty. It is dated in 
Harihara I. Saka 1277 (= A.D. 1355-6) and is 
engraved on the pedestal of a Jaina image 
now preserved in the taluk office at Rayadrug (No. 111 of Appendix B.). It informs 
us that а certain Jaina merchant named Bhogaraja, a lay pupil of Màganandivratin, 
who was himself a disciple of Amarakirti-Acharya of Kundakundanvaya, Sárasvata- 
gachcha, Balatkaragana and the Mūlasarngha, consecrated the image of Sant-Ananta- 
Jine$vara, which is probably the one on which the inscription is incised. No. 109 
which comes also from Rayadrug is a nisidi-stonẹ and bears on it in different 
compartments the images of eight Jaina teachers and lay disciples. Harihara П. 
is represented by a single inscription (No. 247) from Modahalh which is here 
surnamed Kamparajapura. The inscription is dated in Saka 1318 and refers to a 
ih revious gift made by Hiriya-Kamparaya, 
Harihara П. and Kampa П. ‘ihe alice рау? "By the term 
* elder? affixed to Кашрагауа we have perhaps to understand Kampa I. one of the 
younger brothers of Harihara I and Bukka I. Kampa II. the son of Bukka J, of 
whom we have three records in the collection is generally referred to in inscriptions 
as Kumàra-or Chikka-Kampa (Ep. Ind., Vol. VI. p. 324). A damaged inscription 
from Chinna-Hottür refers to the foundation of the temple of Adikésavanatha (४.८. the 
present Channakééavasvamin) by Pratipa Harihararaya (Harihara П). Two other 
kings of the first dynasty whose records are registered 1n Appendix B are 
Viruppanna-Udaiyar (2.e., Virüp&ksha I) son of Ariyanna-Udaiyar (No. 430) and 
Virapaksha T. and Vira-Bhi pati Vira-Bhüpatiráya (No. 358). The latter 
еры pe registers a gift by the ministers Chavun- 
darasa and Adittarasa. If the minister Chavundarasa here mentioned is identical 
with the Védic scholar Chaundapacharya, we may identify Vira-Bhüpati with the 
son of Bukka II in whose time that scholar flourished (vide Annual Report for 1909, 
p.115). In the reign of Virüpáksha I three priests of the temple of Kaméévaram- 
udaiya-Nayanar at Aragalür are stated to have sold the share of their privilege of 
worship in that temple, with its emoluments, to a priest of some other village 
(No. 430). This privilege of worship in the Áragalür temple was the subject also of 
a very interesting dispute which has been registered in No. 413 of about this same 
period. The judgment given by a certain Tirumalli-Nayaka who was evidently 
the ruler of the distriet, shows the 
democratic spirit displayed by him in 
settling the question. The complaint was one which evidently proceeded from the 
managers of the KaméSvara temple at Aragalir. By way of summing up and 
communicating his final orders to the managers (31207208) of that temple the chief 
Tirumalli-Nàyaka says: ‘‘(1) A has been enjoying for a long time the, privilege 
of worshipping all the 30 days of the month 1n the temple, while actually only 
15 days belong to him by right and 15 days belong to another person named B ; (2) 
the privilege of B thus enjoyed by A without proper authority, requires settlement ; 


À temple dispute and an interesting enquiry. 
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(3) in support of the latter part of the statement made in (1) there are records in 
the temple to prove that the 15 days of B (now abandoned by him but enjoyed by 
A) have under orders been counted ‘unclaimed’ (1700721); (4) of this. privilege of 
15 days so declared unclaimed, you have sold (on your own responsibility) 72 days to 
а third person C and given him а sale-deed ; (5) by so doing you have deprived the 
acquired right of A enjoyed by him for the last eight or ten generations ; (6) at this 
stage, the natfir appear to have volunteered to settle the question (00 enjoyment — A 
being found issueless (?) —and to have called the parties to present themselves before 
them together with A ; (7) you—the managers-- were also required (under my orders), 
to bb present on the occasion, to hear the case, and to carry out the decision arrived at by 
the лай йг and to have in the meantime, during this period of hearing (by the яа), 
the worship of the temple performed by outsiders, on payment ; (8) A having then 
appealed to me while I happened to be present at Aragalür, to hear his case personally 
and give a just decision I and the лал together advised the parties to put their case 
before the mahdjanas and issued an order to this effect; (9) in obedience to our order 
the mahdjanas of the адгайдгав of Kulattür, Álambalam, Sadaiyanpattu and Mattiyà- 
kurichehi met together, heard both sides and decided that although A may have been 
the hereditary holder of only 15 days of the privilege, it was not fair to sell part of 
the disputed portion thereof to an outsider like C while the right to purchase (in virtue 
of long enjoyment) primarily rested in A ; (10) accordingly, therefore, to this decision of 
the mahdjanas we order that A must continue to enjoy the full 30 days as before and 
that the sale-deed you have given to C should be cancelled." 


27. No. 376 from Chidambaram of the timé of Dévaraya II registers an order 
of the king to the managers of all temples and temple charities in the districts of 
[Tiruehehirà]palli-u$avadi and Valudilambattu-uS&vadi thus: “ As we have been 
informed by the MahéSvaras and Maru- 
davanachehivan that the king's officers, 
in the villages belonging to the temples, are unjustly collecting the taxes called 
kánikkat, ara$uperu, karanakkar-jodi, vseshadayam, alamasiji, etc., representing these 
to be dues payable to the palace; that the villagers taking up on mortgage the 
lands purchased, presented or otherwise owned by the temples, stubbornly refuse to 
give back those lands to the temples and that as a consequence the temple tenants 
have abandoned the villages causing thereby the stoppage of worship in these temples, 
we order that the taxes mentioned above shall no longer be collected, the only pay- 
able tax, however, being the 5 атаг2ррой, that the worship, ete., in your temples shall 
be conducted in future, under the direction of the jsaid Marudavanachchivan and that 
temple lands shall in no case be let out on (long) lease, nor sball they be assigned 
to anyone as tax-free hereditary property, free-gift or bhatta-vritt.”  Devarüya's bene- 
ficial rule which contributed to many other comforts of his subjects (A.S.R. for 
1907-88, р. 250) and had reached the height of prosperity, is thus further confirmed 
by the order recorded in No. 376. 

28. It is known that the first dynasty of Vijayanagara kings terminated with 
the usurpation of the Saluvas. No. 322 which is dated in Saka 1422 mentions an 
agent of Narasa-Nayaka-Udaiyar, named 
Tirumalaikkolundar and states that the 
latter was in charge of the management of tbe temple at Chidambaram. As Хагаа8- 
Nayaka does not receive the usual Sà]uva titles, we have perhaps to presume that the 
reference here is to the Tuluva general of the Saluva king Narasingaraya. 


Eight records ranging in date from Saka 1424 to Saka 1428 belong to the time 
of Immadi-Nrisimbaraya, the son of the usurper Saluva Narasingaraya or Saluva 
Narasinga Bhujabaladéva-Maharaya, as he is called in No. 412.  Immadi-Nrisimha is 
called in these records Danmaraya (Dhar- 
maraya) or Tammaraya (identical with 
‘Tamarao’ of Nuniz), Virapratipa Таттагауа and Ташагауа Immadi-Narasa- 
Nayaka. His father Saluva Narasinga is stated to have ‘witnessed the elephant 
hunt’ and to have ‘received tribute from the king of Ceylon? While the former 
of these attributes may have been borrowed from the kings of the Ist Vijaya- 
nagara dynasty, the latter perhaps proves the extent of his dominion and perhaps 
also his powerful re-organisation which once again revived the disintegrating 
empire (Annual Report for 1908-09, p. 117).  Immadi-Nrisimha was only king

de jure, while the reins of Government were actually in the hands of the Tuluva 
general Хагава-Хауака. The grants registered in Nos. 445 and 450 were made in 
order to secure success to Narasa-Nayaka in his victorious tours (dgvijaya). The 
gift made in the first of these inscriptions by a certain Ammana-Nayaka was that of a 
woman to the temple as a permanent servant (44107), providing her with land, house 
and rice from the temple. In the second, the same chief is called Kumirar ойт 
Ammana-Nàyakkar. Both the records are dated in the Sinha (Bhadrapada) month of 
Saka 1424, in the latter part of which year, Narasà-Nàyaka must have died and his son 
Vira-Naraisimharàya succeeded to the throne (A.S.#. for 1908-9, p. 171). The 
Saluva king Immadi-Nrisimha, however, still continued to be the nominal ruler With 
his seat of Government somewhere outside Vijayanagara. The two Рапеш inscrip- 
tions (Nos. 166 and 167)supply the name of a certain Honnapa-Nayaka, son of 
Bokkasam (the treasurer), Dévappa-Nayaka. His records from Aragalur in the Salem 
district carry Immadi-Nrisimha’s date up to Saka 1427 which is the date of his 
Dévulapalle plates (Ep. Ind. Vol. VII. pp. 74-85). In Nos. 412 and 420 we are 
introduced to a chief named Eramafichi Tulukkana-Nayaka. In Saka 1426 this chief 
restored the village of Pakkambadi to the temple at Aragalür of which it was a 
Eramaachi Ti »va-Na : dévadaina from a long time but which had 
ks NA d तट aka aud Dis ‘Gen subjected in the interim to the pay- 
j ment of a tax called Rajagaram-kanikkai. 
It is worthy of mention that this Tulukkana-Nàyaka and his father Eramófichi Tim- 
mappa-Nayaka receive the titles Nayankaracharya, Naralokaganda and Vanginarügana 
among others. The Koyilolugu states that Krishnaraya Uttamanambi, the younger 
brother of Tirumalainatha Uttamanambi, when he was managing the affairs of the 
temple at Srirangam in Saka 1409, secured for that temple as many as 20 villages from 
persons like Eramátichi Timmappa-Nayaka (Ind. Ant., Vol. XL. р, 142). The grant 
registered in No: 420 was made for the health of Tulukkana-Nayaka by Allalanatha, 
llaiya-Nàyaka and the inhabitants of Arrir-nddu and Mulaippar-nadu which were 
perhaps subject to his immediate control. l 


29. No. 408 from Aragalür belongs to the time of Vira-Narasimharáya. Itis 
dated in Saka 1430, Vibhava and mentions in order of succession perhaps as ruling 
: Я А А i i tà évaraya-Maha- 
Bhujabala Vira-Narasimha Vasantaráya, sR лэ a I е 
баата Narasingaraya, his son Tammaraya, Narasa-Nayaka-Udaiyar and prince Vira- 
Narasimha Bhujabala-Vasantaràya. The order in which these kings are mentioned 
shows that the usurper Saluva Narasingar&ya immediately followed Virapratüpa 
Devaraya-Maharaya, by which perhaps * Padearao? of Nuniz is meant. The Tuluva 
chief Narasi-Nayaka, though he may not have actually usurped the throne, is never- 
theless mentioned inasmuch as he was the de facto ruler of the kingdom. ‘The 
surname ‘ Bhujabala’ for Vira-Narasimharáya—the elder brother of the great 
Krishnaraya of the Tuluva dynasty—2orresponds to * Busbalrao? of Nuniz. * Vasan- 
taràya? is a title not hitherto known for this king. Eramafichi Tulukkana-Nayaka, 
son of Eramafichi Timmaya-Nàyaka is here styled ‘ the inspirer of fear in the Chéra, 
Chóla, Pandya and Vallala kings, the establisher of Yàdavaràya and the enemy of 
mbuvaraya’. 


30. About 20 inscriptions belong to the time of Krishnaraya and range in date 

between Saka 1430 and 1451. No. 371 engraved on the north gapura of the temple at 
Chidambaram, mentions that, after setting 
up a pillar of victory at Simhadri-Pottu- 
niru, the king returned from that place, visited Ponnambalam (26. Chidambaram) 
and built the northern gépura of the temple, perhaps as an act of gratitude for the 
victories that he had achieved in the north. Speaking of the same gépura No. 374 
says that, while the three other gopuras were built by crowned kings, this was the 
work of god himself. Evidently it was supposed to be the highest or the most 
picturesque and attractive. We have already seen that the east gopura was the 
work of Kopperuiijibgadéva. In the Pandya inscriptions of the 13th century A.D. 
reference is often made to a gopura of seven-storeys. Krishnaraya’s north gopura was 
evidently built in Saka 1438, Dhátri, the year in which he returned from Simbàcha- 
lam (A.S.R. for 1908-09, р, 181). 


Krishnaráya. 
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An inscription of Saka 1435 from Bukkapatnam states that the king who had 
gone to Sivanasamudram on state business ordered from there that the ceremony of 
laksha-homa (a fire oblation in which ghee was poured 100,000 times into the fire-pit) 
might be performed at Penugonda, and on the closing occasion of that ceremony when 
the purnahuti is offered in the fire, the 
assessment on the dévaddya and brahma- 
diya lands below the tank of Krottach- 
eruvu, which having been tax-free from the time of Chikkodayalu had been assessed 
during subsequent political disturbances in the country, might be completely exempt- 
ed from paying any taxes either in kind or in coin. The order was engraved on 
stone by command of Rayasam Kondamarasayya Démarasayya. The latter must have 
been an officer of the king and a son of Kondamarasayya, the Brahman general of 
Krishnaraya (Annual Report for 1912, p. 80, paragraph 55). The ‘state affairs’ 
which required the presence of king Krishnaraya at Sivanasamudram, was evidently 
the rebellion raised by the Ummattiir chiefs, whose capital was at Sivanasamudra. 

Rebellion of the Ummattar chiefs. This is. referred „to in the Amaravati 

inscription of Krishnaraya published in 

Ер. Ind. Vol, VII. pp. 17 to 22. The political disturbances mentioned in the inscrip- 

tion must have been those connected with these same chiefs who, under the title 

Penugonda-chakrésvara, had apparently held the whole country on the side of Penu- 

gonda, and asserted their independence already under Krishnaráya's predecessor Vīra- 
Narasimharàya.

The chiefs‘ Eramafichi Timmappa-Nayaka and his son Tulukkana-Nayaka 
mentioned already in connection with the Sáluvas figure also in the time of Krishna- 
riya as chiefs ruling Maladu. In Saka 1430 (No. 427) Eramafichi Tulukkana-Nayaka 
revived the car festival in the Aragaliir temple, which had remained neglected 
subsequent to the days of the Pandyan rule. No. 408 of the time of Bhujabala 
Vira-Narasimharàya, already referred to, and No. 411 in which no king is mentioned, 
also refer to Tulukkana-Nàyaka having instituted festivals and provided a car to the 
Aragalür temple, which he called Naralokagandan after one of his own titles. From 
No. 403 we learn that the chief Eramafichi Akki-Timmaya-Nayaka, evidently the 
grandson of Timmappa-Nayaka already mentioned, gave a village to a Br&áhmana 
named a arajabhatta, son of Arunagirinütha. The same chief is stated in 
No. 409 dated Saka 1435, to have rehabilitated the deserted hamlet of Panattalai near 
Aragalir under the name Immadi-Tulukkananayakan-pettai and to have bestowed 
it on the Kakkolar (weavers) and other classes as a kattugutlagai village by which 
they had to pay 3 panam for each loom and 3 for each plough, but were otherwise 
free from the obligations and assessments such as echchoru, varisoru, ülamasiji etc. 


In a record of Saka 1438 which comes from Kokkarayanpét the king receives, 
among others, the title * Rajakkal-tambiran’. An interesting information about the 
reception in court accorded by the king to three 8726702678 of the Aragalir temple is 
recorded in No. 449. It appears that these had suffered some injustice at the hands 
of the authorities (rdjagara) and accordingly went to Vijayanagara to represent their 
grievances to the king. Amaram Timmarasa who was the ehief in waiting at the 
door of the king, introduced them to the sovereign and had their grievances redressed. 
It is also stated that before returning, each of the sthdnikas was presented with a 
garland, a head dress, a horse and an umbrella. 


No. 333 which is in Tamil verse says that in Saka 1443 a certain Mangaragan 
granted the village of Chidambaranatha- 
puram to the temple at Chidambaram 
for the welfare of the king. This chief may be identical with Taranikka 
Mangara$ayyan who is mentioned m No. 426 of 1909 as Krishnarüya's viceroy in 
Tiruvadi-ràjya (South Arcot district). 


His officer, Mangarasa. 


The succession of kings supplied by No. 451 18 somewhat similar to the one 
mentioned at the beginning of No. 408. These were Tammayaraya, Virapratapa 
Narasáà-Nàyaka,. Virabhoga-Vasantaràya and Krishnadéva-Maharaya. Virabhoga- 
Vasantaraya is evidently a mistake for Vira-Bhujabala Vasantar&ya which, as noted 
already, was a surname of Vira-Narasitnharaya, the elder brother of Krishnaráya. 
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The record registers a grant of eight permanent servants (adiyar) to the Kariya- 
perumal temple at Aragalir with a provision of 1,000 Audi of land for their mainte- 


nance, by one Mrutyufijaya-Nayaka for the merit of his master, a certain Tirumalai- 
Nàyaka 


Honnapa-Nayaka, son of Bokkasam Dévapa-Nàyaka (No. 165), already referred 
to in connection with the Saluvas, Muddana-Nayaka (No. 194), Vakita-Peddapa, 
Nayudu, son of Bokkasam Pedda 
Other o Monts ofthe вше; Малија’ (Хо, 164) ара Bbandàrada 
Timmarasa (No. 216) are mentioned as other officers of Krishnar&ya. The last two 
inscriptions are dated in the Saka year 1451 (expired), Viródhin. As the first refers 
itself to the earlier half of Virddhin viz. Vaisakha Su. 44. 15, it is not impossible that 
Krishparáya was still living at the time. But from the second inscription which is 
dated in Magha, $u. di. 11, of that same year by which time, according to the two 
_ : Kafichi inscriptions, king Achyutarüya 
Achyutaraya’s coronation and the people at had been already crowned (on the 5th 
тарі day of the dark half of the month of 
Karttika ; A.S.R. for 1908-9, p. 187), it has to be doubted if the writer of this 
inscription was right in mentioning Krishnaraya as the ruling sovereign. But the 
statement in the body of the record that a gift of 36 vardhas was made to a feeding 
house at Yalape for the merit of Achyutaraya-Maharaya, makes it more likely that 
the news of the coronation of Achyutariya mentioned in the Kafichi inscriptions 
had not yet reached the people at Yalpi but that they were in expectation of it. 
Meanwhile Krishnaràya was evidently presumed to be the king. 


31. A record of Tirumaladéva-Maharaya dated in Saka 1446 (No. 181) comes 
from Gorantla where another inscription 
of the same king had been already copied 
in 1912 (Annual Report for 1912, p. 80). He has been identified with a son of 


Krishnar&ya who, according to Nuniz, was elected by the king to succeed him on the 
throne but died soon after. 


Tirumala 


32. The contents of No. 179 from Bukkapatnam are similar to what have been 
noted already in connection with No. 180 under Krishnaraya. The dévadaya and the 
brahmadéya lands below the tank of Hosakere (Telugu: Krottacheruvu) which were 
tax-free since the time of Chikkavodeya had in the interim been assessed in coin and 
in kind, owing to political disturbances 
Bhandarada Timmarasa, son of Appara- 
sayya, restored the old order of things 
and declared the lands rent-free on the occasion of the purnahuti-oblation in the laksha- 
homa-ceremony which was performed at the instance of the king in Varadaraja- 
Ammana-péte. Chikkavodeya mentioned here and in No. 180 must have been a 
person for whom the kings Krishnaráya and Achyuta must have evidently had high 
regard. Perhaps by Chikkavodeya we have to understand Bukka I, the younger of 
the two brothers who founded the Vijayanagaraempire. The political disturbances 
again mentioned in the Bukkapatnam record of Achyutaraya indicate that after the 
death of the powerful Krishnaraya there must have been once more a revolt by the 
Ummattür chiefs. This explains why in the Kàfichi inscriptions, Achyuta is stated 
to have promised protection to Mallaraja of Ummattiir. 

From Havinahalu Virapura comes a record (No. 195) which supplies the name 
Bukka-Amma, the grandmother of Achyutaràya and mother of Narasana-Náyaka 
In another part of the record we learn that the name of her husband was 
Tévara-Nayaka. The village Dondavati, it is stated, was granted to the god 
Bukke$varadeéva whose throne was established above the temple of Virüpakshadéva, 
on its west side, near the Sommana-Nayaka [pond]. No. 245 gives to king Achyuta 
the attribute ‘who having performed the anointment of heroes and victors (had 
acquired) immeasurable prowess,’ and records a grant to the temple of Mallikarjuna 
at Old Modahalli made by an officer for the merit of the king and Ramappayya ‘the 
partner of the king in the administration of the country.’ Ramappayya who was 
evidently the chief minister of Achyuta is identical with the famous Rámibhatlayya 
Under orders of this Ramabhatlayya a certain Peddirajayya communicated to the reddis 
and karnams of Krottacheruvu, that the tax (?) called rijulagutta had been remitted on 
all the lands belonging to that magan (No. 176). The same chief also announced the 


Achyuta and the Jlakshahéma-ceremony per- 
formed at Varadaraja-Ammana-péte 
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remission of marriage fees and taxes on the income (2) of Brahmanas (No. 177). 
No. 202 registers the foundation of a temple of Mukhyaprananatha—a name given by 
the Brahmans of the Madhva sect, to Hanuman—for the merit of the Mahamandalésvara 
Hiriya-Tirumalaraja, son of Salakayadéva-Maha-arasu. This chief was the well known 
brother-in-law of the king who led a compaign against the Travaneore country and 
who by his arrogant behaviour was the chief instrument in alienating the allegiance 
and sympathy of Achyuta’s feudatory chiefs (A.S.R. for 1908-9, p. 190). The 
reconsecration of the Tillai Govindaraja-Perumal shrine according to the Vaikhanasa 
ritual, in the reign of Achyuta, has been mentioned above in the general section on 
Chidambaram given at the beginning of this part. 


93. Remission of taxes payable by barbers throughout the country was one of 
the first administrative measures adopted 
by the .Mahàümandalé$vara Ramarajay- 
yadeva of the Karnata family, who set up on the Vijayanagara throne the puppet 
king 880887७. This has been referred to in inscriptions frequently. No. 218 from 
Yalpi states that the concession was extended to the barbers (ndyinda-vdja) in Yalap- 
peya-sime. The  Mahamandalésvara  Ràmaràja-Vithalarà ja-Tirumalaràjayyadéva 
Maharaja, one of the viceroys of the king ruling the Rayadurga-sima, on hearing from 
the Brahmans of that district that a certain HaSani-Hasu—-evidently a Muhammadan 
chief —was collecting by force certain taxes which they were not obliged to pay, 
ordered after due investigation into accounts that these taxes were illegal and 
need not be collected anymore and that fines from people accruing in these 
agrahara-villages, may henceforward be utilised for repairing temples, tanks, ponds 
and irrigation channels (No. 104). Vitthala, the father of this Tirumalarajayyadéva, 
was the famous conqueror of the Travancore country and the viceroy for some time of 
the Tiruchchirappalli-sirmai (A.S.R. for 1908-9, p. 162). No. 105 from Rayadrug 
mentions another son of Vitthala named Krishnamaraja and records the grant of the 
village Bàginàyanipalle in Rayadurga-sima. Stillanother viceroy of Sadasiva was the 
Mahamandalésvara Komara-Kondrajayyadéva-Maharaja who was in charge of the 
Vinukonda-sima under orders of the Mahàmandale$vara Ramaraja Tirumalarajayya 
: : No. 530). This chief must be identical 
Subordinates of Sadàáiva. со an Karnata king Tirumala I, who 
after the battle of Talikota stepped into the place of his elder brother Ramaraja 
(Hemraj) and became all powerful in the administration of the Vijayanagara empire. 
From copper-plate inscriptions we know that ,Tirumala I had four sons, viz. Rama, 
Ranga 11, Raghunatha and Venkata I—the second and fourth of whom ruled the 
Karnàta kingdom subsequent to Tirumala. No. 215 of Saka 1485 states that 
Raghunatharajayya, son of Ramaraja-Tirumalarajayadéva-Maha-arasu, made a grant 
to the temple of Siddhe$varadeva. Still another subordinate of Sadasivadéva was 
evidently the Tanjore Nayaka ruler Achyutappa-Nayaka, son of Siru(Telugu: 
Chinna)-Sevvappa-Nayaka, who in Saka 1488 (No. 259) made a grant of the village 
Tiruveshkulam (Tiruvakulam) for the merit of Tirumalarajayya, z.e., Tirumala I. I 
have stated elsewhere (A.S.R. for 1911-12, p. 175) that Tirumala must have 
succeeded SadaSiva on the throne of Vijayanagara in or about Saka 1493. No. 137 from 
Gundala supplies the latest date Saka 1490 for Tirumala I, as a Mahámandalésvara. 
The inscription, it may be noted, does not mention the ruling sovereign Sada$iva. 

34. The Karnata dynasty is represented in the year's collection by the three 
kings Ranga II, Venkata I and Ranga VI. With the first are mentioned the chiefs 
Mégoti-Timma-Nayudu, his subordniate 
Dalavay Venkatappa-Nayudu, and 
Vaiyappa-Krishnappa-Kondama-Nàyakkar. The дорига and the enclosure wall of 
the Ramasvamin temple at Rayadrug were built by a native of Kundurpi under 
orders of a certain Venkatapati-Nayanivaru who in Saka 1648 is stated to have been 
. ruling on the throne at Rayadrug (No. 102). The son of Venkatapati-Nayanivaru was 
Timmappa-Nàyanivàru who was ruling the same country in Saka 1686 (No. 103). 
Apparently these were some later descendants of Dalavayi Venkatappa-Nayudu the 
subordinate of Mégoti-Timma-Nayudu, mentioned above. Vaiyappa-Krishnappa- 
Kondama-Nayakkar presented a number of villages to the temple at Chidambaram 
for the maintenance of festivals and food offerings (No. 359). This same chief also 
appears largely in the records of Venkata І. found at Chidambaram. He declared 
completely tax-free all the villages owned by the temple from very early times (No. 


Sadàsiva and remission of taxes on barbe rs. 
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369). The arrangement made by him for the proper conduct of these charities was 
. known as Kondamanayakkar-kattalai. One of the stipulations of this £afía/a? was that 
the offering of 50 тайдаг of food to the god had to be distributed among Saiva mendi- 
Venkata I eants who went about with the beggar’s 
ан bowl in their hands (52059 or fog. Q 
mmuesruri). From No. 362 we learn that the supervisor of all the services (242041) 
in the Chidambaram temple was a certain Namassivaya-Udaiyar. Майа Krishnappa- 
Nayaka, the son of the above mentioned Kondama-Nayaka, appears also to have made 
some repairs to the temple during the reign of the same king. In a reeord of Saka 
1533 (No. 184) the gift is made for the merit of Chika- Venkatappa-Nayaka, evidently 
one of the two Venkatas of the Hemraj line (Ep. Jnd. Vol. 111. table facing p. 238). 
One record from the Chidambaram temple whieh belongs to the reign of Ranga VI 
Вайра VI (No. 271) is dated in Saka 1565 (— A.D. 
i 1643) and registers that a number of addi- 
tions were made to the shrine of Tillai Govindarajasvamm of the holy Chitraküta, by 
the king himself. A big pavilion (mandapa) was added in front of the shrine of 
Govindar&jasvàmin. So also, the gopura over the main shrine, the shrines (vimana) 
of the goddesses Pundarikavalli-Nachchiyar and Sudikkodutta-N achchiyér and the 
mandapa in front of the shrine of Tiruvali-Alvan were added and five villages in which 
the Sri-Vaishnavas always dwelt were also granted. The four streets through which 
perhaps the gods and goddesses were to be carried in procession, were also defined. 


OTHER DYNASTIES. 


35. I noticed in my Annual Report for 1909, p. 110, a copper-plate grant 
from Ramatirtham which belongs to an early member of the family of Vishnukundins. 
The only published record of that family is the Chikkulla plates of Vikraméndravar- 
man 11. The Ramatirtham plates are also being now edited by Prof. Hultzseh in 
the Eyigraphia Indica and will shortly appear in that ошди о а соррег- 

А А late grant (No. 7 о ndix A) was 
Sannin саата, by 
Mr. D. V. Prakasa Rao of Cocanada and was announced as relating to this family 
of kings. Mr. J. Ramayya Pantulu who secured them has been kind enough to lend 
them to me for examination. The alphabet in which the plates are written is much 
later compared with the Chikkulla and the Ramatirtham plates, and the execution of 
the letters too is very carelessly done. The first king mentioned is Vikramahéndra 
whose son was Govindavarman. The dear son? of the latter was the donor, the 
Maharaja-Madhavavarman some of whose eulogistic adjuncts found in this inscription 
are identical with similar phrases occurring in the Chikkulla and the Ramatirtham 
plates. Maharaja-Mdhavavarman, also called Јапаќтауа-Маһагаја, having crossed 
the river Godavari with a desire to conquer the eastern region (740425), presented 
the village Pulimbüru in Guddavati-vishaya toa Brahman who was an immigrant 
from Kundüru in Kammaráshtra. If Vikramahéndra, perhaps a corrupt form of 
Vikraméndra could be identified with Vikraméndravarman II of the Chikkulla plates 
two further generations of the Vishnukundins may be supposed to be supplied by the 
new plates. Butit is very doubtful if in face of the later type of characters we 
would be justified in doing so. Anyhow it is certain that the kingdom of the Vishnu- 
kundins must have been somewhere south of the river Godavari inasmuch as 
Madhavavarman II alias JanaS$raya-Mahárája of our record, had to cross the Godavari 
in proceeding on a conquest of the eastern country. 


36. Two Ràshtraküta records (Nos. 234 and 236) have been secured from 
ishtrakütas : : Kolagallu in the Bellary district. The 
нет тех is dated in Saka’ 888 and refers 
БЕ to the reign^of Chalakkenallata Akāla- 

varsha [Krishna III]. Gajadharayya, the high priest of the monastery called 
Karttikéya-tapovana remitted the taxes on a land granted by a private individual. 
Evidently Karttikéya-tapovana comprised a tract of country over which Gajadharayya 
had full control. "No. 236 states that Krishna died in Saka 889, Kshaya and was 
succeeded on the throne by Khottigadéva. Here again Gajadharayya is mentioned and 
the god Karttikéya is extolled as JfanaSaktidhara, the son of Rudra, the leader of 
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the army of gods, the destroyer of the demon Táraka and the very powerful one. 
The date of Krishna's death and Khottiga's. accession to the throne are for the first 
time, supplied by this record 


97. No.242 from Nélapalli is a big rock inscription of the time of the later Nolamba 
Later Nolambas king Iriva-Nolamba II, entitled Ghate- 
: : yañkakara and Pallavaditya. The record 
is not dated but the characters are old enough to justify our assigning it to the Jatter 
part of the lOth century A.D. The genealogy supplied at the beginning is similar 
to what was registered 1n the last year’s report Part II, paragraph 14. We are first 
introduced to a certain Ekavakya Iriva-Nolamba (I); then, to his son Nanni-Nolamba 
his son Polalchóradéva, his son Vira-Mahéndra, his son Vakyadéva and his son the ruling 
prince Iriva-Nolamba 1I, Thus the Nélapalle record supplies us with two generations 
of the later Nolambas subsequent to Vira-Mahéndra Nolambadhiraja of the Karshana- 
palle inscription (No. 825 of 1912). The contents of the record are also interesting 
The king being encamped at Ve[nva jru-Ponne in Paruvi-nàdu, conferred the title of 
Mummadigavare Pallavaditya-Nolamba-Setti (also referred in No 243) on one of the 
Baligira-[ merchants ?] of Koyatüru (Ze. Laddigam near Punganür) The honour 
carried with it the paraphernalia of a horse, an umbrella-bearer, a throne, addanige and 
other such royal gifts. The merchant also received from the king the village Kolatüra 
surnamed Pallavadityapura, in Puli-naidu as a VaiSyadatii ‘gift to a merchant, ° 
perhaps to maintain the dignity whieh 'was thus conferred on him. 


38. No. 118 from Nilagunda is a Kalachuri "record and belongs to the time of 

Kalachari Bijjaladeva Tribhuvanamalla Bhujabalachakravartin 

Bijjaladéva. His subordinate Tribhu- 

vanamalla Vira-Péndyadéva, not mentioned in Dr. Fleet’s Dyn. Kan. Distr., is stated 

to have been ruling the districts of Kogali 500 and Kadambalige 1000, included with- 

in Nonambavadi 82,000. The same chief was also serving under the Western 
Chalukya kings Some$vara III and Jagadékamalla II 


39. Another record from Nilagunda (No. 116) in the Bellary distriet, refers to 
Vira-Ballala П and his son Narasimha II 
Hoysalas ; Ballala II and his son Narasithha II. both of whom, we know, were powerful 
emperors of the Hoysala dynasty. Of 
the former it is stated that * with а single elephant he pushed back and killed, from 
Soratür to the banks of Krishnaveni (2.e., Krishna), the army of Séuna which numbered 
200,000 infantry and 12.000 horse’. No. 123 adds that Ballala II ruled a vast 
extent of territory which comprised the provinces of Gapgavadi 96,000, Nonambavadi 
32,000, Banavase 12,000, Huligere 300, the two Beluvoias(?) and Masavadi, right 
up to the banks of the Heddore, i.e. Krishna. No. 126 states that he was ‘ the God of 
death to the Malavas ; the king of birds (26. Garuda) to the serpents, viz., the lords of 
Magadha ; the submarine fire to the Pafichalas ; the vajra-weapon to the mountains, 
viz., the Turushkas ; the god Siva to the cupid-like Népalas and a lion to the elephants, 
viz., the Gurjaras. He was also the supreme emperor of the South (No. 126) 
Ballala’s officers mentioned in these records were Sameyada-Garuda Marmmarasa 
and Masaneya-Dandanatha. The former built a (Trikūta) temple (now conserved 
under Government orders) for the gods Siva, Vishnu and Sürya. No. 124 mentions 
the name of the architect of this temple, to be Bammoja. Narasimha II in No. 116 
18 stated to have killed in battle the chiefs Vikramapila and Pavusa ; befriending 
the Chola he killed, his enemies, the Kadava king (Kopperufijinga), the chief of 
Magara and the lord of the Pandyas ; reinstated the Chola in his kingdom and planted 
a pillar of victory at Sētu (2.е., Rame$varam). This boast of Narasimha has been 
confirmed by the Tiruvéndipuram | tinted in Ep. Ind Vol VII, р, 160@ 
Someévara, the son of Narasimha II, stopped at Каппапйг in the south to protect 
the Hoysala interests and divided his dominion between his two sons Narasimha III 
and Rümanátha, the latter getting all the Tamil territory owned by the Hoysalas and 
the former the Karnata country with its capital at Dorasamudra (i.e. Halébidu). Orie 
inscription of Rümanátha has been copied at Aragaliir in the Salem district in which 
a certain Rahuttarayap figures evidently as the chief officer of the king (No. 414) 
After Narasimha IIÍ and Ramanatha the Hoysala kingdom once again became united 
920 Pub.—27 
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under Ballala III whose rule continued down to the very foundation of Vijayanagara 
by the brothers Harihara І and Bukka I. No. 471 from Kügalür in the Coimbatore 
district belongs to the reign of Ballala III. 


40. Rudrāmbā, the daughter of Ganapati, who came to the throne in Saka 1182 is 
Наа I шоо represented by five inscriptions all of 
rd ву? Байталииг anus Badradéva-Mahie ~ which GOI from Ipüru in the Vinukonda 
taluka of the Guntur district. They 
supply for her the latest available date viz. Saku 1211 (No. 536). The grants made 
are in favour of the temple of Alladanatha which was built according to No. 535 in or 
about Saka 1179 for the merit of the Mahdmandalésrara Kota-Ganapamadéviyamman- 
вага. This lady chief was а daughter of the Kakatiya king Ganapati, a sister of 
Rudramba and the wife of the Kota chief Beta. The title Maha&mandalésvara prefixed 
to Ganapama in this inscription suggests that she must have been independently 
ruling her husband’s dominions after the latter’s death. In Saka 1173, her husband 
Béta must have been living, since in that year he is stated to have founded the temple 
of (Gopinatha- Vasudéva) at Yenamadala (No. 142). In the Yenamadala inscription of 
Ganapamba which Professor Hultzsch has published in Ep. Znd. Vol. ПІ, pp. 948, he 
states that Ganapamba after the death of her husband devoted herself to pious works 
and assumed the government of the small 
territory inherited from her deceased 
husband Beta and his ancestors along with 
the title ‘lord, etc. which is in the 
masculine gender. This confirms what is suggested above, viz., that Ganapama after 
the death of her husband did actually rule and assume the male titles of her family. 
Again, the cyclic year Saumya (corresponding to Saka 1172) which is now lost in the 
original of the Yenamadala inscription but which Professor Hultzsch takes from, an 
abridged translation of it found in the Kistna district Manual, is presumed to be 
the possibly correct date of that record. If this is true, the death of Beta will have 
+o be placed before Saka 1172. But No. 142 was found to be clear in stating that 
Beta was still alive in Saka 1173. This, combined with No. 535 of Saka 1179 which 
shows that Beta was dead by that time leaves us to conclude that Béta’s death must 
have occurred some time between Saka 1173 and Saka 1179 and therefore also the 
date of the Yenamadala record of Оапаратђа, which belongs to the period subse- 
quent to the death of Beta, could not be earlier than Saka 1173. 


No. 163 of 1913 from Panem supplies the name of a hitherto unknown minister 
of Prat&parudradéva named Mummadi 
Mattaya who was in charge of the 
southern portion of the Kakatiya country, including Pedakallu (26. Pendekallu on 
the Southern Mahratta Railway). | 


41. The Velanandu chiefs who after the decline of the Eastern Chalukya kings 
in the Andhra country, played a very prominent part even as independent sovereigns, 
are represented in the collection by three inscriptions which come from Guntur, 

Velanandu Chiefs Yenikepadu and Peddakodamagundla. 
di : These belong to the reign of the two 
kings Kulottunga-Choda Gonkaraja (TII) and his son Kulottunga Rajendra-Chodaya. 
From No. 144 of 'Peddakodamagundla we learn that a certain subordinate of king 
Kulottunga-Choda-Gonka (TIT) together with those of the Haihaya chief Kamaraja- 
Mallidévaraja ‘ the lord of Mahishmati and the ruler of the middle country right up 
to the banks of the Ganga river? assigned to the great men of Godamagiida (i.e. 
Peddakodamagundla) the taxes perusumka, vaddaràvala, birana, kollivisa (instituted 
by Boddasa Bhimana) and other tolls in order that services in temples and the main- 
tenance of mendicants and students may be kept up in that village. The common 
interest which these subordinates of the Velanàndu and the Haihaya kings had in the 
taxes at Peddakodamagundla suggests that the village was evidently one bordering 
between the two territories. In шу report for 1910, page 117, paragraph 60, I have 
noted a few other inscriptions from the Palnad taluka which also relate to the 
Haihaya chiefs and their suzerains the Western Chalukya kings of Kalyani. 

From another record of the Velanandu family (No. 141) we learn that the temple 
of Buddhadéva, evidently the one at Dipaladinne near Ámarávati continued to be 
patronised byimerchants (perhaps of the Hindu creed) and from No. 158, that at Bezvada 
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яп the 12th century A.D. there were two Vishnu temples, viz., Rajanarayana and 
Ké$ava, whose traces are not seen to-day. The Buddha temple at Amaravati existed 
in the time of the Kota chief Kéta II ( Ep. Ind. Vol. VI., p. 148). “A record of Man- 
ma-Kétaràja the grandson of this chief, copied in the Madras Museum also registers 
the gift of a lamp to the temple of Buddha. An inscription of Bayyamámba, perhaps 
wife of Manmakéta, is published in 7026. p. 1571. 


42. Three records from the Kistna distriet belong to the Gajapati kings of 
Orissa who, since the closing days of the 
first Vijayanagara dynasty, were trying 
to extend their dominion southward. In Saka 1377, Ganadéva, a-subordinate of 
Kapilé$vara-Gajapati (A.D. 1434 to 1469) (Annual Report for 1906, p. 81, paragraph 
47), was permanently stationed at Kondavidu. The Zakkampüdi record (No. 143) 
which. 18 not dated, belongs to his time and registers a grant made by prince Ambi- 
dévaràja. The village Zakkireddipalle (7.e., the modern Zakkampüdi) was granted 
for worship in the temples of Papavinaéadéva and Rudradéva at Bejavada and for the 
maintenance of two feeding houses one of which was for the jangams and the other 
for the Bripanas. The Jangams are the wandering mendicants and priests of the 
Lihgayata creed and the Втйралав are the Br&hmanas. It may be noted that these 
two classes do not interdine. No. 156 belongs to the time of Purushottama-Gajapati 
entitled Pahari Нашугга, who succeeded Kapile$vara and reigned from A.D. 1462 
to 1496 (Sewell’s Lists of Antiquities, Vol. II, p. 188). The Yeniképadu inscription 
(No. 157) noted above in connection with Kulottunga-Choda-Gonka ILI, registers 
the grant of that village to the servants of the temple of Кајапагауапа at Bojavada, 
by the chief Komara Hambiradéva-Mahapatra. The record is not dated; but the 
name of this chief or prince is mentioned in the inscriptions of Krishnaraya of the 
l6th century A.D. as one of the many generals of the Gajapati king, whom Krish- 
nariya captured alive at Kondavidu. 


43. In Saka 1452, Khara(— A.D. 1530-31),a favourite feudatory of king 
Mahamandu Sahu Sulutànu, named Masanada Ён Kutumana-Malka-Odeyalu, con-

the maintenance of this feeding house. Ву Mahamandu Sahu Svlutànu must be meant 
the Bahmani king Muhammad Shah II. in the latter part of whose reign “ npa 
Mulk Governor of Telingans declared his independence at Golkonda > (Sewell’s Гобі 
of Antiquilies, Vol. II, p. 164). In Brigg’s Ferishia has been recorded the fact that 
the Muhammadans took Kondapalli from the Hindus in A.D. 1531. The powerful 
Krishnaraya having now died the Muhammadans evidently found it a convenient 
opportunity to reconquer the fortresses that had been lost to them by the inroads of 
Krishnaráya. No. 158 which is a Persian translation of the above inscription 
(No. 152) from Malkapuram, states that in 931 A.H. (= A.D. 1524-25) Malik Qutb- 
ul-Malk granted villages for the maintenance of the /angar.. The difference of date 
(¿e. 5 years) between the Persian inscription and the Telugu inscription cannot be 
aeeounted for. It isimportant enough that we have in these two records the mention 
of Qutb-ul-Mulk who under the name Sultan Quli Qutb Shah subsequently proclaimed 
his independence and became the first ruler of the Qutb Shahi dynasty of Golkonda. 


44. An inscription on a slab near Bodagulo (No. 187) set up on the road from 
Kallikota to Boirani, gives us some further information about this Muhammadan king 
of Golkonda. Jt states that while Mabamandu Kulli Kudupà Nizam Pādaśā (ùe: 
Muhammad Quli Qutb Shah of Golkonda) was ruling the Andhra country which was 

included within the three liga shrines 

Muhammad Quli Qutb Shah of Golkonda and (Trilinga-madhyama) and was the lord 
the Gajapati roler Narasimha or Sihgubhü- of the 84 (chaurasé) hill forts, his military 
рын: officer born in the family of the noble 
and powerful Saiyads, a certain Saha Sükaralli Mohana Paritu overran by his prowess 
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the whole country from here (2.е., Bodagulo) to the Malajanghala mountain on the: 
sea-coast and occupied it. At this time on the lion-throne of the Gajapati kings was: 
ruling, a chief of'the lunar race of the Salvas, the victorious Narasimha. This 
Singabhipala (Ze. Narasimha) who was born in the very same lunar race to which. 
Bahubaléndra belonged, reigned over the kingdom of Utkala (which included within 
it), the Rajamahéndra, Kalinga and Saurüshtra countries. The chief Saha (i.e. Saha 
Sükaralli Mohana Paritu) mentioned above, founded a tank on the west bank (?) of the 
Langula river flowing by the side of Asika (Aska), in the Saka year 1512, Virodhin 
(= A.D. 1590-1) and called it Singasigara after the Gajapati ruler. The names 
of the Qutb Shahi king Muhammad Quli and of bis friend and feudatory Bahu-. 
baléndra (called Bhaybulander by Ferishta) are known (Annual Report for 1906, 
page 85). The Gajapati kingdom was from A.D. 1559 in the hands ofa Telugu 
family of usurpers of which. Mukundadéva and  Bahubalendra were members. 
Narasimha or Singabhüpàla mentioned in the Bodagulo record would perhaps be 
another, of the same family. The name of the Saiyad chief, Shah Sükaralli Mohan 
Barid cannot be traced in Ferishta’s account of the Qutb Shahi kings. From No. 237, 
we learn that Alam Shanwa Sahébaru had granted to a certain Hande Crikka- 

; P Malukapa-Nayaka the village of 

Abdulla Qutb Shah. Handarahalu и Pallaridurga-stma as а 
Jüghir for Vazirship. The date of the record is Saka 1584 and the Muhammadan 
chief referred to is evidently Alamghyr Padshah, which must be a title or a surname 
of the Qutb Shahi king 'Abdulla Qutb Shah who ruled from A.D..1611 to 1672. 
Thebig mosque at Vinukonda was errected during the reign of this king, by a 
certain Ali Kizé Khan (No. 531). 


In Saka 1615 (= A.D. 1693-94), the désayis, désakulakarnis and the nadu- 
kulakarnis of Moke-sime gave to Mallik Shih (Mallikesayi) son of Bir Mallik Shah 
permission to build protective bastions (hide) on the hillock near Virapura and 
granted him also some land for doing this service (No. 229). Evidently this was a 
period when the dominion of Bijapur in which Bellary was included was indefinitely 

Other Muhammadan chiefs. ruled either by the Muhammadans or by 
the Marathas according as each came into 

power. No. 214 which records the building of the fort at Hirehalu (Bellary taluk) 

with its bastions and gateway by a certain Sivaji Mallahari Pant in A.D. 1751-52, 

indicates the unsettled state of the country when the building of forts and of hides: 
fur the defence of the country was found necessary. The remains of the fort which 

was built by Mallahari Pant stil exists at Hirebalu (Bellary Gazetteer, page 224). 

A certain Abudalu Husenu servant of Abudula-khanu who was a servant of Séka- 

jà-khànu, built a sluice for the tank at Kudaravalli (No. 161). 


45. No. 244 from Nélapalle which is not dated, commemorates the death of a 
АЧ follower of Srikantha son of Mavali-Vana- 

iger hunt. lu i lias : 
vidyadhara alias Pulalammaraiyan, in 8 
face-to-face tiger hunt (qpecueiQan a). The bold huntsman pierced the tiger. 
The tiger and the hero died together and land was granted in recognition of his 
prowess. No. 119 is a record of the death of another hero who died on the occasion 


when he fought in Banavasi-nadu to rescue the cows of Nirgunda. . 


46. We know so little of the early history of the Velugoti family that practically 
nothing ean be said of its members prior 
to their mention in the records of the 
Vijayanagara king Ѕайабітагауа. A reference to the warlike Velugoti chiefs occurs, 
however, in a eulogistie poem about Krishnariya, but without mentioning , however 
any particular names. Jn No. 173 from Mahanandi which is dated in Saka 1832 
(= A.D. 1410-11), three generations of these chiefs are given: Tipparaju, his ‘father 
Pina-Tipparaju and his father Gangalraju Chenraju entitled Mahamandalésvara, * born 
of the matchless Choda race’, ‘lord of the excellent city of Nandyala’, ‘ worshipper of 
the feet of Maha-| Nandiévara ! and *the hero on the battlé-field of Krottacherla- 
kota (4e.,Kócheherlakota in f'alnad). These names are not found in the usual 
dynastic list supplied by tradition and are accordingly of historical importance.

(Хов, 146 and 147). The former quotes 
an earlier inscription of Saka 1435, Srimukha (= A.D. 1513-14) and states that one 
of the ancestors of the donor a certain Mantramürtiguru, had after death actually 
become a Siva-hiiga in the Uttaréévara temple at Peddakodamagundla. The quoted 
record No. 148 also speaks of a teacher of the Paéupata-Saiva sect who had similarly 
become a Siva-l/nga in the same temple. Evidently like the present day preceptors 
of Lingayatas in the Kanarese country, these teachers of the Pafupata-Saiva sect, were 
buried in the temple premises with a Unga fixed over their tombs. In course of 
time these latter came to be worshipped in the same manner as the даг which had 
no connection with tombs. An instance 78 supplied by No. 112 which states that a 
chief of Rayadurga granted a village for the worship of the /$vara-sthana of his 
mother, by which is evidently meant the shrine with liga built over her tomb. The 
popular opinion current about the famous Saiva temples of the south, is that they must 
have been directly or indirectly connected with the tombs of some great saints. It 
is not unlikely that the majority of the extant Siva temples are of this nature.

i TOURS OF THE ESTABLISHMENT 

5, Mr. C. R. Krishnamachari, the Telugu Epigraphical Student, started on tour 
on 4th May 1914, visited a few villages of the Madanapalle taluk in company with 
the supervisor deputed by the Hevenue Settlement officer to learn the method of 
*aking impressions of stone inscriptions, copied all the lithic records found in the 
villages of the Hadagalli taluk of the Bellary distriet and returned to Ootacamund 
.on 22nd July 1914 

Mr. P. Visvanatha Ayyar, Photographer and Artist, left for Chidambaram on 
the 18th May and was engaged until 13th June 1914 in preparing the sketches of 
93 figures representing the various dancing postures figured oh plates I to IV of my 
last Annual Report. The Senior Assistant was deputed on the 6th July 1914 to 
examine and copy the deseriptive verses engraved in Grantha characters above these 
dancing figures (2044. pages 74 to 81) 

Mr. K. V. Subrahmanya Aiyar, my Junior Assistant, went on his first tour on the: 
3rd August last and after securing copies of inscriptions from the villages of the 
Tanjore and Trichinopoly districts and of the Pudukkottai State noted in the pro- 
gramme submitted with my last Annual Report, returned to head-quarters on the 6th 
October 1914. He was accompanied by Mr. G. V. Srinivasa Rao, the Tamil Epi- 
graphical Studént, who had to be trained in the process of copying inscriptions and 
doing other miscellaneous routine work connected with it in camp. Мг. Q. Venkoba 
Rao continued the tour in the Pudukkottai State and remained in camp from the 5th 
October 1914 to 3rd January 1915., He also copied the inscriptions from the villages 
selected" for examination in the Madura, Ramnad and Tinnevelly districts. Mr. 
Subrahmanya Aiyar started again on his second tour on the 5th January 1915 and 
was accompanied this time by Mr. T. Raja Rao, the newly entertained Epigraphical 
Student, who had to get himself tutored in tour work. After inspecting the villages 
in the North Arcot, South Arcot, Chingleput, Salem, Coimbatore and Malabar districts 
they returned to head-quarters on 6th March 1915. I am glad to state that the 
programme of work for 1914-15 has been worked out almost in its entirety. The 
talukwar inspection of villages in the Ambasamudram taluk, which had inevitably to 
be postponed, will be taken up early this year. 
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THR YEAR’s WORK. 


6. The important discovery of an Aédka edict at Maski in His Highness the 
Nizam’s Dominions, recently made by Mr. Beadon deserves prominant mention. 
Mr. L. Bishop of the Tutti gold-field informed me of it and sent an eye copy of the 
record for my inspection. The mention of the great Buddhist king both by his 
title Dévainampiya and his proper name Аб0Ка, is a special feature which lends 
particular importance to the record. A separate detailea report on the subject will 
‘soon be drawn up and submitted to Government. 


The final proof of the Annual Report for 1913-14, an advance сору of which 
was submitted to Government on the 16th July 1914, was read for the last time and 
passed for printing with the necessary corrections, on the llth August 1914. The 
whole of my office establishment was engaged in this and other work connected 
with the Annual Report such as completing the transcripts of the inscriptions, dis- 
tributing them into the respective files, preparing index tickets for reference, ete., till 
about the end of July. A summary of my last Annual Report was at tho same time 
submitted to the Director-General of Archeology and the Government Epigraphist 
for India. l Š 


7. One hundred and seventy-nine villages were examined and 620 inscriptions 
copied during the year under report. All the inscriptions included in Appendices В 
and C have been tentatively transcribed. As many as 105 photographs and 104 
sketches were prepared by my Photographer-Draftsman Mr. P. Visvanatha Aiyar. 
Appendix A includes 11 copper-plates examined during the year. Some of these 
which are interesting documents of the Eastern Chalukya and the Vijayanagara 
dynasties, will be noticed in their due place in Part II of this report, Five which 
belong to the ЗайсагасЇагуа-тайа at Kumbakonam were received through the 
kindness of Mr. S. V. Venkatesvara Aiyar, M.A., of the Kumbakonam College. The 
contents of these also are discussed in my remarks on the Sankarachürya-maíha at 
р. 116 in Part II below. The vriginals of No. 10—a Western Chalukya record 
known as the Togarchédu plates and published by Dr. Fleet with facsimile plates in 
Vol. VI ofthe /ndian, Antquary, pp. 85 ff. were secured by me at Nandyal, while 
I was on my way to Sriéailam. Mr. Ramabhadrayya brought these plates to me 
and expressed his willingness by a written arzi to make a present of them to 
the Madras Museum. He desires that the presentation may be duly acknowledged 
by Government. The Penugonda plates secured through the Karnam of Kancha- 
:samudram and referred to in Part I, paragraph 9, of my last Annual Report have been 
Since purchased for the Government Museum, Madras. 


8. Of the miscellaneous work turned out by this office during the year under report 
may be mentioned १ (1) furnishing the Collector of Kurnool with detailed abstracts of 
21 inscriptions from Tripurantakam in the Markapur taluk ; (9) preparing for the 
Archeeological Superintendent, a list of villages in the 28 districts where inscriptions 
had been copied, to facilitate his compiling the new list of ancient monuments for 
conservation required by Government; (3) supplying the Honourable the Advocate- 
General at Madras with a note on the question whether or not water was treated in 
ancient inscriptions as Crown property ; (4) furnishing Mr. L. Bishop with texts and 
translations of inscriptions from Hutti, Medrayancota and Kuldakal whose photo- 
graphs and tracings he had kindly sent to me for examination and (5) deciphering 
seven Tamil inscriptions for Mr. Bell, the Archeological Commissioner, Ceylon. 


CONSERVATION. 


9. During my recent visit to 6188118711 I found a beautiful small temple at the 
foot of the steps leading to the Patalaganga from the Mallikarjuna temple. It is in 
much neglected condition, its walls and pillars being almost shifted from their 
positions by the floods in the Krishna. The temple enshrmes a broken marble image 
of Vrishantika (2) leaning against a bull. The pillars are well carved and there are 
good, though tiny, figures of the several forms of Siva all round the temple. It 
deserves to be conserved on account of its architectural details. There are no 
inscriptions on the temple. i

Mr. Radhakrishna Aiyar of the Pudukkottai educational service was kind énough 
to bring to my notice a natural cavern with a Brahmi inscription on the hil] at 
Sittannavasal. It was examined by my Senior Assistant, Mr. G. Venkoba Rao, who 
was asked to take five inked estampages of the Brahmi record and prepare duplicate 

` estampages of the other early Tamil inscriptions found in the same cavern. 


2. The cavern is at an almost inaccessible height of the hill half a mile east of the 
village ot Sittannavaéal. It is formed of a cleft which divides the overhanging top 
: 7 В ortion from the roeky floor below and 18 
Cavern with stone-beds at Sittannavaéal. 5 locally as ёаарраНат oh account 
of the 7 (१९६) square holes which are used as steps in reaching the cavern. Some of 
the stone-beds are: damaged but all are provided with a raised portion at one end 
which is evidently meant to serve asa pillow. Like the beds discovered in other 
parts of the southern districts, these allow sufficient space for a man to lie down 
-comfortably on them. An ancient record in Brahmi characters (a, on plate I.) runs 
ACA FS FO round the top and the left side of one

I am not able to suggest any possible interpretation of the inscription. Other 
-epigraphs found on the adjoining beds in the cavern are engraved in early Tamil 
characters of about the 8th century A.D. Proper names of six individuals are mentioned. 
It is difficult to surmise the object with which these names were cut in such a remote 
period, on beds chiselled at the inaccessible top of the Sittannavaéal hill. Perhaps as 
suggested in one of my previous reports (G.O. No. 919, Public, dated 29th July 1912, 
p. 57) they commemorate the names of mendicants who had resolved to spend the last 
days of their lives in retired seclusion. 

3. The cave temples at КиппйпдагКбуй of the Puddukkóttai State “and at 
Sevilippatti in Satur taluk of the Ramnad district, come next in order. The 
central shrine of the Siva temple at the 
former place consists of a rock-cut cell 
and a verandah. Of the four front pillars 
of this verandah the two at either end are, as usual in temples of that kind, contiguous 
with the rock itself while the two others are free. The cell which is cut in the 
back wall of the verandah in its centre, contains a liga of Siva. Tho entrance into 
the cel] wnich is on a higher level than the floor of the cave is,provided with 3 steps 
both on its inner and outer sides. To the right of entrance into the ее] is a graceful 
life-size representation of an evidently royal personage standing in a suppliant 
attitude. On one of the pillars of the verandah and on the roeky side-walls adjoining 
it are three inscriptions the earliest of which (No. 346 of appendix B) of about the 
8th Centuary A.D. paleographically, records a gift of rice for feeding 110 Brahmans, 
by a certain Kódai Mayindan. This individual is not known from other records. 
But it may be noted that the first portion of the name denotes his Chera crigin. The 
two other epigraphs (Nos. 347 and 348 
of appendix B) which are dated in the 
9rd and 5th years of the Pallava kings Nandippottaraivár and Ko-Vijaya-Dantippot- 
taraiyar respectively, carry the limits of the Pallava empire further south. 

The cave temple at Sevilippatti consists of a shrine and a verandah with the 
usual four pillars in front of it. Besides the image of Vishnu which is sculptured in 
one of the niches on the back wall of the verandah, there is a remarkably interesting 
figure opposite the shrine representing a dancing posture of Siva which is rather rare 
The shrine itself has no images in it. But the existence of two square pits cr its

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rocky floor suggests, however, that the shrine must have contained some objects of 
worship. On either side of the entrance into the shrine are found images of 
dvdrapalas cut in relief. i ; 


No. 48 of appendix B which comes from Tirnvaigaviir is dated in thé 22nd year 
of а certain Nandivarmarája. It furnishes no details by which we can identify-him 
with any known king of the Pallava or 
| the Ganga-Pallava dynasty. The record 
is stated to be a copy of an old inscription and the mention in it of the name Tribhu- 
vanamadévi-chaturvédimangalam, a surname of Tiruvaigávür found only in later 
inscriptions argues against its historical value. 


4. Two hero-stones of about the 9th century of the Christian era (Nos. 437 and 

439 of appendix B) were copied at the villages Mallela and Alstipalle of the Madana- 

palle taluka. The former refers to a eattle-feud and mentions Mallela as a village 

included in the district, Pulvéri-nadu, which was ruled over by a certain Bira-Maharaja. 

. - The latter is a record of the time of king 

Захиа: маа Vaidumba-Maharaja and registers the 

death of a certain Sri-Kanki son of Vira-satti on the battle-field of Tiruvala. The hero 

receives а long list of titles some of which, e.g., “ the mother’s husband of those who 

steal their way into the palace of the king, [is hero] who thrusts a dagger into the 

mouths of good and bad men, who without admiring him, try to excel him ; and [the 

warrior] who splits the backs of those ‘that rebel, against his master," are somewhat 
queer.

5. Inscriptions copied in the Bellary taluka of the Bellary district were noticed 
in my account of the Western Chalukyas in Part II, paragraphs 11 and 12 of the: 
Epigraphical report for 1913-14. Another taluka of the same district, viz., Hadagalli 
was completely surveyed during the year under review. It has yielded 94 inscrip- 
tions which are entered in appendix B (Nos. 441-534). The dynasties represented 
are Western Chalukya, Yadava, Hoysala and Vijayauagara. To the first of these 
belongs a good number of inscriptions which, as was expected; throw further light 
on the feudatory family of the Nolamba governors who ruled over the Nolambavádi.

The earliest records belong to the time of Jagadékamalla-Jayasimha II (Nos. 454, 
Javasihh 489, 490, 501 and 518 of appendix B) 
ayasithha П. and mention his subordinates Ranadhira 

Máàvanagandhavürana Madhumarmadéva ruling Bennevura twelve, and the Nolamba-- 
Pallava chief Jagadékamalla Nolamba-Pallava-Permanadi (wrongly spelt Kuminali in 
inscription No. 518) ruling over Kadambalige 1000, Kogali 500, Ballakunde 300, 
Kudi-Haravi 70, Karavidi 80 and five villages of Masavadi-nidu. This chief is 
apparently identical with Udayadityadéva who was mentioned in my last report as а 
subordinate of Jayasimha II and as holding the title Jagadékamalla Nolamba- Pallava- 
Permanadi. Again, in an inscription of Somé$sara I coming from Morigeri in the- 
Hadagalli taluka (No. 443 of 1914) which gives a genealogical account of the Nolamba 
chiefs that served under the Chalukyas, it is stated that the two brothers Jagadéka- 
‘malla-Nolamba (адаг | Irmadi-Nolamba and Trailokyamalla Nanni-Nolamba-Pallava- 
Perminadi, were sons of Jagadékamalla Nolamba [alias] Udayaditya who was himself 
the son of Irivabedanga Nolamba Ghateyankakara, ‘This last chief. must have been 
а feudatory of Vikramaditya У, the predecessor of Jayasimha II. We learn trom 
an inscription at Alir in the бадар taluka that Iriva-Nolambadhiraja Ghateyanka- 
kāra of the Pallava family who had married a daughter of Irivabedanga-Satyasraya, 
was а subordinate of Vikramaditya V. It is not impossible that Irivabedanga- 
Nolamba Ghateyankahara of the Morigeri inscription was the son of Iriva-Nolambadhi- 
таја of the Alürrecord. The Morigei inscription is dated in Saka 967 (—A.D. 1045— 
46) and refers to a gift made for the pardkshuvinaya of Udayadityadéva. The term 
parokshavinaya із commonly found in Jaina records as applied to the spiritual welfare 
of a jaina lay man of that creed. It is perhaps here applied in the general sense of

attached (to those temples). The sanction of the king for making thé grant was 
received on the occasion * when the latter was staving at Püvinapadaügile which was 
a camping place on his way (pagana-vidu), while returning from his capture of Sivapa 
after raiding (his country)? Sivapa whom Séméévara I captured must have been a 
rebellious subordinate who is not known from other inscriptions.  Püvinapadangile 
is identical with the modern Hüvinahadagalli. The title Nolambadhiraja mentioned in 
the Morigeri record as held by the chief Trailókyamalla Nanni-Nolamba-Pallava- 
Permünadi makes the interpretation of Хо, 232 of 1913 in my last Annual Report 
(page 87), whieh I then gave very unlikely. The installation therein referred 
to must be that of the chief and not of king Trailékyamalla Somé$vara I though it 
is strange that the dates coincide in all details. According to No. 523 a subordinate 
chief of Trailokyamalla Nanni-Nolamba was Barmadéva of the Naga race (phanindra- 
kula) who in Saka 974 ( — A.D. 1052-53) sanctioned a grant of land for the repair of 
a tank at Tonakalu (te. the modern Talakallu). 

It is interesting to learn from the Morigeri epigraph (No. 441 of appendix B) 
that the donation was made to certain Saiva priests of the Kogali pontificate who are 
stated to have belonged to the Lakuliéa-[ Pašupata | sect and to the school of Sirhha- 
Parshe (parshad). The Lakuli$a-Páéupatas were also called Kalamukhas and these 
together with the school Simha-Parshad are mentioned in an Eastern Chalukya grant 
of Amma II noticed in the sequel. Another school of the same sect, perhaps of later 
origin, was Sakti-Parshe (parshad) to which belonged Müvarakoneya-santati of the 
Parvat-amnaya, whose teachers had a strong seat at Balagami (Ep. Ind. Vol. V.

were highly learned. An inscription of 
Vikramaditya VI (No. 527 of appendix B) refers to the teachers Maleyi;a- Pandit, 
Jfàne$vara-Pandita and Somé$vara-Pandita and [Ban]tarási-Pandita of this same 
lineage. Another (No.524 of 1914} mentions Vamadéva-Pandita the pupil of Kaléévara- 
Pandita. The imprecations at the end of No. 443 show the strict religious rigour 
which the teachers of this early Saiva sect observed in the matter of discipline. It is 
stated that ‘of those who enjoy the fruits of this charity given both to gods and 
ascetics, the latter must punish the wicked, if there be any, in their congregation and 
drive them out of the monastery. This monastery will always be a place for ascetics 
who follow strict discipline (१८४४४४) ; such ascetics as go astray giving up their 
brahmacharya (celibacy) must be expelled by the ruling king, the chief officer and the 
twelve great men of Moringéri and replaced by better teachers of the same school.’ 

Records Nos. 441 and 443 of Morigeri supply us with the names of two feudatory 
chiefs of Sómé$vara I, viz., Patihita- Garuda Sovimayya and Sàmanta-Garuda the latter 
having as his dependents Chattarasa of Ujjani and the Kadamba chief Ghattiyarasa of 

Feudatory chiefs of SSméévara 1 Banavasi (see also No. 456 of appendix B). 

c त mao: Sovimayya is perhaps identical with the 

Mahàmandalesvara Sóyimarasa of the Kadambas of Hangal mentioned on page 433 of 
Dr. Fleet’s Kanarese Dynasties. 

Two damaged records (Nos. 475 and 442 of appendix B) of Bhuvanaikamalla

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7. Eight inscriptions of Tribhuvanamalla Vikramaditya VI are included in 
appendix B. One of these No. 494 of 1914, whose date is lost, mentions him as 
governing the provinces Gangavádi 96,000, Banavise 12,000 and Nolambavadi 32,000 
while yet he was a prince ruling under his father Trailokyamalla-Abavamalla (S6mé6- 
. adi vara I), who was ‘a lion to the mad 
Merci dis viz., the Chola king? Vikra- 
maditya himself surnamed Ganga-Permàdi (also in No. 501) is described as the 
younger brother of Soma (i.e. Sóme$vara II), a Rama on the battle-field and a terror to 
the Chólas, Gaulas, Barbaras, Andhras, Malavas and Girjaras. Consequently Ganga- 
Permadi mentioned in an Annigere record and referred to by Dr. Fleet on page 441 
of his Kanarese Dynasties must evidently be prince Vikramaditya VI. 


One of the feudatory chiefs of Vikramaditya VI appears from No. 527 to be the 
Mahimandalésvara Gabgarasa, son of the Mahasaámznia Chavundarasa, who was ruling 
the districts Masuvadi 140 and Polalgunde, collecting the tax called (anka-gadyana) 
d from the whole of the seven and a half lakh 

l country and the dasavanda (tax) on the 
-estate of the chiefs (2) (anka) attached to the emperor's palace. Another well-known 
subordinate was Tribhuvanamalla-Pandya ofthe Yadava family, who held the 
-same titles as Tribhuvanamalla Raya-Paudya mentioned on page 87 of the Annual 
Report for 1913-14. No. 497 ofappendix B which bears the date Saka 772 but refers 
to the much later reign of Vikramaditya, VI mentions the Mahamandalésvara Mahéndra 
who like Tribbuvanamalla-Pindya wasalso ‘the chief of КайсМрига and à member 
of the Yadu race) Asa crown prince Tribhuvánamalla Vikramaditya VI seems to 
have had another subordinate cailed Démarasa who was entitled Jayadankakara. From 
the much mutilated inscription No. 501 (from ,Sivapüda), which is dated during the 
reign of Jagadékamalla Jayasimha II, we learn that a son of Raya-Pandya was a sub- 
-ordinate of prince Chalukya Vikramaditya Ganga-Permadidéva (£e. Vikramaditya 
VI). Perhaps this unnamed son of Raya-Pandya of the Sivapada inscription, was 
Tribhuvanamalla-Pandya, mentioned above.

8. Three records belong to the reign of Perma-Jagadékamalla II and mention 
his Pandya feudatories Vira-Pandya and Vijaya-Pindya who were the sons of Raya-

registers that а certain Vikramaditya, the maternal uncle of Vira-Pandya, made а 
grant. The genealogy of the Chaluk yas with which this record begins stops with the 
mention of Регша-| Jagadékamalla II} and does not mention the Western Chalukya 
king Taila III into whose reign the date of the record falls. Consequently Vira- 
Pandya, it may be presumed, must have had some independent status already during 
‘the reign of Taila III. His brother Vijaya-Pandya to whom belongs the inscription 
No, 478 of 1914 from Holal was for somé time the subordinate. of the Kalachurya 
usurper Bijjana and of the Western Chalukya king Taila III (Kanarese Dynasties, 
рр. 460 and 463). Subsequently, however, he also appears to have become quite 
independent of Chalukyan guzerainty ; for, in the record quoted above it is stated that 
he, in the year Saka 1100 (= A.D. 1177-78), the period between the close of the 
reign of Taila III and the beginning of that of Soméévara IV, made a grant of a por- 
tion of the hejjunka (tax) on areca-nuts to the temple of Gauri$vara at Gandaradityana- 
Holal (called Gandaraditya-chaturvédimangalam in Мо. 475), at the request of the 
chief minister Samkara-Dandan&yaka. It is interesting to learn from the record that 
Vijaya-Pàndya conquered the seven Konkanas with ease, placed his fish-banner on the 
Golden mountain and held other titles usually found mentioned in connection with 
the Pándya kings of the Tamil country. 


9. No. 458 of appendix B from 8601 which is stated to belong to the reign of 
Tribhuvanamalladéva has apparently to be assigned to Tribhuvanamalla Sómeévara IV, 
the last king mentioned in Dr. Fleet’s genealogical table of the Western Chalukyas of

difficult, however, to explain how the chiefs of Tonda came into contact with him. 


An interesting record from Holal which deserves to be noticed is the label 
cut on the capital of a finely carved pillar in the Amrité$vara temple. It is called in 
the inseription a Srikara-pillar. Speaking of the sculptor who made it, the record says. 
that he, Bammoja, the pupil of Padója of Sige was a * Viévakarma, ¿e the architect 
of the gods, in this Kali-age ; the master of the sixty-four arts and sciences ; the clever 
T ü : Be builder of the sixty-four varieties of 
тое АРТЕ ЕНЕ mansions and the अजी who had 

invented(?) the four types of buildings,. 
viz., Nagara, Kalinga, Dràvila, and Vésara.’ An earlier sculptor of about the 9th 
century A.D., of whom we hear from an inscription on a pedestal at Kogali, was a 
grand-son of Sivananni. It is stated that he made the imgage of the Sun (divasakara) 
of which the stone in question was evidently the pedestal. An image of Virabhadra 
now stands on the pedestal; and it is not possible to explain how this came to be 
there, except on the supposition that the original figure of the Sun-god has been 
removed and the pedestal used for Virabhadra. An apparent act of vandalism, 
recorded in No. 491 of 1914, registers the building of a mandapa in front of the. 
Hanuman temple, by using the stones of a Jaiwa-basti which was in ruins.

EASTERN CHALUEYAS. 


. 10. The two eastern Chalukya copper-plate grants (Nos. 2 and 3 of appendix А). 
sent to me for examination and remarks by the Collector of Guntur were unearthed 
while digging for patti earth on private sites in the village of Peravali. They have 
been obtained with the kind consent of the finders for being deposited in the Madras 
Museum as soon as the inscriptions on them are published. One of these (No. 3) is 
а rare record of the time of Vishnuvardhana ITI, the son of Mangi-Mahàr&ja and the 

Vishnuvardhana III grandson of Vishnuvardhana ll. It is, 

euo iM CUERO: however, written in the most corrupt 

style, and records the grant of the village of Mavinthipalli in Véngi-nadu (vishaya), 

to a Brahmana resident of the village Peruvali. This latter place is undoubtedly 
identical with Peravali where the plates were unearthed. 


The other grant (No. 2) whieh is not dated, belongs to the time of a certain 
Sarvalokaéraya Vishnuvardhana, son of Vijayaditya-Maharija and grandson of 
Sarvalokasraya Vishnuvardhana-Maháraja. The eulogistic phrases introducing these 
three kings have not been traced elsewhere, though occasionally a few words may be- 

. found to correspond in allied соррег- 
Vishpuvardhana V. lates. The characters are akin more to 

the * Ahadanakaram’ plates published ор p. 185 ff, of Tad. Ant. Vol. XIN, than to. 
the characters of No. 6 of appendix A in my last year’s report, which I tentatively 
attributed to Vishnuvardhana V. The title Sarvalokasraya and the biruda Vishama- 
siddhi which oceur in line 17 of our inscription point, however, to the king being 
Vishnuvardhana, V who ascended the throne in A.D. 843 (Inu. Ant. Vol. ХХ, p. 102). 


11. Another Eastern Chalukya inscription examined during the year is one of 
Amma JI. (A.D. 945-970). It was secured for me by the Rev. Isaac Cannady of 
Sattenapalle, Guntur district. The record is written on four plates. From the in- 
complete text it looks as if the writing must have been continued on a fifth plate- 
which is now missing. The ring with seal which held fhe plates together has not 
been traced. The genealogy of the Chalukya kings given in this record corresponds 
to what we find elsewhere in the Padankaliru, Maliyapündi and the Vandram plates. 
А eurious mistake, however, has been committed in giving the date of the accession 
of Amma П, by the numerical words nabha-vasu-vasu (i.e. 880) instead of the usual 

Amma II giri-rasa-vasu (i.e. 867) found in ай the. 
or: other grants of Ammarája. Perhaps the: 
actual date of our grant was Saka 880. It registers a gift made to a Siva temple at. 
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Vijayavata (Bezwada) known by the name Samastabhavanaéraya which bad been built. 
by Vijayaditya Naréndramrigaraja (A.D. 799 to 843), the famous victor of 108 battles 
and the builder of 108 Siva temples. Of greater interest is the mention of a number of 
Saiva teachers of the Kalamukha sect and 
the Sithha-parshad who are stated to have 
‘had their important seats in old temples like Amaravatéévara (i.e. Amaravati?) and 
others. Itis stated that the original founders of the sect such as Lakuli$a were incar- 
nations of Rudra (Siva) himself and were born out of their own free will in each millen- 
nium. The first teacher mentioned in the lineage of Lakuliga is Lakasipu-PaSupati. 
Other following names are distinguished by the ending 724 ог pandita which as Dr. 
Bhandarkar notices, was a characteristic name-ending of the teachers who belonged to. 
the Pasupata ог Kalamukha school ; ( Vaishnavisr:, p. 120). The Kalamukha teacher 
contemporaneous with Amma II was Vidyéévara who was also the author of the grant 
under review. Kulottunga III (below, paragraph 27) is known to have constructed 

the Airāvatēśvara temple at Daraguram. Sculptured scenes from the lines of Saiva 

devotees and images of a large number of Saivite gods and goddesses form some of its 

special features (Annual Report for 1907-08, Part II, paragraph 66). -A frieze consist- 
ing of miniature figures of 108 Saiva-Achiryas with labels eut above them, was- 
diseovered during tbis year on the north wall of the verandah running round the 

central shrine of the AiravateSvara tem ple. The labels supply the proper names of 
these teachers and their clerical titles. All the titles end in Siva and indicate their 

intimate connection with the Pasupata eect. It’may be noted that the Lingàyatas are: 
other wise called Sazvacháraaavara in the Mysore country.

12. Of the Saiva sacred places mentioned in the Tamil scripture Déváram 
the following were examined during the year under review :—(1) Tiruyerümbür- 
(Tiruverumbiyür) (2) Ratnagiri (Tiruvatpokki), (3) Tiruvaigavir, (4) Tiruchehuli 
(Tiruchehuliyal) (ә) Tiruvadanat, (6) Tiruppanandáal, (7) Tirumanafijeri and (8) 
Sri(ailam (Parvatam). And of the Vaishnava places likewise mentioned in, the 
Tamil Vaishnava scripture Aà/ayiraprabandham, Ahobalam (Singavalkunram) has. 
been visited. Before giving an account of the Chola, Pandya and Vijayanagara 
records copied at these places it may be interesting to say something about Srigailam 
end Ahóbalam in the Kurnool district which are not so often frequented as the other 
Saiva and Vaishnava places of the South but are,nevertheless, considered highly 
important. 


13. The'antiquities of Sridailam, which is embedded in the inaccessible forests of 
the Nallamalai hills, been attractive both to the earnest archeologist and the pious 
pilgrim equally. From very early times SriSailam bas been supposed to be a place of 
great eanctity and importance for the Saivas. The temple with its picturesque ehrines 

Sriéail surmounted by turrets which remind us. 
M dca: f of later Pallava architecture, its array of 
sacred nandi-bulls, massive pillars, carved door-ways and the sculptured prakara 
wall, is surrounded by a wild tract of country in which traces may still be seen of 
subordinate minor temples, mathas and residential houses for several miles around. 
The sanctity of the place has.been referred to a remote puranic period, its name being 
mentioned even m the Mahabharata. The esthetic sense of religious fervour peculiar": 
Hindu mind, carries the history further back even to bygone millenniums (yugas). In 
the Kaliyuga, however, the age in which we live, the story, as related in the sthala- 
та! туа of the place, says that the princess (handravati, a daughter of the Gupta king 
Chandragupta conceived a passion for the god on the Srigaila hill and began offering 
everyday а garland of jasemine (mallika) flowers to him and eventually married him. 
Tt is not difficult to see that even the myth, as it goes, 1188 its historical significance in 
the mention of Chandragupta, the Maurya king of Magadha. Evidently it looks as if 
'the origin of the place therefore has to be traced back to a few centuries before the 
Christian era, relying of course on the myths embodied in the sthalamahatmya, which, 
` it may be noted incidentally, is also partly repeated in detail in one of the stone records. 
of the 16th century A.D (Хо. 16 ot appendix C). Again, it is worth mentioniig 
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. that on the occasion of each religious observance, while repeating the astronomical 
‘advance of time and the specification of the position of the observer in what is kaown 
:ав the santalpa, every Smärta Hindu of the Telugu districts generally specifies his 
place with reference to the mountain Srigaila This may be purely due to the geogra- 

. phieal situation of the hill almost in the centre of the Telugu country; but still the 
custom clearly iadicates the importance and religious sanctity which people attach to 
‘Srigailam. Dr. Burgess writing on the identity of a Sanghárüma mentioned by 
Hiuen Tsiang as established on the top of the Po-lo-m»-lo-ki-li by king So-to-pho-ho, 
for the Buddhist ascetie Nagarjuna says that this “ Nagarjuna summoned Bhikshus or 
devotees to resid2 in it and storedyit with copies of all the canonical books and their 
-commentaries.”” Не adds: “ As the Tib2tan books say that he Nagarjuna died at 
the monastery of Dpyal-gyi-ri or Sri-Parvata mountain they doubtless refer to the same 
place.” Nagarjuna flourished about the first ceatury of the Christian era and his 
-connection with §risaila as stated in Tibetan books must, therefore, be presumed, to 

' : : . establish for it, already, at that earlv 
Ue connection with the Buddhist ascetic period, a reputation as a place suited for 

agarjuna, | ote : Т 

monasteries and ascetics. The early 

Kadamba king Mayüravarman of about the 6th century A.D. is stated to have * occu- 
pied the inaccessible forest stretching to the gates of Sri-Parvata (Sri$ailam)! The 
place is also commemorated in the Dévaram which is attributed to about the 7th and 8th 
centuries of our era. In the 12th century, a subordinate of the then ruling Hoysala 
king sent for liñga-stones from the bed of the Patalaganga river at Srisailam, in order 
to establish them in shrines built forthe memory of his parents. Even to-day the 
Lingàyata Saivas wear on their body lnga-stones secured from the Patalaganga, 
preserving them in cloth or in a casket made of wood or some precious metal. Thus 

‘the early history of Sriéaila may apparently have to be traced to a period earlier than 
that even of the Mahayana School of Buddhism known to have been founded by 
Nagarjuna. The Brahmanical faiths of the Hindus soon succeeded in securing a 
hold on the place and to have counted it among one of the Siddhakshétras with an 
important seat for Sakti under the name Madhavi (later on called Bhramaramba). 
From the epigraphs of the temple examined, it appears as ifthe Brahmanas and the 
‘orthodox Saiva priests called Jangams, venerated equally the self-born liga of Mal- 
likarjuna calling it inga-chakravar ti i.e. the emperor among ligas. The Jañgams had 
five of their important monasteries and pontifical seats on the hill, the most prominent 
-of which was apparently the!Virasaiva-Siddha-Bhikshavritti-matha often mentioned in 
inscriptions. 


14. This exceedingly interesting place, during the period of the festivities in 
the temple, celebrated separately for the god and goddess and lasting from February 
to almost the end of May in each year, is under the management of the Brahman 
-pontiff Satnkaricharyasvamin of the Pushpagiri-matha in the Cuddapah district. On 
-other days of the year the management is left to a Saiva mendicant who permanently 
resides on the hill in the Ghanté-matha monastery which is about two or three furlongs 
on the north side of the temple. The 
worship of the liga is performed 
throughout the year by a Jangam appointed by the Pushpagiri-matha. The aboriginal 
‘Chefichus of the Nallamalai ‘forests, have a free permit to go into the holy of the 
holies, to drag the ear of the god and todo all other minor services within the temple. 
Their devotion to the diety has been so characteristic that in popular language the 
god Mallikarjuna is known as Chefichu-Mallayya. On Sivarátri and such other days 
of great religious sanctity when thousands of people meet to bathe in the Patalagangi 
(Krishna) river at the foot of the hill and to worship the good Mallikarjuna at its top, 
they do so independently of the Jangam priest, by directly entering the sanctum 
sanclorum. Caste, creed and sex do not prohibit any one, provided he or she is a 
Hindu, to pour the water of the Patalaganga over Mallikarjuna, place flowers on him 
‘and sing his-glory. Such catholic form of worship is known only in Benares and 
_ other sacred places of the north. The festivities of the god are quite mild when 
‘compared with those of the fear some goddess Bhramarambika. It is stated that on 
this occasion thousands of goats and buffaloes are sacrificed to appease the blood- 
‘thirsty goddess. 


Management and festivals. 
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15. The epigraphs secured in the temple number 43 and range in date from the 
-ttime of the Kakatiya king Pratáparudradéva of the 14th century A.D. to the time 
-of the Vijayanagara king Ramadéva IV ofthe Karnata dynasty (17th century A.D.). 
The earliest (Nos. 36 and 41 of appendix 
C) refer to an enquiry into the temple 
management which at this period, .e. the beginning of the 14th century, was evidently 
vested 1n Tévara-Sivacharya, the Saiva pontiff of Arasi-matha and a few other executive 
-officers. Incidentally, a list is given of nó less than 70 villages which had been 
granted to the temple by kings, chiefs and devotees, in different parts of the Telugu 
eountry. The only Reddi record (No. 20 of appendix C) which comes next in 
‘chronological order belongs to the time of Jaganobbaganda Anna-Véma Reddi and 
registers that he constructed a mandapa for the temple in which the inseribed pillar 
now stands and called 16 Vira(?) (Vira) §iro-mangapa. The inscription states: ^ How 
wonderful it is that here, inthis mandapa, hosts of Konga-viras, highly excited under 
religious fervour,cut off their heads and tongues as (votive) offerings (to god) and 
attain instantaneously a brilliant body of blessed limbs. ‘The next moment they 
shine with three eyes, ten arms, five faces and five tongues and become (in this way) 
the eight-bodied (Siva) himself." This is a clear reference to human sacrifices of 
'the 14th eentury A.D. (vide Epigraphieal Report for 1909, p. 120). 


Three inscribed pillars on the way to Patalagahgs which are engraved in 
Nagari, Grantha and Telugu. record that a Kadamba princess named Vitthalamba, 
under orders given to her by god Mallikarjuna ir? a dream, constructed steps to that 
river at about the end of the 14th century A.D. This meritorious aet which is 
‘always claimed by the Reddi king Véma-Reddi who lived in the first quarter of that 
century, has perhaps to be understood as an improvement made by Vitthalambi to the 
original gift of Véma-Reddi. 


Epigraphs. 


16. The Mukha-mandapa of the temple with its three fine porches, door-ways 
‘and massive pillars, was constructed by king Harihara II of the Vijayanagara dynasty 
in Saka 1326 ( = A.D. 1404 — 05) (No. 11 of appendix C). King Praudhadéva- 
Maharaya of the same dynasty accompanied by his sister and some maid servants, 
also appears from Nos. 22 and 25, to have visited the temple. Two chiefs of the 
Saluva race—a family which for a time usurped the Vijayanagara throne at the end of 
the 15th century A.D.—built tanks on the Srigaila mountain and presented them to 
the temple. Other Vijayanagara kings were not less devoted to Mallikarjuna. The 
homage paid by Vira-Narasingaraya-Maharaya, the elder brother of the famous king 
Krishnaraya is commemorated by an epigraph cut close to the haga of Mallikarjuna 
in the central shrine. Krishnar&ya himself after his victorious compaign in the east, 
visited Sri-Parvata, had rows of mandapas constructed on either side of the C 
Street, presented villages to the temple and remitted tolls on horses, pack bullocks, 
"asses and head-loads. His subordinate ChandraS$ekharayya who was appointed to 
rule over the Srisaila-rájya which was evidently an administrative circle in the time 
of Krishnaraya, presented golden images of Nandi and Bhringi, a golden bugle and a 
“silver pedestal to the 2да which he had set up on the north side of the Mallikarjuna 
shrine. About this same time a certain chief Santa-Linga, evidently of the Vira- 
Saiva ereed, whose father had covered with gold-plate the figures of Nandi and 
Bhringi on the roof of the mukha-mandapa, gota car made for the car festival in 
the temple and had a ehannel of water dug for the use of *the people from 
different countries who came ќо, вее Sri§aila’ (No. 16 of appendix О). He is 
reputed as having cut off the heads of the Svétàmbara (Jainas) and bestowed 
agrahára villages on Jangama-Bràáhmanas and is stated to have covered with brilliant 
.gold the eaves of the mukha-mandapa, to have renovated the high gopuras on the 
east and south sides of the prakara wall and to have granted many ornaments and 
vessels to the god and villages to the mahd&janas who resided on the Sriéaila hill. 
The beautiful stone images of Bhringi-nàtha and Virabhadra in the court-yard of the 
temple and the picturesque bali-pitha on the north side of the same (vide Nos. 357 
-and 361 of appendix D) were the gifts of a merchant (Sefti) of Rajamahéndravaram 
(ie. Rajahmundry). The community of merchants too that usually gathered on the 
hill Caring festive occasions agreed among themselves to make a communal gift to the 
‘temple of certain fixed tolls on the goods in which they traded. Gifts of tanks, lands 
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. and flower-gardens made to the Mallikarjuna temple, were mostly situated in Siddápura. 
which. is identical with the ruined village of that name near Nágalüti at the foot of 
the Srigaila hill (Sewell’s Lists of Antiquities, Vol. I., p. 90). 


17. Unlike Srigailam, the Vaishnavite place Ahobalam which is of equally great 

“sanctity to all Hindus, is not situated in the inaccessible interior of the Nallamalai 

hills. The lower or Diguva-(sometimes also called Chinna-) Ahdbalam is at the foot of 

Ahobalam. . the hills and one has only to walk six to. 

ў - seven miles of almost plain ground in 

thick jungle, to reach the upper, Eguva-or Pedda-Ahobalam. The latter which 

appears to be the more important and the earlier of the two is situated in the rocky 

bed of a stream and is surrounded by a number of shrines (now only dilapidated 
mandapas) dispersed at inaccessible heights of the peak. 


The name Ahóbalam appears to be one of very late origin. Singavélkuaram. 
commemorated by the songs of Tirumangai-Alvar, who lived about the 8th century 
A.D., is believed to be identical with Abobalam. How the identity has to be establi- 
shed itis not possible to say. The fanciful explanation of the Sthalamáhütmya derives. 
it from the exclamatory Sanskrit phrase 2/2 balam * lo! the strength? said in connec- 
tion with the extraordinary energy of the man-lion incarnation of the god displayed 
in killing the giant Hiranyakugipu. The name must have been invented and come: 
much into use in or about the 15th century A.D. Some of the Reddi chiefs of that 
period were called after the temple at Ahobalam to which they became devoted. It 
was very popular in the 16th centüry A.D. being often seen in the names of kings and 
queens of the second Vijayanagara dynasty and their successors. The forms Obala, 
Vobula and Aubhala are the vernacular corruptions of Ahobala. 


The temple at Diguva-Ahóbalam is the bigger of the two and certainly also 
the more interesting from the architectural point of view. Fergusson has spoken in 
highly appreciative terms of the bold plan and design of the unfinished Ranga- 
mandapa in front of the temple. The Kafichu-gumbham which 18 the interior gopura of 
the temple so called, the Jayastambha and the huge monolithic pillar in the outer court- 
yard near the first entrance into the temple are other objects that cannot miss the 
observer’s eye. As іп the upper Ahóbalam so in the lower are found, embedded in. 
the surrounding forest-reserves, a large number of four-pillared, eight-pillared, 
and sixteen-pillared mandapas, square tanks and subordinate shrines—all in a 
more or less advanced state of decay—dedicated to some form or other of the Man- 
lion incarnation (Narasimha) of Vishnu. A curious story in connection with 
Ahdbalam which bears comparison with the Chefichu influence already referred to in. 
the Mallikarjuna temple on SriSailam, is the supposed marriage of god Narasimha 
with a Chefichu woman of the Nallamalui forest. The event is quite seriously taken 
by the pious devotees of the temple and itis the theme of the Sanskrit drama 
Vasantikaparinaya written by Vain Sathagopa Jiyyamgar, a pupil of Paránkuáa and. 
the seventh teacher on the gidi of the Ahdbala-matha, mentioned in the next 
paragraph. Images of Lakshmi, the divine consort of Narasimha and his Chefichu 
wife Chefichu-Lakshmi or Chefichu-Tayar are not only simultaneously figured on the 
pillars of the Ranga-mandapa of the temple but also metallic idols ef them are 
worshipped in the central shrine. ; 


.18. The thirty stone inscriptions copied at the two Ahobalams belong to ће: 
Vijayanagara. period following that of Krishnadévaraya and deal entirely with 
provision made for offerings to tbe god when he usgd to be carried out in processions 
and be installed in special pavilions (mandapa) to receive due honours there, in the 
name.and for tbe merit of the particular donor. Construction of tanks and feeding- 
houses and the planting of groves and gardens are also sometimes referred to. 
Prominence is given in all these recorded donations to-Sathari or РагайКиба Varn- 
Sathagopa Jiyyangaru, to the trustees (sthanikas) of the Ahobalam temple and to the: 
representative of the ruling king, as members perbaps of a managing committee who 
received the charities made in favour of the temple and bound themselves to have the 
stipulations of the donors completely carried out. Sathari Vam-Sathagopa Jiyyangar 
of the managing members was evidently the namesake of another Var-Sathagopa 
Jiyyahgàr, who was the ‘seventh in descent from still another teacher of the same- 

‘mame and the direct pupil of Perànkuáamuni respected by king Mukundadéva (of: 


= 
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Kalinga) for having set up (in his kingdom) the image of Purushsttama-Alvar and 
for having thereby established the Rámánuja creed (in the Telugu country). The 
-earliest Vath-Sathagopa, to whom the Sri-Vaishnavas even today pay high homage 
was the founder of the Ahtbala-matha—one of the influential pontificates of the 
Sri-Vaishnava community. Heis believed to have received his initiation direct from 
the god Narasimha himself. In the list of the Jiyyangars of the Ahobala-matha 
kindly sent to me by Mr. T. Rajagopalacharya, occur many teachers of the name or 
of the surname Sathagopa. The first was distinguished as Adi-Van Sathagóopa. 
Seventh from him was a Sathagopa who was the direct disciple of РагайКиба. The 
fourth from this Sathagópa was still another of the same name who might possibly 
correspond to the Sathagopa of our record, The lists, however, give a different 
date for him and say that he occupied the seat between A.D. 1542 and 1559, i.e., 
about 30 years prior to the period indicated by the inscription which mentions him. 
The matha is no longer located in the temple of Ahobalam where originally it must 
have been situated, nor are the charities specified in the inscriptions eondueted, on a 
‘scale, commensurate with that of old traditions. The most interesting record ofthe 
temple is engraved on a slab standing outside the Kaitchu-gumbha entrance. It is 
dated in Saka 1506 during the reign of the Karnata king Ranga II and registers 
certain stirring political events that happened at the time. In the cyelic year 
Bahudhànya preceding Saka 1506, ¿e., in Saka 1501 (= A.D. 1578-79) it is stated 
that a certain Vibhur&mu in alliance with Handévàru devasted the surrounding 
country, reached Ahobalam and completely ruined it. Mr. Gopalakrishnamah Chetty 
in his Manual of the Kurnool district (1886) says that a Hande chief whose seat was 
at Anantapur, plundered the Ahóbalam temple on his way to Nandyal which was his 


Jaghir. The Hande chiefs were Vira-Saivas and it is easy to understand with what 


spirit they joined hands with Muhammadans in plundering the Vaishnava shrine of 
Ahobalam and reducing it to ruins. About 5 or 6 years after it fell into their 
possession Varn-Sathagopa-Jiyyangaru mentioned above, approached the king and 
appealed to him to expel the occupying Turushkas (Muhammadans), recover the 
country from them and reconsecrate the sacred place. Thus commanded by the 
teacher the king began making the necessary military preparations to meet the 
Muhammadans on the battle-field in person. At the interference of the teacher, 
however, he issued orders to his chief Kondraja-Venkatraja-Tirumalraja 
who proceeding with the teacher and a big army 40% Ahobalam,. defeated the Hande 
chiefs and others who were the allies of Vibhuramu, acquired the surrounding countrv, 
repaired the temple, established the teacher (Varn-Sathagopa) at Ahobalam and made 
the place twice as flourishing as it used to be before the Muhammadan occupation. In 
gratitude for the great help rendered by the chief the teacher bestowed on him and 
the members of his family certain privileges of honour to be enjoyed by them on all 
festive occasions in the temple of Ahdbalam. The Jayastumbha which people still 
believe to be the pillar of victory set up on this historic octasion by either Varn-Satha- 
gopa Jiyyangaru himself or by the victorious chief Tirumalrája is the usual Garuda- 
stambha, erected, by the chief Sürappa Obulayyadéva-Maharaja. This fact is recorded 
in an inscription running round the base of its platform (No. 76 of appendix C.). 
The king Vibhurámu mentioned in the inscription (No. 70 of appendix C.) 
must be Ibrahim Qootb Shah II of Golkonda; but the invasion by him of the 
country round Ahobalam and the occupation of the temple are not recorded in the 
account of his reign given by Briggs in his translation of Ferishta (Vol. ПІ, appendix, 
р. 339 ff.). The fact, nevertheless, is very interesting since it accounts for the ruined 
appearance that meets with the eye of the observer allround. The chief Venkatraju- 
Tirumalráju, who thus re-established the temple and the matha at Ahobalam appears 
also to have been placed in charge of the villages belonging to the temple and permit- 
ted to collect a fee for their * kāvali ’ or‘ protection.’ This fee which amounted to 80 
varühans he is stated to have presented to the temple for maintaming certain services 
therein (No. 71 of 1915). 


It has been stated in inscriptions that the rich donations of the Vijayanagara 
emperor Krishnaráya extended also'to Ahobalam. We learn from No. 64 of appendix 
C that on the way to his victorious campaign against Kalinga the king visited 
Ahóbalam and presented to the god a neckiace with a pendant set with diamonds 
and an emerald, wristlets set with rubies, a golden plate and 1,000 pieces of gold. 
The Kafichugumbha of the temple, of which only the lowermost storey now remains, 
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appears in its original state to have been mounted by seven pinnacles gilt with gold-. 
plate, the gift of a body of merchants of Aravidu during the reign of the Karnita. 
king Vira-Venkatapatiraya. Weare told in No. 73 of appendix C that  Paránkuáa. 
Vam-Sathagopa Jiyyangáru himself made a gift for providing offerings to the god 
during the garden festival held near the square tank constructed by him on the way: 
to Bhárgavam. The only tank that answers to this description is the so-called Lafija- 
K6néru which lies on the way to Bhàrgavam, a natural spring two miles north-east 
of Diguva-Ahóbalam. 


19. Upper Ahóbalam is referred to in inscriptions as Nidhi ог Nagari. The god 
there who is supposed to be self-born (svayambhu) is represented by a figure of the 
ten-armed Narasithha standing in a natural cleft or cavern of the rock and tearing open 
the bowels of the giant Hiranyaka$ipu. This form of Narasimha might properly 
be designated Ugra-Narasimha as contrasted with Lakshmi-Narasimha (sometimes. 
called Prahlida-varada in inscriptions) of the lower Ahóbalam. During 16 specified 
days in the year the god on the hill (always referred to in inscriptions as Ahdbaléévara) 
was brought in procession to Lower Ahóbalam and taken back. The earliest of the 
epigraphieal records in the two Abobalams is No. 84 of appendix C which belongs to 
the time of the Reddi king Katama-Reddi Vémà-Reddi of whom more will be found 
in the sequel. It belongs to the early part of the 15th century A.D. and registers the: 
gift of the village Kaluvachéru to the god Ahobalé$vara for the merit of the donor's 
master and brother-in-law Komaragiri-Reddi. One peculiar aspect of Upper 
Ahóbalam, which may have been true also of Lower Ahóbalam, is the shrine of 

iva-linga consecrated in the wdZiled-off portion of the natural cavern in which 
Narasiha is worshipped. The Siva-liiga is not generally cared for; but it is 
stated that on the Swarütri day which is held sacred to Siva, a Brahman of the 
Smárta sect is engaged to worship the ййда. The liberal spirit that thus distin- 
guished the sectarian Vaishnavas in the early days of their career is now fast dying 
out and the ruinous factious spirit is gaining the upper hand. One word may be said 
about the underground cellars in the temple on Upper Ahóbalam and the many huge 
inscribed copper-plates that are kept there. The dac cellars, naturally, have been the 
necessary result of levelling up the deep bed of a river over which the temple is built. 
The copper-plates are of the same type as those found in the Tallapakamvari-kottu on 
the Tirupati hill (Annual Report for 1913, Part I, p. 5, para. 5) and actually also 
belong to that temple and so? to Ahóbalam ; for, the Telugu songs both erotic and 
philosophical which are recorded on them in the various rágas and tālas are all 
addressed to VenkatéSa or Tiruvengalanatha by their authors Annamacharya and 
his son Tirumalacharya of Tallapakam. 


20. Thirty inscriptions have been secured of Parakésarivarman and Rajakésari- 
varman whose identity with any of the early Chola kings so far known could not 
definitely be established in the absence of distinguishing epithets and events.. 
Palewographical evidence shows that some: 
of these may be assigned to a period 
earlier than that of Parüntaka T. Six of the inscriptions of the time of Rajakésari- 
varman mention a chief of Sirudavür (in Kiliyür-n&du), named Vélan-Viranarayanan 
alias Sembiyan Védivélan, as the builder of the 974-рйлйла of the temple of Tiru- 
verumbiyür-Alvàr on the hill at Tiruverumbür. The Гёойгат hymns also refer бо 
this Siva temple as being situated on the hill at Erumbiyür. In the records of 
Parantaka I, found on the central shrine, the temple receives the name Ten-Kayilayam. 
The shrine must have come into existence earlier than the time of Parantaka I. 
Accordingly, some at least of the Бар- 
késarivarman records of the Tiruverum- 
i bür temple mentioned above, have been 
presumed to belong to Aditya I the predecessor of Parünteka I. The astronomical 
ealeulations supplied by Mr. Swamikannu Pillai with regard to six of them (Хов, 101, 
104, 105, 127, 130 and 133 of appendix B) point also to the same eonclusion—a 
result whose importanee for the ehronology of the early Chóla kings cannot be 
overrated. Nos. 114 and 119 which mention the name of the temple as Ten- 
Kayilayam must refer to a different Rajakésarivarman who came to the throne 
subsequent to Paràntaka I.

The Mahéévaras of the temple too.shall levy fines from those who directed the god’s 
property to be taken away or those who actually took them. This deed of settle- 
ment was engraved on the central shrine (sri-vimána) of the temple by the committee 
appointed to supervise the affairs of the temple, for the current year. 


21. In paragraph 41 of my Annual Report for 1908-09 I mentioned that Udaiya- 
pirattiyar Sembiyan-Madéviyar, mother of Uttama-Chola was particularly fond of 
building temples. ‘This year’s collection contains three records (Nos. 9, 10 and 21 
of appendix B) attesting to her munificence. No. 21 of 1914 which comes from 
Tirumanafijéri is dated in the 2nd year of Rajakésarivarman (Кајагаја I) and records 
a gift of 14 ४८७४७ of land to the Mahadeva of the stone temple at that village. 
No. 9 which is dated in his 6th year 
. makes mention of Udaivapirattiyar who 
gave birth to Uttama-Choladéva. It is stated that under her orders Arüran 
Kamban alias Tirumanafijéri Tirukkar- 
ralippichchan, an officer of the temple 
(gidiligai-vàri ?), assigned sixteen kalafiju 
of gold towards certain additional items 
of expenditure in the temple. The other inscription (No. 10) though it does not 
mention any king has to be taken along with the above since it registers that Udaiya-

Another record (No. 76 of 1914), dated in the 13th year of Rijarija I 
comes from Kamarasavalli. It relates to the recitation of Talavakara-Samavéda. 
during the night preceding the day of the 
Tiruvadirai festival in the month of Mar- 
gali, before the god started for the sacred 
bath. The details of recitation specified 
in the record are very obscure. Each reciter was fed and paid 11 kalafju of gold. 
No. 109 is a very interesting record as it evidently refers to the occasion of a royal 
tour of inspection in the 27th year of the king. On this occasion Sirukudaiyar 
Kali -Adittan audited the receipts and 
expenses of the temple at Tiruverumbür. 

In No. 116 of appendix B Падагауаг Pugalvipparagandan ViraSolan appears 
ав the donor of money to feed a fixed number of Brahmans in the temple on the hill 
at Tiruverumbiyür. The gift of the same chief to the Jaina temple at Tiruppanmalai 
(Pafichapaindavamalai) in the North 
Arcot district has been recorded in 
the  Pafiehapàndavamalai ‘inscription 
published in the Epigraphia Indica, Volume IV, pp. 136 ff.

No. 65 of 1914 copied at Kámarasavalli 
registers a gift of land to Sakkaimarayan Vikrama-Chó]a for giving three performances 
of a dance (Sikkai-kutiu) on the day of the festival Margali-Tiruvadirai and three on 
Gift of land for performing dances (kūttu). ы а аг sure Tega e 
Udaiyar. Мо. 253 of appendix B which is dated in the 14th year of Vikrama-Chila 
records a similar gift of land to a lady Elunattu-nangai for giving nine performances 
of dancing (айн) before the god at ‘liruvengavasal. In South-Indian Inscriptions, 
Vol. II, page 306, it has been pointed out that Rajaraja I instituted the representation 
on the stage of a drama entitled Ràjarájé$vari-safaka. Itis not impossible that the 
dances above referred to may have also been stage representations. 


23. In paragraph 19 of my last Annual Report reference was made to the misappro- 
priation of temple jewels and the punishment of the culprits by compulsory sale

No. 334 from Nangupatti in the 
Pudukkéttai State belongs to the 20th year cf a certain Parakésarivarman Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kulottuhga Choladéva. The earliest inscriptions on the Siva temple- 
of this village being clearly those of Rajakésdrivarman Kuléttunga-Chola I, it was 
presumed that this record which calls him a Parakésarivarman might belong to the 
second king of that name. lhe astronomical details calctlated by Dewan Bahadur 
Swamikannu Pillai also prove that the record is one of Kulottunga-Chola IT. This 
would then be the latest date for Kulottunga-Chola П. known so far. It looks, 
therefore, as if the reign of Kulottunga II continued long. into the reign of his. 
successor Бајагаја II whose initial date has been found to be A.D. 1146. 


26. Elsewhere (Annual Report for 1918, paragraph 38), I have spoken about 
purchase of lands by private individuals for the purpose of laying out roads through 
which images of gods had to be carried in procession and about such lands being also. 
made tax-free. A record (No. 45 of 1914) of Rajaraja II fcund at Tiruppanandál 
refers to a similar grant of land by a large number of persons for laying out a road 
called Hàjagambhiran-&ruvidi for the god 
to pass through, to the river Kollidam for' 
the sacred bath festival. The inscription adds that 750 cocoanut trees were to be: 
planted and cherished on both sides of the new road and the income derived from' 
them to be spent towards lights and sundry. other expenses in the temple.

21. A large number of epigraphs of Kulottunga III otherwise known as 
Tribhuvanaviradéva have been secured during the year under report. Two of these- 
(Nos. 273 and 339 of 1914) state that * having taken Madura, Пат (Ceylon), Karuviir- 
and the crowned head of the Pandya’ the king performed the anointment of heroes and 
victors at Madura. The latter statement is interesting as it proves beyond doubt that

thenceforward they will afford protection to the cultivators (kvdimakkal) residing within 
the four boundaries of the sacred village of

. No. 889 of 1914 copied from Nangupatti of the Pudukkottai State is dated 
in the 35th year of Kulottuüga III and registers the grant of a village to the temple of 
Tirupperumaninda-Nayanar by the chief Ürudaipperumàl alias Edirii$ola Kadam-

‚ The terms Ulaguyya-Nayanar and Ulagud- Navinar who was then going to 
aiya-Nayanir applied to Kulottuüga III. Madura might keep good health. The 
same epithet is found in South-Indian Inscriptions, Vol. ll, р. 497 applied to king 
Бајагаја IIT. In paragraph 40 of my Annual Report for 1913, Ulaguyya-Nayanar has 
deen referred to as applied to king Kulóttuhga III. Consequently, it appears as if 
Ulaguyya-Nàyanàr and Ulagudaiya-Nàyanàr were used in one and the same sense and 
referred to the ruling sovereign ‘the lord who held possession of the world,’ His 
Majesty Kulottunga LIT had also the surname Kónerinmaikondàn. Nos. 149 and 171 
from Ratnagiri have to be attributed tq him since they mention his chief officer Tondai- 
màn and the secretaries Minavan-Müvéndavelàn and Sdlamiivéndavélan. The first two 
of these who are mentioned, in the former inscription were well known officers of 
Kulettunga ПІ (Annual Report for 1913, p. 110). 

28. No. 142 of 1914 which begins with the introduction ® cire! G) mou ore, 
ete., calls the king Parakésarivarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadéva. In 
paragraph 31 of the Annual Report for 1911-12, Part II I referred to an inscription 
beginning with the same historical introduction where, however, the king is called 
Rajakésarivarman Rajarajadéva. There ie no doubt that both these inscriptions are to 
be attributed to king Rajaraja III who 
was perhaps indifferently called both Ràja- 


késarivarman and  Parakésarivarman. 
The identification of king Parakésarivarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Ulaguyyavanda- 
Perumal of No. 125 of 1912 ( Annual report for 1913, page 110, paragraph 40) with 
Kulittunga LIL, in spite of the introduction Fi ротай, etc., was based on the supposi- 
tion that Ulaguyyavanda-Perumàl like Ulaguyya-or Ulagudaiya-Nàyanür was а 
surname of Kulottunga ITI.

29. Two early Райдуа inscriptions in Vatteluttu characters are included in the 
current year’s collection (Nos. 430 and 431 of 1914) and belong to the reign of a 
certain Marafijadaiyan. They come from Pallimadam a hamlet of Tiruchchuli in the 
Ramnad district and are dated in the 26th and 36th years yi his reign. s) the 

— inscriptions are fragmentary and 88 

Mareñjadaiyan. л Maratjadaiyau. by itself Шэн not 

denote a proper name, it is not possible to say to which king they should be ascribed. 
Both the records mention Tirukkat'Àmpali in Kurandi. The latter in ancient times 
appears to have been an important Jaina centre in the extreme south of India in which 
2. i nt Jui Tirukkattampalli was. probably only a 
Kurandi in Southern India, an ancient Jains Jaina temple or an institution. It has 
pole. been noted in previous reporta that two 
of the Jaina images found on a boulder in the hill near Méttuppatti of the Madura 
district, one in the Settippodavu cavern and another iu the Péchchipallam cave 
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‘near Kilakkudi, were caused to ‘be cut by the Jaina ‘teachers of Kurandi (Nos. ' 
"61, 62, 63, and 68 of 1910). This famous Kurandi is stated to have been a village in 
Venbu-nàdu (No. 428 of 1914). 


80: No. 424 of appendix B which is also in Vatteluttu characters belongs to-the 
‘reign of Sadaiyamáran. It mentions е /rahmadéya of Vanavanmahadévi, This 
village was probably called after the 
Р queen of king Viranaráyana Sadaiyan 
(No. 12 in the genealogical table of the Pandyas given on page 66 of the Annual 
Report on Epigraphy for 1908). 


31. Six other Vatteluttu inscriptions of Pallimadam (Nos. 420, 421, 423, 
424, 426 and 429) belong to the early Pandya king Vira-Pandya who claims 
-to have taken the head of a Chola sovereign. They range in date from the 

4th to the 13th years of his reign. 
Vira-Pandys,* who took the head of the -atmost-all of them uter to the lends 
Chola king. .of Sundara-Pàndya-Iévaram-Udaiyàr at 
Tiruchchuliyal Pallimadai which was a  dévadána in Paruttikkudi-nidu. It 
is not unlikely that these records belong to the reign of that Vira-Pindya who 
is reported in the large Leyden grant to have been defeated by Sundara-Chola 
Parantaka II and in the inscriptions of ÁAditya-Karik&la II to have been 
be héaded by that prince. The boast of Vira-Pandya that he also took the head of 
the Chola king may be explained by supposing that before he was beheaded by 
Aditya II he would probably have killed a Chola.

Sélintake ç Toad alias Mayan 
Adichchan of РаНуйг and: No. 423 mentions a Matha of Mahavratins and the 
measure called Solantakan-nali. From these statements it may be gathered that 
olantaka was probably another surname of Vira-Pandya assumed by him after he 
had successfully fought with the Cholas. This confirms the surmise made already by 
me in one of my previous reports (Annual Report for 1910, page 96, paragraph’ 31).

The reference in No. 423 to a Matha of the Mahdovratns is important. Mahdvra- 
tins according to Dr. Bhandarkar were the followers of the great vrata and denoted 
"the ancient 8९० of the Saivas called. Kapálikas or Kalamukhas ( Vaishnaviem, ete.,p. 118). 
From the Sanskrit inseription at Müvarkóvil in the Pudukkottai State noticed on page 
87 of the Annual Report for 1908 we learn that the Kalamukha ascetics were influential 
A matha of the Mahdoratine or Ksjsmukhas at 0. the time of the chief Bhüti Vikrama- 
Pallimadam. . késarin who was a contemporary of Vira- 
j Pandya. We further learn that one of 
‘these Kalàmukha teachers was a resident of Madhura (Madura). Consequently, the 
‘existence of a Kalàmukha monastery in the interior of the Madura district is not a 
matter for surprise. It may, however, be noted that according to Monier Williams 
Mahavratins may also be applied to Jainas who have five fundamental duties (vrata)

92. Among the inscriptions of Maravarman Sundara-Pándya I of this year's 
collection, one (No. 141 of appendix В) has the historical introduction commencing

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made a grant to the temple at Tiruverumbir, in the name of Bhagavati-Alvar, one- 
of the children (рд 9) of the king. This might be a Pandya prince or princess not 
known to us from other records. Another interesting inscription is No. 235 of 
appendix B which registers a grant made in the presence of Séra-Pandyadéva ‘ the: 
conqueror of the eastern country? by а certain Alagapperumil who was evidently in 
His officer Sóra-Pándyadóva “ who took the charge of the district in which Tiruvenga- 
eastern oountry”. vagal was situated. Séra-Pandya here 
mentioned also figures in No. 322. The 
name must refer to some important officer of the king if not to the king himself. It 
may be noted in this connection that Nos. 33 and 34 of 1911 from Poonamalli refer to. 
that village as Séra-Pandya-chaturvédimangalam. 


The Siva temple at Kolattür is called in its inscriptions Sundara-Chilié-. 
varam-udaiya-Nàyanár. Though the name thus suggests an early Chola origin 
being evidently connected with the Chola king Sundara-Chóla Parantaka II (circa 
10th century A.I.) we have not got in the temple any inscription earlier than the time 
of Maravarman Sundara-Pandya І. А disputed claim having arisen betwen Vikrama- 
Chola Nàdàlvàn and the temple authorities as regards the ownership of a river it 
was decided that after irrigating a certain 
specified field, one-half of the income 
> from fishing in the river should be made 
over to the temple authorities while the other half was to be retained by Vikrama- 
Chala Nadalvan (No. 380 of appendix B). Nos. 406 and 407 refer to the setting up 
of an image of the goddess Arundavaüjeyda-Nàchehiyàr and ‘another of Linga- 
puránadéva commonly known as Lingddbhava (Siva) by a certain lluppaiyür 
Kilavan. The latter it is stated was one of the Valafijiyars of southern Lanka. 
In my Annual Report on epigraphy for 1913, page 101, I have noticed a Ceylon 
inscription of the time of the Singhalese 
king Vijayabahu I alias Srisangabodhi, 
which among other matters stated that the Valafijiyar and the: Nagarattar were 
the leaders of the Vélaikkàra community. The two inscriptions under review state 
that the Valafijiyar chief of Пиарратуйг was living in a street called Vikrama- 
Pandiyapperunderu which was evidently named after a predecessor or a co-regent of 
Maravarman Sundara-Pandya I. No inscriptions have yet been obtained which 
could be safely referred to this predecessor or contemporary of Maravarman 
Sundara-Pandya I. In this year’s collection, however, there is a damaged record 
(No. 415 of 1914), dated in Saka 1154 (= A.D. 1232) which mentions a Vikrama- 
Pandya: but the information supplied is very meagre. A reference to an earlier Pandya

34. Of the other inscriptions of Sundara-Pandya which could not be identified, 
Хов, 255 and 256 belong to a certain Бајагајар Jativarman Sundara-Pandyadéva... 
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Nos. 660 and 668 of 1902 which furnish astronomical details—vide page 77 of this report 
—and No. 42 of 1909 probably also belong 
to this same sovereign. One insoription. 
(No. 363 of appendix B) of Копёгш- 
maikopdàn which comes from Kunnandarkéyil in the Pudukkottai State is attributable 
to the same king. It is dated in his 12th year and refers to a service in the temple- 
called Rajarajan Sundara-Pandyan-sandi established in the name of the king. After- 
meeting the expenses of the temple it is stated that there remained every year &. 
surplus in the income amounting to 101 gold pieces. This sum was ordered to be 
utilised for the Sandi mentioned above and accordingly it was deducted from the- 
village accounts'as well as from the accounts of the State. :

No. 859 of 1914 which is dated in the 12th year of an unidentified Фай- 
varman Sundara-Pandya is of some interest. It states that the chiefs (araiyar) 
of Irandumalai-nadu gave assurance to the headman of Kunnandarkoyil that when. 
they take up arms and fight with one another they would desist from destroying the: 
villages under their protection (48901) and would cause no injury to the cultivators 
either resident or itinerant. If, however,. 
any person is so injured they would pay a 
fine of 100 panam and if a village is 
destroyed they would pay а fine of 500 panam. Doing thus they still agreed to. 
protect (the villages and cultivators) though there may be cutting, piercing aud 
dying (in their communal fights).

No. 409 which is dated in the llth year of a certain Sundara-Pandya registers.

of land irrigated by the tank called Bugalokagandappéréri to meet the cost of worship, 
etc., of certain images set up in the temple of Aruppukkottai. It is stated that while 
the right of cultivating these lands (12707та22) belonged to certain persons who were: 
the donors, the taxes (kadamai) accruing on them were paid to the temple. The rate 
at which the taxes were paid was fixed at three salam on each mà of land or one-half 
of what prevailed amóng the other dévadana lands, In doing this, crops of full yield 
alone were taken into consideration. ‘Those that had suffered damage or had failed 


altogether were excluded from the assessment to tax. | 


35. Màravarman Vira-Pandya is represented in this year’s collection by two. 
inscriptions, one of which comes from Tiruppanandal in the Tanjore district and the 
other from Tiruvarangulam in the Pudukkóttai State. The former (No. 38 of 
appendix B) mentions his 25th year and furnishes astronomieal details for caleulation. 
The latter(No. 300 of 1914) is dated in his 29th year and registers an internecine, 
quarrel among the chiefs (araiya-makkal) 
of  Valla-nàdu. A certain undan 
Narasingadévan stabbed the chief Adiyarkkunallin Tundarayan. On this three chiefs. 
joined together and stabbed not only Sundan Narasingadévan but also Ulagamanikka- 
Paraiyan. In order to put anend to the feud that thus arose between the two parties, 
it was agreed in conference that they would no more speak of this enemity but would 
live amicably. |

36. Jatávarman Vira-Pandya is-represented by six inscriptions in our collection. 
These come from Kamarasavalli m the Trichinopoly district, Kottagudi in the Madura. 
district and Perungalür, Tiruvarangulam and Tiruvehgavà$al in the Pudukkottai 
1 1 State. The Perungalür record (No. 192 
Jatavarman Vira-Pándya, the conqueror of of 1914) states that the king took pos- 

Koñgu and Tam. session of Kongu and llam (Ceylon), 
destroyed a hill which belonged to the fierce Vadugas (i.e. the Kanarese ?), brought 
under his sway (the country lying on both sides of) the Kavéri, camped at Pulivür 
(i.e. Chidambaram) which was sacred to the god with many matted locks (i.e. 

iva), was pleased to receive tribute at this place from the Kadava (i.e. Perufijinga) 
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and performed the anointment of heroes and victors. Of Vira-Pandya’s conquest 
of Kongu, Ceylon and the Chola country and his performance of the anointment of 
beroes and victors at Chidambaram, we have already learnt from other records 
(Annual Report for 1912, p. 72). The fact of his having received tribute from the 
Kadava (їг. Perufijinga) is new and is of 
great historical importance as it estab- 
lishes beyond doubt the subordinate position oecupied at the time, by this rebellious 
-chief of the 13th century A.D. The inscription is dated in the 14th year of the king 
and refers to the dévadana village of Ariyür which the people of Mangalam had been 
-enjoying wrongfully. The record states that the residents of Perungalür contending 
that it was a village of the temple asked for its restoration and eventually perhaps 
also secured it for the temple. A record from Tiruvarangulam (No. 290 of 1914), 
which incidentally refers to the 10th year of Sundara-Pandyadéva, might be assigned 
to Vira-Pandya who took Паш and Kongu. 


‘The Kadava (Peruiijinga) pays tribute to him. 


No. 88 from*Kamarasavalli is dated in the 10th year of Jataévarman Vira- 
Pandya and registers that the residents (probably merchants) of the eighteen 
sub-divisions of the seventy-nine districts (०८१८५७८) assembled together and set 
apart the income derived by them from 
certain articles of merchandize such as 
are sold by measures, weights, folds, ete., to meet the cost of repairs to the temple. 
The income consisted of 2 рапат on each bundle of female cloths, 4 panam on each 
podi of pepper, 2 panam on each podi of areca-nuts, 1 panam on each gold piece (pog) 
tested by rubbing, two kà$u on each podi of rice, one kau on each pod; of paddy and 
опе 866 on each head-load.

37. About 20 inseriptions of the collection belong to Vira-Pandya or Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Vira-Pàndya without any characteristic titles. These come from the 
PudukkottaiState. The Perungalür record (No. 194 of Appendix B.) which is dated in 
the 29th year of this king registers a document called #$iriya-pramdnam-—a term which 
occurs also in the later Vijayanagara records Nos. 200 and 201 of Appendix B.—given

and Buvanasingadévan. Most of the munificient gifts registered in these 
inscriptions were made for the recovery of Sémappillai who was evidently suffering 
from some sickness. It is said that new festivals were started in the temple under 
the name Ara$agandaraman-$and? and AraSagandaraman-tirund! on the day of 
Satabhishaj which was the star of his nativity (Nos. 302 and 291 of 1914). Flower 
gardens and groves were granted bearing the names Arasagandaraman-trunandavanam 
‘and Arasagandariman-tiruttoppu (No. 268 of 1914) and lamps were presented with 
the name AraSagandaraman-tiruvilakku (Nos. 264 and 270 of 1914). Provision was 
also made for the proper conduct of worship and offerings *o the god. Kitchens and 
shrines were also built (Nos. 301 and 805 of 1914)—all for the welfare and prosperity 
: of Sémappillai who it may be gathered from Nos. 807 and 267 of 1914, was an 
influential chief of the king. Мо. 297 refers toa district called Perunatkilli-Chóla- 
nadu which must have been so named after the ancient Chola king Perpnatkilli who 
is mentioned both in the Tamil classical works where he gets the epithet 
* Rájasüyamvetta? which means ‘one who performed the Rdjasiya sacrifice,’ and in 
the Tiruv&langüdu plates. The same territorial division is again referred to in 
No. 302. It may be noted that the rule of the ancient Chola kings Killi, Nalankilli, 
etc., is similarly preserved in such territorial names as Kiliyür, Nalankillinallür, 
Kili-nadu, etc. (Nos. 667 of 1909 and 67 of 1914). 
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Two other inseriptions of Tiruvarangulam (Nos. 288 and 292 of 1914) which 
:are much damaged refer to compacts among fighting chiefs binding themselves not to 
quarrel any more. The compromise thus 
entered into might show that the times 
zequiréd united efforts to protect their interests against an outside enemy. :

35. Jatavarman Parakrama-Pandya who, to judge from the characters of the 
inscription, appears to have belonged to the 14th century A.D., is represented by a 
single record (No. 352 of appendix B) 
from Kunnandarkoyil in the Pudukkottai 
State. This inscription is a document registering the sale of a piece of land to 
Vyapakagiva, a disciple of the Mudaliyars of the Naduvil-madam at Tiruvanaikkaval 
which belonged to the lineage of Laksha- 
dhyàyar. Тһе matha at Tiruvanaikkaval 
to which the Saiva teacher V yapakagiva belonged appears to be different from the 
Narpattennayiravan-madam referred to in my Annua? Report for 1909, page 104.

39. Konérinmaikondàn is a title applied both to Chola and Pandya kings. 
Eight records in which the king is called by this name were copied. Two of these 
CE . have already been ascribed to Rajarajan 
Some records of Konéripmaikondán attri- Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya and two 

buted to’ Евпдувь, others to the Chola king Kulottunga-Chola 
ПІ. No. 283 from Tiruvarangulam and Nos,'350 and 360 from Kunnandarkoyil 
in the Pudukkottei State register grants made in connection with Sundara-Pandyan- 
sandi established in the name of the king. As such they may have to be attributed 
to one or other of the kings of the name, Sundara-Pàndya, known so far. An 
Inscription from Madura (No. 4 of 1915) of the time of Konérinmaikondan mentions 
. а rock called Pafichavanpirai on the 

irwnalai hill It is not at all unlikely 
that there is here a reference to one of the natural caverns and Pafichapandava beds 
of the 1st and 2nd century B.C. (see paragraph 2 above), in the Pandya country.

VIJAYANAGARA KINGS. 


40. As many as 85 records of this line of kings were secured during the year 
under review. From the earliest of them (No. 369 of appendix B) which belongs to 
the reign of Bukka I and is dated in the cyclic year Nala corresponding to Saka 
1298 (= A.D. 1376-77), we learn that a certain chief of Ko-nàdu dedicated a fifth share 

Bukka I of the profits accruing to him as käniyãkshi 

5 and ara$u in the Irandumalai-nàdu, to the 

temple at Kunnandarkoyil Не also registered his will that in case по issue was born 

to him, the remaining four shares would also be enjoyed by that same temple. Nos. 

244 and 285 of 1914 belong to the reign 

of Kampa. The first of these which is 

dated in Ananda (= A.D. 1374-75) 

apparently refers to the conferring of the padikkaval right on the king (?) by the 

inhabitants of Tiruvengavasal in consideration of his having granted a remission on 
lands under the breached tanks of that village.

41. Harihara II is represented by one inscription (No. 11 of 1915) which comes 
from Srigailam. It records that in Saka 1326 (the last year of his reign known so far) 
Harihara II Harihara built the Mukha-mandapa of the 

1 temple of Mallikarjuna and supplies a 

long prasasti of the king in Sanskrit, ornate prose. Harihara receives here 
the attributes Rajavydsa and Rajavalmiki evidently in consideration either of 
his high intellectual attainments or of the impetus he gave to the advancement of 
learning and literature. He is also praised as the ear-ornament of the goddess, the 
Karnata empire and is stated to have caused the Véda-Bhashya, i.e., the commentary 
-on the Védas to be written, the inetitutions of the Vaidikas (Brahmanas) to be estab- 
‘lished on firm basis and to have supported both the Saiva and Vaishnava creeds 
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alike. The titles such ав “ the establisher of the Pandya race,” ‘tthe friend of the- 
Chéra family,” “ the protector of the Chola kings,” etc., cannot, however, indicate any: 
historical facts. That he drove the Turushkas (1.e., the Muhammadans) who were 
hated (?) by all people, may reasonably be attributed to him. 
42. One of the records of Virtipaksha I from Kunnandárkoyil (No. 368 of 1914) 
refers to an assembly composed of certain specified groups of people (ат) such 
Virapaksha I as those attached to Tiruvarangam (Sri- 
paksha I. - Tiruvànaikkà 
: rangam) and Tiruvanaikkaval (Jambu- 
ke$varam), of the three recognised classes of pallis, of the four or six sub-divi- 
sions of professionals, of artisans (rathakdra) (Annual Report for 1909, p. 95). 
and of other castes and easte-leaders living in the three districts. On this occasion the 
Kalla- Véluikkürars sought refuge and were assigned the duty of guarding their lands. 
and lives from injury. In return for this they were permitted to collect from each 
family of the 19 castes (padinen-bumi Samayattar) one panam annually and one ring: 
on each marriage oceasion. 


43. To Bukka II belong three inscriptions. One of these (No. 365 of 1914) 

registers the grant of a village to the temple at Kunnandarkoyil by Narasingadéva 

. Вакка II the chief of Pérambir. In addition to the 

: usual terms of the grant it states that the 

donor agreed to pay-all the taxes that, would accure to the king ; in return for this he 

expected the State to protect him from all evils except what may happen directly from. 
the king. 


In No. 844 of 1914 we are introduced to Vira-Ràyana-Udaiyar, *the eonqueror 
of every country.’ From an inscription at Tirunedungalam copied in 1909 (No. 676) 
he is known to have been the son of Bhü- 
pati-Udaiyar. Our record (No. 344 of 
1914) is dated in the cyclic year. Vikarin 
which eorresponds to Saka 1341 and mentions that while Rayana-Udaiyar was ruling 
that part of the Vijayanagara empire in which Nangupatti is included, a contract of: 
peace was declared between Naragingadévar of Pérambir and his followers on the one 
hand and the residents of Kilaikurichchi on the other. The inseription states: 
* Whereas there existed great enmity between us from the time of Sémar-Naraáinga- 
déva up to the time of Adaikkalamkatta Nara&ingadeva, hundreds of men on both sides 
have been killed and imprisoned; iu the time of the last-mentioned chief we met 
together and settled that henceforward we ought notto act contrary to the interests 
of each other on account of this long existing enemity.” The agreement thus made 
was how ratified in the presence of some villagers and district people and it was 
also agreed that as long as the sun and moon exist the enemies of the Pérambir 
chief would also be the enemies of Kilaikurichchi and vice versd and that no double- 
dealing would be permitted. Those who aet otherwise would sin against the god of 
Nangupatti. Another damaged inscription (No. 366 of 1914) refers perhaps to a. 
different Rayana-Udaiyar who was the son of Ariyana-Udaiyar. |

44. Three inscriptions of Dévaráya II (Nos. 59, 361 and 362 of 1914) have been 
copied. The first which comes from Tiruvaigavar is dated in Saka 1351 (— A.D. 1429- 
: 80) and registers the decision arrived at by the assembled residents of Parantakanadu, 
the Valaügai 98 sub-sects and the 14айдаг 98 sub-sects, regarding the various items 
of taxation that had to be paid to Govern- 
ment (rajagaram iraimuraimat) or to the 
temple, as had been already settled by the 
inhabitants of the other 2208 in Valudalambattu-u$ávadi. The necessity for adopt- 
ing this procedure is stated to have arisen thus: **Since the time of the Kannadiyas 
(Hoysalas?) the district had beén declared to be the jivita-parru of the (temple ?) 
servants. Collections of taxes were not made by any one single person. The lands 
were leased out (44220142) to other persons and puravars taxes were collected. Thus - 
the whole district came to be ruined.” It was decided that some specified lands in 
the district of Parantaka-nidu which were rent-free were not to be interfered with, Бу?

It was ruled that any body who collects the taxes otherwise than in the schedule 
given above, must do so with the consent of the assembled body (mandala) of people. 


45. An inscription (No. 42 of 1914) of Immadi-[ Praudhadeva Mallikàrjuna |, son 
of Dévaráya II, which is dated in Saka 1869, mentions а place called Idavai alias 
Mallikarjuna. ` Pandiyanai-venkanda-Séla-chaturvédi- 
š mañgalam. This surname of Idavai 
which means * the Brahman village of the Chola (king), who saw the back of the 
Pandya (king) °, signifies Idavai to have been the place at which a battle must have 
been fought between the Chola and the Pandya in which the latter showed his back 
to (i.e. was defeated by) the former. Rai Bahadur V. Venkayya in his article on 
the Ambàásamudram inscription of Varaguna (Ep. Ind., Vol. IX, page 87) remarked : 
* The expedition against Idavai in the Chola country and the attack of Vémbil were 
apparently acts of agression on the part of the Pandya king which eventually led to 
the battle of Sripurambiya (Tiruppirambiyam)." It is evident from the surname 
under reference that the expedition of the Pandya king Varaguna against Idavai 
was abortive. 


46. The last king of the first Vijayanagara dynasty was Viripaksha III. From 
Kunnandarkoyil in the Pudukkottai State comes an inscription (No. 549 of appendix 
B) which is dated in Saka 1415 and calls the king “ Mallikarjuna-Virdpaksharaya, 
the son of Dévaraya II.” We know that by this time the kingdom had been usurped 
by the Saluvas and that Saluva Immadi-Nrisimharaya was ruling. We are perhaps 
to conclude that Virüpaksha, if he were alive till then, was assigned by the usurpers 
a quiet corner of his empire. Still another record (Nv. 212 of 1914) from Tiru- 
varangulam in the same State mentions a son of (?) Mallikarjuna and is dated in 
Saka 1436 which takes us into the reign of king Krishnadévaraya. It is not possible 
to say whether Virüpáksha was living down to so late a period a Saka 1436. 
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No. 88 of appendix C bears the date Saka 1889 (= A.D.1467-68) and mentions 
Saluva Parvatayyadéva the Saluva chief Parvatayyadéva. It 
° 1 states that he established a feeding-house 
„оп Srifailam wherein thirty Jangame and thirty Brahmans were fed regularly every 
day. No. 26 of 1915 mentions still another Sàluva chief, ,Peda-Malleparája, son of 
Yara-Kampayadéva-Maharaja and Maldévamma who in Saka 1407 (= A.D. 1485- 
86) granted a tank and lands for providing offerings in the temple of Mallikarjuna 
„аф Srigailam. The former is already known to us from an inscription at Tirupati 
where he is stated to have built in Saka 1387 a mandapa for the god of Tirupati 
(Archeological Survey Report for 1908-09, p. 167). The latter chief’s father 
Yara-Kampayadéva-Maharaja also figures in the Tirupati inscriptions (doe. eit.). 
аи гаја whose record is dated іп бака 1407 may have been an elder 
brother of Siru-Mallaiyadéva referred to in the same place. These were not Saluva 
kings of the direct line to which the usurper Saluva Narasinga belonged. 


47, No. 147 of 1914 which is dated in Saka 1428 (= A.D. 1506-7) belongs to 
Vira-Nerasimha Bhujabalaráya- Маһагауа the eldest son of Narasi-Nayaka. The 
Vira-Narasiba Bhujabalaraya. [e Bhujabala-Maharaya for this king 
as been referred to in my last year’s 
Annual Report, p. 98, paragraph 29. No. 54 of 1915 whieh bears also the date 
‘Saka 1428 (= A.D. 1505-6) refers to the reign of Immadi-Narasa-Nayaningaru, 
son of Narasi-Nayaka and grandson of Їбуага-Мауака. The genealogical account 
given in Krishnaráya's stone and copper-platb records, makes it clear that this 
Immadi-Narasa must be identical with Vira-Narasimharáya the elder brother and 
predecessor of Krishnaraéya. Another inscription (No. 319 of 1914) which is dated 
in Saka 1439 (= A.D. 1517-18) records the gift of 20 pon, by a certain Monnai- 
yappan alias Vira-NaraSihgar&ya-N&yaka Vilupparaiyan of Tiruvàrür to the temple 
of Tiruvarangulam, for the merit of Vira-Narasingaraya-Nayaka. This is probably 
a reference to Bhujabala Vira-Nrisimha who was dead by this time. 


48. No. 64 of appendix C from Ahóbalam dated in Saka 1438 (= A.D. 1515- 
16) refers to the usual conquests of Krishnaráya in the east (Archeological Survey 
Report for 1908-09, pp. 175 ff). Some time after his first campaign in which 
the last event mentioned is the iulépurusha ceremony performed at o temple of

K rishnaráya. king Krishnaraya is का किर to нэ 
started again on his victorious campaign —now against Kalinga. No. 18 of appen- 
dix C from §risailam is also dated in Saka 1438 and mentions the same conquests of 
Krishnaraya. 1518, however, dated five months ^arlier than the Ahobalam record and 
refers to the king as having gone from Dharanikota after performing the tulapurusha 
ceremony straight to Sriparvata; to have here built the row of stone mandapas which 
still exist, on either side of the car street; to have given two villages and remitted 
tolls on kävadis, pack-ponies, pack-bullocks and donkeys which were evidently op- 
pressing the pilgrims and the poorer classes of merchants. Thus the Ahobalam and 
the Srigailam inscriptions of Krishnaràya taken together supply the valuable inform- 
ation that Krishnar&ya on returning to his capital from his first campaign in the 
east—the one important event of which was the capture of Kondavidu— stayed in 
his capital only for a very short period before starting again against Kalinga. 


A record from Sogi (No. 457 of appendix B) which bears the same date mentions 
Immadi Basavappa-Vodeya who was the bAujapratapa of the king and registers a gift 
made for his merit. Evidently Immadi Basavappa was a military officer of Krishna- 
riya who accompanied the king in his victorious campaigns. The governor of Sricaila- 
rajya under king Krishnaraya was a certain Chandrasékharayya who had married a 
daughter of the chief Démarasa. His gifts to the temple of Mallikarjuna are recorded 
in Nos. 14 and 15 of appendix C. No. 14 states that stone statues of Krishnaráya, 
Démarasa and ChandraSékharayya were placed in a newly constructed mandavu of the 
temple. I was notable to trace these historic statues at Srigailam. An interesting 
information is supplied by No. 272 of appendix B. The residents of the district 
of Valla-nadu who held the right of padikkaval in three specified villages of that 
district, not being able to pay the due share of tadamaito Narasa-Nayakkar who was 

-evidently one of the chiefs owning that district, borrowed the required amount 
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from the temple of Tiruvarangulam and in return for the same gave up their right. 
of padikkaval in favour of the temple. They did not, however, cease to hold the 
responsibility of discharging the taxes and other minor demands on these villages. 
In two of his copper-plate records which come from Kumbakoram the king receives. 
the title urukavi-vaibhava-nivaha-nidaina, i.e., “ the cause for the highly prosperous 
condition of great poets." This significant epithet is almost literally applieable to 
Krishnar&ya as, we know that during bis reign literature and literary men flourished 
very largely (Archaeological Survey Report for 1908-09, p. 185). The wording of 
these grants especially in the portion where the names of the composer and writer 
occur are strikingly similar to the same passages in the later Karnáta records. ‘The: 
writer of the two grants was Sabhspati and their engraver was Viranacharya, son of 
Mallanacharya. 


The great influence of Vaishnavism on the Vijayanagara kings who succeeded;

for 1908-09, р. 196 f. The large number of records of Sadagiva found at Ahobalam 
and the mention of the numerous gifts of mandapae, lands, tanks, gardens and groves 
made himself or by the chiefs subordinate to him, fully indicate the influence of that 
religion on the members of the royal family and their relations. 


49. The chief minister and the de-facto ruler at this time was Aliya-Ramaraja. 
who is referred to in inscriptions Nos. 65 and 66 of 1915 and 468 of 1914—all dated 
prior to the year Saka 1478 in which Ramaraja is known to have died. In Saka 
1479 his brother Tirumalarájayyadéva appears as chief minister. No. 63 of appendix 
C mentions the gift of the Vasanta-madapa to the iau wine by Narasa-

adaéiva and his subordinates. порт i "Vobaya déva-Mahárüja of the: 
Kà$yapa-goíra and the Yajus-Sükhà. This chief is not known to us from other 
inscriptions. The  Maehamandalé$vara ^ Kondràju-China-Timmay yadéva-Mahàáràja 
appears in No. 75 of 1915. Kondayadéva-Maharaja, son of the Mahadmandalésvara 
. Ramaraju Konetiriju, is stated to have handed over to the temple of Ahobale$vara 
the copper-plate Sdsana of Sadà$iva which registered the grant of Gurijipalli for 
maintaining the Vaishnava feeding-house (Ейтбгиуа-Ёйїа) in the shrine of the 
Bhashyakara (ie. Ramanujachirya). This same Kondayadéva-Maharaja (Kondraja) 
made the request for the grant recorded in the British Museum plates of Sadasivaraya 
(Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, p. 2). No. 65 records the gift of a Dasavanda-manya to Aubala- 
raja (called Koneti-Vobulrájugüru in No. 72 of 1915) the elder brother of Kondaya- 
deva-Mahàrája just referred to. He was aiso the purchaser of a temple-land, 
mentioned in No. 66. MaAamandalés$rara Ganapatidéva-Maharaja a chief of the solar 
race and the Kasyapa-goíra, the grandson of Krishnamaraja and the son of Nandiraja 
appears in No. 59 of appendix C as a subordinate of Sadà$iva. Another chief of 
the solar race but of the Vi$vàmitra-goíra was Vobulraja son of Vobulraja and 
grandson of the Mahamandalésvara Pochiraja Ramarija who gave six kha of land by 
purchase, for providing offerings in the shrine of Nammalvar within the temple of 
Ahobalésvara. A member of the Jütüri family which belonged to the lunar race, the 
Atréya-gotra and Ње Ápastamba-sütra, like the members of the main family of the 
Karnata kings, was Gopin&tharája, son of Оорагаја and grandson of the Maha- 
mandalé$vara Jütüri Chatraja, who built a mandapa for Ahóbaleávara and provided for 
offerings therein. Again, Udarsayyahgaru, son of Rámarsayyaügáru and grandson, 
of Udarsayyangaru of the K&áyapa-góífra and Apastamba-siitra, who is mentioned in 
No. 58 of 1915 may have been a member of the solar race_and.a distant relation of 
the royal family. So was Тїшшагар, son of Vobulraja and grandson of the Mahã- 
mandalé$vara Kurichéti-Baichanadéva-Choda-Mahàrája. He is stated to have been 
of the Kàsyapa-gotra, the Agvalayana-stitra and the Rik-6škhë (No. 79 of 1915). In 
the solar race of the KaSyapa-gotra were evidently members both of Rik-sakha. 
(A$valàyana-sütra) and Yajus-śākhā (Apastamba-sütra). To the latter belonged 
Venkatadridéva-Maharaja, son of Timmarájadéva and grandson of the Maha- 
mandalésvara Apratikamalla Kuruchéti Timmarajadéva-Maharaja (No. 80 of 1915). 
Timmaraja, the nephew of Aliya Rámarája and the author of the Telugu werk. 
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Paramaydgivilgsamu, musc have been different from this Tunmaraja of the Kurichédu 
family. То the main line of the Karpátas again belonged China Avubhalayyadéva- 
Maharaja, son of Narasihgayadéva and grandson of the адтай ага. Nandyala

50. An inscription from Ratnagiri (No. 146 of appendix B), dated in Saka 1466 
(— A.D. 1544-45), registers a gift of land to the temple by a certain Timmappa- 
Nayaka, son of Singama-Nayaka and grandson of np reir ina He receives а 
long list of bù undas some of which like Basavasankara, Seùgūli Mannaraganda may be 
noted. The chief is stated to be the agent of the Mahdmandalésvara Ramaraja-China- 
T[i}mmadéva-Maharaja. Another record from the same place, dated in Saka 1467 
(No. 191 of 1914), supplies a genealogical account of the Karnata chiefs of whom the 
Mahàmandalésvara Ramaraja-China-Timmadéva-Mahiaraja was apparently one. The 
genealogy commences with Araviti Bukka mentioning his son Rama (Ramaraja I), 
: ал. . his three sons Timmarája, Kondaya ( Peda- 
Conquests of Vitthala and China Timma in Kondraja) and Rangaraja (Ranga I) and 
the South. the four sons of Timmaraja, viz., Nalla- 
Timma (Tirumalaraja), Vitthala, China Timma and Pápa-limma. These four are 
stated in the inscription to bave been entitled Viravasanta. Under orders from 
king Sadaéiva and the minister Ramaraja (Hemraj) (who was their cousin brother). 
Vitthala and China-Timma started on a ‘victorious compaign right up to the shore 
of the soutbern ocean and made the whole country free from oppressive rulers. In the 
Saka year stated above ће two brothers together with their relations set up pillars of 
victory at Ràmasétu (26. Raméévaram) and Kanya-Kumarikaé (Cape Comorin) in 
order to establish their fame. It will be observed that the genealogical account 
given above is quite in accord with what we find on page 201 of the Archeological 
Survey Report for 1908-09. e conquests of Vitthala which he is here stated to 
have achieved in company with his younger brother China-Timma are also described 
on pages 195 ff. of the same book. The setting up of the pillars of victory at Raméé- 
varam and Cape Comorin, however, deserves to be noted. 


51. Two records from Magimavinahalli in the Bellary district are both dated in' 
Saka 1466, and register the foundation of (1) Chikka-Timmapura-agrahara by Aliya- 
Ramarajayya for the religious merit of his daughter Tirumalammà, who ‘ had become 
a bride’, and (2) of the tank called Kamasamudra constructed by Bayikara Ramap- 
'payya (mentioned also in No. 464 of 1914 which belongs to the time of Sadasivadéva~ 
Mahàár&ya) for the religious merit of his daughter Kamamma. Both give a genealogical 
account and a prasasti of a certain Башауатӣќуа of the Pará$ara-goífra. A certain 

ingaya had a son, named Bhavayamantri. His son was Ramamantri, who married 
Telugamà. To Ramaya and Telugam& were born Peda-Timmaya, Timmamantri, 
Sūra, Bhaskara-Chamipati and Bhavaya (or Báchaya). Of these the last obtained. 
from Achyutadévaraya the country of 
Kondavidu. Having built at that placea 
temple for Gopinatha, he was ruling, it is stated, independently, the whole of the 
Andhradé$a. To his elder brother Peda-Timmaya who married Lakkambika was born 
Ramayamantri who also obtained from king Achyutadévaraya the governorship of 
Kondavidu together with the insignia of authority such as the parasol of pearls and 
others. This Rāmayāmātya founded many Brahman villages in the Andhradééa and 
presented them to Brahmanas. In Saka 1461, for example, he got from king 
Achyuta the village Ontigodu with Kshullakiduhalli (2.6. Chikka-Kiduhalli) and 
converted it into the Brahman village Timmapura-agrahara. As an accessary village 
he gave Mangimavinahalli, surnaming it Pinna-Timmapura. At Timmapura-agrahara 
also called Peda-Timmipura, he constructed many temples and gave for their upkeep 
the village of Holagundi with its tanks and gardens. In the name of his daughter 
(named Achyutamma) the “great orator? Ramayamatya converted the village Huli- 
kunta into the Brahman village Achyutammapura-agrahara. Here he also constructed 
а tank called Achyutammasamudra, and in the three villages Peda-Timmapura, Pina- 
Timmapura and Achyutammapura, Rimayamatya constructed sixteen tanks including 
the one already mentioned, presented gardens and established Brahmans.

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Nothing is known about this Ràmay&mátya of the PariSara-gotra from other 
inscriptions. It is interesting to.learn that his uncle Bhavaya (or Bachaya) built tne 
temple of Góopinátha at Kondavidu. This 
lutter temple was traditionally believed to 
have-been built by a Brahman subordinate 
of Krislnaràya who deceitfully managed to have all the 72 nobles, the subordinates of 
the Reddi kings, beheaded in this temple. According to Mr. Sewell (Lists of Anti- 
„quities, Vol. Il, p. 188), this wicked Brahman builder of the Gopinitha temple was 
Ràmayya Bhaskarudu. Although the inscriptions in the Gopinatha temple itself do 
not supply us with the name of the builder it is now practically clear from the 
Magimavinahalli inscriptions that Ramaya Báchaya whose elder bother was Ramaya 
Bhaskara constructed that temple. This confirms the statement of the local chronicle 
from which Mr. Sewell has quoted. Ramayamiatya, the nephew of Bachaya, may have 
to be identified with Ramamatya the author of the Svaramélakalanidhi of whom it is 
stated that he received from Ramaraja the chief-ship of Kondavidu (Archeological 
Survey Report for 1911-12, p. 173, foot-note 2) 


A eopper-plate record from Anantapur received through the kindness of J. Mac- 
Iver, Esq., 1.С.5., Collector, registers the grant of the village Kanuma in the Gutti- 
valila toa number of i3rihmanas who had to perform the shdd2S6pachara, i.e., the 
sixteen kinds of services in the temple, of Channakésavadéva at Mundimadugu on the 
banks of the river Pinakini (i.e, Pennar). The grant was made at the request of a 
certain Appalaraja, son of Krishraraja and grandson of Timmaraja of the solar race. 
The genealogical portion of the grant is exactly similar to what we find in the British 
Museum plates of Sadagivaraya of Saka 1475 and in the Bévinahalli grant of Saka 
1473 noticed below. The date Saka 1470 of the Kanuma grant makes it the earliest 
of Sadagiva’s copper-plate grants known so far. The only point that is worth noting 
in the grant is the statement that equal rights wire enjoyed both by the temple 
‘and the worshipping priests in the village Kanuma. One half of it which was set 
apart for the priests was divided into twenty shares while the other half which be- 
longed to the god remained undivided. 


52. No. 1 of appendix A kindly sent for examination by Bashir Uddin Ahmed, 
Esq., Collector of Raichur, is also a grant of the Vijayanagara emperor Sadá$ivaráya 
‘and of his Karnáta minister and brother-in-law Ramaraja. It is stated that the heroic 
chief Ainana Malukka, son of the noble Ainana Malukka, requested Ramarija to have 
the village of Bévinahalli granted to Brihmanas. Mr. Bashir Uddin writes to me 
quoting from the guide to Bijapur written by Mr. Henry Cousens that about two miles 
away to the east of Bijapur is the tomb of Ain-ul-mulk. ‘‘ It isa square massive looking 
building surrounded by a very elegantly shaped dome. Within, upon the walls, are

Ain-ul-mulk one of the officers of Ibrahim I who rebelled against him and was killed 
near Bijapur in 1556. Beside the tomb is the mosque.” The Muhammadan chief 
Ainana Malukka must evidently be identical with Ain-ul-mulk whose sympathy for 
the Br&hmanas deserves to be noticed. In Volume III, page 331 of Brigg's 
Ferishia we find mention made of Mullik Ein-ool-moolk Geelany who was a friend of 
Ramraj and was treated by him asa brother on account of his bravery. Geelany 
is perhaps the chief Ainana-Malukka referred to in the inscription.

One more inscription of Sada$iva may be mentioned. It comes from Vellanür in 
the Pudukkottai State and introduces Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya who took K6-nadu, 
and also bears the Saka date 1470 which falls into the reign of Sadáéiva. It men- 
tions the Mahadmandalésvara Immadi Akkaladéva-Sima-Maharaja entitled Simanta- 
Narayana and Dora-Bhima for whose merit the grant registered in the inscription was 
made. it is difficult to explain how Sundara-Pandya mentioned in the beginning of 
the record has to be connected with the Vijayanagara king Sadà$iva except on the 
supposition that the latter in virtue of his rule over Ko-nidu which was a part of 
the Pandya country may have held the title Sundara- Pandya. 


53. The Karnata or the third Vijayanagara dynarty is represented in the year’s 
collection by-the four kings Rama III, Venkata I, Ranga П and Rima IV. No. 43 
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-of appendix О which is dated in the Saka year 1499 mentions two officers of Rama: 
rajayyadéva ( Каша IIT) viz., Dantikenti làngapanna and Savaram basavappa. At the 
command of the Saiva teacher Viragaiva Sautabhikshavritti-Ayyavaru, they repaired 
the bund on the east bank of the river Bhogàvati which was itself cn the west side of the 
temple of Mallikarjuna and converted it into a flower garden for the use uf the temple. 
This high bund still exists but the flower garden is no longer maintaincd. From an 
inscription (No. 70 of 1915), dated in Saka 1506 (= A.D. 1584-85) we learn that 

Rañea IT. Virasri- Rangarayadéva-Maharaya — (ie., 

x Вайга II) had his capital at Penugonda. 

It has already been noted in paragraph 17, above that his subordinate Kondràja-Tiru- 
malaraja was eda by the king to expel the Mubammadan chief Vibhurama who 

had occupied the temple of Ahobalam. His grandson who is the donee in No. 70 
was prince Venkatarája-Déva-Chodamahàràja who held the titles Marwagyera-Basa- 
va$ankara, Gutti-Lannibbara-ganda and Oraiyari-puravarüdhi$vara. He was the son 
of Timmanna anu the grandson of the Mahàmandales$vara Kondrája-limmar&ja (te. 
Kondraja-Venkataraja-Tirumalaraja). The epithet Déva-Chédamahdraja added to 
the name of the prince and his title ‘lord of Oraiyür, the best of towns’ suggests 
that he might have been connected with the Matla chiefs (Annual Report for 1912, 
р. 58, paragraph 70). From No. 71 of 1915 it appears that this chief was also 
the subordinate of Ranga’s successor Venkata I. Four records that belong to 
the reigu of Venkata I range in date from Saka 1507 (= A.D. 1585) to 1531 

‘(= A.D. 1609). One of these (No. 67 of 1945) registers a grant to the temple at 

`. Ahdbalam, by a guild of merchants. The 

Venkata 1. inscription states that these were the 

recipients of boons from the goddess Vasava-Kanyaka, that they had increased (in 
numbers and in influence) by the blessings of the holy Bhaskaracharya, that they 
were the chiefs of the excellent city Penukonda (in tbe Kistna district), that they 

were born from the ears of the (celestial) cow and that they counted among them 150 

nagara-svimins who were most charitable, truthful and devoted to the principles of 

mercantile business (vartaka-dharma). These attributes are found to be literally true 
in the case of the flourishing Komati community of the present day. 


54. Two copper-plates of the Sankaracharya-mafhe at Kumbakonam purport to 
belong to the reign of Venkatadéva-Maharfija and Srirangadéva-Mahárája and are 
dated in Saka 1630 (= A.D. 1708-9) and Saka 1663 (=A.D. 1741-2) respectively. 
The former registers grants of lands in different villages of Southern India, made "i 

: 5 hara; awe Vijaya-Ranga-Chokkanatha-Nayaka for

varam. It states that this matha was located in the street called Ponvasikondan at that 
village and had been in the possession of the pontiff from early times. The latter 
statement does not agree with what we find in the records actually engraved on the 
walls of the so-called Sankarachirya-matha now pointed out at Jambukéévaram. 
About the 13th century A.D. to which these records may be assigned, the matha is 
stated to have been built by a certain Solakón and to have been called Narpatten- 
n&yiravan-madam, its presiding priests being direct disciples of Namaéésivayadévar 
of the lineage of the Tiruchchattimurrattu-Mudaliyars (Annual Report for 1909, 
р. 104). The king Venkatadéva-Maharaya during whose reign the grant was made 
must be identical with that Vīra- Venkatadéva-Maharaya mentioned in the two copper- 
plate inscriptions gf the Nàyaka queen Mangammél which are dated in Saka 1623, 
Vrisha (= A.D. 1701-2) (Annual Report for 1911, Part II, paragraph 62). 

55. No. 53 of appendix C belongs to the reign of Vira-Ràmadéva (IV) who 
continued to be still ruling at Penugonda-pattana. This statement militates against 
the suppositich that Venkata I changed 
his capital from Penugonda to Chandra- 
girl. The 'inscription records that Bontala Nagiéetti, a VaiSyu of the Vichchupa- 
kala-gótra built the eastern gopura of the Virabhadra temple at Làngalünti (z.e., 
Nágalüti) in the Saka year 1546 (= А.П. 1624). The mention of this gotra which 
was current among the 7८८४४८७ deserves to be noted. 

Хо, 221 of 1914 ofthe time of this Ramadéva, is the earliest of the inscriptions 
found at Ammankurichchi in the Pudukkottai State. 1t is dated in Saka 1542 
‘and states that for the merit of Virappa-Püchchaya-Nàyaka, a certain Angálamma

construeted a tank and a mandapa the latter of which is probably the one on which 

the inscription is engraved. The chief bore several high sounding birudas of which. 
Sammath-Nardyanais one. Хо, 220 of appendix B which also comes from the same- 
place, is dated in Saka 1613 and mentions Virappa-Piichchaya, the son of Obala-. 
Püchchaya who was the brother of Tirumalai-Püchchaya. The Virappa-Püchcehaya . 
of this record appears to have been a descendant of Virappa-Pücehchayya-Nàyaka ' 
mentioned in Мо, 221 above, since in this inscription it is distinetly stated that the 
mandapa was built by one of his ancestors. 


OTHER DYNASTIES, 


, 56. Records of the Hoysala and the Yadava kings copied in, the Hadagalli 
taluka of the Bellary district belong to kings Vira-Náàrasimha I and Tribhuvanamalla 
Vishnuvardhana Vira-Ballàla II of the former dynasty and Praudhapratapachakra- 
The Hovsal à Yad vartin Kandharadéva (Krishna), Sévana-

At the 
end of No. 494 of appendix B which belongs to the reign of the Chalukya sovereign 
Tribhuvanamalla Vikramaditya VI, we are introduced to king Vishnu or Vira-Vishnu. 
Tribhuvanamalla of the Hoysala race. He is here stated to have taken Tulu, Chakra- 
kita, Talavanapura {Talakac) ete., and is, therefore, undoubtedly identical with the 
great conquerer Vishnuvardhana, who at the close of Vikramaditya’s reign appears 
to have declared his independence @ee Ur. Fleet’s Dynasties, Kanarese Districts, 
p. 453 and journal of the Mythic Society, Bangalore, for July 1911, р. 118), A 
hitherto unknown minister of Vira-Nàrasimha 1 was Bommaya-Dandanayaka (Хов, 
447 and 449 of 1914) and a subordinate of Vira-Ballala If was Chaudeya-Nayaka, son 
of Ranaraügabhairava Basaveya-Nayaka (No. 472 of 1914). Padmaladévi, one of the - 
queens of Vira-Ballala II, is mentioned|in No. 495 of 1914 а8:(16 chief queen (pat 
ladarasi) governinglthe village Posa-Padaügile (2.е., Hire-Hadagalli) The king is

No. 94 of appendix B which comes from Kamarasavalli is dated in the fifth 
year of the Hoysala king Sdméévara. It records the settlement of a dispute, made 
by the king, between the temple trustees and a private individual regarding the posses- 
gion of the village Vannam alias Madhurantakanalltir. The king decided that the 
village should be enjoyed asa dévadina 
as had been the case till then. Nos. 176 
and 215 are dated in the 21st and 23rd years of the same king. The former mentions 
the setting up and the consecration of the image of Tirukkamakkottam-udaiya- 
Periya-Nachchiyar in the temple of Tirumanikkamalai-Niyanar at Ratnagiri. The 
latter mentions the great minister Singanna-Dandanayaka, son of the Майдртаайдла 
Singaradéva-Dandanayaka, as having set up the goddess ‘Tiruppalliyarai-Nachchiyar - 
in the temple of Tiruvaiyarudaiya-Nayanar at Sembáttür in the Pudukkottai State. 
This Singanna-Dandanayaka must be different from his namesake who was the don of 
the mahapradhina Kumara-Gandarakova Somaya-Dandanayaka (No. 72 of 1895). 


57. The first year of reign of the Yadava king Kandharadéva (Krishna) is fixed: 
by Dr. Fleet (Dyn. Kan. Distrs. p. 526) to be Plavanga corresponding to 
A.D. 1247-48, But No. 525 of appendix B states that his 12th year was Pingala 
and his 13th Kalayukta. Consequently, 
it looks as if the year Parabhava during 
the last months of which Krishna 
succeeded to the tbrone, was generally counted to be his first year. 

58. The two Kakatiya records (Nos. 27 and 36 of appendix C) copied at Sriailam 
belong to the reign of Prataparudradéva-Maharaja and are dated in Saka 1234 and 
4235. The former mentions the chief 
minister (mahapradhani) V epéti Kommaya 
while the latter states that the king had his capital at Orungallu (Warangal).

Two Kakatiya records of Pratáparudradéva. 
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59. No. 20 of appendix 0 from Srigailam is dated in the Saka year 1299 (= 
A.D. 1877-8) and opens with a genealogy of the Reddis, in Sanskrit. Jt states that 
‘in the fourth caste was born a king named Pola. His son was Prola who married 
Annamambs, a daughter of Doddaya. ‘To these were born Macha, Уёша, Dodda, 
Anna (spelt Anka by mistake) and Malla. Of Véma the record states 
‘¢ Ignorant rulers (of the earth) set up fragile pillars of victory in order to establish 
their) fame; the glorious king Véma of unsullied wisdom unlike other ordinary 
kings of this earth erected two everlasting 
pillars of fame—viz., the stepped path- 
ways—at Srigiri (ie, Srigailam) and 
Ahobalagiri.”? Véma also granted agrahāra villages to Brahmanas, on either banks 
of the rivers Kundi (2.6, Gundlakamma), Krishnà and the Godavari. His son was, 
.Jaganobbaganda Anna-Véma who as already noticed built at Srigailam the hall 
named Virasird-mandapa. ‘The statement at the end of the Telugu portion that the 
mandapa was built by Anna-Vémaya for 
the merit of his father Annaya-Reddi 
suggests that though he was the son of Véma, he had a high regard for his father’s 
brother Annabhüpa (see table on page 23 of the Annual Report for 1900) and respec- 
ted as his own father. The writer of the grant was Balasarasvati which sounds 
more like a title than a proper name A long list of the titles of Anna-Véma are 
recorded on а pillar adjoining No. 20 of;appendix C. Apart from some of the here- 
ditary titles, we are informed that he belonged to the Vellacheri-gotra, that he was 
the lord of the eastern ocean and that he destroyed Rajamahéndra, Niravadyapura 
.and other fortresses on land (sthaladurga). Mallaya who caused this record and 
No. 20 of 1915 to be written on stone is stated to have been the son of Pafichabhik- 
sham Ramanatha ог Ramaya who supervised the work of building steps to the Patiala" 
ganga under king Véma.

Kataya-Reddi Véma-Reddi, the son-in-law of Annavota-lteddi, is mentioned in 
No. 84 of appendix C, as making a gift of the village of Kaluvachéru surnaming it 
Komaragiripura, to the temple of Ahobale$vara, for the merit of his overlord and 
brother-in-law Komaragiri-Reddi. The inscription gives a long list of the villages 
: . 142 situated throughout the Telugu country 
Kataya-Reddi Vema-Reddi' and his gifts for which had been granted to Brühmanas 
ihe ment of Кошава Reddi. and te ples for the merit of Komaragiri- 
Neddi and his wife. All the villages appear to have been renamed Koinaragiripuram 
and are, as a group, reterred to under the name Komaragirimandalam. Incidental 
we learn that the wife of Komaragiri-Reddi was Ammangàáru, and that Kataya 
Reddi Vémá-Reddi had two wives, viz, Tallasinamma and Mallasinamm 
(Mallambikaé). The first of these was the mother of a second Komaragirayya 
who, it is stated in the record, “ was the other (%.e., the earlier) Komaragirayya 
(Konaragiri-Reddi) re-incarnated." Hence it is apparent that Katuma Reddi 
Véma-Reddi had a son named Komaragiri. This fact is also mentioned in two 
published inscriptions from Drākshārāmam (Hp. Ind. Vol. iV, p. 328). Mala- 
sanamma presented for the merit of. Komaragiri-Reddi and his wife Ammangaru a 
village called Mallavaram to the temple of MarkandéSvara at Kajamahéndravara, 
after covering the latter with gold 


60. In appendix D of Part I are ineluded photographs (Nos. 339 to 345) of ten 
Nayaka chiefs of Madura whose statues together with those of their wives are cut 
in relief with labels painted on them in the Pudu-mandapa, opposite to the Sundarésva- 
Statues of the Nayaka chiefs in the Pudu ra temple at Madura. These include the 

mandapa at Madura seven successive Nayaka rulers mentioned 
on page 200 of Mr. Sewell’s Lists of Anti- 
quities, Volume II. Nos. 342 and 844, may have been members of the same family 
who ruled jointly with Periya-Virappa and Lingayya. If this be so, Vira-Südappa- 
Nayaka (Хо, 844) as we find it spelt on the label, would perhaps be a corruption of 
Viévappa joint ruler with Lingayya.  Kastüri-N&yaka (No. 345) under name Кавійгі 
Liügayya, is stated to have been an uncle of Lingayya who held the Government for 
a week (Lists of Antiquities, Volume II, page 301). The Nayaka whose name is 
illegible (No. 342) may. be taken to be that of ViSvanatha II who ruled jointly with 
Periya-Virappa 
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No. 395 of 1914 which is dated in Saka 1565 (= A.D. 1642-43) registers a grant: 
made to the temple of Sokkanáthasvàmin at Pudür for the religious merit of king 
Viévanütha-Nàyaka Tirumala-Nàyaka. This must be the great Tirumala-Nayaka of `

No. 6 of 1915 copied in Madura is an interesting record of the 18th century 
that deserves special notice on account of its contents.

The officer in charge of the fort, the 
maniyam of the place, the sa prati, the day watchmen (dinasarikkarar ?) and others met 
together and summoned the assembled people and the bearers of the god ($ripádam- 
tang’) and declared that the four villages enjoyed by the latter were, as usual, 
sarvamanya, free of all taxes. It will be no surprise that the imposition of additional. 
taxes should, have driven the servants of the temple to scek redress by committing 
£ Bao suicide when it is understood that in A.D. 
I 1710 people were already much oppressed 
by a terrible famine which continued for ten years till 1720 (Sewell's Liste of 
Antiquities, Vol II, p. 203) At this time it is stated that Kumara Kastüri- 
гађбаууа was the general (da/avày) and Venkatakrishnayya the minister (pradAana). 
The former may have been a member of theruling family. It has already been noted 
above that a copper-plate record (No. 4 of appendix A) dated in Saka 1630 ( — 1708- 
09 A.D.) registers a gift of villages by the Nàyaka king Vijayaranga Chokkanátha 
— here stated to be a subordinate of the Vijayanagara emperor Venkatadéva-Maha- 
raya—for feeding Br&hmanasat the matha of His Holiness the lokaguru Sri-Sankara- 
charya at Gajáranya-kshétra (Jambukéévaram). 

61. No. 416 of appendix B records a gift of land for the merit of Tirumalai 
Katta Raghynathadéva by his agent Tambi-udaiya Tévar. The inscription is dated 
in the cyclic year Dundubhi which corresponds to A.D. 1664. From Mr. Sewell’s 

Satupatis of Ramnad account of the Sétupati kings of Ramnad 
P i given on p. 228 ff. of his Lists of 
Antiquities, Volume II, we learn that Tambi Tévar was an illegitimate brother of Badai- 
yaka Tévar alias Dalavay Sétupati. He at first opposed the succession of Raghunatha- 
déva the nephew of Sadaiyaka Tévar, to the throne of the Sétupatis but subsequently 
acquiesced in it through the itnerferenee of the Nayaka king Tirumala-Nayaka, In 
1646 Raghunatha Sétupati alias Tirumalai Sétupati was placed on the throne and 
я stupati alias Tiru : . ruled until 1670. Tambi Tévar too 
Raghunátha Sétupati alias Tirumalai Sétupati. appears to have accepted the position of 
an agent under Raghunatha as evidenced by the inscription under reference. Though 
from what Mr. Sewell says it appears as if Tambi Tévar died -soon after the accession 
of Tirumalai Sétupati the record under review shows that he lived on until ut least 
A.D. 1664. 


62. A copper-plate record from Kumbakonam (No. 5 of appendix A) which is 
dated in Saka 1663, Dundubhi ( —A.D. 1741-42) pretends to belong to the reign of 
Srirangadéva-Maharaja whose exact place in the Vijayanagara chronology is not known 
(see above, paragraph 53). The record states that in this year the servants of 
Vijaya-Raghunáthar&ya Tondaimanar, evidently the Pudukkóttai chief of that name,. 
(mde Sewell's Lists of Antiguities, Vol. IT, p. 2 25) agreed to give ош io)

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every one of the said servants. The inscription does not explain the relation that 
existed between him and these servants. As the plates, however, belong to the 
Sankaracharya-matha at Kumbakonam whose original seat is believed to have been at 
Conjeeveram, it is perhaps to be inferred that Bavani Venkatakrishnayya was ap agent 
I of the matha and that he was directly 
collecting, on its behalf, the dues from these 
servants of the Tondaimánàr. The latest 
epigraph of the collection is dated in A.D. 1867-68 and states that the temple dedicated 
to Brihadámbà and Hariharanütha at Tiruvarangulam in the Pudukkottai State 
was completed and consecrated in this year by Ramachandra-Maharaja.. This is 
Ramachandra-Tondaiman the last ruler mentioned by Mr. Sewell. i 


65. In the above paragraphs reference has been often made to the Sankaracharya- 
matha at Kumbakonam. Seven copper-plate records which belong to this matha had 
been secured for examination by Mr. S. V. Venkatesvara Aiyar, M.A., Professor, 
Government College, Kumbakonam. He was kind enough to allow me to take 
impressions of five of these, while I was recently on tour at that place. These plates are 
believed to record grants to the pontiffs of the Senkarüácharya-ma/ha whose original 
seat, aceording to tradition was at Conjeeveram. Even now there is an agent of the’ 
matha at the latter place supervising the d of the matha, which is distributed in

different taluks of the North Arcot district. Mr. Venkatesvara Aiyar is editing in the 
Ephigraphia Indica an earlier copper-platé grant which belongsto the same matha but is 
not included in appendix A. It belongs to the 18th century A.D. and mentions the 
teacher Sankararya (or Sankarayogin) who received the grant of a village from the 
Chola chief Vijaya-Gandagopaladéva, for the purpose of feeding 108 Br&hmanas. Itis 
not clearly stated in the record if the matha presided over by the Sankararya herein 

referred to, was identical with the 


Three generations of teachers of the Sankara- hkaracharya-matha at Conjeeveram. Of 
charya-matha of Kumbakonam, mentioned in the five inscriptions now examined, Nos. 
copper-plates. 7 and 8 belong to the time of the Vijaya- 


i ra king Krishnaràya. The former is 
dated in Saka 1444 (==A.D. 1522-23) when, the king is mentioned to have encamped 
on the bank of the Krishnavéni (¢.e. the Krishna river). They register grants of villages 
made to Chandraehüda-Sarasvati, who was a pupil of Mahadéva-Sarasvati and to 
Sadáéiva-Sarasvati, the pupil of Chandraséltara-Sarasvati. The names Chandra- 
chiida-Sarasvati and Chandrasékhara--Sarasvati being identical in meaning, both may, 

, be taken as representing one and the same teacher. If this be so, we. have three 
successive pontiffs, viz., (1) Mahadéva-Sarasvati, (2) his pupil Chandraehüda-Sarasvati 
or Chandragékhara-Sarasvati and (3) his pupil Sadasiva-Sarasvati. Chandrachüda- 
Sarasvati was a follower of tbe school of Mayavadins started by байкагасВагуа and a 
resident of Conjeeveram. He presided over the Séradd-matha at that place. 
Hence we might presume that Chandrachüda-Sarasvati was a member of Sankara-. 
charya’s lineage, provided the name Sarada-matha is still applied to its present seat at 
Kumbakonam. The manager of the matha at Kumbakonam who was consulted on the: 
point states that the name Süradü-mafha is even now borne by the Sankaracharya- 
matha at that place and the date of the removal of the matha from Conjeeveram to 
Kumbakonam happened recently about 186 years ago, in the Sadharana year during 
the reign of the Maratha king Pratápa of Tanjore. Jf even this were so it looks sus- 
picious why the name Sankaracharya is not mentioned even incidentally in any one 
of the copper-plates under reference. No.6 which distinctly refers to the matha of 

hkaracharya at Kafichi and to the then presiding teacher Mahadévéndra.Sarasvati а 
pupil of Chandra$ekharendra-Sarasvati is of much later date, 46. A.D. 1686 and 
records a grant of land made by this teacher to a private person in a village which had 
been. granted to the matha by the Golkonda ministers Akkanna and Madanna. 
И These donors must be identical with the 
Akkanna and Madanna, ministers of Abul two famous persons of those names 
нав frequently mentioned in ће popular st 
equently mentioned ш the popular story 
of Ramadas. ‘They were the ministers of Tanisha, one of the kings of Golkonda. Rima. 
das, the nephew of these ministers, was put to extreme torture on account of certain 
misappropriation of revenue. Mr. A. Venkatramiasà, B.A., L.T., writing of Tanisha 
in the Indian Review for November 1912, identifies this Tanisha with Abul Hassan, 
the last of the kingsof Gólkonda who ended his days at Daulatabad being there 
confined in the fort by the Mughal emperor Aurangazeb. 
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64. The Dutch journalist Hivart supplies some information about Akkanna and 
Madanna the ministers of the Qutb Shahi kings Abdula Qutb Shab and Abul Hassan. 
They were two brothers born of a very poor family who entered service as shroffs in 
A.D. 1666 on a pay of 10 gilders per mensem under Saiyyad Mustapha a nobleman of 
Gólkonda known to fame as Mir Zumla. Madanna alias Süryaprakà$a Rao is stated 

Havart on Akkanna and Madanna. by the Duteh journalist to have been 

. an intelligent man whereas his brother 

Akkanna was a man of cunning and roguery with very little of understanding. ‘The 
brothers rose in rank by an apparent act ‘of treachery which cost Mir Zumla his high 
office under the Nabobs of Golkonda. Madanna became a very prominent figure in 
the administration of the Kingdom so much so that the Sultan left everything to his 
саге and was satisfied with receiving 75,000 dollars for his personal use. Midanna 
was’ well versed in Persian, Hindustani and the vernaculars of the country and lived 
in a kingly style. As the golden palanquin in which he went out, passed in the 
streets, people showed, their respect by stopping on the way. He was very kind 
_to the Dutch, and the author of the journal, Havart, says that he had the honour of 

. Seeing Madanna often. 


Having served under Abdulla Qutb Shah (A.D. 1611-1672), the two brothers 
seem to have maintained the same high position also under tlie reign of Abul Hassan, 
the successor of Abdulla Qutb Shih. Butthey were not to maintain this long. In 
A.D. 1655 the Mughal king Aurangazeb marched with his army into Góikonda and 
plundered first the house of Madauna. The people were in a state of panic and 
accused Madanna of high treason. Under orders from the Sultan they murdered the 
two brothers who were once the bosom friends of the king, in a most ignominious way. 
Akkanna and Madanna were dragged along the streets in the presence of the people 
(fig. d. on Plate П). The head of Madanna was severed fron the body aud sent 
to Aurangazeb while that of Akkanna was trampled under the foot of an elephant. 
The death of the two brothers must have happened after the 29th of October 1685 

. when the Mughal army entered Golkonda and perhaps before the end of that month. 
The Sultan Abul Hassan who thought that he would now be safe was himself deposed 
-and confined in Daulatabad in 1687. 


From 1118 account which must be assumed as a correct statement of facts reported 
by ч contemporaneous Dutch journalist, we see that the religious episode of Кашааав 
and his sufferings has no historical basis.
